THUBSQAY morning, Nov. I5th, we diA 
opterQf(out^nclv>rage tobein a moil excel- 
lent iniaU;bay'>:Wfthin three fouttbs of a itiile of 
thje.neftreil Ihcwe, bearing by c^mpafs fouth ;- oile 
point <^.th€ bay bearing N. sO W., fht othci 
S. 73 E. the former at the diftance of 3f, the 
{attef. ftbt)u£.3,mtles. The herds of cattle and 
flpcks of flt?ep grazing on the furrounding hills 
were a %ht vVe had. long been itnmgers to, and 
yoL.IIL B , brought

brought to our minds many jileafing reflexions. 
Thefc indicated that the refidencc of their pro- 
prietors could not be {41, remote^ though wc 
could perceive neither habitations nor inhabi- 
tants. On hoifting the colours at fun-rile, a gun 
was fired, and in a little time afterwards feveral 
people were fcen on borfeback coming from be- 
hind the hills down to the beach> who waved 
their hats, and made other finals for a boat, 
which was immediately fcnt to the Ihore, and 
on its return I was favored with the good com- 
pany of a prieft of .the order of St. Francifco, 
and a -fergeant in the Spaniih army to break- 
faft. The reverend father cxprefTed, and feem- 
ingly with great fincerity, the .pleafure he felt 
at our arrival, arid aflured me that every rcfrefh- 
ment and fervice in the power of himfctf or mif- 
fion to beftow, I might unrefervedty command 
fmce it would -be conferring on them all a pecu- 
Hal: obligatiofl to allovv them to be ferviceablc'. 
The fergeant esprefled himfelf irv the moft . 
friendly mannerj^and Informed ttie, that in the 
abfenc6 of the tommandarit, he '*as directed on 
our arrival to render us every accommodation 
the fettlemerit could afford. ■■■ 

We attended them oti fhore after breakfaft^ 
where they embraced the earliefl opportunity of 
proving, that their friendly expreffions were not

empty proFcffiorw, by prefenting m6 Vvith a Very 
fioe oxi a Iheep, and fome excellent vegetables- 
The good friar, after pointing out the moft con- 
venient. fpot for procuring wood and water, and 
repeating the hoipitable offers he had before, 
made in the name of the fathers of. the Francif- . 
can order, returned to the miffion of Sti Fran- 
afco, which we underftood was at no great dif- 
tance, and to which he gave us the moft preffing 
invitation* 

From thefe gentlemen we learned, that the , 
ftation we had taken was far within the general 
anchoring plaqeof the Spanilh ve£els, whicK 
they faid was off that part of the Ihore where. 
the light was ihewn: and guns fired the jweccd- 
ing night on the beachjj.near the entrance into 
the port. Our fituation was however perfeAly 
commodi<»is. and fuitable to all our purpofes* 
and with permiffion. of, the feigeaiit) I direded a 
tent tb .be' pitched for the'accommodationof the 
party employed in> ptocuriagt wood and water; 
whilft the reft of-thiBncfccw were engaged on 
hoard. inrepairir^ the damages .fuftained in our 
iailfi, rigging, &tc. dunqg the tempeftuoua ^ea^ 
ther with which werhad.iately contended. 
■ We acpufed o'ui'fel^es with Ihooting a few 
quails otl the adjacent hills, and in the afternoon 
Mjtutned on board to partake of the excellent 
B 2 repaft 
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repaft which had be€n Tupplted by our lu^itbUe 
friends. Whilft we were thus pleafantly cor 
gaged, our boat brought off father Antonia 
Dariti, the principal of the miffion of St. Fraa- 
cifco, and Sen*^- Don Heamegildo Sal, an enf^n 
in the Spaniib army, and commandant of the 
port. This gentleman, Ukc thCTfe who vifited as 
in the n>orning, met us with fuch warm expref- 
fions of friendftiip and good-witl, as were not 
lefs deferving our higheft commendations, than 
oor moft grateful acknowledgments. 

The happinefs they fecmed to anticipafec did 
pot appear to arife £) much from a^y pleafuxe 
they anight derive in our (bciety, as fsom the 
comforts and affiflance which it wa» in their 
power to adminiftefi ; this was manifcfted by all 
their anions, and' by theif expreffing that our 
arrival had ompOfveittd them to execute a talk 
the moft accordant t6 their own wifliee, a» wetl 
as to the directions of their fi>Tereign,Vhich had 
been communicated'tiD' them. ^id to th(e neigh- 
bouring fettlements and miffions. 

From Sen' Sal I was made ftcqutMnted, that 
although the fituattca vre had taken might an- 
fwer our purpofes in a eertwn degree, yet there- 
was one which wo had paHed by the pfeceding 
evening, that We fliould find infimtely more 
commodious, as we ihoulid then be more tmin©-

diately in his neigUjourfaood, and more fret^etll 
of^rtuniti&s wauW be atfboled hUn of rendw* 
ing us ftrvice. In ad(ttion to the taObvi c^ h« 
]i&litenefs, I was indiiced to comply with hii 
wiihes by the fftlling tide difcoTcring to us a T«t]r 
great obftacle to our cotntnunication with th*t 
part o£ the ihore firom whbnce the wood and 
water were to be predated. A lu^ bank of 
ibft mud was found at low water to eittfeml 
nearly half way betwiecn the fliip ancTthe ihoici 

I underftood frotnthefe gentknactl that Sen*- 
Qiia^ ftill waited our arrival at Montenc^ ; I 
therefore intnifted to them a letter infotning 
bim of our nrival' in this port, to which' Sen''- 
JSal &id .an aiifwer would moii: likely be pro- 
cured in the courfe <o£ three or four days. Hif* 
ing joined with us in d'riukiag the Healths aCoat 
royal nuAers, they took 'their leave and returned 
to the fliore. '' 

In the aftctnooft a frejh breeze from the 8. E. 
ipraUg up^ attended with rainy difagrceable weaj 
ther, which continued during'the night; the 
next morniug we had a ftpohg gak from the S. 
and S. W. with heavy fqualls arid m6ch rain. 
Haring no time to fpare, and the pilot fcnt by 
Sen'- Sal being arrived, we proceeded unddi" 
double«reefed top-fails to the genefal place of . 
ctnchoragei which we reached by noon, arid took ' 
our itation about a quarter of a mile from the 
B 3 fhore

Ihore in 6ve fathoms water ; the outer anchor was 
in 1 3 fathoms ibft muddy bottom. In this iitu- 
ation the S- E: and N. W. points of the paflage 
into this poi-^; in a line, bore by compafs S. a© 
W, diftant about half a mile. The flag ftaff at 
the P«fidio bore S. 4a E. 

The little we had feen of .port St. Franafco 
enabled! m to decide thaf it was very exteniive 
in two dire<Sions ; one fpaclous branch took its 
courfe eittfl: and ibuthward to a great diftance 
from thfe ftation we had quitted in the morning, 
the other apparently of. equal magnitude led to 
the northward. In this were fcvcral iflands. Al- 
though I had been informed by Sen' Quadra that 
the boundaries of this inlet had boai defined, 
yet I was anxious to bef.more particularly ac- 
quainted with its extent, having fmce been given 
to undorftand that Sen'- Qwadra's information 
was by no means correift. 

Near the branch leading to the eaft and fouth- 
eaftward abovementioned, is fituated the miffion 
of Santa Clara. Thefe gentlemen informed me, 
that this branch had been thoroughly examined, 
but that the branch leading to the north never 
had. I was, however, obliged to remain con- 
tented under the uncertainty of fuch contradic- 
tory information ; for the port having been eftab- 
lilhed by Spain, I did not confider it prudent 
to profecutc its examination without fufficient 
authority 
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authority for fo idCTng: nor vf.as the wcathct 
ikviNible for Jiach an^'UtMlertakiag, thotigh it 
did nftt prevent the exercife of tfeofc friendly dii^- 
pofrtions'inthe ^^nifh commandant, which' he 
had before profeffed. He had been fome ttmtf 
Oti'-the beach' in the rain befote we ancii(5«!d, 
£>r the purpofe of :i^^antly aiferding us-affy 
affiftance in his power to fupply. A mcffage to 
Hiis cffeA *!ras brought by three of the natiw' 
Indians .who (poke Spanllb, an^ wlio came on 
board in a canoe of the- country ; which with' 
smottier, (though perhaps the fame) feen crof' 
iing. the harbbur thet evening We -entered it, ' 
wcrfe die only Indian veffels we had met' with, 
and were without ex^eeptjfin the moft rude and' 
lorry contrivances for embarkation I had eVcr 
beheld. The length -of them was aboot ten 
feet, the breadth about three or four; they were- 
conftradied of rufties and dried grafs of a long ■ 
broad leaf, made up'iato rolls the length of the 
canoe, the thickcft in the middle, and regularly 
tapering to a point at each end. ' Theie- are fo 
difpofed, that on their ends being fecured and 
laihcd together the veffel is formed, which being 
broadeft in the middle, and coming to a point at 
each extremity, goes with either end foremoft. 
Thefe rolls are laid and fattened fo clofe to each 
other, that in calm weather and fmoftth water I 
bdievc them to be tolerably diy, but they ap-

much force ; aotvyithftanding which, -as foOnsa 
tKofe JxK^le h%d delivered 'their ifleffage, thfgr 
€;roffed the inlet for theptwpOife of c^itching fiftt, 
-without feeding ;t¥^ entcrt^m the leaft a|^re- 
hfiMhn for their fafcty. They ccoidiKaeiJ tbeip 
Qwaoe OF vcflel by long double-bkded paddles, 
lifc^.th^e iifc(i. by the Efquimaux. ( 

- The &. W. wiad attended by much rain, blew- 
vfljy:hard until Saturday mc^mng the. '17th, 
v^bcn the vfeathei bccomi^ mor? mc«ifcrate I 
- yiifetfd th* fluoffe. I was greatly mortified to find, 
tiwt wither wood nor water cpuW be procured 
with fi*e-W ccBiv<nicnce, nor of fo good h qnpHty, 
a^atthe ftation w* had" quitted a league and a 
hall" within the entcanes of the "port oo thci 
iarfthern fliore; but asouj Spaniih friends .had' 
infofmed.us that the water here was far ftiperita' 
in it3 quality to that at Monterrey, there wa^ 
now no alterative but that of taking what- the. 
country afforded. A teat was immediately 
pitched on the fhore, wetls wer« 4ug for obtain- 
ing water, and a party was employed in procur- 
ing fuel from fmall buflay hollyileajt'ed oaks, the 
only trees fit for our puipoie^ A kgoora of ica- 
water was between the bcoch and the fpot.on.

coBfvoying thocvnood vtben ont a rcry It^tommi

WChtbdi ei^^ in alli^iog to the peopfe dtOT 
dHfemhC cmplojrmcnts, -fome Taddled hodn 8i>t 
rivtd frdmi'tbc commaiidut with a very coodUl 
invitetiontohifthibitatiwj^ which wa» accepted 
by myjfelf and fottMC of the officers. We rode up 
to the Frcfidio, an i^ellaiion given to their mii 
litary dlal^i&inexiti in this ccmatiry, and fignify-* 
m^ a^Jafe-giiard. The rcfidcAce of the friars is 
called a Miffion;- We ifoon arrived at the Prefi- 
did, ftttich was* not more than a mi4G from our 
lan^g place. Its wall, which fronted the har-^ 
bwir, ' was vifiblc from the Ihips ; but inftead of 
the. city or town, wfaofe lights we had fo anx' 
ioufly lookid for an the night of our arrivaJ, we 
were condui^ed into a'^ipaaous verdant plain, 
fprrounded'by hills on every Irde, excepting that 
which fronted the part. The only objcft of bu-' 
laan induftry which profented itfclf, wasa.&{uare 
area, wbofe Ades were about two hundred jRords 
in length, enclofcd by a mud wall, and refcm-t 
bling a pound for cattle. Above this wnll the 
thatched roofs of their low fmall hou&s juft 
made their appearance. On enterii^ the Pre- 
iidio, we found one of its fides Hill unincloled 
by the wall, and very indifferently fenced in by 
^ few buihes here and there, &^ened to ilakes ■■ 

in 
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in! the ground. Theufifinifliediktcofthis'part, 
affiicded us an opportunity of feeing the itrength 
of the wall, and the manner in which it was 
cbiiftru(fted. It is about fourteen feet high, and 
fiw feet in breadth, and was firft formed by up- 
rights and horizontal rafters of large timber, be- 
tween which dried fods and moiftftied earth 
wete prefled as clofe and as hard as poffible ; aP 
ter. which the whole was cafed with the earth' 
made into a fort of mud plafter, which gave it 
the appearance of durability, and of being fuffi- 
eicntly ftrong to proteA them, with the affiflance 
of their fire-arms, again^ all the force which the 
natives of the country might be able to colleft. 

The . Spanilh foldiers compofing the garrifon 
amounted, I underftood, to, thirty-five ; who, 
with 'their wives, ■ families, and a few Indian ier- 
vants, compo&d the-Whole of the inhabitants. 
Their houfes wcrt ^ong the wall, within the 
il}uare^ ianjii their fronts uniformly extended the 
iame diiiance into the area, which is a clear open 
fpace; viiifhout buildings or other interruptions. 
The only entrance into it, is by a large gateway ; 
facing which, and agaiuft the centre of the op- 
pofite wall or fide, is the church ; which, though 
finall, was neat in comparifon to the reft of the 
buildings. This projeiSts further into the fquare 
than the houfes, and is diflinguiftiable from tho ' 
other edifices, by being white- waflied with lime 
' made 
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. made ffoOi iett-fheUs ; lime-iftone or calt^cous 
earth DOt'^hariQ^ yet been) di£:fiv<ired -in' ^e 
neighixnirhood. '€>a the- left of rtha^Kurdh, is 
the^ copittiandant^s houfe, con&iibng, I believe^ of 
two rooms and a clofct only, w^h are. dinged 
by ma%; -walls, fiim)acitoi:that which exi^vaSm 
cheTquaTbji>and' communicating with etHrbotbcK 
by very fmall doors. Between thefc ajiiilmpnts 
and the outward* walL-w^ 'aa.e2icellenti,poii)try* 
honfe and yard, which. -tfeemed priitty. well 
Aocked ; and between ^he -roof and ceUings of 
the rooms was a lund of himbcr garret : tbfcie 
■were all the convcniencifa the habitation feeniesi 
calculated to afford. - The reft of the . houiJes, 
th(Jugh fmaller, -w^rc faftiioned exaiftly after the 
£ime manner ; 'and in ithe ..winter, .or rainy £ea- 
Ions, muft' at the boft -be very uncottifoft^^ 
dwellings. -For though the walls are a fuiiic^nt 
Jccurity agalhft the inclemency of the weather, 
3«t the windows, which are cutin the front wall, 
and look into the fquare, are deftitutc of ^afi, 
or any other defence that does not ,at the fame 
time exclude the light. . . 

The affflrtmcnt in the commandant's hpuie, 
into which we were ufliered, was about thirty 
feet long, fourteen feet broad, and twelve feet 
high ; and the other room, or chamber, I judged 
to be of the fame dimeniions, excepting in its 
Jiciigth, which appeared to be fopiewhat left. 

The 
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The floor whs of the tiative Toil raifed about 
three ^t from its origuial level, withont being 
boarded, paved, or even reduced toariioven ftir- 
hce: the toaf wis covered: in with: A^gs and 
ntJbes, the walk on the inlide had once bcwt 
-fritite-walhed ; die futoituic confifted of a ycry 
faring aiibrtment of the moft indifpeofible iirti- 
cke, of the rudeO: fafliion, and of the meancA 
kind ; and ill accorded with the idoas we bad 
crniceived of the fumptuous manner in: wliich the 
Spaniardi live on this iide of the globe; 
■ It would, however, be the highdl injuftice, 
ttocwithftanding that degutcies were \t^anting, 
poe to acknowledge the vcfy cordial reception 
and hearty welcome we exjfftienced from our 
worthy hoft ; who had prorided a refrcihing rc- 
f»^, and fuch an one as he thought likely to bd 
moft accefytable at that time of the day ; not 
vrat .^his lady lefs ailiduons, nor did ihe feem 
Icis hap]^ thao himfclf in entcitaining her new 
guefls. 

On aj^Mxiacbing the boufe we found this good 
lady, who, like her fpoufe, had paffed the mid- 
dle age of life, decently drcffcd, feated crofe- 
kggcd on a mat, placed on a fmall fquare wooden 
platform raifed three or four inches from the 
ground, nearly in front of the door, with two - 
daughters and a fon, clean and decerU:ty dre&d^ 
fitting by her ; this being the mode observed by 

thcfe 
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thitfe ladies when they receive Tifitors. The dc- 
cdtbui snd^leafing BehaTJour of the childKn was 
really admirable, and exceeded any thing that 
couldheve been expcdi^d from them under dw 
circumftances of their fituation, without any 
other advantages than the education and cxsm- 
pie of their pth^Mits ; which however deemed tA 
haw been ftudioufly attended to, and (fid them 
^fft ere^t. '• This plea&ig fight added to the 
friendly reception of our hoft and hoftefs» rtn^ 
dered their lowly refidenee'tiolMigtr afi e^€t 
<tfour attenti<Stt?'afl4hft^ik^pftiTafeeW'Of the f«S- 
^efliments tbey^.^atl»^r0ftded/: We K-mowited- 
our horicfe i»'tf ^if ttt «ake a ^e w of the lUrround-

' bur ei<iiiFf»ri' did not extend laVJfrbm thifi 
i*i«ltidio, Whith' U fitu^ed as befere- de^b«d iri 
ft }>}Mfi i&-rounded byhiHa.^ THis plftin iahy iWv 
nWaiBS^a dead ifiat, but of uae^fuat Airface ; the 
feil'is of a l^ni^f nature, and wa» wholly nn- 
dtepfi^re, ori'Whichwert graiing i^eral fiocfcs 
(>f feeepaHd hei^s of c«t!e ; the fidea of the fur- 
rounding hiih, though but moderately elevated, 
festiMd^bafren, ei- nearly Co ; and their fummits 
I ■ ' were 
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were compofed of nalusd uneven Tocks; Two 
fmall- fpaces in the -plain, Tery inlecnrely in-, 
clofed, were appropriated to kitchen ^rdens;- 
much labour did not appear to h*Te been be- 
i]:owed either in the improvement of the foil, in. 
fele»5ling the quality , of the vegetables, or in aug- , 
menting their produce; the feveral feeds once - 
placed in the ground, nature was left to do the 
re& without receiving -any affiilance from nviaual 
labour. 

Sen^- Sal having been made acquainted v/'itb 
t^c difficvLties we had to.encounter in removing. 
our wood to thiQ 1^ (idfiy: pc^itely offered us th& 
carts he had for the ufe of the P|-didio ; but on 
tluir being pfoduced> I was greatly difaj^intedf 
as th^y were by no rneans fb well calculated - ^ 
the mifcrable ftraw canoes for the fervjce. .they; 
were intended to perform, 

Thus,, at the expence .of very little examina-. 
tion, though not without much difappointment, 
was our^curi^fi^y f$tisfie4concfrpidgthe Spanifli 
town anjl /ettleflientj of St.; Fr^ncifco.4 .It^lJie^d 
^f findinga country tolfsrabl^r >vell inhabited a^d 
far adva&ce<i in cultiyAt¥>n> if wc <xcept .it^ narL 
tural pafhires, the flocks of ibeqp, and herds of 
cattle, there is not an objeift to indicate, the ,m<^' 
remote connedtion with any.Europeaiif or.othci:- 
civiUzednatiflfl. .^ , . . 

This iketch will be fufficient, without fiirther 
comment, 
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comment, to convey ibme idea of the inaSive 
^irit of the people, and the unprotefted ftatd 
of the eftablifliment at this port, which I fhould 
conceive ought to be a principal obje£l of the 
Spanilh crown, as a key and barrier to theic 
more fouthem and valuable fcttlcments on the 
borders of the north pacific. Should my idea o^ 
its importance be over-i^ted, certain it is, that 
confidered folely as an eftablifliment, which muil: 
have been formed at ccmfiderabfc cxpence, it pof- 
feiTes no other means for its prote^on than fuch 
as have been already defcribed ; with a brais three-' 
pounder mounted on a rotten carriage before the ' 
f relldio, and -a fmiilar piece of ordnance which 
(I was told) was at ■ the S. E. point of entrance 
lafhed to a log inilead of a carriage ; and Tvax 
the gun whole report we heard the evening of 
our arrival. Before the Prefidio there had for- 
merly been two pieces of ordnance, faiit one of 
them had lately burft to pieces. 
■ Ihe 'examination of thefe few objf(5ls, and 
the 'cobfequent obfeiVations upon them, occu- 
pied 'out lelfiare until dinner time, when we re- 
turned on board, accdmpanied by Sen' Sal, his 
wife, and party, and one of the fathers of the 
miflion of St. Francifco, Martin de Landaeta," 
who brought me a preffing and polite invitation 
from his brethren, and Tvho proved to be a very 
pleafmg and entertaining acqulfition to our ib- 
ciety. The 
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The neit day, Sunda.y the I8th, was appointed 
for my vifiting the miffion. Accompanied by 
Mr. Mcnzies and feme of the officers, and our 
firiendly Sen'' Sal, I rode thither to dinner. Its 
diftance from the Prefidio i$ about a league* ia 
an eafterly direftion ; out tide .was. rendered un- 
pleafant by the foil being Ydry looic and fatidyi 
and by the lasd being much incommoded with 
low gmreUng bulhes. 

Its 'fituation and external appearance m a g^tat 
meaiurerderoblcdthatof the Prcfidio; and, like 
its mrighbourhoodj the cowitry \wafl i^fingly 

' diverfiified with hill and dale., The hilU wfere. at 
a greater diftance from each other, and gave, 
more extent to the plain, which is competed of 
a foil infinitely richer than that of the Prefidio, 
being a mixture of fand and a black vegetable 

, mould. The paitures bcwc a taore Juxuriaut her- 
bage, and fed a greater numibei of flieep and 
cattle. The barren fandy countfy thrtnigh which 
Ivc; had paffed, feenKd to make a nalural divi- 
iion between the land^ of the miDion and thc^ 
of the Prefidip) and extendi from Cbc flwres of 
the port to the "foot of a ridge of ;n)oufitainsi 
which border on the exterior coaft, and, aypev 
to ftreteh in a line parallel to it. The verdure 
©if the plain continued to a coaMetablc height 
up the fides of thefe hiUs ; the fummitt of which, 
though ftill compofed of ragged rocks, produced 
a few trees. The 
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- The buildings of the miflicm formed two fides 
t)f a iquaire only, and did not appear as if in- 
tended, at any future time, to form a perfeft 
quadrangle like the Prefidio. The architcAurc 
and materials, however, feemcd neariy to cor- 
refpond. 

On our arrival, we were received by- the re- 
verend ftithefs with every demonftration of cor« 
diality, friendftiip, and themoft genuine hofpi'- 
tality. We were inftantly conduced to their 
manfibn, which was fituated near, and commu- 
nicated with the church. The houfes formed a 
fmall oblong-fquare, the fide of the church com- 
^fed one end, near which were the apartments 
•fllbtted to the fathers. Thele were conftruftcd 
jKarly after the manner of thofe at the Prefidio, 
JHMt appeared to be more finiihed, better con- 
%Wed, were larger; and much more cleanly. 
•5^!bng the walls of tjiis interior fquare, were alfb 
^any other apartments adapted to various pur- 

_;- Whilft dinnet was preparing, our attention 
."Wjlfe engaged in feeing the feveral houfes withitl 
.fbC' fquare. Some we found appropriated to the 
"ifeceptionof grain,' of which; however, they had 
^hot a very abundant* ftock-; nor was the- place of 
^h growth within fight of the miffion'; though 
■the richnefs of the contiguous foil, feemcd equal 
to all the purpofes of huibandry. One large 
Vol. Hi. C loom 
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toom was occupied by manu&£turers of a coarle 
fort of blanketting, made from the wool pro- 
duced in the neighbpurhood. The looms, though 
rudely wrought, were tolerably well contrived, 
and had been made by the Indians, under the 
immediate dire<5lion and fupcrintcndance erf" the 
lathers ; who, by the iamc affiduity, had carried 
the manufaSure thus far into cffcft. The pro-* 
duce refulting from their manttfa<ftory is wholly 
applied to the clothing of the converted Indians. 
I faw ibme of the cloth, which was by no means 
defpicable ; and, had it received the advantage 
of fulling, would havc-been a very decent fort 
of clothing. The preparation of the wool, as 
alfo the rpinning and weaving of it, was, I un- 
derftood, performed by unmarried women and 
female children, who were all relident within the 
fquare, and were m a flate of coavcriion to the 
Roman Catholic pcrfuafion. Bcfidcs manufac- 
baring the wool,, they are alfo inftruScd in a va- 
riety of neceffary, iifeful, and beneficial employ- 
ments until they marry, which is greatly en- 
couraged ; when they retire from the tuition o. 
the fathers to the hut of thar hufband. By thcfo 
means it is cxpeded that their do<5lrine& will be 
firmly eftabliihed, and rapidfy propagated ; and 
the trouble they now have with their prefont 
untaught flock will be hereafter recompence^ 
by having fewer prejudices to combat i^i the ri^ 

fing 
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fing gcneraiio^ They Ukewile cpniider tfieir 
plan as dTentially neceHary, in a political point 
of view, f<W infuring tKeir own fafely. Xhf 
women and girls being the dcareft obje£b of af- 
fection ampngft thefe Indians, the Spaniards 
deem it expedient to ictain conft^dy a certain 
number of- females. Immediately within th«f 
power, as a [^edge for the fidelity of the mca« 
and as a chedc on any improper defigns the nii- 
tives might attempt to carry into execution, 
either againft the milUonarics, or the cilabllfh* 
ment in general. , 

By various encouragements and allurements to 
the children, ot their parents, th^y can depend 
upon haying. as man^ to bring up in this way as 
they require: here they are well fed, better 
clothed than the ^dians in the luelghbourhood, 
ore kept clean, iip^biK^ed, and have.every nece(>- 
iiiry c^e taken of them ; and in return for. thefe 
advantages they' muft fubm it to < certain regula- 
tion ; amonglt which, they are not. fuffered to 
go out of the interior: fquare in jthe day tjinnc 
without permifficMi; we never to fleep out of it 
at night ; and to prevent «lopements, this fquare 
has noxommunicatioii with the country but by 
fine common doorv which the Others themfelvca 
take c^e of, and:fee that it is well fecured every 
evening, aas alfo thejapartments,of the >v:onieQ, 
who gonerally' retore immediately aft^s fuppey;. , 
...;':. C a ■ If 
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If I am correiftly fnfoJtoed by di« diffeKrIt 
Bpariifli gentlemch with whom I converfed on 
this fubjed, the utiifbrm, mild, and kind-hearted 
difpofition of this reHgious order, has never failed 
to attach to tlicir intereft the affe<Sions of the 
'natives, wherever they hat'e fat down amongft 
them ; tbis is a-very happy cii'cumftance, for their 
iituatiort otherwife would be exceffively^ preca- 
rious ; As they are protcded only by five IbldiefS 
■who refide under the direftions of a cflrporat, 
in the buildings of the mt'lTioii at ibmc d^ancc 
on the other fide of the church.- 
' The eftablifttment muft certainly be cofifidered 
as liable to forhe danger. ' Should theft children 
^bf natufe fee' ever induced to' a<!t an urigrateful 
and treacherous part, they might cafily conceal 
efficient weapons to effeO: any evil parpofc— ^ 
There are only three fathers ; thefe live by them- 
felvcsi and fiiotdd' any attempt be made upon 
tbcm at nigfitj the Very rneans they have adopted 
Tortheir fecurity rtiight deprive them c£ any af- 
ififtance fi-om the' guard until Itmight be too late; 
dnd iridividually, they Could make but little re*- 
fi'fhlncc. Should a confpiracy f(ir their deftruc* 
tiontake ptaCe^ 'the millim would foon falli and 
there- would be' little doubt of the confpirators 
being-joinedby the Indians ofthe village, which 
i&iftthe vicinity bf thd miffioh,:and;wa5 faid to 
contdm lis bxriitfred perfofts ; ■ but wj-jrifiting it,. I 
■^ ' -J confidcred 
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coffiUdcrcd their number greatly over-rated. The- 
major part of them, I uriderftood, were cqnverted- 
to the Roman Catholie peffuafion ; but I was 
ailoriilhed to .qbferve ho.Yf (ew . acjvantages had 
attended their converfion, , , ■ 

They ieemed t6 have treated with the moft 
iwrfe^ indifference the precepts, and laborious,' 
example^ of their truly worthy and benevolent; 
^ftors ; whofc obje^ has been to allure f hemr. 
from ^eir life of indolence, and ratfe in them a ' 
ipirit of emulous induftry ; which, by fecuring ta 
them plenty of food and the common conrc- 
nienceis of life, would neceflftrily augment their 
comforts; and encourage them to feek and em> . 
brace , the blefljngs of qivili?ed ibcicty. Deaf t» 
the important lemons, arid infcnfible of the pror ' 
mifcd advantages, th?y ftlU remained in thenioft' 
abjeA flat? of yncivilization ; and if we except: 
t^e inhabitants of Tierra del Fuego, and thofe 
of Van.-Dieman'-s land, they arc certainly a race ^ 
of the moft miferable beings, polTefiing the fa-, 
qulty of [human reaibn, I ever iaw. Their per- 
fpris, gcmSrally fpeaking,. were under the middle 
fize, andivery JU made ; their faces ugly, prefent- 
ing adulli hcayyi and ftupid countenance, de^. 
void.of^.fenfibility or the leaft expreffion. One 
df their greateft ayeriions' is cleanlinefs, both in 
tiseir perfons and habitations; which, after the 
fafbicfp ^itbar , forefathers, were ftill without 
C3 the 
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Ac mbft trivial improvement. Their hou&s 
■Urere of a conical form, about fix or fevcn feet irv 
diameter at their bafe (which is the ground) an4" 
are conftru^ed by a r\umber of ftakes, chiefly o£ 
the willow tribe, which are driven erc^ into the 
earth in a circular manner, the upper ends of' 
which teing fmall aiid pliable are brought nearly 
to join at the top, in the centre of the circle ;■ 
and thefc being fecurely fattened, give the upper. 
part or roof fomewhat of a flattifh appearance, 
Thiimer twigs of the like ipecies are horizontally 
interwoven between the uprights, forming a piece 
of bafket work about ten or twelve feet high ; 
at the top a fmall aperture is left, which allowss" 
the fmoke of the fire made in the centre of the 
ibut to cfcape, and admits moft of the light they 
receive : the entrance is by a fmall hole clofe to 
the ground, through which with difficulty one 
pcrfon at a time can gain admittance. The 
whole is covered over with a thick thatch of 
dritd grafe and rulhes. 

Thefe miferable habitations, each of which 
was allotted for the refidencc of a whole family, 
were ereifted with fome degree of unifepmity/ 
about three or four feet afunder, inftraiglitrows*' 
leaving khes or paifages at' right angles betwfeen' 
them; but thefe were fo abominably inf«fted> 
with every kind of filth and naftinefs, as ^o bi' 
rendered not lefe offenfive than degrading to the 
human, Jpecics. Clolc 
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Cioie hy (Ibod the church, which Sot Its mag- 
nitude, archite^^e,' an^ internal decoradpns, did 
great credit to ihe -conftro^on of it ; and pre- 
sented ft diking contraft between the exertioni^ 
of genius and Aich as bare neceflity is capable 
»f fu^efting. The raifin^ and decorating this 
cdiifiec appeared to have greatly attraifted the at- 
tention of the fathers; and the coniforts they 
might have provided in their own humble habi- 
tations, feemcd to haVe been' totally iacriiiced to 
the accompliflimentof this faTorite<ibjeA. Evcft" 
their garden, an objctfl of fuch material . impor-' 
t^ncci had not yet acqtured any great degree of 
culttvatim, though its ibil was A rich black 
mould, dAd promised a^ amf^ return for any- 
labour tWf Wight'he beftowed upon it. The 
whole contained about four acres, was tolerably 
Well fenced ih, and p^uced fbme fig, peachy 
apple, and other fruitrtries, but afRjr(Jed a very 
fcantyfupply of ufefid veget^les ; the principal 
part lying wafte and over-run with weeds. 

Oh our reti*fFt to ^he certvent, we found a 
moft excellent aid abundant retail pirovlded of 
beef, ln«ttoh> fiiffi, fovVjSj-and fuch ' vegetablesi 
as thrff garden afforded. The attentive Und hof- 
pitablebehaViofur'oPbuT new friends atnply com- 
perifeted for' the homfety'rainner in which the 
dinner wSs 'ftirved ; ■ tfrid -wolild certainly have 
^eluded my noticing the diftreffing inconve-

llieet of water, their journics would not only be, 
much facilitated, but it would afford a ^ly 
agreeable variety in thai maimeT of life, and help 
to pails away many of the folitary and wearifbmc 
hours which , they muft unavoidably experience 
X-underftoed that the oppofite Adc of the port 
had been vifited by fome ipldiera on horfebaci, 
who obteined but little information ; fbme con* 
verted Indians were found living amongft the 
natives of the northern and weftcm parts of the 
port, whoiwcre efteenied by the Spaniards to be 
a docile, and in general a well-difpo^dpeople; 
though little conununication toojc place between 
tbera a,ad the inKa^tants of this fide. The 
miffionari^s found no difficulty in^fubjeding 
theff people to^ their authority. It'is mild and 
charitable, teaches, them thq cultivation of the 
fwlji and introduces amongft them fuch of the. 
ufeful arts as. are moft effci^tjal to the comforts 
of human nature and focfsl 4ife. It is much to 
be wiflied, that thefe.b^nevojent exertions may 
fucceed,, th9ugh there, is every appearance that 
their progrefs will be ,y0y, flow ; ^etthey will 
proljably lay a foundation, on .vvhich the pofte- 
r]ty of thp .prefent race niay^fecjiire. to themlelves 
the.t^joym^r^jpjf-civillpciety; -,

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tion, was that of S*» Clara, lying to the £>uth- 
caftward, at the diftance of about eighteen 
leagues, and confidcred as one day's journey. As 
diere was no probatrility of our wood and water 
being completely on board in lefs than three or 
four days, I accepted the c^r ci Sen'-'S&I and 
the reverend fathers, who undertook to proridc 
us horfes for an expedition to S" Clara the fol- 
lowing morning. At the decline of day we 
took our leave, and concluded a vilit that had 
been highly intercfling and entertaining to us, 
and had appeared to be equally grateful to our 
hofpitable fiiends. 

On my return to Prefidio, I was favored with 
a polite reply from Sen'- Quadra ; in which he 
informed me, that neither the Chatham nor the 
Da3dalus had yet arrived at Monterrey, but that 
on their reaching that port, I might rely on their 
receiving every aiiiftancc and icrvice in his powec 
to beftow ; and trufted it would not be long ere 
the Difcovery would rgoin them at Monterrey. 
During the night, the wind from the S- W, 
blew a ftrong gale, and continued with much 
rain until Tuefday morhing the 20th ; when 
the weather being ferene and pleafant, we un- 
dertook our journey to S" Clara. We called in' 
our way on our friends at the' Prefidio and mif- 
fion, with whofe company we'^ere to have 
been favored ; but in cbnftqucnce of fome dif- 
patches

patches rtcemd by Seri' Sal which required his 
immediate attention, and ef the indlfpofition of 
OTIC of the fathers, they begged leaye to decline 
the engagement ; we therefoee, agfccaWy with 
the fafhion of the country, fat out, attended by 
a drove of ipare horfes, more than double the 
number of our' party, under the guidance of the 
fcrjeant of the Prefidio, who was accompanied 
by fix flout aftive foldiers, fully accoutercd for 
our proteftion, arid for affording us fuch affift- 
ance as we might require. - 

We confidered our rente to be parallel with 
the ^a coaft '; between which and our path, the 
ridge of morintains before-mentioned extended 
to the fbufh-eaflward ; and. as we advanced, 
thieir fides and fammits exbitnted a high degree of 
luxuriant fertility, interfperfed with copfes of va- 
rious forms and" magdittide, verdant open' fpaces, 
and enriched with flately foreft trees of different 
dcfcription?. / The plain ' on which wc rode 
flretchcd from the, bafe of thefe mountains to 
the fhores of the port, and gradually improved as 
we proceeded. The hoIly-Ieavcd oak, maple . 
htwie-chefnut, attd willdwj were increafcd from 
dwarf !hrubs i6 trees of tolerable fizc, having 
fome of the common- ^glifh dwarf oak feat- ; 
tered amongft them.- i' ' 

Our journey waseftiinated at IS-leagues; in' 
which diflaric'e the country afforded no houft, 

hut, 
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hut, nor ai^y place of llj^lter .c;^$ptipg (uchas 
the fpreading tree* p|-eft9ted. Ahbut noon, hav-, 
ing then:advanced ^bout twenty<thTee fnil^s, we 
arrived at a, very pleai'^pt aitd enchanting I»wa,T 
fitu^ted amidft a grove of trees at '^l)e focrt pf a 
finall Jiill^ by.: which flowed a very fine ftream of 
czpetlent water. T^is' 4?lightful, p^fture was 
nearly inclofed' on every fide, and afforded fiiffi- 
vieat fpace for refting qurfclyes and- baiting pu^ 
cavalry.; . The bank which overhung the iijiur- 
muring brook was well adapted for tal^tn^ tlip 
refreflinfieflt which our- ,pi:ovidJent friends had 
fof^lied.:: and ;with^lbmje , grog We had brought 
froinr the Ihip, (/pirits and wine being fcarce at-, 
tides in this country) we ajl made ^'moft esieel-rv 
lent meal.; but it ; required fom^ lefolution" to 
quit fo lovely a fcene^ tbe^ beauty of Tiyhich. was 
greatly heightened by .the delight^] ffjrenity q(- 
the weather. To this, , howeyet*,, ^ftff, re^ng; 
about an hour, we were oMiged '^ fiabijait, when'-. 
a frefli fupply of cavalry being feJedSed- ftom the ; 
drove of hocfes, we, rp?*uflted an4';purfued ouf,'

pearanCeof having been deared away, and had 
left the ftately lords of the foreft in complete 
poflcflion of thb foil, which was covered with 
luxuriant herba^, and- beautifully direrlificd 
.with pkaiing eminences and vallies ; whidi. 
with the range -of lofty rugged mountains- that 
bounded the profpe<^, 'Xcquircd only to be 
adorned with the neat habitations of an indui^ 
trious people, to produce a fdene not inferior 
to the moft lludied effed of tafte in the dlf- 
pofal of grounds; efpecially when feen from 
theport or its confines,, the waUers of 'which ex- 
tend fome diftance by the fide of this couiitry ; 
and thoug;h they were not vifible to us, I was in-- 
cliiied to believe they ^upBoached within about 
a league of the road we purfued. Our riding 
was attended witft fome inconvenience, on ac- 
couiU: of the fox earths, Mid burrows of rabbity 
fquirrels, rats, and other animals ; but our fure- 
fijotcd horfes avoided every danger, notwitii- 
ftanding we rode at a briilt rate. Having paflfd 
thrtMgh, this imaginary park, we advanced a few 
milesio anopen clear meadow.and arrived in a 
low,fw.ampy country; through which our pror 
giefk: was very flow, the horfes being nearly 
knee-deep in mud atid \«ater for about fix miles. 
•Xhc badnffs of our road rendered this part of owf 
joitfhiey.ibtpewhat unpleafartt. About dark v^e 
:.',., reached 
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fcach&ji better ground, and iboD after the n^t. 
clofed in, we arrived at the mifiion of S** Clata» 
-vriiich according to my eftlmation is about forty 
geographical miles from $t. Francifco. Ou^ 
journey, excepting that part of it through the 
morafs, had been very pleafant and entertaining; 
md. our reception at S'" Clara by the heritable 
iathers of the milTion, was fuch as excited in- 
cvwy breaft the molt lively fenlations of grati- 
tude and regard. Father Thomas de la Pena 
appeared to be the principal of the miHionanes. 
The anxious folicitude of this geotleman. Mid 
that of his colleague father Jofcph Sanchez, to 
anticipate all our wtflies, unequivocally mani' 
fcftcd the principles by which their condud was 
regulated. Our ^ventog paffed very pleafantly, 
and after a moft excellent brcakfaft next rnoming, 
the 21 ft, on tea and chocolate, we took a viewr 
of the eftabliihment and the adjacent country. 

The buildings and ofHces of this miflion, like 
thofe of St. Francifco, form a Square, but not an 
intire inclofure. It is fituated in an exten£ve 
fertile plain, the foil of which, as alfo that of the 
furrounding country, is a rich black produ(5tive 
mould, fuperior to any I had before feen in Ame- 
rica. The particular fpot which bad been fc- 
leftcd by the reverend fathers, for their eibib^ 
liihment, did hot appear fo fuitable to theti* 
purpofe as m^iy other parts of the plain within 

a little 
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a little ^Aancc of thoT prefent buildings, which 
are ere^ed in a low marihy iituation for the 
&kc of being near a run of 6ne water ; notwith- 
ftandjng that within a few hundred ywfdi they^ 
might have built their hou&s on dry and coi»- 
fortabk eminences. 

The ftream of water paflcs cloic 1^ the walb 
of the &thers apartments; whidi are. upon the 
iame plan with thc^ at St. Francifco ; buih 
near, and communicating with the diurcfa, but ' 
spearing to be more cxtsifive, and to pofieis in 
ibme degree more conif<vts, or rather le& tnr 
conveniences, than thoie already dcfcribed. The 
churdi was long and Ujfty, and as well built as 
the rude materials of which it is compofed 
would allow ; and when compared with the un- 
improved ftate of the country, was infinitely 
inore decorated - than might have been reaibn- 
ably expe<5led 

Apartments within the fquare in which the 
pricfts rcfided, were appreciated to a number of 
young female Indiana ; and. the like reafons were 
given as at St. Francisco for their being lb fe- 
teded and educated. Their occupations were 
the' fame, though fomeof their woollen manw- 
fai^ures Turpalled thole we. had before feen, and 
wanted'onlythe-op^ttonof fulling, with which 
the fatheirs were unacquainted, to* make them 
very tiecent blankets. The upper Hoiy of their 
interior 
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interior 'oblong iqtiare, which might be about 
-one hundred and feventy feet longs &nd one 
-hundred feet broad, were made ufe of as grana*- 
«cs, as-yvere fome 'of the lower rooms > all of 
which were well ftored with com and puife of, 
different forts ; and bcfide thefc,' in cafe of fire, 
there VKxt' two fpadions warehoufcs for the re- 
ception of grain detached from each other, and 
the reit t)f the buildings, erc^d at a convenient 
diilance ftcmi the million. Thcfe had been re- 
xently finifhbd, contained ibme ftores, and were 
to be kept conftantJy full, as a rcfeive in the 
event of fach a misfortune. ■ 

They cultivate wheat> maize, peas and beans; 
Ifae latter are produced in great variety, and the 
■whole in greater abundance than their neccffities 
require. Of thefe feveral forts they had many 
, thoufand bulhels in ftore, of very excellent qua- 
lit}', which had been obtained with little la- 
bour, and without manure. By the help of a 
very mean, and ill contrived plough drawn by 
osen, the earth is once (lightly turned over, and 
-fmoothed down by a harrow; in the month of 
November or December, the wheat is fown in 
drills, or broad caft on the even furface, and 
fcratched in with the barrow; this is the whole 
of their fyflem of hufliandry, which uriiformly 
produces them in July or Auguil an abundant 
harvell. The maize> peas, and beans, are pro- 
duced 
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dueed with as little labour ; thefe are ibwn. in 
the ^ring months, and fucceed extrerriely well, 
as do hemp and flax, or linfeed. The wheat 
affords in general from twenty-five to thirty fot 
one according to the feafons, twenty-five for one 
being the leaft return they have ever yet depo- 
fited in their granaries from the field i notwith- 
fianding the enormous waAe occafioned by their 
rude method of threfliing, which is always per- 
formed in the open air by the treading of cattle* 
The prbdud of the other grains and pulfc bears 
a fimilar proportion to that of the wheat. I was 
much furprifed to find that neither barley nor 
oats were cultivated ; on enquiry I was given to 
underhand, that as the Superior kinds of grain 
could be plentifully obtained with the fame la- 
bour that the inferior ones would require, they 
had ibme time ago declined the cultivation of 
them. The labours of the field are performed 
under the immediate infpe^ion of the fathers* 
by the natives who are inftrufted in the Roman 
Catholic faith, and taught the art of huibahdry. 
The annual produce is taken under the care of 
thefe worthy paftors, who diftribute it in fuch 
quantities to tht feveral perfons as completely - 
anfwcrs all the ufeful and neceflary purpofes. 

Befides a few acres of arable land, which we 
faw under cultivation near the mifijon, was a 
Onall fpot of gtiidcn ground, producing feveral

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forts of vegetables in great perfeftion and abuh-t 
dance. The extent of it, however, like the gar- 
den at St.. Frahcifco, appeareid unequal to the 
confumption of the European refidents ; the 
priefts, and thdr guard confifting of a corporal 
and fix foldiers. Here were planted peaches, 
apricots, apples, pears, figs, and vines, alt of 
tvfaich excepting the latter promifed to fucceed 
very ■well. The failure of the vines here, aa 
■well as at St. Francifco, is afcribed to a want of 
knowledge in their culture ; the foil and climate 
being well adapted to moft Ibrts of fruit. Of 
this we had many evidences in the excellence 
©t its natural unaffifled produdions. In this 
country the oak, as timber, appears to take the 
lead. A tree of this defcription near the eftab-t 
lifhment meafured fifteen feet in gjrtt^ and 
was high in proportion, but was not confidercd 
by the fathers as of an extraordinary fize ; and I 
-am convinced, that on our journey wc paffcd 
feveral oaks of greater magnitude. The timber 
of thefe trees is reputed to be equal in quality to 
any produced In Europe. The elm, aOi, beech, 
birch, and fome variety of pines, grew in the in- 
terior and more elevated parts of the country in 
the greateft luxuriance and abundance. 

Our attention was next called to the village 
of the Indians near the miffion. The habita- 
tions were not iq regularly diipofed. nor did it 
contain 
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contain fo many, as the village at St. Franciico; 
yet the fame horrid Hate of uncleanhnefs and 
lazinefsfeemcd to pervade the whole. , A fenti- 
ment of compaffion involuntarily obtruded on 
the mind in contemplating the natural or habi- 
tual apathy to all kind of exertion in this hum- 
ble race. There was fcarccly any fign in their 
general deportment of their being at all bene' 
fited, or of having added one flnglc ray of com* 
fort to their own wretched condition, by the 
precepts and laborious exertions of their religious 
inftnidors ; whofe lives arc facrifited to their 
welfare, and who feem entirely devoted to the 
benevolent office of rendering them a better and 
a happier people. They appeared totally infen- 
fiblc to the benefits with which they were pro- 
vided, excepting in the article of food ; this 
they now find ready at hand, without the labour 
of procuring it, or being firft reduce4 by cold 
and hunger nearly to a ftate of famine, and then 
being obliged to expofe themfclves to great in- 
convenience in queft of a precarious, and often 
fcanty means of fubfiftence. Not only grain, 
but the domeftic animals have been introduced 
with fucceia amongft them ; many of the na- 
tives have, by the unremitted labour of the fe- 
tiiers, been taught to manufafture very ufcful 
and comfortable garments from the wool of 
their fiiecp ; for the introdui^ion of this anim^ 
D 2 they 
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they ought to be highly grateful, fmce by the 
mildncfs of the climate, and the fertility of the 
foil, they are eafily propagated and reared ; and 
whilft they provide them with comfortable 
clothing, afford them alfo nourifliing and deli- 
cate food. Thefe advantages however fcemed 
to have operated as yet to little purpofe on the 
minds of thefe untaught children of nature, who 
appeared to be a compound of flupidity and in- 

. nocence ; their paffions are calm ; and rcgard- 
lefs of reputation as men, or renown as a people, 
they are ftiirtulated neither to the obtaining of 

• confequence amongft themfelves fay any peace- 
ful arts, nor fuperiority over their neighbours by 
warlike achievements, fo common amongft the 
generality of the Indian tribes. All the opera- 
tions and funiftions both of body and mind, ap- 
peared to be carried on with a mechanical, life- 
lefs, carclefs indifference ; and as the Spaniards 
affert they found them in the fame ftatc of in- 
aftivity and ignorance on their earlicft vifjts, this 
difpofition is probably inherited from their fore- 
fathers. 

. Further efforts arc' now malt ing at this mif- 
fion, to break through the gloomy cloud of in- 
fenfibility in which at prefent thefe people are. 
inveloped, by giving them new habitations ; an 
indulgence that will moft probably be followed 
by others, as their minds appear capable of re- 
ceiving 
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Ceiving them. A certain number of themoft 
intelligent," traftatle, and induftrious perfons, 
were feleAed from the group, and were em- 
ployed in a pleafant and well-adapted fpot of 
land facing the miffion, under the direction and 
inftruftion of the fathers, in building for thcm- 
felvcs a range of fmall, but comparatively fpeak- 
ing comfortable and convenient habitations. 
The walls, though not fo thick, are conftmded 
in the fame manner with thofe defcribed in the 
fquare at St. Francifco, and the houfes are formed 
after the European fafhion, each confifting of 
two commodious rooms below, with garrets over 
them. At the back of each houfe a fpace of 
ground is inclofed, fufficient for cultivating a 
large quantity of vegetables, for rearing poultry, 
and for other ufefal and domeftic purpofes. 
The buildings were in a ftate of forwardnels» 
and when finiflied, each houfe was defigned to 
accommodate one diilinft family only ; and it is 
greatly to be wiflied, for the credit of the ra- 
tional part of the creation, that this fupine race 
of our fellow creatures may not long remain in- 
fcnfible to, and unconvinced of, the fuperior ad- 
vantages they may derive, or the new comforts 
they may poffcfs, by this alteration in their mode 
of living. It is by no means improbable, that 
by this clrcumftance alone they may be roufed 
ffom their natural lethargic indifference, and be 
D 3 induced 
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induced to itecp tliemielves elesn, and to exert 
themfelves in obtaining other bleffings confe- 
qucnt on civilized fociety. This once effeiled, 
the laborious talk of their worthy and charitable 
bcnefadors will wear the appearance of being 
accompliflied ; and fliould it be hereafter at- 
tended with a grateful fenfe of the obligations 
conferred, it is not poifiblc to conceive how 
much thefe excellent men will feel rewarded, iti 
having been the caufc of meliorating the com- 
fortlcfs condition of thcfe wretched humble 
creatures. 

Our converfation admitted of no paufe with 
thcfe feemingly happy and benevolent priefts; 
whilft we acquired much information we were 
highly entertained ; and the day was far ad- 
vanced by the time o\ir curiofity was thus far 
gratified. 

In compliment to our viiit, the fathera or- 
dered a feafl for the Indians of the village. The 
principal part of the entertainment was beefi 
furnifhed from a certain number of black cattle, 
which were prefented on the occafion to the vil- 
lagers. Thcfe animals propagate very fall, and 
l?elng fuffered to live in large herds on the fer- 
tile plains of S" Qara, in a fort of wild ftate, 
fome {kill and adroitnefs is required to take 
them. . This office was at firft intended to have 
been performed by the natives, but it was over- 
ruled

ruled by Scii' Paries an enfign in the Spilnilh 
army, who, with one of the priefts of '$en' 
Quadra's veflel, had joined our party from a 
million at fome little diftance called S" Cruz. 
This gentlemen conceived the bufmcfs of taking 
the cattle would be better performed by the fol- 
diers, who are occalionally cavalry, and are un- 
doubtedly very good horfemcn. We mounted* 
and accompanied them to the £eld, to be fpec- 
tators of their exploits. Each of the foldiera 
was provided with a ftrong Une> made of horfe- 
hair, or of thongs of leather, or rather hide* 
with a long running nooie ; this is thrown with 
great dexterity whilft at full fpced, and nearly 
with a certainty, over the horns of the ani- 
mals, by two men, one on each fide of the 
ox, at the fame inflnnt of time; and having 
a ilrong high-peaked pummel to their faddlcs, 
each takes a turn round it with the end of the 
line, and by that means the animal is kept com- 
pletely at bay, and efie6hially prevented from 
doing either the men or horfcs any injury, which 
they would be very liable to, from the wildneift 
and ferocity of the cattle. In this fituation the 
beaft is led to the place of ikughter, where a 
third perfon, with equal dexterity, whilft the 
animal is kicking and plunging between the 
hotfcs, entangles its hind legs by a rope, and 
throws it down, on which its throat is immedi- 
ately cut. Twenty-two bullocks, eich weigh- 
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ing from' four to fix hundred weight, were killed, 
on this occafion; eighteen v.-ere. given to the 
inhabitants of the village, and the reft were ap-' 
propriated to the life of the foldicrs, and the 
miflion, in addition to their regular weekly. al- 
lowance of twenty-four oxen, which are killed 
for their fervice every Saturday : hence it is evi- 
dent, as the whole of their ftock has fprung' 
froni fifteen head of breeding cattle, which were 
diftributed between this. and two other nriffions, 
cftabliihed about the year 1 7/ 8 ; that thefe ani- 
mals muft be very prolific to allow of fwch an 
abundant fupply. Their great increafe in fo 
Ihort a time-is to, be afcribed to the rigid oeco- 
nomy of the fathers, who would not allow any 
to be killed, until they had ib multiplied as to 
render their extirpation not eafy to be cffefted. 
The fame wife management has been, obfcrved 
with their flieep, and their horfcs have increaied . 
nearly at the iame rate. 

Although this village did not appear fo popu- 
lous as that at St. Franciico, I was giv;:n to un- 
derftand that there were nearly double the.num.- 
ber of inhabitants belonging to it ; and that in 
confequence of the many unconverted natives in 
the neighbourhood of S** Clani, feveral of the 
Chriftian Indians of good charailer were dlf- 
perffjd amongft their countrymen, for th? pur- 
pofe of inducing . them to partake of the advan- 
tages held out to them? in which thej? had not 
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been altogether uniuccefsful. All who have 
offered thcmfelves as. converts have been ad- 
mitted and adopted, notwithitanding the arti- 
fices of feveral, who have remained in and about 
the miffion until they have acquired a ftock o( 
ii>od and clothing, with- which they have de- 
camped. This improper conduft has, however* 
had no fort of effect on the benevolent minds of 
the fathers, who have not only uniformly fup- 
piied their wants on a fecond vifit, but alfo thofe 
of many wandering tribes that would be at the 
trouble of aflting their afliftance. 

Thus concluded our morning's entertainment, 
and we retired to dinner. In the convcut a 
moil: excellent and abundant repaff of the pro- 
ductions of the country was provided, which 
were in the greateft perfection. The day paffed 
to the mutual fatisfaction of all parties, and wc 
found ourifelves under feme difficulty the next 
morning, Thurfday 22d, to excufe ourfelvcs 
from accepting the preffing folicitatipns of thefc 
good people, to prolong our ftay at S" Clara ; 
this, however, neceffity and not inclination 
obliged us to decline. We took our leave at. an 
early hour, highly gratified by our reception and 
entertainment; which had amply compenfated 
for the fatigue or inconvenience attending fo 
long a journey, performed in a way to which we 
were fo little accuftomcd. 

The 
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The ffliflion of S" Qara is iituatcd at the ex- 
tremity of the S. E. branch of port St. Fran- 
cifco, which terminates in a fhallow rivulet ex- 
tending ibmc diftance into the country, from 
•whence, and the confines of the port in its vici- 
nity, S** Clara is well fuppUed with a variety of 
excellent fifti. 

To the eaftward at the diftance of about five 
leagues, near the fea coaft, or rather on the 
borders of the bay of Monterrey, is the miffion 
of S" Cruz, very recently cftabliftied; and like 
thofe before defcrlbed governed by three fethers 
of the order of St. Franclfco, and prote»Sed by 
s corporal and {ix foldiers. As this eftablilhmcnt 
-was in its infancy I much wiihed to have fcen it, 
but as my leifure would not admit of extending 
our excurfion, we loft no time in proceeding to 
the {hips. Our road back was over a more elevated 
country than that of the morafs, leading through 
a continuation of the foreft of oaks, but greatly- 
inconvenienced by the many holes in the ground 
Iwfore noticed ; and our good friend and guide 
the fergeant, apprehending that the approach of 
night plight make us liable to accident, was in- 
duced to conduA us through a lower country, 
which he did not fufpe^ to be fo wet and un- 
pleafant as we afterwards found it. We werc» 
however, very fortunate in point of weather, 
which during our three days cxcaufion was very 

mild) 
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mild, ferene, and pleafant ; and on our arrival at 
the (hip in the evening, I had the pleafure to 
find the Chatham near us at anchor. 

Friday 23d. Frdm Mr. Broughton I had the 
additional happinefs of underftanding that all were 
well on board ; and that during the time of our 
ieparation he had been employed in profecnting 
the examination of the river Columbia, which was 
feund to extend further than we had fuppofcd. 
The particulars of this furvcy, together with 
thofe of Mr. Whidbey's examination, whom wo 
exposed to meet at Monterrey, and fuch infor- 
mation refpe^ing a cluiler of tflands feen by the 
late Lieutenant Hergeft as could be gained from 
-his log-book and papers, I Ihall pofiponc for fu- 
ture confideration and recital. 

The arrival of the Chathan in fome' meafiire 
haAened our departure. Having by a very tedi-^ 
ous procefs completed our lliock of water, and 
taken on board a fmall quantity of fire wood,- 
every thing was received from the flicH-e, and 
the veiTelt unmoored the next morning in cnrder 
to put to fea ; but the wind and tide proving 
unfavourable we remained at anchor during the 
day. I therefore employed, this interval in no^, 
ticing the following circumilances, which oc- 
curred after our return from S*" Clara. 

The average price of the large cattle at this 
port on my arrival, I imderilood to be fix Spanifiv 

dollars 
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dollars each ; the flieep, in proportion. Having 
received as manyofthefe as were wanted for the 
ule of both veffels, with fome vegetables, poul- 
try, &c. I prefented Sen' Sal with the amount 
of their value, as our iupply had been princi- 
pally procured from him. Much to my fur- 
prize, he dedined accepting the money, in pay- 
ment ; and at length acquainted me, that he 
had beenftri^Sly.enjoined by Sen' Q,uadra, on no 
pretence whatever to accept any pecuniary rc- 
compence from me ; as every thing.of that nature 
would, be fettled by hinifelf on our meeting at 
Monterrey. Thefe injunftionsfrom Sen' Quadra 
t%moved my difHcuIties, as I fhould ill have 
known how to have requited fuch generofity, or 
to have accepted fuch obligation, from perJbns 
who, in every refpeA excepting that of food, 
had the appearance of poverty, and of being 
much prcfled for the moft common coriveni- 
cncies of Hfe. 

My late, excurfion into the country had con- 
vinced me, that although its productions, in iti 
prefent ftate, afforded the inhabitants an abun- 
dant fupply of every eflential requifite for hu- ■ 
man fubfiftence, yet the people were nearly dcf' 
tltute of thofe articles which alone can render 
the effentiais of life capable of being rclilhed or 
enjoyed. On this occafion I experienced no 
fojall gratification, in being able to relieve their 

wants 
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wants by the diftribution of a few ncceflary arti- 
cles and implements, culinary and table utenfils* 
ibme bar iron,- with a few ornaments for the 
■decoration of their churches ; to which I added 
one hogfhead of wine, and another of rum ; and 
configned the whole to the care of Sen' Sal, 
with a requeft that an equal diftVibution fiioold 
be made between the Freftdio and the mlffions 
o£ St. Francifco and S** Clara. This was punc- 
tually attended to, and I had the fattsfadion of 
finding the fcYcral articles were received as very 
acceptable prefents. . 

The inclemency of the ,\teather, and the fiiort 
ftay I purpofcd to maie^^n our arrival in this 
port, prevented my'ttrc'^ng the oWervatory oa 
flioje ; fufficient obferrationsiwere however pro- 
cured for afcertaining its latitude to be 37° 48' 
3p", and its longitude 237° 52' 30"- The varia- 
tion of the compafs, by fix fets of azimuths, 
varying from 1 2° 2' to 1 3° 32', gave the mean of 
12°-gl8'eaftwardly. . 

The, morning of Sunday the 25th brought a 
frefli breeze againft us from the N.W.;, but being 
prepared to depart, and having a ftrong ebb tide 
in our favor, we turned out of the port agaiaft a 
very difagreeable irregular fca, produced by the 
oppofing elements. After entering the channel 
leading out>. foundings could not be gained with 
the hand-iiqe until, we ■yvere about two miles to 

the- 
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the fouth-wcftward of the S. E. point of en- 
trance, when we fuddenly arrived in 10, 7, and 
6 fathoms water. In this fituation we were 
about two miles to the fouth of our former track, 
■when going into the port : where in five fa- 
thoms water, the fame difagreeable agitation ot 
the fea was experienced : hence I concluded that 
itwasoccafionedbjabank,or bar, atthe diftancc 
of near four miles from the port, extending right 
acrofs its entrance. This bar wc foon paffed 
over> and again lofl foundings with the hand" 
line. At noon our obferved latitude was 36" SS's 
the outer points of the entrance into the port of 
St. Frandfco bore by compafs N. 10 E. and 
N. 28 E.; and the extremes of the coaft in 
fight, from N. W. to S. 28 E.; along which our 
courfe was diretfted foutherly at a little diftance 
from the fhore, towards Monterrey. ' 

Thus we quitted St. Francifco, highly in- 
debted to our hofpitabic reception, and the ex- 
cellent refrefiiments, which in a few days had 
entirely eradicated every apparent fymptom of 
the fcurvy. 

My engagements in the country on my firfl: 
arrival, and my hafte to depart from St. Fran- 
cifco, on the arrival of the Chatham, prevented 
me from obtaining any precifc information re- 
fpecting the port ; every thing, however, that 
we were able to notice, tended to confirm the 
original 
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original opinion, that it was as finCxa port as the 
world affords ; failing only in the convenience 
of obtaining wood and water. It is however 
probable, that, on due examination, thcfe ef- 
iential articles might be obtained with Icfs diffi- 
culty than we experienced. So far as wc became 
acquainted with its foundings, they'appfcared rc» 
gular and good ; the bottom excellent holding 
ground ; and though we paiTed over ibme that 
was hard, in going from our firft anchorage to 
the other, it was not in a fituation where velTels 
•r« likely to remain ftationary ; nor do I con- 
fider the bank or bar without, as any detriment 
-to the port, though an unpleafant icnfation is 
frequently occaiioned in palling over it. I have 
however been given to undcrftand, that the p«rt 
is not much in repute with the maritime Spa- - 
niards, on account of the ftrength of its tides ; 
this difapprobation is eafily accounted for, when 
the manner of fecuring their veffels is'confidered. 
This is done invariably by mooring them head 
and ftem, with many anchors and cables ; never 
lefs than four, and feldom lels than fix; a very 
injudicious method when under the influence of 
rapid and irregular tides. The tides, however, 
at St. Francifco, to perfons unaccuilomed to na* 
vigate in tidefways, may be an objection; but 
to thofe who know how to benefit by their ftream 
they are amongft its greateft advantages, fmce the 
prevailing 
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prevailmg winds are from the weftward, fre- 
quently continue many days together, and blow 
directly into the port, which would render its 
cgrefs difficult at thofe times without the af- 
iiftance of the ebb tide ; which, in the ftreatn 
of the port, takes, I believe, a regular courfo 
with tbff flood, nearly fix hours each way> and 
is high water about ll** 24'. after the nioon 
paHes the meridian : though in the place where 
wc anchored, and particularly at the laft, the 
tides were very irregular ; nor could we form 
any true judgment of their rife and fall, which 
appeared to be very inconfiderable. Our firft 
place of anchorage poffeffes many advantages* 
fuperior to thole we found at the fecond. The 
tides are there infinitely the tpoil regular, and 
notwithftanding the bank of mud prevented our 
landing in fome places, it does not extend all 
round the cove ; for its fouth-weftern part is a 
fteep fhore, and might eafily be made commo- 
dious for obtaining fuel and water; the latter 
is very good, and there is an abundance of the 
former immediately in its vicinity. The ancho- 
rage is more fecure, by being completely land- 
locked, and further removed from the ocean. 
Independently of thcfe places of lafcty, there is 
every reafbn to conclude that the northern parts 
of this estcnfive port would afford many fitu* 
ations preferable to either.

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mediately anfwered irom the Prefi^o. Our an- 
chorage was dir«ded to be nearly under du high 
lan^ before mentioned, on the ibuthem fide of 
Ac bay. About fcvcn in the evening Mf . Whid- 
%cy came on board /rom the Dsedalur, which 
Veficl had arrived, all well, on the 22d, after 
having completed the ferrice on which ihe had 
been empFc^cd. Soon after we were met by 
!bme Spanish boats, fent by Sen' Quadra to our 
kffiftance ; and in about an hour we were iaiiely 
moored with our anchors to the N. W. and 
S. £. ; the lattM'Iying in nine fiithoms watcr« good 
holding ground. Oar dtftance &om the nearell 
or S. W. fliore about a o[uarter of a mile i th« 
pointe of the bay bore by compais N. 45 W. 
and N. 53 W.; the former point. Anno Nuero, 
1$ftant icven or eight leagues ; the latter, cidled 
pcnnt Pinos, #a> abcrat a mile off. 

On our arrival we found here at anchtH-, be- 
fides the Dardalus, the following veffels bdoi^ 
ing to the crown of S^n ; the brig A^irc, on 
hoard of wfaidi'was SeA' QoadsaV broi4 pnt« 
dant, the Anut&fu> and » ^oomo.

I'he misfortune of this ihipiWeck'iafipcated.to 
havdibciett- attended with- Ver^'in^fe^ant cttrift- 
quencei to' oiif friends at ©tahertfe. ^ TSeTfewtft- 
luable articfcs^-Which tHeie iit^-SHunate f*tt)J)Ie haA 
been able^ta feve from the wreck, Inftfiad 'of hav- 
ing been'fecured and properly taken care 6f, had 
beehindifcriminately difperfed, dr-Icft to'thedif- 
JjofaJ of the natives. Tliis had produced a' jea- 
laafy between the chiefs^ of Matavm and thofe (^ 
I'J Oparre; 
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OpaiTC ; and on tfteir difagreemeiit concerning 
the divtfion of the fpoil, fbme of the EngUfhmea 
had fided with the chiefs of the one party, whilft 
others had taken up the caufe of the other. A 
war was the nccefiaiy confequence between the 
two diftrifb, which had terminated very difaf- 
troufly for Matavai. Nearly the wh^le of that 
beautiful diftrid had been laid wafle> their houfcs 
burnt down, and their fruit trees torn up by the 
roots, and otherwife dcftroyed. This was the 
fum of what I was able to learn ; but the very 
confufed and incoherent detail that was given mo 
of all thcfe tranfadions, prevented my acquiring 
any fatisfaAory information on this melancholy 
event. 

Having now pofitivcly determined on the mode 
to be purfued in the execution of the remaining 
objefts of our voyage, I requefted Commodore 
Hiillips would, at Port Jackfon, complete the 
cargo of the Daedalus to a year's provifions of all 
fpecies, and fuch ftores as IJudged would be ne- 
cciTary for the Difcovery and Chatham ; and to 
forward them by this veflel to me at Nootka, 
where her commander fhould find itifficient in- 
firudions for the regulation of his condud, 
Ihould he arrive there in my abfcnce. 

I communicated to Commodore Phillips the 
few difcoveries we had made in the South Paci- 
fic Ocean, and tranfmitted him a copy of my iiir- 
F 2 vey 
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vey of that part of the fouth-weft coaft of New 
Holland, which we.had viiited> 

We had, fay this time, procured fuch obferva- 
tions as were neceflary for determining the fitua- 
tion of this place,' as Ukewife for afcertaining the 
rate of the chronometers, and for correiSing my 
furvey of the coafl of New .Albion, fouthward, 
from cape Mendocino to this bay. Thefe feveral ^ 
matteis, owing to the very unfavourable paflage 
we had had from, Nootka, not being yet intircly 
completed, produced a longer delay at Monterrey 
than I could have wifhed ; not only, becaufe I 
was anxious that our time fhould be otherways 
eitiploycd, but alfo that Sen"^ Quadra's departure 
fliould not be poftponed on our account. I was, 
however, in fome degree reconciled to his deten- 
tion, by the repeated friendly affurances hcgave 
me, that his tirne was mjne, eameftly requefting 
that I would not hefitatc fo.to employ it, as to 
make my difpatches as complete as I might on 
the prcfent occafion deem it expedient. 

Kvery hour was therefore dedicated to this pur- . 
pofe, which neceflarily precluded me from mak- 
ing more than a few curfory remarks on Monr- 
terrey. Thefe, with the aflxonomical and nauti- 
cal obfervations that were made on ihore at the 
obfervatory, will conclude this chapter. 

This famous bay is fituated between point 
Pinos and point Anno Nucvo, lying from each 

other 
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Other K. 72 W. and S. 2/ E.- 22 miles apart. 
Between thefe points, this fpacious but very open 
bay is formed, by the coaft falling back from the 
Hne of the two points, nearly four leagues. The 
only part of it that is at all eligible for anchoring; 
is near its fouth extremity, about a league fouth- 
eaftward from point Knos ; where the (hores 
form a fort of cove, that affords clear good riding, 
with tolerable ihelter for a few veffels. Thefe, 
for their neceflary proteftion from the fea, muft 
lie at no very great diftance from the fouth-weft 
fhore ; where, either at night or in the morning, 
the prevailing wind from the land admits the 
failing of vefiels out of the bay, which otherways 
would be a tedious tack, by the oppolition of the 
winds along the coaft, which generally blow be- 
tween the N- W. and N, N. W. To thefe points' 
of the compafs this anchorage is wholly expofed ; 
but as the oceanic fwell is broken by the land of 
point Pinos, and as thefe winds, which prevail 
only in the day time, feldom blow ftronger than 
a moderate gale, the anchorage is rendered to- 
lerably fafe and convenient; and notwitliftanding 
thefe north-wefterly winds are common through- 
out moft part of the year, I have not heard of an 
inflance of their being fo violent as, to aSc^ the 
fafety of veffels tolerably well found with anchors 
and cables. The foundings are regular from 30 
to four ^thoms; the bottom, a mixture of fand 
F 3 and 
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and mud; and the fhores fere fufficiently fteep 
for all the purpofes of navigation, without flioals 
or other impediments. Near point Anno Nuevo 
are feme fmall rocks, detached from the coafl; 
at a very little diftance; the fliores of point Pinoa 
are alfo rocky, ^nd have fomc detached rocks ly- 
ing at a fmall diftance from them, but which do 
not extend fo far into the ocean as to be danger- 
ous. The rocky fliores of point Pinos terminate 
Juft to the foiith of the anchoring place, where a 
fine landy beach commences, which extends, I 
believe, all round the bay to point Anno Nuevo. 
In a direftion N. 42 E. at the diftance of four 
leagues from point Pinos, is what the Spaniards 
call Monterrey river; which, like the river Carme- 
lo, is no more than a very ihallow brook of frefl( 
water, that empties itfelf into that part of the 
bay. Here a fmall guard of Spanifti foldiers are 
'generally pofted, who refide on the fpot iti mifer- 
ably wretched huts. Near point Anno Nuevo 
is another of tbefc rivers, fomething lefs thao 
the other, in whofe neighbourhood the miffion 
of S'^ Cruz is planted. Such are the rivulets to 
which the Spaniards in their rcpreftaitation ot 
this country, as well by their writings as their 
charts, have given the appellation of rivers^ and 
ddineated. thetn as i^acious and eztenfive. 

The anchorage already dcfcribtd, is the only 
fituation in the b^y where veffels cz^a. ride with

,ii^ for the ufc of the o^ers, fbldiers, &c.'.and 
for . the protedion , of ' ftcaes. and provifions,' are 
crefted along fth? 'walla on theinfide of thein- 
clpfure, which, adniits of but one entrance for 
carriages or peribns on horfeback ; this, as at St. 
Francifco, is on the fide of the fquarc fronting 
thc'church, which was. rcbuildir^ with ftohc, 
^c that iat Sti Carlos. Befides the,printip4 
gateway, 
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.gateway, they have fmall doors that communi- 
cate with the country, nearly in the middle of 
the fide walls, to the right and left of the en- 
trance. One of thefe, on the right hand, is 
thtough the apartments of the commanding of- 
ficer. Thefe are much more cxtcnfivc than tJiole 
at St. Ffancifco, as they confift of five or fix Spa- 
cious rooms with boarded floors, but under the 
iame difadvdntage of w-anting glais, or any fub- 
■ijitutc for ic. ■ The window places are open, anti 
-only on that fide of the houfes which looks into 
the area; as no apertures, J believe, arc allowed 
to be made" in' the grand wail of the inclofure, 
excepting for, the doors ; which are thofe already 
tnentioncd ; with one at each of the officer's 
houfes contiguous to the governor's, and one 
other on the oppofite fide. Thefe are all thie 
apertures in the wall, which when feen at a dif- 
tance has the appearance of a place of confine- 
ment. At each corner of the fquare is a fmall 
kind of block houfe, railed a littfe above the 
top of the wall, where fwivcls might be mount- 
ed for its protedion. On the outfide, before 
the entrance into the Prelidio, which fronts the 
ihores of the bay, are placed feven canon, four 
nine and three three-pounders, mounted ; thefe, 
with thofe noticed at St. Francifco, one two- 
*pbunder at Santa Claca, and four nine- pounders 
<iifinounted, form the whole of their artillery. 

Thefe 
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Theic guns are planted on the open [^ftin grcmnd, 
withoHt any brcaft work or other fcreen for thofe 
employed in working them, or the leaft cover or 
protC4ftion' from the weather. Such, I was in- 
ibrmed, was alfo die defencelefs ftate of aj'l -ttje 
new fettlements on the coaft, not. excepting St^ 
Diego, which from its -fitaation ihould fcem to 
be a poft of no fmall importance. 
' The four difmounted cannon, together with 
thofe placed at the entrance into the Prefidio, 
are intended for a fort to be built on a imall 
eminence that commands the aochorag?. A large 
quantity of timber is at prefent in re&dinefs fqr 
carrying that dcfign into execution; which, when 
completed, might ccrtaitUy be capable of annoy- 
ing veffels lying in that part of the bay whiqh af- 
fords the greateft fecurity, but could not be of 
any importance after a landing v/m accomplished ; 
as the hills behind it mi^t be edily ^ined, from 
whence the affailing party would ibon oblige the 
fort to furrcnder ; nor do I confi^ Monterrey 
to be a very tenable poft without 4n cxtenfivc 
Jine of works. 

The Prefidio is the refidencexjf the. governor 
of the province, wboft: command extends from 
St. Francifco, foudiward along the exterior {hore« 
to rape St. Lucas ; and on the eaftosi fide of 
the peninfula of California, up that gulf to th» 
bay of St. Louis. The rank in the ^anifli fcr- 

vicc, 
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vice, required as a qualification to hold this cx- 
tcniive command, is that of lieutenant ccdond.' 
Whether the governor interfered in the common 
garrifon duty 1 know not. A lieutenant and en- 
(ign, fergeants, corporals, &c. refidcdalfo in th« 
Prcfidio ; the eftablilhment of which I underflssod 
Tvas iimilar to all the reil in the province, but 
was then incomplete in confequence of the re- 
cent death of the late commandant. Sy this 
event. Lieutenant Argudlo, properly the com- 
mander at St. Franclfco, as being the fcnior ofc- 
6cer, had taken upon him the government, and 
had fent the alfcrez, or enfign. Sen** Sal; to cam* 
mand at St. Francifco ; which pofta wc under* 
flood they were feverally to retain, until anotJier 
lieutenant colonel Ihould be appointed to the go- 
vernment. 

By what I was able to learn, T did not con« 
fidet the number of foldiers who compoied the 
garriibn as exceeding one hundred, including the 
non-commiflioned officers. From this body dc*? 
tachments are drawn for the proteftion of the 
neighbouring millions'; the remainder, widi thdr 
'wives and families, refide within the walb of 
the Prcfidio, without fecming to have the ' leaft 
defire for a more rural habitation ; where garden 
ground and many other comfcwts may cafily be 
procured, at no great difiance from the feat of 
the eftabli&ment. This ie^med to be compoied 

intirdjr 
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intirely of military people, at leaft we did not fee 
amongft them thofe of any otlier dcfcription. 
.The few moft nccelTary mechanicaj employments 
■were carried on in an indifferent manner by fome 
of the foldiers, under permiffion of the command- 
liog officer. 

I muft now for the prcfent quit the interefting 
■fubjc(ft of thefe eftablilhments ; in which we un- 
jcxpededly not only found an afylum, and plea- 
fent retreat from the viciffitudes and labours of 
our voyage, but the gratification of focial inter- 
courfe with a fet of liberal-minded, generous 
people, each of whom endeavoured to furpafs 
the other in manifefting an intcreft for our wel- 
iare, and exprcffing on every occafion the hap- 
pinefs they felt, in Tclieving our wants or ren- 
dering us any kind of rer\-icc. Their friendly 
andhofpitable behavibur daily proved the fmce- 
Tity of their profeflions, by making our rcfidence 
rwhilft among them, as comfortable and agree- 
able as their circuniftances would permit. 

With the moft grateful recolleftion of the at- 
tentive civilities, difintereftedkindncffcs, and be- 
nevolent affiftance received at the hands of ih- 
tire ftrangers, I Ihould very infufficiently requite 
their goodncfs, or comply with the diilates of 
my heart, were I to omit the opportunity which 
'now prefents itfelf of making this record, of the 
v.;eighty obligations ■conferred upon us on this 
«ccafion. The 
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The well-known generofity of my other Spa- 
nifli friends, will, I truft, pardon the warmth, 
of expreffion with which I muft ever advert to 
the condud of Sen' Quadra ; who, regardlcfs of 
the difference in opinion that had arifen between 
us in our diplomatic capacities at Nootka, had ■ 
uniformly maintained towards us a charader in-- 
finitely beyond the reach of my powers (^enco- 
mium to defcribe. His benevolence was not 
confined to the common rights of hofpitality, 
but was extended to all occafions, arjd was cx- 
ercifed in every Infcance, where his Majefty's ier- 
vice, combined with my commiflion, was in the 
Icaft concerned. 

To Sen' Quadra we were greatly indebted, for 
waiting our arrival at Monterrey, for the friendly, 
and hofpitable reception we experienced, and af- - 
terwards for remaining there for the fole purpofe 
of affording me an opportunity of tranfmittJng 
through the medium of his kind offices, my dif- 
patchcs to England ; when his time, no doubt, 
would have paffed infinitely more to his fatisfac- 
tion at the town of Tepic, the place of his refi- 
dence in the vicinity of St. Bias. Such facrifices 
did not however fill the meafure of Sen' Qua- 
dra's liberality; for, on my requefling an account, 
of the expenccs incurred for the rcfrelhments, ' 
with which the three vcflels under my command 
had been fo amply ^ipplied, Jiere and af St., 
Francifco, 
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Francifco, together with the charges attendant 
on the cattle, iheep, com, &c. &c. put on board 
the Daedalus for His Majefty's infant colony in 
New South Wales, he not only revolted at the 
idea of receiving any payment, but gave ftrift 
orders that no account whatever fiiould be ren- 
dered ; nor would he accept of the moft common 
voucher, or other acknowledgment, for the very 
liberal fupply we had received^ of luch cflential 
impOTtance, not only to our health and comfort 
at the time, but to our fubfequent welfare. 

On my firft arrival at Monterrey I had qacf- 
tioned Sen Quadra, as to the fupply of refrefli- ' 
jfnents, and the price of the different Jpecies we 
fliould require. To the firft he aflured me, that 
every thing the country afforded was at our fer- 
Tice ; and as to the laft, he faid that could be 
eafily fettled on our departure. On this ground 
X now ftrongly urged his compliance with his for- 
mer promife, cfpecially as the account between 
us was of a public nature ; but eII my remon- 
ftrances were to no effect; he infifted that he 
had fulfilled his promife, efpecially as the ac- 
count between us was of a public nature ; but 
alt my remonftrances were" to no effect ; he in- 
iifted that he had fulfilled his promile, fince the 
only fettlement Jn which he could poffibly en- 
gage, was that of feeing we were accommodated 
to the extent of our wilhes, with eyciy fupply 

the 
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the country could bellow ; adding, that repay- 
ment would moft amply be made, by the pro- 
nuCed fiiccefs attending every creature and pro- 
duction, that we had received either for our own 
ufe, or for other purpofcs. And as it was pro- 
bable our refpective gourts would becpme ac- 
quainted with our feveral tranfactions, he fliould 
fubmit all further acknowledgment to their de- 
termination. 

The venerable and refpectable father prefident 
of Ihe Francifcan miHionaries,. with all the ex- 
cellent and worthy members of that religious 
ord«', together with Sen" Caamano, ArgueHo, 
Sal, and tlie whole of the Spanifh officers with 
whom we had the honour of being acquainted, 
demand from us the higheil fentiments of efteem 
and gratitude. Even the cornmoQ people were 
intilded to our good opinion and rcfpect, as they 
uniformly fubfcribed to the exemplary Conduct 
of theii* fuperiors, by a behaviour that was very 
• orderly and obliging. 

Tb the revfcrence, eftecm, and regard, that was 
fliewn'Sen' Quadra by all perfons and on all oc- 
cafions, I muft attribute fome portion of the rc- 
ipect and friendfhip we received ; aiid confider 
the general diipofition in our favour to have ac- 
quired no little energy, by the noble example of 
that diilinguiAied character. 

Captain 
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. Captain King, when fpeakifiig in his pleafing 
language of our benevolent friend Rfejor Behm> 
at Kamfehatka, pourtrays with juftire the cha- 
rade r of Sen' Quadra, whole" general conduct 
ieems to have been actuated by the fame motives 
of benevolence, and governed by principles of 
fimilar magnanimity. 

The parting from a fociety for which we had 
Juftly conceived a very fmcere regard, could not 
take place without fenfations of much re^et. 
My cdncern on this occafion was increafed by 
my powers of adminiftering to their comfort [by 
a ^pply of the necefliiry utenfils which they 
needed, being fo much limited. Such artidcs 
however as I could poffibly fpare, or makcihift 
without, I confined to their ufe, and havi-og fe- 
leiSpd an aflortment of the moft neceffary kind*. 
I had the fatisfaction to underftand that they 
were highly valued and thankfully received. 

TChe ^bUowing are the refults of fuch obferva- 
tions as were made for afcertaining the fitua- 
tion of- the obfervatory on Ihore at Moftteney. 
Whence it appeared that Mr. Kendall's ehrono^ 
meter on the 28th of November, allowing the 
Nootka rate, ibewed the longitude to be 
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.Loi^itude of the obiervatory at Monterrey by 
. lunar obiervations taken there.

. . The ^ngitude of Monterrey, dedxiced from the 
above authority, was found to differ lo' 3o" from 
that Ihewn by Mr. Kendall's chronometer on 
our arrival. On the belief that this difference 
arofe from an error in the chronometer, com- 
mencing from the change of climate about the 
Vol. III. G time 
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time we paffed cape Mendocino, it has been al- 
lowed and corre^fted, both in the foregoing jouis 
nal and in my chart of thecoaft of New Albion, 
fouth eaftward from that cape to this ftation. 

The longitude, thus afcertained> is found to 
differ likewife from that affigned to it by Setf 
Melafpina, who places Monterrey in 237** 5l', 
and who alfo places the north promontory of 
cape Mendocino, 20', and point de los Keys, 
33', further to the weftward of their fituations 
fhewn by our obfervatlons. By thefe calcula- 
tions, the whole of the coaft of North Weft 
America that we have yet vifitcd, is uniformly 
removed to the eaftward of the longitude af- 
figned to it by Captain Cook and Sen' Melaf- 
pina ; authorities no doubt that demand the 
greateft refpeft and confidence; yet, from the 
uninterrupted ferenlty of the Weather that pre- 
vailed at the time our obfervations were made, 
I have been induced to adopt the meridian ob- 
tained from the refult of our own obfervations, 
■which, at noon on the 29th December, fhewed 
Kendall's chronometer to be faft of mean ti'me

This mofl: excellent inftrumciit was uied both 
at Nootfea and at this place, for the purpoles it 
is intended to anfwer, in making fuch obferva- 
tions as wfi required ; in doing which its excel- 
lence was fully proved, and Mr. Ramfden is de- 
serving of great commendation for its accuracy, 
and the eaie with which it is managed and kept 
in its adjuilments. 

The variation of the magnetic needle in thirty 
(ets of azimuths by three compafles, differing 
from nine to fifteen degrees, gave the mean re- 
sult' 12° 22', eafhvardly.

feet at the neap tides. 

Thus conclude the tranfaftions of the voyage, 
appertaining particularly to the Difcovery, to the 
end of the year 1 7Q2, The two following chap- 
ters will contain the ferviccs performed, and the 
information acquired, by the officers under my 
command during the time of our reparation. 



CHAPTER 
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CHAPTER 111 

Lieutenant Brougktons Account of Columbia 
Rher, 

/^N reference to the preceding part of this 
narrative it will be found, that on the 2lft 
of Oftobcr we flood to iea at the commence- 
ment of a heavy gale of wind, from off the en- 
trance of Columbia rirer ; leaving the Chatham, 
there at anchor, in fiill confidence that her com- 
mander, Mr. Broughton, would, priof to his de- 
parture, endeavour to gain all poflible infor- 
mation refpeiling the navigable extent of that 
inlet, and fuch other ulefiil knowledge of the 
country as circumftanccs would admit of. The 
implicit reliance I had on Mr. Broughton 's zeal 
and exertions, will be found to have been wor- 
thily placed, by the penifal of the following nar- 
rative of that officer's tranfa<^ons. 

The fituation the Chatham had gained in the 
entrance of Columbia liver was by no means 
comfortable at low water, when the depth did 
not exceed four fathoms, and the iea broke very 
heavily about a cable's length within the veffel, 
on a bank of two and a half fathoms, which ob- 
tained the name of Spit Bank.. The place of 
G 3 ' their 
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their anchorage was, by obfervation, in latitude 
40° 18'; bearing S. 50 E. about a mile and a 
quarter from the inner part of cape Difappoint- 
ment, from whence to the oppofite fliore, acrofs 
the channel leading to fea, the breakers formed 
nearly one conneded chain, admitting only of 
one very narrow pafTage, which lies in a direc- 
tion about W. by N. from a point Mr. Brough- 
toii called Village Point, thens being in its vici- 
nity a lai^e deserted village. 

The Difcovery having put to fea without 
making Any fighal to ^hc Chatham, Mr, Brough- 
lon very jddiciouily concludedthat I was defirous 
"tie Ihould explore and examine this opening on 
the coaft ; and in order that no time fliould be 
loft in carrj'ing this fervice into execution, he pro- 
cedded at two iii the afternoon, with the firft of 
the flood and aftrong gale at S.W. up the inlet, 
keeping the Village point, which lies S. /O E, 
five niiles from Cape Dlfappointment, well open 
with a remarkable projcdling point, that ob- 
tained the name of Tokgue Point, (on the 
ibuthefn fliorc, appearing like an ifland.) The 
depth of water here was 'not lefs than four fa- 
thonls, and as they approached the defcrted vil- 
la'ge the depth increafed to fix, ■feven, and eight 
fathoins. The wind by this time obhged them 
to bring to, for the pnrpoie of double reefing the 
topiails i and whilft thus engaged, the rapidity 

of 
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of the flood tide impelled them into three fa- 
Jthoms water, before fufficient iai! could be made 
on the veflel to render her governable. By this 
means flie was driven on a bank of fand, where 
the ilrength c^ the llream, preventing an anchw 
being carried into deep water, Ihe remained 
aground until high tide ; wiien they hove into 
ten fathoms with the grcateft eaie, and there 
refted for the night. Mr. Broughton had, for 
his guidance thus far up the inlet, a chart by 
Mr. Gray, who had commanded the American 
ihip Columbia ; but it did not much refemblc 
what it purported to reprefcnt. This flioal, 
'which is an extenfive one lying in mid-channel^ 
having completely efcaped his attention. 

The next day, being the 22d of 0<ftober, the 
wind blew ftrong from the eaftward. and there 
was little probability from the appearance of the 
weather of foon being able, with any degree of 
fafety^ to remove the veflel further up the inlet. 
That intention being laid afide, Mr. Broughton 
proceeded with the cutter and launch to exa- 
mine the fliores of, its fouthem fide. He firft 
landed ^t the deferted village, on the northern 
fhore, and on the eaftern fide of Village point ; 
which; he found a good leading mark for clear- 
ing the fljoals that lie between it and cape Dif- 
appointment, carrying regular foundings of four 
fathoms. From this point he pafl"ed over to 
G 4 point 
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point Adams, the ftarboard or S. E. point of- en- 
trance into this inlet ; and in his way croffed a 
ilioal bank, liippofed to be a continuation of that 
on which the Chatham had grounded. The 
leaft water found upon it was two and a half 
fathoms, and the fea was obferved to break at 
intervals in feveral places. Poiht Adams is a, 
low, narrow, fandy, fpit of land, projefting nor- 
therly into the ocean, and lies from cape Difap- , 
pointment, ,S. 44 E. about four miles diftant. 
From this point the coaft takes a fudden turn to 
the fouth, and the fhorcs within the inlet take a 
direction S. 74 E. four miles to another point, 
which obtained the name of Point George. 
From point Adams the breakers ftretched into 
the ocean, firft N. 68 W. about a league, then 
S- 83 W. about four miles, from whence they 
took a rounding courfe to the fouthward, ex- 
tending along the coaft at the diftance of two 
leagues and upwards. 

Thefe form the fouth fide of the channel 
leading into this inlet, which is about half a 
league wide. The northern fide is alfo formed 
by the breakers extending two miles and a half 
from cape Difappointment. In this point of 
■view, the breakers were fo ftiut in with each 
other,asto prelentone entire line of heavy broken 
water, from fide to fide acrofs the channel. 

At 
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At this place was found the remains of a de- 
iertcd Indian village, and near it three large 
canoes fupportcd from the ground, each contain- 
ing dead human bodies. Thcfe canoe coffins 
-were decorated at the head and ilem with rude 
carved work, and from their decayed ftate fecmed 
to have been thus appropriated for a great length 
of time. Another fepuichre was diicovered, 
bearing Ibme affinity to our mode of burial. 
The body was rolled up in deer ikms, after thefc 
with mats, and then laid at full length in a 
wooden box, which exa<9:ly fitted it. The flefti 
of the body was prefen'ed quite firm. After the 
party had fatisfied their curiofity, every thing 
that had been difplaced by their examination was 
reftored to its original fituation. 

The Ihoai on which the Chatham had ground- 
ed, was found to extend within half a mile of the 
eaftern fide of point Adams. The fpace between 
the flioal and the land formed a Ihallow channel 
over a kind of bar, on which was found little 
more than three fathoms water, into aBay that lies 
between point Adams and point George; whi- 
ther Mr. Broughton directed his courfe,and found 
on each fide of the bar, the foundings regular from 
three to feven. fathoms. The fliores of this Bay 
were low land, and the water again fhoaled as he 
advanced to three and two andahalf fathoms. Near 
the fliorcs on either fide the fca broke very high, 

and 
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and on. the water were feen many pelicans. As the 
party appronchcd the centre, or rather the S. E. 
corner of the Bay, they difcovercd a fmall river, 
•whofe entrance was about two cables length in 
width, and the depth of water five fathoms, gra- 
dually diminilhing to two fathoms. By the ihorcs 
it appeared to be high water, yet the ftream ati- 
tended them up the river, which now tookafoutk 
eafterly diredion, in a winding form, and branch- 
ed off into feveral creeks. After advancing about 
- feycn miles thewidth decrealed to 1 Q fathoms, and 
, it being then high water, any further examina- 
tion was deemed unneceffary. The evcrung .at 
this time having nearly clofed in, the party re- 
turned about a mile, and Cook up their refidence 
for the night on the bank of the river, which, 
after Sir George Young of the royal navy, Mr. 
Broughton diftingulihed by the name of YouN g's 
Ri VEK ; whofe termination was fuppofed to have 
been fcen by fomc of the party, but Mr. Brough- 
ton was of opinion, from the ttrength of the tidq, 
that its fource was at Ibme diilancc. The night 
was windy, and it rained without ceafing until 
day-light the next morning, which was very 
pieafaiit, and greatly inrichcd the profpeft of the 
beautiful, furrounding country. From the banks 
of the river a low meadow, interfperfed with 
fcattcrcd trees and fhrubs, extended to the more 
elevated laiid. This was of eafy afccnt, and was 
agreeably 
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agreeably variegated with clumps and copies of 
piae, maple, alder, birch, poplar^ and feveral <^er 
trees, befides a coniiderable number o£ ihmba, 
greatly diverfifying the landfcapc by the feveral 
tints of their autumnal foliage. The marihy 
edges of the river afforded ihelter to wild gecfc> 
which fiew-'aboat in very large flocks; ducks 
were in abundance, as .were the large brown 
cranes before noticed inr the more northern parts 
of New Georgia. 

On leaving the river, as they proceeded to 
point George, they found the greatefl depth of 
water at about two thirds flood neap tides, was 
2| fathoms; this continuing intirely acrofs the 
entrance of Young's river, renders it navigable for 
fmall vcfTels only. From hence the launch was 
fent on board, with orders to found in a direft 
line to the Chatham, then at anchor off the 
deferted village. The continuation of the fhoal 
in this paflage, was found to be a great obflaclc 
to the navigation of the inlet. 

Mr. Broughton proceeded in the cutter at a 
moderate diilance from the fhore, with found- 
ings of i, 4, S, 0, and 7 fathoms' to Tongue 
point. On the eaflern fide of this point the 
fliores frrft fall to the fouthward, and then ibretch 
pearly E. N. E. From this point was fcen the 
centre of a deep bay, lyingatthediflanceof levefl 
miles, N. 26 E. This bay terminated the re- 
fearcKes 
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learches of Mr. Gray ; and to commemorate his 
difcovery it was named after him Ghat's Bat* 
Mr. Broughton now returned on board, in the 
hope of bcin^ able to proceed the next flood tide 
higher up the inlet. In the afternoon he reached 
the Chatham, finding in his way thither a con- 
tinuation of the fame ihoal on which flic had 
grounded, with a narrow channel on each fide, 
between it an4 the fliorea of the inlet ; on this 
middle ground the depth of water was in overalls 
from three fathoms to four feet. Mr. Broughton 
got the Chatham immediately under weigh, with 
a boat a-hea"d to direA her courfe. His progreft 
was greatly retarded by the ftiallbwnefs of the 
wateri A channel was found clofe to the nor- 
thern Ihore, where, about dark, he anchored for 
the night in feven fathoms water, about two 
miles from the former place of anchorage. Be- 
fore day-break the next morning (Oftober 24th) 
the ycffel, in tending to the tide, tailed on a 
bank ; this however was of no confequence, as 
on heaving fhort Ihe was foon afloat again. At 
day-light Mr. Manby was fent to found the 
channel up*to Gray's bay, where in Mr. Gray's 
iketch, an anchor is placed ; but on Mr. Manby's 
return he reported the channel to be very intri- 
cate, and the depth of water in general very 
fliallow. This induced Mr. Btoughton to give 
up the idea of removing the Chatham further up

the inlet, the examination of which he deter- 
mined to purfue in the boats. After afcertaining 
the veffel's ftation to be in latitude 40° J 7', lon- 
gitude 230" ]?$', he departed with the cutter 
and launch, with a week's provifions, to carry his 
determination into cffeft. A ftrong eafterly gale 
attended with fqualls was againft them, but the 
flood tide favoured their progrefs until fix in the 
evening, when, on the ebb making, they took up 
their abode for the night on the wcftern fide of 
Gray's bay. They rowed acrofs the bay the next 
morning, in fi]ually unpleasant weather, with 
regular foundings of 4, 5, 0, 7, and S fathonas. 
The depth of water within the bay was not more 
than two £ithoms, interfperfed near the bottom 
of the bay with frequent overfals of four fathoms. 
After paffing Gray's bay, the continental fhores 
became high and rocky. About a mile S.W. 
by W. from the eafl point of the bay, which lies 
from its weft point N. 7-8 £. at the difirance of 
four miles, commences a range of five fmall low 
fandy iflets^ .partly covered with wood, and ex- 
tending about five mites to the eailward. The 
eaflemmoft,whichwasalfb the largefl, was nearly 
at the extremity of the fhallow fpace they had 
thus ex&mined. Between the ocean and that 
which Jhould properly be confidered the entrance 
of the river, is a ipace from three to feven miles 
wide, intricate to navigate oa. accopnt of the 

Ihoals 
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ftioals that extend nearly from fide to fide ; and 
ought rather to be confidered as a found, than as 
conftituting a part of the river, fincc the entrance 
into the river, which they reached about dark, 
■was found not to be more than half a mile wide, 
formed by the contradling fliores of the found. 
Between the points o£ entrance, lying from each 
other N. 50 E. and S. SO W. there were fevea 
fathoi'jis water. The northcmmoft {mint is 
fituated in latitude 46* ISf', longibide 236° 341-'* 
from whence the river takes a dire<3:ion about 
S. 45 E. From the eaft point of Gray's bay to 
this ftation, the fliore is nearly ilraight and com- 
paft, and lies in a direiftion S. 87 W. They 
ilopped to dine about three miles frttm the eaft 
,point of the bay, on the fide of a high fteep hill, 
on the northern fhore, facing one of the above 
low iilets ; from whence extended a long, fandy, 
fliallow fpit, down the channel, iacllning towards 
the oppbfiteor-'fouthern {horc, which was low, 
and appeared alfo veiy^ihoal. Fromthis fteep 
hill a remarkable pillar rode lies S. 70:W. about 
a mile firom the fliore, on the ^rboerd onfowth- 
ern fide of entrance into the mer. :- Not only 
within^ but without this^rocky tltoKTotcr is very 
■fliallow, with ovenaU iirom 'si io :1ih' ;£ithomsr; 
tut fey keeping the 'ftortUcmiboi^ iimbo'aiii^frwn 
Gray'sbay, a fii^iewc depth flf water will be 
foiinrf. ■ -Tlre-tWo pMntfi- «f entjance into the 

rive» 
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river are formed by low marfliy land, the fouth- 
cmmoft feemedto be an ifland ; and to the 
N. W. of the moft northern, a branch took a 
northerly direftion, which was named On c u \rd's 
River ; in one of thefe the party paffed a very 
uncomfortable night, owing to the dampneis of 
tlieir fitaation. 

■ At day -light thcnext morning, 20th Odlobcr, 
with the firft of the flood, Mr. Brooghton pro- 
ceeded up the river, whofe width was nearly half 
a mile. The fhores on either fide were low and 
marlhy ; on the N. E. were from 8 to 1 o fathoms, 
but on the oppofite ihorc the dcpth,of water did 
not exceed four fathoms, one third of the channel 
over. After advancing about two leagues the land 
became high and rocky on both fides; here a well 
■wooded ifland, about a league and a half long, 
divided the ftream, and afforded a good paflagc 
on each fide of it; the deepefl: is on the N. E. 
fide, in which was found 10 and 12; fathoms 
water. About a league paft the S. E. point of 
this ifland, which received the name of Puget's 
IsLAKD, the river continued its direftionto lati- 
tude 4&* J©', longitude 230° 50'; where it took 
a fliort tumN. 50 E. forfebout a league; at this 
turn a fmall river preierited itfelf, which Mr. 
Broughtbh nimed Swaii*e*s River! In thid 
heighbouriiood they were joined by fome of tl^e 
ilatives in four canoes. Their clothing waschiefly 

deer 
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deer ikins, though a few had garments made of 
fea otter ikins. Thefe good people fold the party 
a few iifli, and then took their leai'e. Their 
language was fo totally different from that of the 
other American Indians, that not a fingle word 
could be underilood. The fliores abounded with 
fine timbers, the pine predominated on the higher 
lands, but near the banks of the river grew a(h, 
pofJar, cider, maple, and fcveral other trees un- 
known to the party. The ebb tide rendered 
their progrefs very flow, and it was evening- be- 
fore they arrived at the end of the above-men- 
tioned north-eaftwardly reach. On the northern 
fixore was feen a village of the natives, who evi- 
dently folicited the landing of the party; but 
choofing to wave thpir civility, they proceeded 
vp the river, which took a direction S. 02 E. from 
the village paifiog fomc iflands lying in the mid- 
dle of it; thefe occupy about two miles; their caft- 
ernmott point is about a league from the above 
village, and after the fccond lieutenant of the Dif- 
covery, they were nafned Baker's Islakds. The 
bold ;nprthern fliore npw became low near the 
banks of the.river, and rofe high agauij at a dif- 
tanee, in a gradual afciEnt. Mr. Broughtpn croffc4 
over h^if a mile to the eaftward of Baker's iflands, 
to a Ijjgh bluff point named by him PaiNT She- 
riff,, vv^ere good. Ihelter for the night was 
founst Rff, a fandy beach; At this tinie they had 
. '. gained 
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gained only 23 mjles after rowing twelve hourb 
The river here was about half a mile wide* an() 
(he beil channel from point Sheri^ was fount) 
along the fouthem ftiore. 

^ine canoes, with a number of Indians^ took 
up their lodging in a fmall creek at a little dif* 
tance from %he party. This circumftanoe ferv94 
to convince Mr. 3roughton, that the further b^ 
procee4ed the n>orc the country was inhabited. 
At firft their warlike appearance produced ibniC 
fpiall degree of caution ; but this was afterwardsf 
^y their orderly behaviour, proved to have beei^ 
^nncceflHry. From ten in the morning, whei^ 
it appeared by the fhore to be high water, th^ 
p^rty had rowed againil the fliream to their land? 
jng place, where, although the tide continued tp 
fife until midnight, the ilream had riin up only 
two hours. 

At feven the next morning (Oftober 27,) with 
the ^ream Hill running down very rapidly, they 
pfociseded in their examination, paiTing to thQ 
^prth of 4 fmall woody ifland, which, after the 
fi^rgeon pf the Chatham, was named Walker's 
ijl^nd* The fundings were from four to (even 
^thpoa^. About ten o'clock the tide was Aow- 
^g ^1 according to the appearance of the fliore, 
9nd» for *bo\^ two hours, the ftream favoured 
theif progrcfs ; after this, great delay and much ' 
ilUgMe Vffts etiiuje^, by a ftrong ebb tide and a 
ToL. Ill, H iVefli 
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frefli caftcrly wind. The nine canocs' attended 
them, and as they paffed fome fmall creeks and 
openings on the fides of the river their numbers 
kept increafing. 

Eaftward from Walker's ifland and nearly in- 
to mid-channel a bank partly dry cxterids for two 
or three miles, but admits of a clear paffage on 
cither fide ; the paffage to the fouth, being the 
wideft and decpeft, has five or fix fathoms water. 
After paffing this bank, the channel continued 
on the fouthern fide, with foundings from fix to 
ten fathoms. They now again approached high 
land, and on the northern fhore was a remarkable 
mount, about which were placed feveral canoes, 
containing dead bodies ; to this was given the 
name of Mouitt Coffin. About a mile to the 
eaftward of mount Coffin, their Indian attendants 
flopped at a fingle hut, Iwt Mr. Broughton con- 
tinued rowing until three in tHe afternoon ; when, 
having increafed their diftance only nine miles 
from point Sheriff, the party flopped to dine on 
the fliuthern fiiore. This was high and rocky, 
and terminated the direftion of this reach, in la- 
titude 46" 5', longitude 23?" ] 1 ', from whcrKC 
the river ran S. 18 E. and the fame depth of 
water continued. The northern iborc, inflead 
of being the fleepeft, now confifled of low, Aat, 
fitndy, ftiores, through which, nearly oppt^te to* 
their dinner flation, where the river was about 

half 
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half a mile wide, two other ftreams fell into it. 
The wefterntnoft was named River Poole, and 
the eafternmoft Knight's River; this laft is the 
largeft of the two ; its entrance indicated its being 
eitenfive, and by the figna of the natives, they 
were given to underftand, the people up that 
. river poflefled ,an abundance of fea-ottcr Ikins. 
After dinner the party proceeded up the reach, 
extending S. 18 E. paffing a low fandy ifland at 
its entrance againft a very ftrong ftreafti j and 
having advanced about four miles, they took up 
their refidence for the night. Several of theif 
friendly Indian attendants, as ufiial, lodged at a 
imall diftance ; it was low water at half paft ten 
at night, and high water about two in the mom-' 
ing. 

About fix o'clock on Sunday rtiornlng, (Octo- 
ber 28") Mr. Broughton continued to proceed 
againft the ftream, and foon paffed a fmall rocky 
hlet, about twenty feet above the furface of the 
Water. Severalcgnoescovered thetopof thisiflct, 
in which dead bodies were depofited. About 
two miles from hence is a. low fandy ifland, 
having a fpit ftrctching from each end to fome 
diftance. , On each fide, the channel is clear, the 
fouth fide is the deepeft, having three or four 
fethoms water. From this ifland the reach takes 
a more eaftwardly courfe about four miles, to a 
point op the north ftiore, in latitude 45° 50', 
Ha longitude 
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longitude 237° 1 8 '. The foundings to this poiiit, 
i^hich is high and rocky, were from four to fe- 
ycn fathoms ; the Ihores of the oppofite ot fopth^ 
ern itde of the river are \avft and produce msiijc 
■pillow-trees; the high and rocky banks w?^ 
covered with pine-trees down to the wftter ^ c^e. 
From hence, witl^ little variation, the riyer's (^i- 
rcflion is about S. 5 E. the channel is nartq^, 
and on the eaftern fliore th^ dept!) of yf^ta w^ 
fit^m four to Hx fathoms. 

Here were three openings ftretchiiig' in, ^i) 
cafterly direi^on, formed by two fn^U ^pod^ 
iflands, on one of which was a grove of fall and 
ftrait poplacs. Thefe were f^ftingv^illied by the 
Xkame of Urky's Islands. Abreaft of tbef« ^ it 
0ioal that joins the fouth fide of the river, and 
lender* the paffage clofe to ^heir fliores very nar- 
row; beyond them the riv^, i>ftw abcsit ^ quaxte^ 
^f a rmle widcj is free &on?. pb^n^ftion, and ttc 
general depth 6ve 3^4 &K ^^^hoi;^ to. ^nothe;^ 
point, ^bout four miles to th? ^fjh qS^c abov^

Clo.fc to th^ 
ibnth of it was a fmall brook tha,t pi^ to the e^r 
ward, off which a banjt gjffand div^rte^, tl^^.^b?!^ 
nel to the weJftern fhore, where (c?H,ndi.ngs- w^r^ 
found from five to eig^t fathoms. A^^W^ t^rop 

miles 
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hiilcs and a half from Oak point Mr. Brougliton 
aarived at another, which he called Pdist War- 
RittBi in cohftquenCe of being there furrounded 
by IVpertty-thrcc canoes, carrying frbni three ta 
Mvelve peribriS each, all attired in their war gar- 
hients, and in every other refpctfl prepared for 
erambat. On thefe ftrangerS diftouriing With 
the Friendly Indians who had attended oui* party, 
thdy foon took off their war drefs, and with ^cat 
civility dilpofed of their arms and other articles 
for fuch valuables as were prefented to them, bilt 
■Would neither part with their copper fwords, nor 
a kind of battle-ax rtiade of iton. 

At point Warrior the rivet is divided Into three 
bfanchts; the middle otle wasthe largeft, about 
a quarter of a mile wide, and was coniidered aS 
the main branch ; the next mofl: capacious took aii 
ftafteriy dJreiSioh, and feemed exteniive, to ihii 
the name of RuShleIgiI's Riv£r vPas given; 
ahd the other that fttfetched to the S. S. W. was 
8iftihguiflied by the name of CaxlV River. 

On the banks of Ruihleigh's river was ieen 3 
Very large Indian village, and fuchof thefttahg- 
<Srs as feemed to bclotig to it ftrongly falicittd. 
the patty to proceed thither; and, to enforce thei^ 
fequeft, very unequivocally teprefeiited, that if 
the patty pcrfifted in going to the ibuthwatd 
ihty would have their heads cut off. The fartid 
intrcatics, urged by fimilar warnings, had before 
H 3 been. 
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been experienced by Mr, Broughton during hU 
exQurfion, but having, found them to be un- 
neceflary cautions, he proceeded up that which 
he confidered to be the main branch of the river, 
until eight in the evening; when, under the fliel- 
ter of fomc willows, they took up their lodging 
for the night on a low fandy point, accompanied 
by twelve of the natives in a canoe, who fixed 
their abode very near to them. During the 
whole of this day little affiftance had been de- 
rived from the flood tide, the ebb had flackened 
for about two hours, but no current upwards 
during that time was perceptible. 

The next morning, (Oftober 29) they again 
proceeded up the river, and had a diftant view of 
mount St. Helens, lying N. 42 E. In founding 
acrofs the river, whofe width was here about a 
quarter of a mile, from three to twelve fathoms 
water was found. Owing to the rapidity of the 
ftrcam againft them they were under the neccf- 
fity of flopping to dine at not more th^n four or 
five miles from their refting place ; here it was 
low water at noon, and though the water of the 
river evidently rofe afterwards, yet the ftream 
continued to run rapidly down. The greateft 
perpendicular rile and fall appeared to be about 
three feet. In this fituation the latitude was ob- 
served to be 45" 41 , longitude 237" 20' ; when 
mount St. Helens was feen lying from hence 

N. 38 
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N. 38 E. our diftance from point Warrior being 
about eight miles. 

- In their way hither they had pafled two Indian 
villages on the weft fide of the river, and had 
been joined by an hundred and' fifty of the na- 
tives in twenty-five canoes. To avoid any fur- 
prize they dined in their boats ; this precaution 
was however unnecefiary, for on fome trivial 
prefents being made, a trade inimediately com- 
menced, in which the Indians conducted thcm- 
fclves with the utmoft decorum. No attempts 
were made to pafs the line drawn on the beach, 
excepting by two who appeared to be the prin- 
cipal chiefs, and who were permitted to join 
the parfy. Thefe feemed to be very well dif- 
pofed, and inclined to communicate every infor- 
mation ; but, unfortunately for our gentleinen, 
a total ignorance of the Indians' language pre- 
cluded their profiting by thefe friendly intentions. 
At one o'clock they quitted their dinner fta- 
tion, and after rowing about five miles, ftill in 
the direction of the river S. 5 E. they pafled on 
the weftem fide a fnjall river leading to the 
fouth- weft ward ; and half a mile further on the 
fame fliore came to 'a la-ger one, that took d 
rnore foutherly courfe. In the entrance of the 
latter, about a quarter of a mile in width, arc 
two fmall woody iflets ; the foundings acrofs it 
ixom. two to five fathoms. The adjacent country, 
H ■* extending 
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extending from Its banks, prefented a tnoCt beau- 
tiful appearance. This river Mr. BroUghtoh dif* 
tinguilhedby the name of River Munminos. — • 
Its fouthern point of entrance, fituated in latitude 
45° 3q', longitude 23?" 21 ', commanded a moft 
delightful profpect of the furrounding region, 
and obtained the name of BeiJle VtiE PoijrT i 
from whence the branch of t|he river, at leaft 
that which was fo confidered, took a directioii 
about S, S 7 E. for a league and a half. A very 
diftant high fnowy mountain now ippeafed rif* 
ing beautifully confpicuous in the midft of afi cx- 
tenfive tract of low, or moderately elevated, land, 
lying S. 0? E. and feemed to announce a termi-' 
nation to the f ivel-. From Belle Vue point they 
piocecdcd in the above difedion, parting a fmall 
■vrooded ifland, about three miles in citent, (itu-* 
ated in the middle of the ftream. Thdir route 
■was between this ifland and the fouthern fliore^ 
•which is low ; the foundings between its north- 
Treft point and the m^in land were three fathomsj, 
increasing to faut, fiyfe, and fix, off its fouth- 
eaft pdint ; from whence the river took its courfe 
S. 10 E, This obtained the name of MeNsies* 
JsLAirt) ; hear the caft end of which is a ftnall 
iandy vtroody ifland th^t was covered with wild 
gccfe. From Bell? Vue point, a fmall ftream 
offload had ^ttend^d them to this ftatioh ; but 
bere a rapid downward current was iiitt» thdugh 
tt was br 1.0 means high water. 

At 
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At the feveral erects and brahches they had 
fafled they loft fucceffively moft of their Indian 
Gortipanions, excepting on€ dderly chief, who, 
in the moft civil and friendly manner had accom* 
panied them from the firft, and had a villagi 
ftill farther up the river. tla*ing received many 
prcfents he had become much attached to the 
pafty, and, to manifeft his gratitude, he iioMf 
wetit forward to provide them with lodgings, 
and whatever acceptable refrethments his villagft 
Inight afford. About feven in the tvCniAg they 
reached his habitation, where he much wtlhed 
them to remain ; but preferring a tnore iecluded 
refting place, they refofted to a fballow citck S. 
mile further up the river, and about eight tnWtA 
from Belle Vue point, where they paffed tht 
night. , Here it was low water about two, £ifld 
high water at half paft five o'clock the rieSt 
Inorning. At feven they again departed, but 
Were obliged to retire fbme diftahcfi tO cleat ft 
flioaly fpit that lies off this creek ; after this thcy 
proceeded to the notthfern fliort. This Ihorfi wai 
well Wooded; compofed of ftony beaches, and thd 
foundings were regular from two to feven fa- 
thdfaisj The fouthern fhote, though loW ah4 
£indy, was alfo well clothed with- w<Jod ; th$ 
Weadth of the river was about a quarter of 4 
ftiile, and its direftion was the fattic as befote- 
Rientioned. 

The wind blew frefb from the eaftward, which, 
, with 
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with the ftream againft them, rendered their 
journey very flow and tedious. They pafled a 
fmall rocky opening that had a rock in its centre, 
about twelve feet above the furfacc of the water ; 
on this were lodged feveral large trees that muft 
have been left there by an unufually high tide. 
From hence a large river bore S. 5 E. which was 
afterwards fcen to take a fouth-weftwardly di- 
reftion, and was named Baring's River ; be- 
tween it and the iboal creek is another opening ; 
and here that in which they had refted ftrctched 
to the £. N. £. and had feveral fmall rocks in it. 
Into this creek the friendly old chief who had 
attended them went to procure fomc ialmon> 
and they purfued their way againft the ftream, 
■which was now become fo rapid that they were 
able to make but little progrefs. At half paft 
two they ftopped on the northern fliorc to dine, 
oppofite to the entrance of Baring's river. "Ten 
canoes with the natives now attended them, and 
their friendly old chief foon returned and brought 
them an abundance of very fine falmon. He 
had gone through the rocky paflage, and had re- 
turned above the party, making the land on 
which they were at dinner an ifland. This was 
afterwards found to be about three miles long, 
and after the lieutenant of the Chatham, was 
named Johnstone's Island. The weft point 
of Baring's river is fituated in latitude 45° 28% 
longitude 237" 41'; from whence the main 
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branch talics rather an irregular courfe, about 
N. 82 £; it is near half , a mile wide> and in 
crofling it the depth was from fix to three fa- 
thoms. The fouthern fliore is low and woody, 
and contrads the river by means of a low fandy 
fiat that extends from it, on which were lodged 
ieveral large dead trees. The beft paflage is clofc 
to Johnftone's ifland ; this has a rocky bold Ihorc, 
but Mr. Btoughton .purfued the channel on the 
oppofite fide, where he met with Ibme fcattered 
rocks; thefe however admitted of a good paflage 
between them and the main land ; along which 
he continued until towards evening, making lit- 
tle progrefs againft the ftrcam. " Having now 
, paffed the (and bank," fays Mr. Broughton, " I 
*' landed for the purpofe of taking pur laft bear- 
" ings ; a fandy point on the oppofite Ihore bore 
*' S. 80 E. diftant about two miles ; this point 
*' terminating our view of the river, I named it 
" after Captain Vancouver ; it is fituated in la- 
*"titude 45" 2;', longitude 23?° 50'." The fame 
remarkable mountain that had been feen from 
Belle Vue point, again prefented itfelf, bearing 
at this ftation S. 67 E ; and though the party 
were now nearer to it by feven leagues, yet its 
lofty fummit was fcarcely more diftinift acroft 
the intervening land which was more than mo- 
derately elevated. Mr. Broughton. honoured it 
with Lord Hood's name ; its appearance was 
floagnificent ; and it was clothed in fnow from 

it» 
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its Aimmit, iis low down as the high land* hy 
Which it was intefceptfedj petrtiitted it to be vi- 
fible. Mr. Broughton lartiertted that he could 
not acquire fufficieht authority to afcertitin its 
ftofitive fituation^ but imagined it could not be 
kfs than 20 leagues froni thtir then ftation. 

Round point Vahcouver the river feemed td 
tak6 a more northerly direction ; its foutherh 
Ibor^s bdcame very hilly, With bare fpots of a rfcd-* 
difll colour on the fideS of the hills, arid thdr 
tops were thinly covered iVith pine trees. Th« 
6ppofite Ihofe was low. Well wooded, and ffioftly 
compofed of ftohy bCaches. The breadth of th4 
tiri&t herfe WaS a quarter of a mile ; it afforded A 
tlear good channel on the northern fiiore, widl 
fctihdlHgS aci'ofs from fii to two fathoms, Oioal- 
ing gradually to th6^d of fand that ftretchdi 
from the oppofite iff^T During this dAft they 
Itad conilantly ioivtd dgainll the Hream, having 
infcrea^ed their diftartce only twelve miles upth^ 
fiv^r i and notwlthftaildiitg there had bteh a 
fefifible regular rile and fall of the water, it had 
fi6t in the leaft dtigrfee affefled the ftreatti; which 
^ad rub conflantiy doWti with great rapidity. 

Mr, feoughton at this time calculated the dif-' 
taottii from what he cotifidered th« enttahcc of 
tb6 river, to be 84, and from the Chathito, lool 
foiles. To reach this ftation had now occupied 
ih^X time, with v«ry hard labour, feven days i 
.this 
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this was to the fulj extent for which thci? pfovl-- 
fions had been furnii))ed ; ^nd t\\€ir reniainiifg 
fupplies coqld qot with all polTjble frugality laft 
D)ore thi^n two or tbr^p day$ Ipfigfsr. And 49 
it wsis impoffiWe usder the mfsft fg,YOHratlf cif- 
cumftances, they ftould re»ch the vciTeU- in $, 
lefs fpace of tipip, Mr. Brpughton g^ye up thf 
idea of any further ejsaminstiftq, and w«S rccoij* 
filed to this picaf^re, becauft even thHs far th^ 
river eoxild hardly b? confidered as navigaW* for 
(hipping. Previoufly to his depsrUwe, however* 
he formally took poi^eflipn of the rivcf, and th» 
foijntry in its yicinity, in His Britannic M^cfty's 
p^m?, having every rea&n to believe, that th« 
fubjefts of no other civilised nation or ftate had 
fver enterfid this rivei before ; in this opinion h« 
was confirmed by Mr. Gray's fketch, in which it 
^B not appear that Mr. Gray either &w, or 
was ever within five leagues of, its entrance. 

The friendly old chieC who flill renpained of 
(heir party, afiliiled at the ceremony, and drank 
his M^jefty's heakh on t^e occafion ; from him 
they endeavoured to acquire feme further infofr 
^nation of the country. The little that could 
be underftood was, that higher up the river they 
wovjd be prevented psfling by ftUs. This w» 
fsplaipjad, by taking up water i(i bis hands, aad 
W[iit9t|ng the manner of its feUing from rocks, 
^inti^g, at th^ fame tiiii«, tq th$ place wh«c9 

the 
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the fun rifes ; indicating, that its Tource in that 
direction would be found at a great diflance. 

By the time thctle ceremonies and inquiries 
Were finiftied, the night had clofed in; notwith- 
fianding this^ Mr. Broughton re-imbarked, and 
with the ilream in his favour lat out on his re- 
turn. All the Indians now very civilly took 
their leave, excepting the old chief and his peo- 
ple, who> their route being the fame way. Mil 
bore them company. Little opportunity had 
been afforded, efpecially at the latter part of 
their journey up the river, to afcertain the depth 
of the channels: to iupply this deficiency, the 
two boats fpread, and founded regularly all the 
Way down. By this means a bank was found 
extending intirely acrofs Eating's river, and from 
thence acrofs the main branch, which they had 
navigated, to the rocky paffage at the weft end 
of Johnftone's ifland ; the greateft depth having 
been only three fathoms, Mr. Broughton was con- 
firmed in the opinion he had previously formed, 
that any further examination of this branch 
would be ufelcfs. 

After paffmg to the weft of the rocky paffage, 
the beft channel is on the fouthem fhore, but 
even that is intricate, and the greateft depth of 
its water is only four fathoms. They took up 
their abode for the night about half a mile from 
their prcccdipg night's lodging ; having returned 

ia 
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in thi^ee hours the fame diftance that had taken 
them twelve hours to alcend. 

In the morning of the Silt of 0«3ober it was 
low water at four, and high water at fix o'clock ; 
the rife and fall of the water did not appear 
generally to exceed two feet, and the ftream 
conftantly ran down. Mr. Broughton departed 
early, and off the village of their friendly old 
chief was joined by him and his whole tribe. 
Soundings were pretty regular, until the party 
■were abreaft of fome barren land, off which is 
aA extenfive bank. On this there were only 
three feet water ; this depth continued nearly 
to the eaft point of the iflet, that was obferved 
before to be covered with wild ^fe, and ob- 
tained the dame of Goose Island. The chan- 
nel here is on the fouthem ihore, until the paf- 
fege between Menzies ifland and the north ihore 
is well open ; this is good and clear with regu- 
lar foundings from three to feven fathoms, quite 
to Belle Vue point, where a fpit lies out at fome 
■ imall dlftance. The land Jn the neighbourhood 
of this reach, extending about five leagues to 
Baring's river, is on the fouthem fide low, 
^ndy, and well wooded. On the north iidc the 
country rifes beyond the banks of the riv^r with 
a pleafing degree of elevation, agreeably adorned 
with feveral clumps of trees ; and towards the. 
?aftern part of the reach, it finiflies at the wa- 
ter's 
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ter's edge ia lomjntic rocky prGJeeting preci- 
pices. 

The good qM chief here took his laava of the 
party. In commeroQmtion of his friendly behft- 
Viour> and his refidenee being in the neighbnuF-' 
]u>od, this part of the river obtained the nsniQ of 
FaiEifnY Eeach, and a point on the northern 
fiiore, bearing from Belle Vuc point §■ 0? E., 
PxttTiNG Point. From this place to the ila- 
tionipFhere Mr. Broughton obferved the latitude 

. on the 3Qth> the foundings were from fix to ten 
ftthfims ; from whence a bank of fand extended 
a]ong the weftern fliore about a league, reaching 
over two-thirds of the channel, leaving a very 

, narrow paflage of the depth of ten to twelve fa- 
t^ioms. This bank terminates at Willow Ppjntj 
from whence the foundings decreafed froin nine 
to fix fathoms. About three miles from thi^ 
point, on the oppofite or eafterrj fide of the river, 
an opening or arm was paffed, leading to th? 
N. E. This was named by Mr. Broughton, 
after the mafter of the Difcovery, WhidbeyV 
RiVEB. The weftern point vrtt fiat, and pror 
duccd fome g*afs and willow trees. ■ The op- 
pofite .Ihore ftill continued more elevated, and 
from Whidbey's river was covered with pine 
trees. At the entrance into this river the depth 
of water was fix or feven fathoms ; faut on ap- 
ptoachiog point Warrior for about two miles, it 
decreafed 
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decreafed to three and four fathoms, and again 
incrcafed to ten and twelve fathoms off that 
point; from thence to Oak point the depth was 
from ten to five fathoms, h^re the party rcfted 
for the night, and perceived it to be low water 
at half pafl: three, and high water at five in the 
morning of the ift of November. In this fitu- 
ation they had before leen many of the natives, 
but the night moft probably now prevented theii? 
appearance. The weather had the preceding 
day been gloomy» attended with fog and rain ; 
this morning it was fair and pleafant, with a fa- 
Tourable eaftwardly breeze. In paffing from 
Urry's iflands, the foundings were firft from feven 
to. three, then from four to nine fathoms ; the 
depth again decreafed as the low fandy ifland 
was approached, to fix, three, and four fathoms; 
this latter depth continued between the ifland 
and the northern ihore, which is the heft chan- 
nel, paffing clofe to the main land. From this 
ifland, where the water all round it is flioal, a 
fpit extends fomc diftancc to the weftward, on 
which there was no more than three fathoms; 
but from thence to the r(«:by iflet where the ca- 
noes with the dead bodies were depofited, it in- 
Creafes to Teven and twelve fathoms ; about a 
mile above this rock, a bank extends to the eaft- 
crn fliore nearly into mid-channel, where the 
depth of' watef did not exceed two fathoms and 
. VojL.ill. I - an 
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an half, all the way to Knight's river. The 
ihores on this fide are low, flat, and fandy ; on 
the weftern fide high and woody, and affording 
a clear though narrow channel) with foundings 
from five to eight fathoms. 

Knight's river is about the eighth of a mile 
in width ; and from its entrance, where it» 
depth is four fathoms, it takes a direftion S. 5 i E. 
Leaving Knight's river, the foundings increased 
from fevcn to twelve fathoms, until mount 
Coffin was reached, where the depth of water 
was only iix fathoms ; and paffing between the 
northern Ihorc, and the dry fand bank, from 
three to five fathoms only were found ; but the 
foundings increafed from fix to ten fathoms as 
the party advanced towards Walker's ifland. On 
the weftern point of this illand they made a late 
dinner, and had an opportunity of obferving, 
that during the rifing of the water the ftream 
did not run up, the furface of the water being 
ftill and ftationary ; it was high water at five in 
the afternoon. From this point the depth conti- 
nued from five to feven fathoms, imtil Baker's 
iflands were approached. A fiioal fpit extends 
from the longeft and largeft of thefe iflands, or 
that which was fo confidercd, to the eaftward ; 
on this was found only two and a half or three 
fathoms water. To the north of this apparently- 
large illaad are three fmaller ones, which admit 
a clear 
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a clear though narrow paflage between them 
and the northern ihore. On one of thcfe, undet 
the fhelter of a grove of fine poplars, Mr. Brough- 
ton reftcd for the night. At day-light the next 
morning their journey was refumed, and in pais- 
ing Swaine'a. river, which takes a fouth-wefterly 
dire6lion, no bottom could be found with fifteen 
fathoms of line ; but towards its weftern point 
foundings were had of three and four fathoms. 
About a league to the weftward of this is Man- 
by's river, taking a courfe S. S. W.; from hence 
the depth of water was from feven to nine fa- 
thoms, until they approached near the eaft point 
of Piiget's ifland ; from whence a ihoal extends 
about a mile nearly into mid-channel ; on this 
there were only two fathoms, but on croffing 
over to the fouthem ftiore, it deepened to feven 
fathoms. Mount St. Helen's was here very dif- 
timftly feen lying S. 81 E. Puget's ifland was 
paiTed on the fouth, and obferved to produce on 
that fide only a few pine trees of inferior fize ; 
but it afforded a good channel of feven, ten, and 
thirteen fathoms of water : the latter depth was 
oiF its weftern extremity, which is a low marftiy 
{>oint covered with reeds. Soon after paffing 
this point, another branch of the river was 
opened, which appeared, by the high land on 
the fouthem fide, to lead into the found in a di,- 
reilion N. 50 W. But as in its entrance the 
Is depth 
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depth of water was only two fatboms and an. 
half, Mr. Broughton was induced to grrc up hi& 
mt^Rtion of examining it, and purfued his former 
courfe, keeping near the fouthern Ihore, confift- 
ing apparently of a clufter of marfliy iflands. 
The north w«fl:ernipoft of thcfe forms the fouth 
point of the entrance into the rtvcr ; and on the 
weft, OT found fide of this paiot, the low marfhy 
land takes a fouth-wefterly dircftion, whofe 
other openings appeared to communicate with 
the laft mentioned. Before thcfc opcmngs Ue 
the fhoals already noticed. On the northern 
flwre, immediately without the entrance into 
the river, is an Indian village ; a part of it only 
was occupied by the natives, who fupplied ouc 
friends very liberally with falmon, and promifcii 
to follow them with more to the veffel. Ffoaa 
hence they fleered for a bw fandy ifland, pwtly 
covered with trees, in the eaftern part of the 
found, with foundings from fevcn to five fa- 
thoms, until they drew very near to it, when th* 
■water became fo fhallow that they were obligetj 
to haul off. Towards its north- weft part twQ 
fathoms and an half were found clofe toit. Mr. 
Broughton had no opportunity of examining 
whether there vfas wiy paffage in this iituaUeia 
towards the fouthern Ihore, as it was at this tents 
dark ; but, by its former appearance from th* 
elevated land on the northern Ihoie, he was ^ 
opinion 
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Opinion there was not. A bank nearly dry coni- 
tlnued all the way from this ifland to point 
Adams. He however palTcd fome dtftance along 
the north edge 6f the bank, towards Tongui 
point, in three fathoms water, until nearly 
a-breaft cf Gray's bay ; here they came to over- 
ialls from three to feven fathoms, and found 
themfelves v.itfain, or to the fouth of, a dry 
bank, which obliged them to pull back in order 
to clear it ; after which ihey had regular found* 
ings in croffing Gray's bay from four to fix fa* 
thorns water. 

At nine in the evening the party arrived on 
board the Chatham j having employed exadlly 
half the time in returning, that had been occu- 
pied in going up this river, in confequence erf" 
the general rapidity of the ftream downwards, 
and of being affifted fometirfles by a favourable 
wind. 

Mr. Broughton had now lofl fight of the Dif- 
covery twelve days, and though he had received 
no orders for the inveftigatlon he had under- 
taken, yet he was convinced, that in fo doing 
he would ail agreeably to my wifties ; and hav- 
ing obtained fo much information, he deemed 
it expedient to join the Difcovery with all pof- 
fiblc difpatch. 

Much to his fatisfaflion, he found the Chat- 
ham ready in every refped for fea ; the next 
I 3 morning 
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morning fhe was unmoored ; but the wind from 
the eaft ihSfting fuddenly to the fouthward, and 
blowing in fqualls very hard, attended with a 
heavy rain, they remained at their anchorage 
until the next day, when the weather being 
more moderate they got under weigh ; but they 
had fcarcely filled their lails when the wind, as 
on the preceding day, came round, and as they 
had a very narrow fpace to work in between the 
northern fliore and the fboals, they again an- 
chored in eight fathoms water, to wait a more 
favourable opportunity. This prcfented itfelf 
in the afternoon; but by* the time they had 
reached the large deferted village, it again be- 
came ftormy, with a heavy rain from the weft- 
ward, which.^compelled them again to ftop in 
fix fathoms water, a little below the delerted 
village called by the natives Chenoke. Cape 
Difappointment bore by compafs N. 84 W., 
Tongue point N. 64 E., one mile diftant ; point 
Adams S-51 W., and the neareft fhore north, 
at the diftancc of a quarter of a mile,' 

The fame unpleafant weather continued until 
the next morning, November fl, when, with the 
•wind at E. N- E. they ftood towards cape Dif- 
appointment, The launch founded the channel 
before the veflel, and the furf was foon fcen to 
break acrofs the paffage leading to fea with great 
violence, and in fuch a manner a? to leave no ap» 

parent 
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parent opening. The wind at this time alfo 
veering to the fouth, induced Mr. Broughton to 
bear away for a bay that is fituatcd immediately 
-within, and on the eaftem iide of cape Difap- 
pointmcnt ; the fouth-eaft end of that promon- 
tory forms its weft point of entrance ; its eaft 
point being formed by the weft extremity of the 
fpit bank, lying - from each other E. S. E. and 
W". N. W. about three quarters of a mile afun- 
der. In paffing the chan^icl a fufficlent depth ot 
water was found, until bordering too much on 
the fpit bank they came into three fathoms, with 
a very confufed iea that broke violently on the 
bank. At ten in the forenoon they anchored in 
five fathoms water ; point Adams, by compafs, 
bearing S. 40 E. Chenoke point S. 80 E. the 
inner part of cape Disappointment forming the 
weft point of entrance into the bay S. 4 E. half 
a mile diftant ; and the fouthemmoft pairt of the 
coaft in fight S. 26 E. 

Here was found the Jenny of Briftol, the fame 
velTcl that had been palTed by the Chatham on 
her iirft arrival. Mr. Broughton was informed 
by the mafter of this veflei, Mr. Baker, that a 
conftant fucceffion of bad weather had prevented, 
his putting to fea ; that he had made feveral at- 
tempts, but from the violence of the furf and its 
breaking intirely acrofs the entrance, he had not 
been able to cffeft that purpofc. In the aftcr- 
I 4 noon, 
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noon, Mr. Broughton went on fliorc in order to 
view from the hills the Hate of the channel into 
the ocean. This prefented one intire range of 
heavy breakers,, reaching acrofs from fide to fide. 

Frcfh gales with fqually weather from the S. E, 
on the 7th- The Chatham, with half a cable 
only, fodc very eafy ;. and the Jenny lying within 
Jier, in three iathoms water, at low tide, with 
the cape bearing by compafs S. E. was intirely 
becalmed under its hi^h land. The afternoon 
being more moderate thefeine was hauled^ but, 
with little fuccefs. The weather ftill continuing 
unfavourable, the next ; day was employed in re- 
plenilhing their ftock of wood and water, and 
Mr. Broughton in perfon founded the bay, and 
part of the channel. The depth of water be-, 
tween the Chatham and Jenny, and within the 
fpit bank, towards a imall river in the northern 
partof this bay, was from 5 to 3, 4, 5,. 6, 7, and 
then overfalls of 2 and 3 fathoms, to the fpit 
bank ; where the water broke very heavily, 
Ffom the Chatham acrofs to the breakers off 
■pcMnt Adams, were found not lefs than 4f fa- 
thoms, but the fea broke fo violently that be was 
Jjrevcnted founding through the channel, which 
was not diftinguilhable in any diredlion. 

Mr. Manby and feme others of the gentlemen, 
who with Mr. Barker had been up the fmall 
Tiycr, returned in the evening with eighteen 

ge?fe. 
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geeie. befides a great number of ducks, and fomc 
fmaller birds. 

The morning of the gth brought fair and plea- 
fant weather, with the wind at S. E. Mr. 
Broughton again vifited the hills of the cape to 
take fome angles ; the fea was too much agitated 
by the breakers to allow the appearance ^of any 
opening through them towards the ocean. In 
his walk he killed a fine deer. The weather be- 
ing more moderate than it had been for manj 
days, induced a number of the inhabi^ntsto villt 
the- Chatham ;, thefe brought a large fupply of 
filh, and moofe-deef fufficient for the crew. 
Amongft the Indians were feveral who had fol- 
lejwed them up the river, and who now brought 
their various commodities for fale, in'the iame 
friendly manner they had dorie before. The 
latitude obfervcd this day was 40° ] q'. In the 
afternoon Mr. Sheriff was fent to found, an^ 
view the channel out to fca. On his return it 
vas reported to be clear, fmooth, and no where 
lefs than four fathoms water. 

The next morning, with a moderate breeze at 
E. N. E. the Chatham weighed at half ebb from 
Baker's bay; fo named by Mr. Broughton after 
the commander of the Jenny, whofe track he 
followed ; Mr. Baker having obligingly offered, 
as his was the fmalleA veiTel, to lead out, and 
having been here in the earlier part of the year, 

he 
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he was better acquainted than Mr. Broughton 
■with the courfe of the channel. After making 
two ihort trips, the Chatham juft weathered the 
cape, and the breakers that lie off it. The 
foundings were from to 9 and 1 1 fathoms, the 
fea extremely irregular and confufed. On ftand- 
ing over towards point Adams, the depth de- 
creafed to 6, 5, and 4\ fathoms. Their courfe 
was now directed W. \ S. clofe to the fouthern 
fide of the channel. Here the heavy beakers 
rolled with impetuous force againft the wind and 
tide, and greatly retarded their progrefs. For, 
notwithftanding the frefli favourable breeze that 
blew right aft, there was much difficnlty to keep 
the veffel's head the right way, owing to the 
violence of the fea, that made her pitch fo in- 
ceflantly as to fhake the wind out of her fails. 

The Jenny appeared to get out without (hip- 
ping any water ; the Chatham followed her track, 
but the fea broke feveral times over her from ftcm 
to ftern ; due precautions however having been 
taken, none of the water got below. In this 
unpleafant fituation little progrefs was made. 
Mr. Broughton fufpeftlng they might have oc- 
cafion for the boats, had kept them both out in 
readinefs for any emergency. Unfortunately one 
of thefe tremendous furges ftove the launch, 
which filled, and by the violence of the jerk broke 
the tow-rope. One of their marines was unhap- 
pily 
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pUy the boat keeper, and it was impoffible at the 
moment to afford him any other affii^nce than 
that of veering a buoy a-ftem ; this expedient 
however failed, and they had every realbn to fear 
that the poor fellow would be drowned. After 
contending with three other fuch violent billows, 
the wind and tide carried the veiTel out with 
great velocity ; and on their arriving in fmoothcr 
water, the cutter was inilantly difpatched to the 
afflftance of the marine, who was perceived 
amidft thofe violent agitations of the water, ftil! 
holding fail of the launch ; which, having been 
more fenfibly operated upon than the veffel by 
the ftrcngth of the tide, had drifted clear out : 
and thofe on board the Chatham had the inez- 
preflible happinefs of feeing the cutter bring both- 
their Ihip-mate and the launch fafely alongfide, 
with the lofs only of the furniture that ihe had 
contained. Both boats were immediately hoiftcd 
m. and the Chatham made fail to the S. S. K. 
with a fine breeze at N. W. in company with 
the Jenny. 

Soon after the Chatham was out a ihip was 
feen in that quarter, which Mr. Broughton would 
have concluded to be the Daedalus ftore fhip, had 
not Mr. Baker informed him that ihe had joined 
the Difcovery off the entrance, the day after ht 
went up the river ; the fequel, however ihewed 
that he was not miftaken, this veflel proving to 

be 
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be the Daedalus, which had b«ii detainfed by tb« 
inclemency of the weather in Gray's hftrbour, 
until within a £ew hours of her being fecn by the 
Chatham. 

Thus the Chatham quitted Columbia, river ; 
the reft of the time, till Ihe joined the Difcoverj; 
was employed in performing a very boiftcrous 
and unpleafant paflage, until ihe pafled cape 
Mendocino, exadlly fimilar to that which we had 
experienced. I ■(hall conclude this account of 
Columbia rirer, by a few ihort remarks that Mr. 
Broughton inade in the courfc of its furvcy, in 
his own words : 

" Thcdifcbvery of this river we were given 
to uridcrftand is claimed by the Spaniards, who 
call it Entrada- de Ccta, after the commander of 
the veflcl, who is faid to be its firft difcoverer, 
hut who never. entered it; he places it in -iO*, 
north latitude. It is the fame opening that Mr. 
Gray ftated to us in the fpring, he had been nine 
days off the former year, but could not get in, in 
confequence of the out-fetting current. That in 
the courfe of the late fummer he had however 
cnteredtTje river, or rather the found, and had 
named it after the ihip he then commanded. 
The extent Mr. Gray became acquainted with 
on that occafion is no further than what 1 have 
called Gray's bay, not more than 1 5 miles from 
cape Di^pointment, though according to Mr, 

Gray's 
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Guam's iketch it meafures 30 miles. By his cal- 
culation its entrance lies in latitude 40' lo', jon- 
gitude 237° VS', differing matenaUy in theferc- 
ipe^3 from our obfervations. 

** The entrance, as already ftated, lies between 
the breatera extending from cape Dilappoiutment 
on the iK>cth fide, and thofe on the fouth tide 
fiem point Adams, over a fort of bar, or more 
properly fpi^king, over an extenfive flat, on which 
was found no Icis depth of water than four and a 
half fathoms. The beft leading mark is to bring 
the Tongue point, which looks like an ifland 
near the fouthern fliore, to bear by compafs 
about ^. by N. and then ilecr for it ; this was 
obferyed in the pailages of the Chatham in and 
put, though on the latter occation, circumit^nce'S 
were too unplcafant to allow of great prccifion. 

." From the information and experience deriv ■ 
cd by this vifit, it appears to be highly advifcable, 
that no veffel Ihould attempt entering this port, 
but when the water is perfei^ly fniooth ; a paf- 
lage may then be cffeded with fafety, but ought 
cvjcn then to be undertaken with caution ; bor- 
dering on the breakers off point A^ams, and keep^ 
the Tongue point well open, with Chenoke, or 
Village point,, wiU avoid the Spit bank, and give 
a clear chatinel up to Chenoke ; but in cafe of 
iailurc in the wind or tide, it will then be nooff 
•idvifeable to anchor ia faker's bay, bringing iu 
' entrance 
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entrance to bear north, and keeping elofe round 
the Cape breakers, where the depth of water is 
from eleven to nine and fix fathoms, clofe to the 
Cape fliore. Within the Cape are three rocky 
iflets in the bay, the middle One being the largeft; 
JTjft on with the Cape is the' line of diredion 
going in, or out ; leading along the fouthem (ide 
of the fpit bank in deep water, and near this iflet, 
bringing the Cape to bear between S. and S. E. 
is good anchorage, in five fathoms water. The 
latitude is 40" 19', longitude 230" 7', and the va- 
riation of the compafs 120° eaftwardly. The 
greateft rife and fall of the tide in this bay ob* 
ferved by Mr. Baker was twelve feet ; high wa- ■ 
ter at full and change at half pafl; one o'clock. 
Mr. Manby's obfer^'ations on board the Chatham, 
confirmed thofe of Mr. Baker, as to the time of 
high water ; but the rife and fall of the tide with, 
him did not exceed fix feet, and the greateft 
ftrength of the tide was about four knots. 

*'Thi3 bay, befide affording good and fecufc 
anchorage, is convenient for procuring wood and 
water ; and, by keeping upon good terms with, 
the natives, who feemed much inclined to be 
friendly, a fupply of fiHi, and other rcfrefliments> 
may cafily be obtained. The heavy and confiiied 
fwell that in bad weather conftantly rolls in from 
the fea over its ftialiow entrance, and breaks in 
three fathoms water, renders the fpacc betvrecn 
Baker's 
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Baker's bay and Chenoke point a very indifferent 
roadl^ead. Cape Difappointment is formed by 
bigh fteep precipices, covered with coarJe grais> 
the fides and tops of the hills with pine trees. 
Point Adams being the fouth-caft point of en- 
trance is low and landy, from whence the coun- 
try rifes with a gradual afcent, and produces pine 
and other trees. Any further nautical informa- 
tion that may be required will be better obtained 
by reference to the fketch. 

" With refpeft to its natural produAions, and 
other interefting matter ; the weather experienc- 
ed on board the veflel having uniformly been 
fimilarto that afterwards encountered at iea, pre- 
cluded any competent knowledge being acquired. 
The trees principally compofing the, foreft, were 
pines of different kinds, growing to a large fize, 
but were unequal to thofc of Nootka. Near the 
water-fide were found maple, alder, and aih, and 
at fome diftance up the river, befide thcfe, tho 
oak, poplar, and oriental ftrawberry tree were 
produced, with many other foreft trees, imknown 
to the gentlemen, who made a Ihort excursion 
into the country, and who were only able ta 
judge of the indigenous quadrupeds or animals, 
by the flcins the natives wore or brought to 
barter ; thelc were fimilar to thofe found on 
other parts of the coaft. The birds that were 
procured were large brown cranes, white fwans, 

... white 
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white and brown geefe, ducks, partridges, and 
fnipes ; a variety of others were feen that could 
not be taken. All that were brought on board, 
excepting the brown cranes, proved excellent at 
table. The river feemed to abound with fi(h, 
from the fupply the natives provided, confilBng 
of two forts of fahnon, both very good ; fturgeon 
of a large fize and very fine flavor, with filvcr 
bream, herrings, flat fifli, and foirdinias ; of theic 
four laft forts fome were caught in the feint. 
The fkirts of the woods afforded a moft excellent 
grefen vegetable, rcfcmbling in appearance and 
taile the turnip-top when young. A bulbous 
root, about the fize, and not unlike the crocus; 
that ate much like mealy potatoe, wild mint, 
ground ivy, and wild lavender, all thefe the na- 
tives make great ufe of, together with berries of 
various kinds, particularly the cranberry, of a moil 
excellent flavor, and the firft we had feen on thi» 
coaft. 

" The: natives diiFered in nothing very materi- 
ally from thofe we had vifitcd during the fummer, 
but in the decoration of their perfons ; in this rc- 
fpctfl, tliey furpaffed all the other tribes with 
paints ol' different colours, feathers, and other or- 
naments. Their houfes feemed to be mort com- 
fortable than tbofc atNootka, the roof having a 
greater inclination, and' the planking being 
thatched over with the -bark of trees. The en- 
trance 
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trance U through a hole, in a broad plank, cover- 
ed in iUch a manner as to referable the face of a 
man, the mouth fcfving the purpofe of a door- 
way^ The fire-place is funk into the earth, and 
confined from fpreading above by a wooden frame.. 
The inhabitants are univerlally addicted to finokr 
ing. Their pipe is fimilar to ours in ihape ; the 
bowl is made of very hard wood, and is externally 
■ornamented with carvings ; the tube, about two 
^eet long, is made of a fmall branch of the elder. 
In this they fmoke an herb, which the country 
produces, of a very mild nature, and by ijo Baeans 
vnpleaiiant ; they however took great pleafUre in 
imoking our tobacco ; hence it is natuml to con- 
^ude, it might become a valuable article of txaf- 
^c araongil them. In moil other rei^&s they 
feiembk their neighbours, as to their manners 
jind mode of living, being equally filthy and un- 
cleatdy. 

" The ibS of the low ground was inoftly a ftiiF, 
rich clay, capaWetoall appearance of being made 
very produdive.; that on the high land amongft 
the pine trees, a black mould, fcemiogly com- 
pofed of decayed vegetables." 

Having now concluded Mr. Broughton's very 
interefting account of the river Columbia, and 
the adjacent country ; I ihall in the next chapter 
proceed with the tranfaijions of the Dasdalus ; 
and, in the firfl: place, notice Mr. Whidbey's ac- 
. VoLi III. K count 
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account of Gray's harbour ; ■where, although he 
was longer detained from us, he had not an op- 
portunity of employing his time to ib much ad-i 
Vantage in geographical purfuits as Mr. Brough- 
ton ; the regions allotted to his examination har* 
ing been found of very limited extent. 



CHAP- 
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CHAPTER IV. 

Mr. Whidbeys Accounf of Gray's Harbour— Tranf- 
adiions of the Dadalus at the Marqiiefas, and at 
Jhme newly-d'ifcQVered JJlands — Murder of Lieu- 
tenant Hergejl at Woahoo — Arrival of the Dada- 
lus at Nootla. 

AT fun fct, on the 18th of Odlobcr, the 
Dxtlalus anchored before the entrance of 
Gray's harbour, in fcven fathoms water, about 
half a mile from the reef that extends from the 
north point of entrance ; a boat was fcnt to exa- 
mine the paffage into this harbour, but returned 
■with little more Information than that of its being 
very intricate, and that it would require much 
time to become acquainted with it. At day- 
light the next morning, a boat was again fent for 
tfte fame purpofe, and afterwards the fliip was got 
under weigh, in order to be in readinefs ; but the 
boat not returning, another was dispatched at 
noon, and at three o'clock both returned ; the^ ' 
firft having been detained by the ftrength of the 
flood tide. From their report the fliip immedi- 
ately bore away, and pafled a bar in 18 feet wa- 
ter. The bar extends directly acrofs the entrance 
into the harbour, which ie about a mile wide ; 
from whence they proceeded up the channel, 
formed by two reefs about three quarters of a 
K 2 piilc 
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mile afiindcr, extending into' the ocean from the 
points of land which form the entrance into 
this harbour. Here the depth of w^ter regur 
larly increafed from four to eleven fathoms, but 
the ebb tide made fo flrong, that although the 
fliip went nearly at the rate of five knots, little 
progrefs was made ; , this compelled them to an- 
chor about feven o'clock in the latter depth, hav; 
ing a clear fandy bottom. The outer breakers 
on the reef, forming the northern fide of the pafr 
fage, bore by compafs S. 58 W. diftant two 
miles; a dry fand bank N. 81 W. half a mile 
diftailt ; the inner breakers on the fame fide N, 
34 E. at the like diftance ; the outer breakers on 
the fouthern fide S. 3? W. diftant two miles; 
and the inner breakers on that fide, N. 05 E, 
thefe form the channel within the bar: there is 
alfo a breaker on the bar about a quarter of a mile 
■from the S. W. poii:)t of the northemmoft Icdg^ 
of breakers, which bore S. 50 W. 

On the morning of the lioth the wind blowing 
a ftrong gale from the N. E. prevented the fliip 
moving ; but whilft the flood tide lafted, the 
boats were profitably employed in the further 
examination of the channel. The obferved lati- 
tude was found to be 40* 5S|'. 

Fair weather attended the N. E. gale, which 
continued until the next morning, when the 
win4 Veered to the S. E. the Dsdalus then ftood 

into 
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into the harbouf, and was moored about noon in 
4 fathoms water, off the north point of entrance. 
This is a rounding- point, bearing by compafi 
from N. o4 W. to N. 08 W. the former diftant 
halfa mile; the fouth point of ehtrance bore S. 
^o W. and the ihterm^diate fpace was fhut in 
from the fea by the reefs. This anchorage was 
found to be a very fnug and fafe lituation, and tt 
Was a fortunate retreat, as a: hard gale of wind let 
in ixotia the S. E. with a. great deal of rain, which 
continued imtll the next morning, when yh. 
Whidbey begari his examination of the harbour. 
It feemed to be of no great eitent, ak the land 
appeared to be'clofely conne<ftcd on every fide; 
the operation- however proved- to be very tedious, 
ki confcquence of the very bad wfeather, and the 
difficulty of approaching the leveral parts of the 
fhore on Which it was neceffary to land. Thife 
iuney was not finiihed fo far as the boats could 
proceed, uittil the morning of the 20th, The 
north point of entrance, named by Mr. Whidbey 
, after Captain^Bro wn, ndw Rear Admiral, is fituat- 
*d in latitude 47°, longitude 230*' 7'; the vari- 
ation of the compafs 1 8 eaftcrly. From hence 
its fouthern point of entrance, which obtained 
the name of Point Hanfon after Lieutenant Han- 
fon who commanded the Dadalus, lies S, 1 E. 
diilant about two miles and a quarter from the 
former: the breakers ofthe northern fide of the . 
K 3 channel 
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channel ftrctch firft S. 33 W. for half 'a league, 
and then S. 72 W. two miles and three quar- 
ters fnrthcri where they terminate on that fide. 
Tlioft on the ftmthem fide extend firft N. 59 W. 
for a mile, and then S. 61 W. two miles and 
three quarters further, wheref thefe alfo teimi- 
nate. From thefe terminations of the reefs, the 
bar ftretches acrofs from point to point, on which 
at high neap tides there is only twenty feet water; 
having on it the breaker before noticed, contra6l- 
mg the width of the paflage, which can only be 
confidered to lie between it and the fouthern reef. 
After pafffflg the bar the channel appeared to be 
uninterrupted, the northern fide being the deep- 
eft, with regular foundings from four to fourteen 
fathoms ;- the latter depth was found in the nar- 
roweft part, not more than half a mile wide, 
between the two firft mentioned projefting 
points' of the reef, from the points of the harbour. 
Thence in the line' of mid-chMinel the depth de- 
creases to fix fathoms between the points of the. 
harbour, afld to four and three fathoms .towards 
■the ibtithern fide, which is the flialloweft; it 
however increafes to ten and decrcafes again to 
■fix and' three fethoms near point Brown: this is 
the boMeft Ihore, and affords a fp^ce of near two 
miles in extent to the N. E. eaft and S. E. of it, 
where may be found good and fecure anchorage v 
with regular ibundings from ten to four fathoms;. 
--■..• t^ 
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ta the north is excellcDt anchorage al& ia four 
to ilx fathom water, though this is more con6ned 
by the fhoals. From point Brown, to a point 
up the harbour, lying from it N. 05 £. at the diC- 
tancc of four miles and a quarter, which obtained 
the name of Point New after the mafter of the 
ftofc ihip, the northern fhpre forms a deep bay, 
fitUing back near a league and a half from the 
line of the two points. This bey is occupied by 
ihoals and overfalls cotiimendng about a mile t^ 
the north of point Brown, ftretching nearly in 
tin jeatiiern diie£Uon. aad paSia^i about a mile to 
the Ibuthward nf pcunt New, up to the navi^bl; 
extent of the harbour, which, terminates in an 
eaftem diretftion about two leagues frofii potn^ 
3Brown, though the 'iboces on each fide retires 
about half a leagud ftuther back; but the interr 
medisce fpace, confiftingof afluilowflat^ (when 
was the af^iearance of a fmall rividet) poepented 
the head of the harbour iirom being approached. 
From this ilation the Ihoals on its fouthem Ms 
take a diredien nearly S. fS W> until they reac^ 
within about one mile and three quarters c^ point 
Brown, lying from that point S. 45 £. ; there, a 
point is formed that ftretches to the fouthward, 
and admits of a narrow channel of about foUr aiujl 
five fathoms water, between them and the ftioal 
that lies on the eafiem Ade of point Haivfon* 
into a fraErii cove, lying from that pcnnt S. 50 £. . 
K4 two 
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two miles diftant, Thele Ihoals, extendmg m^ 
tirely round the b^bour, are in Tome parts, par- 
ticulwly on its fouthem fide, dry at \ow wate», 
and on them are lodged great numbers of dead 
trees and logs of drift timber. There are alfo 
two other (hoals fituated at the diftaice of two 
miles to the eaftward of point Brown, lying near- 
ly in a north and fouUi dlreiSIcm. The- eaftcrn- 
iHoft, whieh is the largeft, and partly a dry fand* 
nearly connet^ the two Ihoal l^nks, admitting 
a narrow palTage to the- north c^ it with five 
fathoms> and another to the fouth of it in which 
there is only three fathoms water. The rife and 
tall of the tide was here found to be about ten 
ieet> and it is high water about 50 ' after the 
moon paiTes the - meridian. The only leading 
marks for failing into this harbour, are two ixatJl 
red cliffy iflets lying to the N. W. of point New ; 
the outermoft of thefe, having the refemblance 
of a flower pot, in a line with point Brown, leads 
over the centre of the bar; as alfo, over part of 
the northern reef, which is eafily aToided by 
keeping in the depth of water already mentioned^ 
after crolTing the bar. Any further nautical in- 
formation that may be required, will be finmd 
^by reference to the iketch of this furvey. 

This port appears to be of little importance 
in its preient ilate, as it aifc^ds but two or three 
iituations where the boats co^d approach dif- 
fidently 
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iiciefltly near the (hores to efFeft a landing; th(? 
mofl; commodious place was at point Brown ;■ 
another neaf point Hanfon ; artd one' in the cove 
or creek to the S. E. of that point. The Ihal- 
lownefs of the water on the bar alfo fenfders it by- 
no means a defirable port. To pafs this is imj 
prafticablc unlefs near high water, even witfe 
vefiels of a very moderate fize, and it fhould theiS 
be attempted with the utmoft caution ; fmce 
Mr. Whidbey had great reafon to believe that it 
is a fhifting bar ; there being a very apparent dif- 
ference in the channel on their arrival, and at 
their departure, when it feemed to have become 
much wider but lefs deep. A dry fand bank 
Tvhich lay near their anchorage the firft evening 
on the north fide of the channel^ was now in- 
tirely waihed away by the violence of the fea, 
whichhad inceflantly broke upon the flioals and 
bar. 

Wood and water are at too great a diftance to 
be eafily procured, particularly the latter, which 
is found in fmall fprings only, running through 
the fand near point Hanfon, at the diftance of a 
mile from the landing place, over a veiy heavy 
iand. 

The furrounding fhores are low and apparently 
fwampy, with fait marfhes ; the foil is a thin 
mixture of red and white fand, over a bed of 
' ftooes and pebbles. At a fmidl diftance firom the 

water 
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watcr fide the country Is covered with wood, 
principaUy pines <rf" an inferior ftunted growth. 

Both the Daclalus and Chatham had greatly 
ibe advantage of the Pifcovcry, by being detjiia- 
cd ip port during the bQifteroos weather that we 
contended with. There they procured a moft 
abundant fupply of excellent fiOi, and wild fowl ; 
the profjutftions of Gray's harbour being ii/ni!ar 
to thqfe found in and about Columbia river. Sal- 
fpfin, fturgeon, and other fifh, were plentifully 
i>btaincd from the natives, and gecfe, ducks, and 
other wild fowl, flipt by themielves in fuch num- 
bers, as fomctimes to ferve the whole of their 
crews. The beft fporting ground in Gray's har- 
bour was found to be on its fouth fide. 

Mr. Whidbey efliimated the number of Indians 
inhabiting this place at about one hundred; they 
fpoke the Nootka language, but it did not ap- 
pear to be their native tongue; and they ieemeJ 
to vary in little or no refpeA from thoft people 
we had occafiohally feen during the fiimmer. 
Their beh&vlour was uniformly civil, courteous, 
and friendly. In Mr. Whidbcy's cxcurfion to 
the bead of the harbour he was vifited by nine- 
teen of them, who, having Satisfied their curio- 
(ity and received fome trivial prefents, were about 
to depart, when the boat in endeavouring to ap- 
proach a finall rivulet became entangled amongft 
ihoals, fiinkcn logs of wood, and ftumps of trees ; , 

on 
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• on which there being fome fea occafioned the 
boat frequently to ftrike, and rendered its iitua- 
tion very difagrecable ; the friendly Indians, per- 
ceiving their embarraflmcnt, very kindly by 
figns, and other means, afforded them &eh affift- 
ance as foon condu6led them into deep water, 
when they took their leave and departed. 

Mr, Whidbey confidered them to he: rather ft 
more flender race than we had been accuftome4 
to iee, and that, contrary to the generality of 
the men we had become acquainted, with on the 
coaft of North Weft Am^srica, thefe did not ap- 
pear to be jealous of their women, but allowed 
them to repair on- board the veffel, where they 
remained many hours at a time much to their 
fatisfaftion. They appeared to be divided intp 
thrfce diftind tribes, or parties, each having one 
or two chiefs. When enquiries were made of 
any one party refpedting the other two, they 
vTOuld reply that the others ware bad people, and 
that the party queftioned were the only good 
Indians in the harbour. Hence may be inferred 
that tliey were at this time at variance, and that 
their intcrefts were totally feparate from each 
other. Some of their war canoes were feen : 
thefe had a piece of wood rudely carved, perfo- 
rated, and placed at each end, three feet above 
the gunwale ; through thcle holes they are able 
to difcharge their arrows, without expofing their 
perfotii 
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J>erfons to their adverfaries, cither in advancing 
ct rfitreating. Each canoe held twenty people 
bt'ilpvrards ? Iktle difference appeared in their 
bows or arrow? frottr thofe generally met vrith j 
the former were fomewbat ' more crrciriar, and 
the latter were pointed with iron, eopper,- or 
fliells, fome of which were barbed ; thcfe fecmcd 
to be their moft favourite weapon, aiid were 
managed with -great dexterity. One of the In- 
dians defired the mate of the Dsdalus to ihoot a 
pelican fitCfrig on the water about fifty yards off. 
The mate fired twice with fingle ball without 
hurting the bird, which kept its ftation. The 
Indian miffed it with the firft arrow, but with the 
fccond he pierced through the wing and body trf" 
the pelican, to the great exultation of all- the 
natives prcfent. They are well verfcd' in com* 
mercial purfuits, and dealt very fairly and ho~ 
neftly. For fea-otter ikins they fcMnetimes- re- 
quired iron in cxchangei but in general fold 
them for copper and woollen ck>th.- Aboirf 
thirty or forty good fea-otter ikins, with mbny 
of inferior quality, were thus purehafed-; for 
their lefs valuable commodities they were parti^rf 
to pale blue beads, two of which would buy a 
large falmon. They itppeared tO' be a- hwdy 
people, and inured to the inclemenicy of th€ 
weather ; which, when at the worft, did ntit 
deter them from vifiting the Ihip, though the 

Tea 
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fca frequently broke intirely over them. Oa 
ilich occaiions they bale their canoe, and paddle 
on, without the leaft apparent concern. 

This is the fubftance of the information ac* 
quired by Mr. Wiiidbey in his vifit to Gray's 
harbour ; and, as the oblervations made on the 
paffage. of the Dsedalus from thence to Mon- 
terrey, woujd, like tbofe of the Chatham, be 
.^mly a repetition of what has been already re^f 
jated, I fh^l now proceed to ftate fome inte- 
reliing intelligence colletSed from letters writtea . 
pff Owhyhee by the late Lieutenant Hergeft, 
agent to the Daedalus tranfport, refpefting his 
tranfa^ions at the Marquefas, and the difco- 
yery of fome iflands to the N. W. of them, with 
an extra<3: from his log-book on the fame fub- 
je49:s ; together with the account given by Mr^ 
Thomas Kcw, the mafter, of the unfortunate 
death of that officer, and of the late Mr. Gooch 
the aftronomer. As the preceding part of M». 
Hcrgeft's voyage jippeared by the journals' on 
^oarcj to contain no very interefting intelligence, 
the narrative will commence on the arrival of 
the DiedaJus at the Marquefas, 

The length of the paflage from Falkland's 
iflands into this ocean, rendertd it neceflary that 
Mr. Hergeft fiiould embrace the earlieft oppor- 
tunity to recruit his water, and procure refrefli- 
ments, efpepialty as the charaAer, that had been 

lately 
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lately publtfhed in England of the inhabitants on 
the Sandwich iHands, made it uncertain that 
any fiipplles would be procured from that quar- 
tccj Having made the Marqucfesj Lieutenant 
Hergeft direfted his courfe for Refolutlon bay in 
the ifland of Ohetahoo ; where the Da;dalus an- 
chored on the evening of the 2'2d of March, 
1792, in 22 fathoms water, fandy bottom ; hav- 
ing worked into the bay agaiml very heavy 
fqualls.and gufls of wind, which came down 
with great fury from the hills that overlook the 
ihores. 

In one of thcfe heavy fqualls, about four 
o'clock the next morning, they parted from their 
anchor and drove out of the bay. The veflel 
was fcarcely clear of the points when Mr. Her- 
geft difcovered the (hip to be on fire. They had 
all been prevented fleeping during the night by 
the fhip having been full of fmoke ; thofe who 
had the watch on deck attributed this circum- 
ftance to the fmoke having come from the fhore; 
and this opinion, very inconfi derate ly and without' 
refle<Sion had been generally adopted, until Mr. 
Hergeft, after the Ibip had cleared the points of 
the bay, in going into the cabin >vas convinced 
that the fmoke originated from a nearer and 
more alarming caufe. On lifting up the gun . 
foom fcuttle, there irnmediately iflued an im- 
pienfc column of fmoke, which left no doubt 

of 
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of their perilous fituation, as the fire Was dofe to 
the magazine. Not a moment was loft in get- 
ting out the powder, and putting it into a boat 
alongfide, but this was no eafy tafk to perform ; 
as the gun-room was extremely hot and full of 
fmoke, and the powder, very injudicioufly, had" 
been promifcuoufly flowed amongft the ftlip'a 
provifions. On this occafion there appears to 
have been no exertion wanting in the crew of 
(he Diedalus, to whofe credit Mr. Hergeft ob- 
ferves, that in that trying moment every man 
flood firm to his duty, without futfering fear or 
panic to fwerve them" from its execution ; al- 
though on fome other occafions they had given 
him much trouble and ferioiis concern. At frft 
the fire was fuppofed to have been occafioned by 
fome oakum, ftowed in the forepart of the gua-r 
room, taking fire, by accidentally getting wet} 
fmce no lights had ever been near it. After a 
large quantity of ptovifions had been hoifted up 
to get out the powder, the fraoke was ftiU found 
to afcend from below; this drcumftancc, with that 
of the deck being fo hqt as not Eo allow the peo- 
ple keeping their hands upon foiae lead that wa? 
laid upon it, convinced them that the fire muft be 
in the lazaretto below, whgre fome purfers bcd^ 
were now recollecfted to have been vsiy improperly. 
ftowed ; and frqm the feas they had (hipped dur- 
ing the tempeftuous weather which they had 
experienced . 
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experienced in their paiTage round cape Horn, 
no doubt was entertained that thefe beds had 
gist wet and tad taken fire. Every minute con-: 
firming Mr. Hcrgeft in this opinion, care was 
immediately taken to flop every avenue and cre- 
vice about the after hatch-way, to prevent any 
communication of air before they ventured to 
icuttl? the deck for the purpofe of extinguiJth- 
ing the fire by pouring water over it. . Happily 
they had day-light for executing this ; and were 
foon convinced that the fire had originated as 
they had laft conjeiftured, from the appearance of 
the afeending fniokc, on fcuttlmg the deck, as 
alio of the good eifeiS of their judicious /labours. 
Other holes were now bored immediately over 
the beds, and after pouring down large quanti- 
ties of water, they foon had reafon to be grate- 
fully thankful to Divine Providencp for fotimely 
and critical a prefervation. Some of the beds 
were entirely confumed ; a cafe on which they 
were laid, as alfo the deck over them, were 
burnt fome way into the wood to a black cinder. 
Little el/c was ftowed with thefe beds but rum 
and oil ; fo that had the fire once broke out into 
a blaze, the cxtinguiflilng it, or preventing its 
communication with thefe inflammable lub- 
ftances, Would have been morally impofiible, and 
their deftruftion would have been inevitable. 
The fire thus providentially difcovered and 
happily 
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h^pily ■ fextinguilhed, all the btddm^,' biing 
either burnt or rotten, was got op and ihrowri 
overboard. Fearful ■ of drifting tdo far to lec'^ 
ward, they were obliged to make fail in ordet 
to work into the bay, although the decks at thii 
time were yery much encumbered. Many c^ 
the natives were about the (hip; ehiploycU' ia 
picking up the rotten bedding that had betrt 
thrown into' the fea. At eleven in the fore- 
noon they anchored neai* their rormei* ftation: 
The natives had taken away the buoyi but had 
faftenied a piece of wood to the buoy-rope, which 
anfwered all the purpofedf recOTermgth^if ari- 
chor; this was foonefFet^ed, arid tH'e'ffiip ftea- . 
died with the kedge anchor to the foiitftward ; 
the'ftiith jioint of the bay'beJtfmg ty donipafs 
S. W.; thd north point N^ W., and the watcr- 
ih'g-place E. by N. one 'mile diflant.- The'vil^ 
l&ge ih the fotith' cove being- the nearell fhorej 
was at thediftahceofkbtouta quarter of 'a thile. 

In the afternoon Mr.'Hcr^ft irt 'the cutter, 
ottendid-'by the fecbhd' mate in the loiig boat, - 
■vreiit- to procure water, ' and landed with thri 
mate and three menVtWoiigh not without much 
dirficultyoh acdourit of 'fl^ "fiiif:- This did not 
permit them to ptlt more than two calks on 
fljoTc.'.Mahy of the liatives wtre afiernUeflrandi 
in-cemfequerrce of therc'being no' c^icf ^rriyhgft 
ihcin were' fooh- foundt'tolbc very tfbiAW^rfife^ 
•■'V^t.-IH/ ' L ' *' . as 
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«s,theyflple everything they could make off 
with, fo that -not a bucltct was left them to fill 
the calks with water. Mr. Hergeft, finding that 
hip party ^n fliore would require confiderable re- 
inforcement to effeiffc his purpofe, was about to 
■embark, when one of his people claimed his at- 
l^ntion., The natives had amufed themfelres 
by pulling the hairof a young, man, and other 
ivaggifli tripksp whilfl his endeavours to prevent 
this rudeneis afforde^d the refl of the Indians as 
hig^ an< entertainment as it would have done an 
^ghOi rabble., TheJe indignities were lb gall- 
ing to the.pooi.feUow, that no longer able to 
endure t1ften;i, and not being in a iltuation to re- 
fent th^jnfults he received, he burfl into a flood 
of .tears, On Mr. Hergefl reproaching him in 
rather, harfli terms for expofmg fo great a proof 
of -his .weakneia, he found himfelf fuddenly 
turned round by. the natives who were behind 
him, and his fowling piec«, forcibly wrenched 
out of his hand. On the impulfe of the .mo- 
ment he caljkd to the. mate to £re and bring 
down the thief, but fortuna^ly, " I , f^y fortuT 
*' nately," repeats Mr. HergeH, " his piece was 
^' not <;ackod, and | bad time to recoUed that 
" his mvlket. was then the only oue on Ibpte; 
** and. there is no laying what ?onfequenc(3^ 
" might iiave, followed had the thief been ihot." 
Mr. Hsfg^.an^^ijS p^^X^^J gnulently retired 
' ^ immedia^Iy 
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upmc^teJy to ^w boats, wblcH. they eiFcflei 
wtttiW^ ^y pppefition ; but Ion .ie-cmbarking>. 
it. v/H^ it^nnd that ibma o£ the Indians had divc(t

Th«. clearing theihip's.deckaiind. putting'het 

to rights employed all; bands tillnncarly flafh^^ 

when oM'ofthe n^iiies fwam off with itbeir.Tiiu^ 

eniigps of pe39p, a green, bwagb, ^mapped ujj irt 
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vbtte cloth; thlshe threw into theihip, and im- 
mediately returned to the ftiore. By this mS of 
humiliation on the p^t of the natives, Mr. Her- 
g(tfi. had great reafon to exped that he ihould be 
enabled to canyinto execution the Jervice they 
had to perform on Ihore, without further molef- 
tal!ion \ and toibope that none of the Indians were 
killed or tnateiially hurt, .as his intention was only 
to frighten 'them, and by the fuperiority of his 
powers to fliew them, that fuch improper beha- 
viour fliould not lung . remain unchaftifed. In 
thefe expedations, the next morning (Oif^ober 
34tb) he met with no dUxppointment, though it 
was. not pofiible to reftrain.intirely the cxerdfe of- 
thdr thievifh Acuities, even on board the ihip. 
The aftroijomer's theodolite, in its cafe,, happen- 
itig to be on deck, one of them contrived to con- 
vey it ^way.'but beiqg_difcovcred fwimming with 
ic to his canoe^ a muiket was difcharged by the 
chief matfr, tihd it had the good effed of making 
the Indian abandion his. prize, which was re- 
covered, ^he cale being fufflcientto keep it afloat. 
After this the natives fupplicd them with bread 
fruit, together with a large tpiiantity of other ve- 
getables, and a few fmaU pigs. 
■; On 'Mr. Hcr^ft's TBtu'rn to the fliore, with a 
gaard well armed, for the purpofe of procuring 
\bater; no inconvenience arofe from the natives ; 
oa the contrary, they i^ecrfully afSiled in fwim- 

inj 
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ming oW to the boats^ fiHing and rolling down 
the water caflcs, and in other fervices, for which 
they were liberally rewarded with fuch trivial ar- 
ticles as they maii. highly eftecmed. 

One pcrfon only had liecn Teen bearing the ap- 
pearance of a chief, whofe name was Tu-mv, and 
who had been amongft their firll vifitors on their 
arrival. In the afternoon he brought as a prefent 
fiime vegetables, with a fmall pig or two, for 
which he received a fuitable revrard ; and was alio 
prefented by Mr. Hergeft with the only Englifli 
Jbw he had left, for the purpofe of improving the 
breed of thofe animals in that country. Their 
operations wire ftow catried op in a very ami- 
■ cable manner, but the number of vjfitors greatly 
impeded their bufinefs; to obviate this inconve- 
nience the colours were hoifted, in order to fig- 
nify that the ihip was tabooed. This had the de- 
fired effect with refpeil to the men; but the wo- 
men, who probably bad more incitements than 
bare curiofity, were not to be fo cafily rcl^rained. 
They ftill continued to fwim from the Ihore in 
fiich numbers, that they were obliged, frequently, 
to fire muflcets over thcir'heads to deter them from 
advancing. 

A tolerable fupply of vegetables was obtained, 

but fo few hogs, that it was.noon-on the 20th 

before a fufficicnt number were procured to fervc 

ithe Ihip's company at the rate of one po^nd and 
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ji half pi:r man ; and thefe were purchafed with 
twelve inches of bar iron for each fmall }Hg. 

Two chie^, who tHited the fliip on the 27th, 
yeftorcd the .grapnel that had been ftolen, and 
promifed to bring badt Mr. H-ei^cft's fowliBg- 
feace. In the afternoon Mr. Hcrgeft was em- 
ployed in Auveying and founding : the bay, the 
dei^h of water was found to be regular from SO 
fathoms at its enti^nce to nine fathoms toward 
the fliorc, admitting of good anchorage within 
that jpacc. Round the ihores of theTiay, at a 
Tcry fmall diftancc, the depth of water was from 
icvcn to five and ftwr fiithoms. 

Having completed their fupply of water on the 
3pth of 0{ft<^r, and-haviilg fihiihed all tbie hnCi' 
neffi they were here defirous of executing, jtlft 
as they were preparing to fall the two chiefs who 
had ■ returned the grapnel revifitcd the' Ihip, and 
repeated their promife that, the fowling piece 
(hould be reftored. In donfequenpe of their for- 
mer good behaviour they had received many va.- 
laable prefents ; and as they were nqw in Mr. 
Hergeft's power, and as he was well affured that 
they could obtain th6 reftitution of his gun, he 
informed one of the chiefs that the Ihip was im- 
ttiediately going to fea, and that if the fowling 
piece ■ was hot inftantly fent on board he fliould 
he carried away from his iflanfl. To thcfc threats 
■he paid little attention, until an armed ceritintS 
- was 
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was placed. to guard him m the cabm'; when hit; 
apprehensions became viable, and were not a Httte 
augmented by the alarm of the Indians on board, 
moft of" whom quitted the ihip. Mr. Hcrgeft, 
perceiving his agitation, uled every means to ali 
fure him, that he (hould not be hurt, but yet i^ 
the gun was withheld, that he would on a cer-" 
t^nty proceed with him to lea. This converia- 
tion had the deiired efFed ; a meffage was fent id 
the chief in whofe pofleffion the piece was, and 
in about half an hour a canoe was feen coming 
towards the fliip difplaylng the ufiial emblems. of 
peace, in which was a chief who had brought 
back the gun, and to whom Mr. Hergcft deliver- 
ed up the prifoner unhurt. The tears, eager fii- 
lutation, and the fond delight expreiTed by the 
chief who had been detained on again embracing 
his countrymen, plainly difcovered the terror of 
his mind under the apprehenfion of feeing thera 
no more. They now parted very good friends, 
and both the prifoner and the other chief fecmed 
perfeiftly reconciled on receiving feme ufeful pre- 
fents. 

Thus the Dsedalus quitted- the ifland and its 
inhabitants with whom they fecmed to be conti- 
nually on the eve of a quarrel, in confcqucnce of 
their repeated and daring thefts. Mr. Hergeft 
very humanely condudes.thc account of his tranf- 
a<^ions at the Marqxiefas, by ezprelTmg much hap- 
L 4 pineis 
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pinds thflthc had riot been driven to the melan-f 
choly ncceffity of putting any of the natives to 
death, for the Security of their propcrtj-; and, cx-t; 
fcpting one man who was detected in ftealing 
a bucket, and wl-o was fuffcred to reach Ws ca-; 
noe before a mulkct was fired, with the intent 
tlon to frightca him by paffing the ball through 
bis canoe, but which unintentionally pafled 
through the calf of his leg, no other perfon ap- 
peared to have received the Icaft injury; This 
■was a very fortunate circumftance, as the fhot 
fired from the great guns went far up the valley, 
where were many of their habitations-; .and their 
€fcaping unhurt on that occafion was more than 
could welj have been eipedcd. It is, however, 
very probable they may hot fare fo well on the 
futuiC arrival of other veffels, fmcc their inordi- 
nate propenfity to thieving feems beyond all re- 
flraint or contrcul ; and there did not appeur to 
beany chief amobgft them, who poffeffed cither 
intlination or authority luffidcnt to deter them 
from fuch pracfliccs. 

In the evening, about five o'clock, they weigh- 
ed and ftcered to the northward. At day-light 
the next morning (30th Odobcr) they came 
within fight of fome iflands, which appeared to 
Mr. Hergeft to be new difcoveries. Thofc firft 
feen were three in number, one bearing by com- 
pafs N. by E. the other N. by W. and the third 

s. w. 
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S. W. by S. They fetched the S. W. part of the 
eafternmdll, wh^re a good bay was found with a 
fendy beach. Some rocky iflets lie to the S. E. ■ 
of it, and from a gully in the N. W. part of the 
bay, there was an appearance of procuring a fup- 
ply of water. To theeaft of the fouth point 
there appeared another good bay ; and along the 
weftem fliore, fliallow broken water. But, on 
rounding that point, and hauling to the north 
along the weft fide, the broken water was found 
to tixtend not more than a quarter of a mile froni 
the fliore. On this fide there is neither cove nor 
inlet, only a rocky ihore, with two fmall rocky 
iflets off its N. W. point. This ifland is about 
fix leagues in circuit, and U in latitude 8" 50' 
fouth ; longitude 2^0° 5 1' eaft. It is inhabited 
by a tribe of feemingly friendly Indians, fome of 
whom yifitcd the fliip in their canoes. In the 
vallies were a great number of cocoa nut and plan- 
tain trees, and the whole ifland prefentcd an in- 
finitely more verdant and fertile appearance than 
tiiofc they had juft quitted. From hence they 
ftood over to the foutbemmoft ifland which ap- 
pears at a diftance like a remarkably high rock, 
with three peaked rocks clofe to it ; thefe arc 
^bout the middle of the ifland. The night was 
fpcnt in keeping their ftatlon near it, and in the 
morning their courfe'was direded towards its S. 
W. point. As the fliore was approached, the 
, land 
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I&nd was fcen to.be well cultivated and nume- 
foufly inhabited. More than one hundred Indi- 
ans were ibon affembled round the ihip in their 
canoes, dilpofing of cocoa nuts, plantains, &c. for 
beads and other trifles, and behaving in a very 
friendly manner. At the S. W. end of this 
iilatid b a very good bay, with a fapdy beach in its 
eaftem part. Along the fouthern fide are other 
t«»ys; one in particular appeared to retire deeply 
intowards the fouth eaft end of the illand, having 
an iflet lying off it, not unlike in Ihape to a cathe- 
dral, and other rocks and iflets. From the weft 
point of this ifland, forming alfo the weft point 
of the fineft and deepeft bay it affords, its fliores 
trend round to the N. E. and, like the weft fide 
of the ifland they were .at the preceding day, 
(which received the name of Riou's Island) 
are rocky, and bear rather a ftcrile appearance. 
This ifland obtained the name of Trevenen's 
Island; it is fituated in latitude 9" 14' ibuth, 
longitude 220" 21' eaft. 

In the forenoon of the ift of April, the fouth 
fide of the third ifland was paffed, which was 
named Sir Henry Martin's Island; imme- 
diately to the weft of its S. E. point, called point 
Martin, is a deep wcll-flieltered bay bounded by 
fandy beaches, this obtained the name of Comp- 
troller's Bay ; it was not examined, but on 
pafling had the appearance of a fafe and commo- 
dious 
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dious port. At its head was a break In the lhpn% 
foppofed by ftaite to be die mouth of a rivu[et> 
but as it ap|>eared too t»ge for Si fmalt an ifland 
to aiS^d, Mr. Hcrgeft wa& rather indintid Co be« 
tieve it only a deep covCi 

They wete here Tifited by tttany of the itativt* 
paddling «nd failing in their canoes; who be- 
haved in a very civil and friendly manner. About 
two leagues b3 the weftwatd of point Marda is 
a very fine harbour, extending deep into the 
ifland, vid bounded by a nfioft delightful and fer^ 
tile country. Mr. Hergeft, accompanied byMri 
Gooch, Went with the cutter to take a iketch,. 
and to examine the port, which he called Port 
Anna Mahia. It was found to be very eafy of 
accels and egrefs, without any ihoals ot ropia 
that arc not fufficiently oonfpicuous to be avoidir • 
ed ; the depth at its entrance 24 fathoms, gta- 
•dually decreafmg to fijven fathoms, within a. 
quarter of a mile of Itsthores ; the bottom a fint ■ 
fand, .and the furrounding land affording moft ■ 
perfeA fecurity againft the winds and fea in all 
dire(ftions." An excellent run of fine water flows 
into the hai'bow, which poiTefles every advan* ■ 
tage J:hat ccfuld be defired. 

The country feemed to be highly cultivated, 
and was fully inhabited by a civil and fnentHy 
race of people, readily inclined to fupply what- 
ever fefrelhments their country afforded. Our

people were induced to entertain this (pinion 
from the hofpitable reception they experienced 
on landing, from the chiefs and upwards of fif- 
teen hundred of the natives who were alfembled 
on the (hores of the harbour. On their retutn 
to the fhip they found the fame harmony fub- 
fifling there with the Indians* who bad carried 
off* and ibid a fupply of vegetables and fiime pigs. 
They renewed their route along the fouth fide 
of the ifland to its S. W. point, when they haul- 
ed their winj along the wcftern fide. This is a 
Toclcy iron bound (hott without cove or bay. It 
bad a verdant appearance, but no great fign of 
fertility, nor were any habitations or natives per- 
ceived. About fun-fet they difcovered what 
appeared like a large rock to the north- weft ward, 
about fix or feven leagues diflant, and during tfae 
night they remained near Sir Henry Martin's 
tiland; but in the morning not being able to 
fetch its N. E. point they quitted it; its N. W. 
fid« appeared to contain forae fmall bays, and 
towards its N. E. extremity the land turned, ap- 
parently, fliort round, forming a bay fomething 
fimilar to, but not fo deep as Qomptroller's bay. 
Another rock juft above water now fliewcd its 
head to the caftward, and to the northward 
of that before mentioned. Thefe Mr. Hergeft 
leprefents to be dangerous; they lie nearly W. 
by N. about fix leagues from. the weftern fide of 

Sir 
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Sir Henry Martin's ifland, which is about ilztecn 
leagues in circuit. Its centre isfituated in fouth 
latitude 8° 51 ', longitude 220" IQ*, eaft. 

After leaving this ifland, two others were dif- 
covered to the northward of them. On the 
morning of the 3d of April they bore up to the 
fouthward, along the eaft fide of the fouth-weft- 
crnmoft. This is the largcft of the two, its fliores 
arre rocky, without any coves or landing places, 
and though its furfacc was green it produced no 
trees, yet a few Ihrubs and buftcs were thinly 
fcattercd over the face of the rocks ; nor did it 
feem to be othc'rwift inhabited than by the tro- 
pical ortanic bifds." Thefe were in great num- 
bers about iti and 'it fcemcd to bea place of their 
general refort. The N. W. fide, however, had 
a more favourable afpet^, and although its fhores 
were alfo rocky a number of trees were pro- 
duced, as well on the fides of the hills, as in the 
vallies. This fide afforded feme coves where 
there is good landing, particularly in one near the 
middle ; this, from the appearance of its north- 
ern fide, was called Battert Cove. A little 
more than a mile to the north of this cove is a^ 
bay, which Mr. Hergeft and Mr. Gooch ex- 
amined. Good anchorage and regular found- 
ings were found from eighteen to five fathoms 
water; the bottom a fine clear fand. An excel- 
lent run of frefb water difchargcd itfelf into the' 
: . . . {j3^

bay near a groye of cccoa-<nut.tiee9; here (faejr 
landed, and found a place of interment, and a 
hiit near half a mile from it by the fide of a hill ; 
but there were no people, nor the ^pearance of 
any having been recently there; although it was^ 
manifefl; that they did, on fome. occafions, reforC 
to the iiland. This induced Mr. H^rgeftto for- 
bear cutting down any of the cocoa-nut trees as 
he had at firft intended to do ; and he procured- 
by other means as many of the fruit as ferved the: 
whole crew, with fire to each perfon. 

The landing was but indifferent on account of 
the furf; but water is eafily obtained. 

After afcertaimng the lafl mentioned iiland to 
be eight miles long and two miks broad* and to; 
be fituated in fouth latitude 7* 53', longitude 
210? 47 ' eaft, they took leave offhcfe iflands the 
next morning; and to the N. E. of the laft, at 
the diftance of about a league, they difcovered. 
another, nearly round and much fmaller, with 
two iilets lying off its S. W. point; to this was 
given the name of Roberts's Island. 

Mr. Hergeft Aates, that during the time he was. 
amongH thefe iflands and at the Marquefas, they 
were fubjeft to frequent heavy fqualls and much 
rain. . He compares the inhabitants of this group 
to thofe of the Marquefas, in colour and in fizer 
but inmanners, behaviour, drels, andbmamentsi 
c«cpting tbap of their being lefs punftured, they 
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more rciembled the people of Otahcite and the 
Society iilands. 

On the firil iaformation of the Dsdalus hav- 
ing vifited theie iflands, I concluded they had not 
been &en before, and to commemorate the d^f* 
covery of a very wi^tihy though unfortunate friettd 
*nd fellow tfaveller in my more early periods of 
navigating thefe feas, I diltin^uiflied the wh(^ 
group by the nameof Hepgest's Islands. But 
I hare fmce been informed, that thefe ifiands 
had been difcovercd and landed upon bf fomcoi* 
the American traders, and that in fine weath^ 
the fbuthernmoft is vifible from Hood's iHand, 
the moi^ northern of the Marquefas. Hence 
they are confidcrcd by fome as properly apper- 
taining to that group, although neither the Spar 
nifli navigator, nor captain Cook who vifited th? 
Marquefas after him, had any knowledge of fu<;b 
iflands exiiling. 

This is the amount of all the information I 
have been able to colleA from Mr. Hcrgeil's pa- , 
pers refpeding his voyage thus far; the Imperfeiit 
arrangement of which offers an additional caule, 
if an additional caufe could be wanting, to lament 
the untimely and melancholy fate of that valuably 
piKcer ; who, in fcveral intereiliing particulars ii^ 
his obfervations on thefe Iflands, refers to docur 
motits which 1 have never fcen, and which would 
of cotirfe' h4.ve' enabled me to iUuHrate many 

points 
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points and defcriptions which, for that tettfoti, I 
have not been able to infert. 

The unfortunate, as well as the fuccefiful ad- 
ventures of perfons employed on fcrvices of a 
public nature, being generally olgefts of minute 
inquiry, I Ihall conclude this chapter with the 
account delivered to me by Mr. New, the mafter 
of the Dadalus tranfport, of the melancholy fate 
that attended Lieutenant Hergeft her com- 
mander, Mr. Gooch the aflronomer,' and the 
unfortur^te- feaman who was murdered with 
ihem. * ■ , 

In their pailHige from Hergeft's to the Sand- 
wich iflands there did not appear any thing wor- 
thy of remark except a ftrong current that let at 
therate of 30 miles a day, and obliged them to 
iiand to the ea^hvard left they Jhould fall to lee- 
ward of thole iflands. The Daedalus by this 
means arrived off Owhyhee, and Mr. Hergeft re- 
ceived the orders 1 had left there. From thence 
he proceeded to the N. W. fide of Woahoo, not 
having any expeftation of finding the Diicovery 
at that time on the fouth fide of the ifland, as I 
had appointed. This unfortunate determina* 
tion, though contrary to the orders I had given, 
appeared to him at the time to be right, in order 
to infure the moft expeditious paflage towards 
Nootka. 

In the morning of the 7th of May, the DsEda*- 

lus 
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hjs artived m tfeat bdy where the Ilefolutiori and 
iJifcovery had anchored in i77d; hvti Mr, Her- 
bert declined aachoring there, as he cohfidered 
the inhabitants of that neighbourhood to be the 
ttioft lavage arid deceitful of ahy amongft thofc 
ifllandsi For this reaibn he lay to, and purchaftd 
Gam the na!tives fome hogs, vegetables, and a fenf 
gourds of water. In the evening he flood off 
ihore, and defired that the inhabitants would 
bring a further ftipply of water arid refrefliriients 
the Aezt mbmirig ; but it falling calm, and thS 
current fettirig the fliip to the weftwafd, it wiS 
liear noon 6h the llth' before they regained th'S 
Ihore, whien Mr. Hergeff receded from his fbr- 
lii'er wife determination, and unhappily for him- 
ifelf arid tKofe who feH^ Witt him, ordered tht' 
ilxip to be anchored. The cutter was hoifted diit 
and Veered aftem for the better convenience of 
prirchafifag water from the natives, but b<ffor^ 
AVee (iaflcy were filled, which was loon done, he' 
orcfered- tMc cutter alongfidei the full calks to be 
talfttioij^ arid replaced by empty ones; and then, 
arcoriipatileir as ufiial by Mr. Gooch, he" went" 
on flicnre, arid another boat' was hoilfted out for 
thc-^nrpole' of obtaining water;' while thoC: on 
bt:std cbn6rii!led nialiirig purchafes uritil neaf- 
darf^; At- this- tiriie the cutter returned, 'MUx 
diflf fire pei^ofafe' iriffiead' of the eight Who' h&'J' 
gbhc'Anffliowriri Her, from' whorii was learned' 
^ Vot. HI. M ' the 
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the diftrelTing mtelligencc, that Mr. Hcrgcfb, 
Mr. Gooch, and two of the boat's crew having 
landed unarmed with two of the water caffcs to 
fill, their defencelefs fituation was perceived by 
the natives, who immediately attacked them« 
killed one of the people, and carried oiFthe com- 
mander and the ailronomer. The other being 
a very ftout aftive man made his efcape through 
a great number of thefe favagcs, fled to the boat, 
ayd with two others landed again, with two 
mufkets, and with the intention to refcue their 
officers, and to recover the body of their mcff- 
mate. They foon perceived that both Mr. Hcr- 
geft and Mr. Gooch were yet alive amongft a 
vaft concourfe of the inhabitants, who were 
ftripping them, and forcing them up the hills 
behind the village : thev endeavoured to get near 
the multitude, but were {o availed by ilones 
fi;om the crowd, who had now gained the fur- 
lounding hills, that they were under the painful 
neceffity of retiring j and as night was fail ap- 
proaching, they thought it moft advifable to re- 
turn on board, that more elfeAual means might 
be reforted to on this unfortunate occafion. 

M^. New immediately aflcmbled all the offi- 
cers, to confult with them what was beft to be 
done. It was agreed to ftand off and on with 
the fliip during the night, and Inthe morning to 
fend the cutter well maimed and armed oafhoie, 
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aiid if pebble to recover their unfortunate com* 
znander and fhipmates. An old chief belonging 
to Attowai, who had been on board fince the 
Dasdalus entered the bay, and had been promifed 
hy Mr. Hergeft a pa0age to his native ifland*' 
went alfb in the boat, to affift as an interpreter,; 
and to employ his good offices. He was firft 
landed, and went towards the natives, of whom 
he demanded the abfent gentlemen ; on which 
he was in&rmed they were both killed the pro-, 
ceding night. Having delivered this meilage,' 
he was fent back to demand their bodies ; but 
was told in reply, that they had both been cut in 
pieces, and divided amongd: feven different chiefs; 
at leaft it was fo underftood by thofe in the boat 
from the language and figns which the chief 
made uie of. 

After this converfation the favages came in. 
great numbers towards the fea fide, and threw 
Aones at the patty in the boat, who fired feveral 
timra and at length obliged them to retire. 
Finding their errand to be completely fruitlefs, 
the boat returned on board, jn which the old. 
chief re-embarked, and the veflel bore away to 
land him agreeably to a former promife at At- 
towai ; but when they were about five or fix 
lei^es to leeward of Woahoo, about five in the 
erening, the old chief made a fudden fpring over- 
board, and fwam from the fhip, which was in- 
-. ,: . " M 2 ftantly 
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tbanHy brought to, but on finding that he ititt 
continued to fwim from them, wiUi«ut the kaA 
biclination of returning on board, they filled tbeiv 
&ik, and having then no bufinefe aC Attowoiy 
they made the beft of their way toward»Nootka^ 
agreeably to my diwflions. 

On the 1 3th of June they madcthe Amerieai- 
(ioafl ; the wind having been conftantly in- die 
N. W. quarter, they were not able to fetch- 
higher up than the latitude of 41' 3o', froHt 
whence they beat to windward the reft of \hf 
way to Nootka, where they arrived on the 4th 
of July. In compliance with a-letter of inflrae*- 
tlons left by the late commander of the Dted^si 
in his bureau, addrefled to Mr. Thomas New in 
cafe of his death, Mr. New opened tike dlfpatdtes- 
addreiTed to me from the Lordsof the Admiirity, 
and agreeably with the directions- they confined, 
he delivered to Sen^ Quadra, the commanding; 
officer at that port, the letter therean- incited'} 
and addreiTed to him from tHe l^anifh^ihinH^Kr.' 

Thus conclude all the matters Mid tTUi&dtldm- 
of our voyage up to the end of the year^ ! 798* 
Ih the following chapter I fhall'refume ttM niir<> 
rativc of our proceedings at Wbntcrr^. ■" - - 



CHAPTER 
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CHAPTER V; 

Departure i>f Limteuant Broughtonfor Er^lanti—^ 
Progre/s towards the Sandwich I/lands— '^inut-

THE preceding chapters brought to a con- 
clufion the various occurrences of our voy* 
age to the end of i"92; the beginning of ^e 
following year was not marked by any thing (^ 
very particular moment. Sen' Quadra's bene- 
volent difpofition encouraged me again to ob- 
trude on his goodnefs by requefting fome black 
cattle and ihecp, for the purpofe of eftabliflung a 
breed pf thofe valuable animals in the Sandvtich 
iilands. A dozen, being a& many as we could 
poffibly take on board, were immediately pro- 
vided, confiftlng of f(«ir cows, four ewes* two 
bulls, £md two rams. The profpetfl: we had of 
a good paflage to thofe ilknds induced me to lay 
myielf imder this additional obligation^ hoping 
l>y foeh an io^rtation, to ^icCoii^bCi sK once 
j M 3 the 
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the purpofe I had in contemplation ; which, if 
effected, could not fail of being highly beneficial, 
not only to the reiident inhabitants, but alio to 
all future vifitors. 

Notwithftanding that I was extremely anxious 
to get away from Monterrey that the further 
.obje^s of our purfuit might re-commence, and 
that we might be no longer the caule of Sen' 
.Q.uadra*5 detention, yet, with our utmoft labours 
and exertions, it was not until Sunday the 0th 
that the feveral charts, drawings, letters, and 
other documents were in readincfs to be tranf- 
mitted to England. 

After this, having no further occafion for our 
eftablifliment on fliorc, the tents, obfervatory, 
inllruments, and every other article were refliip- 
ped, it being my full determination to fail with 
the land wind the following evening, Monday 
the 7th: in the interval 1 was honored on board 
with the company of Sen" Quadra, Caamano, 
the commandant of, the Prefidio with his lady, 
and mofl: of our Spanilh friends. 

In the courie of the afternoon a very material 
alteration took place in the weather, for the firfl 
time iince our arrival in this bay. The wind 
•blew a hard gale from the S. E. attended with 
-heavy fqualls and torrents of rain. In addition 
to this another circumftance concurred to detain 
US fome time longer. The armourer of the 
Chatham, 
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Chatham , a moft induftrious and excellent workr 
man, found an opportunity in the courfc of the 
day» ■with one of the Chatham's bcft marines, ,to 
abfent themfelves. The abilities and generally- 
good conduft of the armourer, made his lofs a 
matter of no fmall confequence, efpecially as 
tlierc was no other perfon in our little commu- 
nity that was competent to fill His poft. The 
only mode to be "purfued' for their recovery, was 
to make a proper and formal application to Sen' 
Quadra, and to Sen' Arguello, the commandant 
of the Prefidio. In consequence of this, theJe 
gentlemen took fimilar fteps to thofe which on 
a former occafion had recovered a feaman belong- 
ing to the Difcovery, who had attempted Jo 
make his cfcape. The better to iniure fucccis 
in this inftance, a reward of twenty-five dollars 
for each of the dcferters was offered to the fol- 
dicrs, who were difpatched in every direction in 
fearch of them. The like fum was oiFercd by- 
Sen' Quadra, by the commandant, and by my- 
fclf, to any perfon who would deliver them up, ' 
or who (hould be the caufe of their being taken. 
The lofs we had thus fuftained, and the active 
exertions making to repair it, would at any rate 
have induced me to wait a few days for the event 
of our refcarchcs. The S. W. and ibuthcrly 
winds with fucceeding calms continued, how- 
ever, to prevent our failing until Sunday the 
M4 13th 
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13th, when in the morning the regular {e^- 
brceze from the N. W. prevailed. 

During this interval no tidings had been gained 
of the absentees, and the foldiers who had been 
<ent in flueft of them returned uniuccefsful. 
Scn"^ Quadra evidently felt much diftreffed that 
(6 unfortunate an occurrence ftiould take place 
jufl on the eye of our reparation, and iHued 
orders, that on their being apprehended they 
ihould be irnprifoned ; that they might be for- 
warded to me at Nootka, during any period o^ 
our remaining in thefe feas. And as a proof 
that thcie people, had abfconded without the 
knowledge, privity, or encouragement of any of 
the Spanifh officers, hp very obligingly offered to 
replace the armourer by iubftituting thp qnly 
fmith in this ellablilhment ; who, being reported 
to be a very good workmap, was an artificer of 
too much importance, toperibns in ourfituation, 
to be haftily declined. With great reluiSance, 
and though contrary to my wifhes, I was induced 
to accept the advantage of fo friendly an offer, 
to which the urgency of the cafe alonp could 
ha.ve obliged nic to affent. He was accordingly 
received on board the Chatham, and Sen' Qua- 
4ra's velTcls as well as our own being in readlnefs 
'to depart, it was agreed we ftiould fail together, 
io loog as our fouthem courfe anfwered the pur- 
po^ of our refpe<^ive routes, that we might 
continue 
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continue as long as poflible to benefit (torn e&e\i 
other's Ibciety. 

We now waited only for the fatvourable lai^ 
breeze to take our departure. I configned to the 
charge, of Mr. Broughton the diJpatches I ha^ 
prepared, with orders, as far as it might depend 
upon himfelf, npt to lofc a nMment's time in re- 
pairing to England ; and I direfted my f^rft lieu- 
tenant, Mr. Puget, to t^e upon him the com- 
mand of the Chatham, during the abfence of 
Mr. Broughton. ■ ,, 

The night; was perfc<5lly calm ; about nine 
o'clock on Mppday morning the I4th, a light 
breeze Iprung up from the eaftward, with whicl^ 
the Difcovery weighed ; hyt, as neither the Chat- 
^un nor any of the Spanilh velTels were able tq 
move, we waited for them off point Pinos, thif 
■^c pafi'ed at the diftance of two or three milei^ 
and had foundings ftom 38 to 55 ^t^t^s, bladf^

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Kendall's chronometer fhewed 238° 13'; Arnold's 
No. 14, 238''7i';No. 170,238° l oi' , and Eara- 
fliaw's pocket watch, 238" 3'. In this fitnation 
the fouthemmoft land in fight bore by compafs 
S. 56 E. ; and an apparently detached piece of 
land like a fmall ifland, S. 72 E. ; and point 
Pinos N. 31 E. This point, according to our 
obfervations made on Ihore at Monterrey, is Titu- 
atcd inlatitude 30" 38', longitude 238° 22'; from 
which it appeared that the chronomctersi iince 
they had been taken on board, had acquired the 
following errors, (viz.) Kendall's 13', Arnold's 
No. 14, 2' 30"; Arnold's No. 17O, 5' 45", tb 
flic eaft of the truth. Eamihaw's pocket watch' 
appeared to be correft. By thefe obftrvations 
" Rendall's had acquired the greatefl error, and 
EamfKaw's had gone perfedly right. The great 
Regularity of Kendall's hitherto made it difficult 
to account for this fudden alteration, which could 
be attributed to nothing but the change that had 

■ taken place in the climate on their being remov- 
ed from the fbore to the fhip. The thermome- 
ter was found daily to vary at the obfervatory be- 
tween mid-day and the evening, from about 72" 
to 40"; the cxcefs was more as it woiJd fomei- 
times rife to 76°, and fall to 3 1 °; but this did not 
frequently happen, though early in the mornings 
it was not unufual to find the little wells we had 
dug flcimmed over with thin flakes of ice, and the 

ground 
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ground covered with hoar froft. Oa board the 
0ilp, the mean temperature of the air in which 
they were kept was between 54 and 60 degrees. 
This opinion appeared to be particularly corrobo- 
rated in the inftance of Kendall's watch, which 
evideiitly went nearly at its Nootka rate during 
our paffage from thence to Monterrey; but on 
its being there landed, the increafeand continua- 
tion of the cold -appeared foon to accelerate its 
motion from that of gaining 1 1 j" to 1 8| per day. 
On allowing its rate of gaining at Nootka, from 
the time of its laft coming on board at Monter- 
rey» it was found to agree very nearly with the 
longitude of point Pinos, as affixed to it by oar 
observations ; and as i am perfc^ly fatisfied of 
thfe accuracy of our obferyations, the difiercnce 
can furely be attributed to no other caulc, thaa 
l^t the beflof thefe delicate pieces of mechanifm 
are not yet, with all the ingenious and valuaUic- 
improvements that have been made oa thetn* 
able to withftand, for any length of time, the 
tranfitions and viciffitudes of different climates. 
Mr. Arnold's two watches on board the Difpo- 
Tcry, being of later date by fome years than Nfr. 
Kendall's, appear to have continued tfaeir rate of 
going more corredlly, but even thsfe felt the ef- 
fect of their altered fituation ; Mr. £amlhaw*s 
was the neweft, and was the leaft fenfiblc of the 
change in the climate to which it was removed. 

Future 
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future experience may however enable me to 
foTpn other conjeftures, which may tend to elu- 
cidate more fully a fubjeft of {o much importance 
tp nautical fcience. 

In refuming the narrative of the proceedings it 
'm neceflary to ftate, that the longitude flicwn by 
the chronometers will in future be inferted ac- 
cording to the Monterrey rate, until an opportu- 
nity may offer of making further obfervations. 

We remained off point Pinos until the evening; 
when, bcingjoincd by our Spanifli friends, we di- 
icjfted pur coaft to the fouthward with fo light 9 
northerly breeze, that by noon of Wednefday the 
lOth we had only reached the latitude of 36", th« 
land bearing by compafs from N. 20 E. to S. 83 
j^ the iwareft Aiore N. E. diftant about 4 leagues 
, Tlic Adive brig confideiably outfailed our lit; 
■jtlc fquadrGn,,and the Aranfafu, the worft Hultf 
c4' the whole party, was by fun iet nearly out of 
fight aftem. As neither Sen' Quadra nor myfelf 
■pjifticd to experience the leaft delay, we agreed 
to ftvail purfelves of the favourable gale from the 
ixgrtb), and without waiting for Sen' Caamano in 
the Aranfafu, to make the beft of our way. By 
Friday the 1 8th at noon we had reached the lati- 
tude of 33° 30/, longitude 239° 14', and the vari-r 
3t'ion of the compaia 1 2" eaftwardly. 

From this Elation the tracks we each had tp 
purfue began to.direrge, fo that by continuing to; 

gethcr 
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gether we fliould not only have drawn eateh othcif 
from the proper Utid of (ttfedlion, but, in coiifc* 
qucncc of the fuperiority whidh the A<Sive fetid rtt 
point of failing, have neccfiarily occafioft'ed a filr'- 
tlier detention to Sen^ Ciuadra; who, witfe Mr. 
Broughton, and fuch of our Spaniih friends atf 
could be ipared from the brig, honored me tcit&f 
their company, to partake of a parting dinner. 

The wind blew a gentle breeze from the nbrtli;' 
tfic ferenity of the iky atld fmoothncfe of the &&>■ 
prolonged my pleafiire on this occafion until titsf 
midnight; when we exchanged ourrautOafgotott 
wilhes, and bad oiir friends of the A<Sive ftirewel* 
Amongff ail that valuable fociety, there was buf 
One friend who we could reafonably hope and ei^ 
pe<3; to fee again, whilft the profpedl of never' 
again meeting Sen' G^uadra'and our. other friends' 
about him,- was a painful c6nfideratlon. To thd' 
feelings of thole perufers of this journal whb'havrf' 
experienced- moments like tHis, F mull apped". 
Their recolledlion will ertable them to conceivd' 
the fenfations which, infplred by the gr^tefiil' rC*' 
collection of paft kindheflesi occurred in thusbid^' 
ding adieu to Sen' Quadra ; wh6 was the main 
fpring of a fociety that Had' produced us fo mUcK 
Kappinefsi who had rendered us lb many effcntid' 
benefits, and whofe benevolence and difinteitfted 
cbndud" had imprefled our minds' with tHfe high- 
eft cftcem and veneration: On rtachlng tlie Ac-- 

tire, 
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tive, our friends took their leave ; we faluted 
them with three cheers, which they cordially re- 
turned ; and we each purfued our reipedtlve 
voyages with all fail fct. 

Nothing worthy of notice occurred until Mon- 
the 2iii ; when Jofeph Murgatroyd, one of the 
carpenter's crew, was in the ^ace of about a 
qiiarter of an hour from the time he had been laft 
feen miffing. He was laft obferved opening the 
'gun-room ports, and whilft fo employed, had 
probably been induced to feek his own deftruc- 
tion by contriving to let himfelf down into the 
fea ; fince it was fcarcely poffible he could have 
met his fate there by accident. An espcriment 
was afterwards made, by much fmaller men than 
himlclf, to force themfelves out of the port-holes, 
which was not accompliihed without great dif- 
ficulty and trouble ; it was however pretty evi- 
dent that he muft have periftied that way, as he 
was never leen to come out of the gun-room : 
add to this, that as he was a good fwimmer, as 
the wind blew only a gentle breeze, with a fmooth 
fea, and as every thing was very quiet upon deck, 
it. is natural to conclude, that if he had fallen 
overboard, the accident muft have been immedi- 
ately known, and that he moft likely would have 
been preferyed. 

The weather continued dark and gloomy, with 
freqiient fttowcrs, until noon of Wednefday the 

23d; 
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23d; when the atmoiphere became iels loaded and 
more pleafant ; the obierved latitude at this time 
■\vas 25^ 54', the longitude, by Kendall's chro- , 
nometer, 237*" 37'. Our progrefs wag fo flow, 
that on the 24th we had reached only, the latitude 
of 24" 50'. The true longitude, deduced from, 
fubfequent observations, and correded back to 
our quitting the coaft, was at this time 230** 14'. . 
Kendall's chronometer ihewed 236" 53'; Arnold's 
No. 14,230" 27'; No. i;6,230''3i'; Earnlhaw's 
230° 19'; and Arnold's, on board the Chatham, ■ 
230° 8': from whence it appeared, that their re-^ 
fpeilive errors continued nearly in the fame ratio , 
as our obfervations had Ihewn the day after we 
quittpd Monterrey. 

The wind, though favorable between the N. 
N. E. and N. N. W. was light, and frequently. 
fyak into a calm, attended with a heavy rolling 
fca from between weft and N. W. 
, In confequencc of my intention to determine 
the ., exiftence or non-exiftence of a clufter of 
iflands, defcribed in the Spanifli charts as lying, 
between the 19th and 21ft degrees of north lati- 
tude, and between the 22ift and 225th degrees, 
of eaft longitude, I had been induced to fteer a , 
very eafteriy courfe ; but, fufpeifting that the light 
winds we had experienced were occafioned by out , 
vicinity to the continent, we fteercd a more weft- . 
erly courfe during the two laft days, with the . 

hope 
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Hope of ftieitihg a freflief txadt wind, iti this i 
■was difappoihted, for Iriftead df having a rooi^e 
iavorable breeze, fli6 wind vdefed fouhd to the' 
ifreft and S. W. and ib continued until Saturday 
evehirigthe 26th, when our latitude wis 22" lO', 
the true longitude 230" 23'. 

To £hls ftation the variation had gradually dd- 
crea'fcd to" 8°; and for fome days paft we had te~ 
^larly been afFefted by a durrent fetf ing us'to the 
fciith, at the' rate of feven'or eight miles ptr day; 
particularly during the preceding fwetity'-fouV 
hours we had been fet twelve miles further fou'th' 
than the log Ihewed. 

In the coUrfe of the day fome tropic birds wcKJ 
about the fliip ; and after a few hours calfe itt 
the evening, a light breeze fprang up froni the 
S. E. which' gradually veered' round to the N. E, 
yet the N. \V. fwell ftill continued ^6 be Very' 
heavy. 

The N. E. wind, proving to be a fteady trade 
wind, fooii ihcreafed to a frefh gale, attended with' 
jdeafant weather. On Monday morning the 2Sth", 
being nearly in the latitude afligned to the eaftern-' 
moft of the ifiaiids before mentioned, the Chat- 
ham was feht by fignal to look out oii' the larboard' 
beam". At noon our obferved' latitude waS 21 1 2^,' 
true' longitude 234" ZQ', and the' variation df 
tlie cbrnpafs 5" 34' eafterly: KehdairseHronome- 
te^hitfwea the longitude to be 255° 22', Arnbld^s^ 
''•"' No. 
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No. 14, 334" 59', Arnold's No. 176, 235" l', and 
Earnfhaw's 234o 48' . The north-wefterly fwcU 
ftill continued to be very heavy. 

On Thurfiiay the 3lft, we paffed through a 
large quantity of the medufa vill^lia, Ukc thofc 
which, in our way to the north the preceding 
fpring, we had found occupying a much larger 
fpacc in the ocean ; thefe extended only a few- 
leagues in the direflion we were fleering, and 
were by no means fo numerous. 

The trade wind varying between the E. N. E. 
and N. N. E. increafed to a frefii gale, and brought 
with it fqually and unfettled wcather,,with fome 
paffing fliowers of heavy rain. Having nearly 
reached the Ijtuation aiTigned to the iflands we 
were in qucft of, though without any of the ufual 
indications of the vicinity of land, I yet judged it 
expedient to reduce our fail at night to prevent 
the poflibility of paifing any land that might 
exift in the neighbourhood. Our latitude at filn- 
fet 19° 54', longitude 227" 42'. This and feve- 
T&\ following nights were paffed in fuch a manner, 
as that the point of view a-hcad in the evening, 
and that a-ftern the next morning, ihould meet 
in the iamc horizon unlcfs intercepted by land, 
though even very moderately elevated. Thus 
we continued to proceed in fearch of thefe iflands 
at night ; and in the day time, fprcading as wide 
as our fignals could be plainly difcemed.

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The weather being delightfully ferene and pica- 
fant enabled us, on Sunday the 3d of February, to 
make the following obiervations for the longitude.

The obrerved latitude was - - - - - 19 SJ 
ivendall's chrooameter on allowing the Nootka rate, 
from the time of its remoral at Monterrey to the 
Ihip, ihewcd the longitude to be - - . 114 21 
According to its Monterrey rate . - - 325 13 30 
Arnold's No. 14, by ditto - - - - ^324281$ 
Tffitto No. 176, by ditto - - - - . 234 27 16 
Earnlbaw'i - .. - - . -_ 22 49 

The variation of the compafs 50 16' eaftwardly. 
At this juniflure we were pafling over the pofition 
afligncd in a chart 1 had received from Sen"" 
Quadra, to the center of the eaflernmofl: of the 
iflands in queftion. Mcffrs. Portlock and Dixon 
alfo had fearchcd for them to no purpofe ; but as 
the track of thefe navigators fccmed to have been 
on the northern fide, our's was directed idong the 
fouthern fide of this fuppofed cluiter of iHands, 
until Wednefday the 6th, when the latitude at 
noon was obferved to be IQ° IQ', the true longi- 
tude 310** 49'. 

During 
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During this fearchthe trade wind, having been 
moderate between the S. £. and N. £. attended 
with tolerably pkafant weathcF, afforded us dur- 
ing the day time a conftant, ext-enfive and dif- 
tin(5l view all aroijnd> but nb indication of them, 
nor of the vicinity crfland, was diicovcred ; nor 
had I in -.any of my paffagcs actoft this oi:eaii. 
whichrhaj^ been many; ctct paffedoccr fo va- 
cant.a fpace/ariiQccour departdrc feom the coaft 
of New- Albion. -. - No bird; fiih, or odicr objeft 
occurred to attraAonr' attention, beiidc two tro- 
pic birds, one booby^ about as many petrels, and 
three or four porpoifcs'; theie and our little con- 
fort excepted, the heavens atid the ocean gave 
uninterrupted limits to our fight. The latter 
however caufed us great inconvenience, by means-, 
of a" very heavy and -irregidar fwell, chiefly from 
the N. W. which gavC' the Ihip fuch a labouring 
uncafy motion, as to r«ider the tranlading of all 
fedentary bufincfs almoll impoitible. At the 
clofe of d&y there .wafi no appearance of thefe 
ifiands fo -iar as could be feen a head, and as we 
had now paflTcd fomc diftance to the weftward, I 
concluded they could have no exigence in the 
neighbourhood of the fpot aligned to them, and 
for that rea^ I relinquilhed any further fearch,' 
and made the beftof our way to Owhyhec. 

On this occalion it is but Jull to oblerve, that 
N2 the 
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the Spanifh fea officers have faith in the exig- 
ence of thefe ifiands ; the only Authority which 
they are acquainted with for their inferticn in 
the Spanilh charts, ^is their having been fo found 
in a chart of the Pacific Ocean, conftrufted many 
years ago by an old pilot *ho had- frequeotly 
pafied between South AoHrifa and the Philip- 
pines, and whofe flciH and oblervation had ac- 
quired him much reputation and credit in his 
profefTion : but as the fpot in which they were 
placed was totally out of his path, it was gene^ 
rally believed by the Spanifli officers that he had 
laid them down from the authority of others. 

The variation in the afternoon had been ob- 
fervcd to be 5° caftwardly. The trade wind 
blew only a gentle breeze, and fo continued. un- 
til Friday the Sth, when we had a fine frefli 
gale ; but were reduced to our top^ils for the 
purpofe of keeping company with the Chatham. 
The obierved latitude on, Monday the 1 1 th was 
10" 34', and the true longitude 207" 20'; the 
fcefii gale continued from about the: N. E , the 
weather fqually with thick nrift.and much rain. 
, We however made a tolerable progrefs till two 
the next morning, Tuefday the J 3th, when, not 
wiihing with fuch uncertain weather to run our 
obfervations too cloic, we hauled to the wind 
wider an cafy fail to. wait for day-light, when 
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"wc again made Ca\\ ; and at nine in the forenoon 
faw the call end of Owhyhcc, bearing by com- 
pafs S. 60 £. dillaat ieven leagues. 

My intention was, that Mr. Puget in the 
Chatham fliould examine the coaft of this illand, 
from its -eaft point ibuthward round to Kara- 
kakooa bay ; whilft we were employed on the 
furvey of- its fliores in the oppofite diredion. 
By thsfe means the whole cbail of the ifland 
would be afcertained, with ali its bays, harbours, 
or roadi^eads ; and every other information that 
circumilancCs could admit of, would thus be ac- 
quired. The Difcovcry was brought to, for the 
purpofe of communicating thefe direiflions to 
Mr. Puget ; after which we (eparated and pur- 
sued our refpcAivc courieis. 

The obferved latitude at noon w^as 1 9' 40*; at 
this time the cad point of Owhyhee bore by 
compafs S. 30 W., at the diftance of ieven 
miles, and was placed, by our chrcinometers ac- 
cording to Kendall's per Nootka rate, in the 
longitude of 205* 40^'; by the Monterrey rate 
SOO" 49'; Arnold's No. 82, on board the Chat- 
ham, per Nootka rate, 205'' 45''; per Monterrey 
rate 205° 18'; Arnold's No. J 4, per Monterr^ 
rate, 205" 4)' 30"; No. I7ft» by the lame rate, 
205" 31', 30"; Earnfliaw's per Monterrey rate, 
205° 13' 30*; and my own laft lunar oblerva- 
tions brought forward, by Earnfliaw's watch, 

N 3 205" 
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305" 19' 18". This point is placed by Captain 
Cook in 205" 6', which being cfteemcA by me 
to be the true longitude fbews the errors of the 
feveral chronometers during this paffagc. 

Our courfe ivas now dtte^d -towards the 
*orth-eaftcm point of this ifland, which, forms 
the eaftem point of a very deep bay. Into this we 
ileered, asiar as was prudent, to avoid being im* 
"bayed, as the wind bkw & irefli gale dircdly on 
■the fliore ; and though we were fufficicntly near 
its fouthem parts to fee the furf break with 
great violence, yet fo denfc vras the haze in 
which the land was enveloped, that it was im- 
pofiiblc to diftinguifti any objeft on Ihorc. A 
low pn^^ing point was indiltinAly fcen, where 
the breakers appeared to fall back from their 
northern direflion ; beyond this point they were 
not vifiblc from the deck, until we drew near to 
the northern fide of the bay ; here we brought 
to, about four o'clock, within two miles of the 
Jiorth-eaftern point, in the hope of feeing fome 
of the natives, but being difappointed, we made 
fail off the Ihore, and plied during the night. The 
next morning, Wednefday the 1 3th, with a freih 
gflle at E. S. E., we failed along the N. E. fide of 
Owhyhce, within two or three miles of its ibores; 
thefe were firm and compaft, terminating moftly 
in fteep rocky cliffs, vrith a few fmall indented 
bays, rendered ea61y acceflibic to their canoes by 
- the 
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the fandy beaches that bounded them. From the 
ntgged rocky cliffs, many ftreams of water fell, 
and difcharged themfelves inio the ocean. 

The country, in thisi point of view, had a 
very dreary afpcd ; perfedlly uncultivated, and 
nearly deftitute of habitations ; thofe which were 
observed were fmall, an.d thinly fcattered at great 
diftances from each other. As we advanced to 
the weftward, the population, and cultivation 
fecmed to locreale, and to keCp pace with each 
other. About nine o'clock, a canoe was fcen 
coming towards the ftiip from one of the fmall 
bays ; we immediately brought to, in the hope 
that others would follow her example, but we 
were again dilappointcd. 

On the arrival of our vifitors they gate us to 
underftand, thst a general taboo had prevented 
the inhabitants coming off to us ; they however 
had ventured to trefpafs on the interdi<^ion> at 
the hazard of fuffeiing death, ihoiUd their tranf- 
greffion be ever known to any of the priefts or 
chiefs. The taboo had now exiffed feme days, 
and in the courfe of a day or two more would 
ceale. Thefe people further informed U9> that 
Tamaahmaah was then reading at Karakakooa, 
and that hogs, and the other refreflimcnts of the 
illand, were prohibited from being difpoied of to 
European oc American vifitors, under penalty d 
N4 death. 
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death, for any commodities whatever than arms 
and ammunition. 

This is the baneful conrequence ariting from 
the injudicious conduift of unreftrained commer- 
cial adventurers, who have thought proper to 
fumilh thefe people, naturally a warlike and 
daring race, with a large aflbrtment of arms and 
ammunition ; not only rendering them, by thefe 
means, a formidable nation; but by thus ab- 
fmdly and profufely out-tudding each other, 
bringing the generality of other European com- 
modities into contempt and low cftimation. 
Our vifitors, however, rcgardlefs of the taboo, 
difpofed'of their cargo, confilling of one hog, 
two or three fowls, ibme roots, and bread-fruit, 
ftcmingly much to their fatisfa^ion, for fome 
iron ; w ith which they returned to the ihore. 

Towards noon we arrived off g part of the 
northern fide of Owhyhee, where the coaft is 
compofed of a cluiler of remarkably highj ileep, 
rugged and romantic cliffs, difcharging from 
their naked fummits many rapid cataraiSs into 
the ocean. The rufliing of thefe impetuous tor- 
rents ^dpjyn the black barren furface of the rocky 
cjiiis, cpntrafted with the enchanting, cultivated, 
and populous country to the eaft and weft, and 
behind this dreary frontier, for a confiderable 
diftance up the fides of the lofty mountains, on 
appro.aching 
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approaching them in the offing, prefent a very 
beautiful and ptifturefque appearance. Nearly in 
the centre of thefe cliffs is a tolerably deep fmall 
bay, much refembting, in appearance and ia 
moft other rcfpeds, the bay in the iflartd of St. 
Helena ; but, unfortunately, feemcd too mudi 
cxpoled to the fea, and the generally "prevailii^ 
winds, to be an eligible fituation for Ihipping. 
Off the weftern extremity of thefe cUffs lie Ibmc 
rocky iflets, at a little diftance from the land. 
Weftward from thefe cliffs, the furf was ob- 
served to break with great violence near the 
fliorc, which was then within two miles of us; 
at this moment we fuddenly arrived in fcven fa- 
thoms water, the weft point of the Ifland lying 
S. ;o W., at the diftancc of nine miles. The 
trade wind blew a ftrong gale, attended by a 
very heavy, cofefBfed, irregtilar fea, probably oc- 
cafioned by thfi violence of the wind, and an un- 
even bottom. As this appearance extended all 
the vray to the weft end of the ifiand, on find- 
ing ourfelves in foun<dings of feven fathoms we 
hauled a little off the (bore, and did nOt again 
reach the bottom ; though at the rate wc were 
then going we were not likely to have gained 
foundings, in much deeper i^ater. 

• The weftern part of the land, from this fitu- 
ation, falls in a gradual defcent from the bafe of 
the niountains, and forms an ezteniive plain to- 
wards 
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■wards. the watcr-fidc, which. fecmcd to be in a 
flate of high cultiiration, and abounded with the 
habitations of the natives. We palTed the well 
point at the diilance of about a league, clofe on 
the verge of the agitated water ; thb I fufpedcd 
to atife from a very fudden decrease in its depth, 
but could not afccrtain the ftw9:, as the wind 
blew with too much violence, and the agitation 
of the fea was too great, to venture on a more 
minute examination, either with the ihip or the 
boats ; and p^ the adjacent ihores afford no iliel- 
ter for veflels, there can be no ncceffity for ap- 
proaching within a league of them. 

Having palTed this point, fituated by our cor- 
feded furvcy, in latitude 20° IS', longitude 204% 
we hauled into Tocaigb bay, and at fcven o'clock 
anchored about ieven miles to the fouth of the 
point above mentioned, in 41 fathoms water, 
brown fandy bottom, with fmal! pieces of coral. 
■ The night proved very boifterous, attended 
■with very heavy gufts and flurries of wind di- 
rcflly off the land : in one of thefe, about three 
in the morning of Thiu-fday the 14th, we drove 
from the bank, but as it was my deiign to ac- 
quire every information that could be obtained 
Tcfpeding this bay, the anchor was weighed, and 
we turned up into it, againft a very ftrong S. E. 
gale. 

As the day advanced, it moderated, and the 
weather 
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■weather became ferene and pkrafant.' Tfcc adja- 
cent (horcs, forming the north-weftern part of 
■ the bay, feemed to be vtrj fruitful, whilll the 
number of habitations indicated them to be well 
peopled ; yet none of the natives ventured near 
us. As yft confidercd the taboo to be at an 
end, I began to be apprehenfive that the fhyneis 
of the inhatutants originated from fome more Se- 
rious caulc ; about ten o'clock however a canoe 
was ieen paddling towards the Ibip ; we imme- 
diately brought to, and on her coming along- 
fide, we were informed by thofe in her that they 
belonged to Kakowmotoo ; who was then reiJding 
at a village, on an eftate of his, in the bottom of 
the Bay, named Toeaigh ; off which there was 
good anchorage, and excellent water eaUly to be 
procured. Thcfe people, without the Icail hcfi- 
tation, fald that the reafbn of our not having 
been vifited before was, that the whole of the 
ifland was under a very ftrift taboo, that prohi- 
bited the inhabitants from uiing their canoes, or 
quitting the fliore by any other means ; but that 
the rank and confcquencc of their matter Kahow- 
motoo, authorized him to difpenfe with the re- 
ftriflions on the prefent occafion ; as he enter- 
tained hopes that the vcffel in fight was the fame 
in which his favourite fervant Terehooa had cm- 
barked ; he had therefore fent them to make 
the ncccffary inquiries, and in cafe his expeda- 

ttons 
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ttons fhould be confinned, a prefent of a hog 
and fome vegetables was in the canoe for Te- 
rehooa ; whofe gratitude for ftich a mark of re- 
membrance was inftantlj tcftified, by the tears 
that flowed on bis receiving the meffage. This 
was accoinpanied by a preffing rcqueft, th^t 
I would (land in and anchor off Kahovomatoot 
village, where I Ihould be fuppHed with every 
Tcfreilimcnt the idand afforded, as foon as the 
laboo was at an end ; which had now esifted 
four days, but would intlrely ceafe at fun-riie 
the day after the next. 

I had not the leaft objedicn to accept this 
invitation, and a breeze favouring my defign wc 
fteered for the village of Toeaigh. Mr. Whid- 
bcy, who was in the cutter founding for the befl: 
anchorage, foon made the fignal for an eligible 
iituation, where, about half paft two, Wc an- 
chored in 25 fathoms water on a bottom" of fine 
brown fand and mud : the points of the bay bore 
bycompafs N. 36 W. and S. 31 W. the moral, 
■ which is alfo conspicuous in pointing out this 
ftation, N. 67 E. and the watering place at the 
difliance of a mile and a quarter, being the nearefi 
ihorc, S. 87 E. On founding near .the ihip, 
about half a cable's length to the S. W. of us 
was Tound a very fmall patch of coral rocks, 
where the water was only 10 fathoms in depth, 
but iiicreafcd fuddenly to 20 fathoms all around, 

it. 
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it. On the : oppofitc fide, however, was clcaif 
good anchorage for near a mile, where manjr 
■veflels might ride without inconvenience from 
the bottom, though ncverthelcls expofcd to the 
violence of the winds and fea between the limits 
above mentioned, comprehending 113" in the 
wcftcm qnartftr. 

Soon after the flilp had anchored, our old ac-, 
quaintance Kahowmotoo paid us a vifit, and 
brought with him half a dozen very fine hogs, 
and a handfome fupplj of vegetables. Notwith- 
ftanding that I took an early opportunity to ac- 
quaint Kahrjcvtotoo that arms and ammunition 
■were ftill tabooed, who ieemed much to regret 
the continuance of thefi; reftridions; yet it did 
not appear to influence his hofpitality; as he 
affurcd me, that if I would remain a few days at 
Toeaigh, we filould be fupplicd with every re- 
frclhmcnt in his power to procure, and that the 
promife he had formerly made, fliould now be 
punftually pcrfprmcd. 

After dinner I went with him on ihore, to 
take a view of the watering place; it is fituatcd 
in a fmall fandy bay, where, over a fpace of 
twenty yards of rugged roclis and ftoncs, a fine 
ilream empties itfclf, whofc Kvater is eafily to be 
procured by landing the caiks on the fandy beach, 
and having the water brought in fmallcr vcfllls 
to fill them ; a fervice the natives will readily 
perforna 
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|>cr^rin for a trivial reward. This made me re» 
grct the abfence of the Chatham ; as in the im- 
mediate neighbourhood of the water the country 
did not appear to be very populous, we might 
each have fupplied our wants without being 
teazed and peftered with a numerous throng of 
the natives, whom we Ihould m^ likely meet 
with in the more inhabited parts of the ifland, 
and which on fuch occafions had frequently 
proved very inconvenient. 

KahsAvmotoo ftrongly urged my Remaining a few 
days at Toeaigh ; where he would fupply us with 
rcfrdhments, and would afterwards accompany 
us to another place of his called Ti-ab-ta-tooa, 
lying between this bay and Karakakooa. Thi» 
he repreicnted as a fmall bay affording good an- 
chorage; water, according to his account, was a 
fcarce commodity there, but all kinds of rcfrefli- 
mcnts were in the greateft abundance, and were 
perfe^Iy at our command. To thefe folicitations 
1 in fome meafurc confented, by promifing to 
ftay the next day; in the cxpciftation of not only 
deriving fome fupplics for ourielves, but ■ of pro- 
curing fome provender for the cattle and iheep; 
which, in confequcnce of the inferior quality of 
the hay obtained at Monterrey, were almoft 
ftarved. To this caufe 1 attributed the unfortu- 
nate loijcs we had fuffered in our paifage, amount- 
iag to three rams, two-ewes, a bull and a cow. 

Thefe 
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Thefe w«e ferious mlsfortuaes, and m- a gteat 
meafure dirappoioted the hopes I had entertain-, 
cd, from the importattpn of theie valuable ani- 
mals into the feveral illands of the Pacific Ocean. 
Still however I flattered myfelf with tlie, expec-t 
tation of fucceeding in Owbyhee, by leaving the 
remaining bull, with the reil of the cows, under 
the protcifllon of Tamaahmaah, who I cxpe3e4 
would iiieet me at Karakakooa, to receive, and 
infurc as far as poffiWe, the prefervation of thp 
animals I had on board. To Kahawmotoo, who 
had taken the grcateft care of the goats I had jire- 
iented him with on a former occafion, and of 
their produce iince my lafi: vt£t, I gave a ram, 
two ewest and an ewe lamb that had been bom 
on our paiTage. On his being informed that all 
die reil were deiigned for Tamaahmaah, he ftrc- 
nuouHy recommended their being landed at this 
place, it being highly neceifary that they (hould 
" have pafture as foou as poffible, efpecially as Ta- 
maahmaah, had very extenfive poiTeCions in the 
immediate neighbourhood, where, he aflirmed, 
great care would be taken of them. I fhould 
gladly have fubfcribed to his judicious advice, 
but the fliortnefs of our acquaintance did not au- 
thorize me to place implicit confidence in all the 
affertions of Kahowmotoo, particularly in his de- 
clarations of being the moA intimate and fmcere 
friend of Tamaahmaah; for fiiould thefe hereaf- 
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ter have proved to be falfc, it might poiTibly have 
caufed the total dcftruilion of the animals, or 
have been tbe occancm of commotions, or other 
unhappy difputes. This determined me to de- 
liver them myfelf into the hands of Tamaakmaakt 
for whom they were originally intended. 

During the day, a gentle jefrefhing breeze blew 
into the bay from the wcftward; but foon after 
fun-fct, a gale fuddenly arofe from the eaftward, 
attended with very heavy gufts, and continued 
■ttntil day-light the next morning, Friday the 1 5tb, 
when it fell calm, and the weather refumed a 
pleafant degree of fercnity, attended as before 
with a gentle refrcfliing breeze from the weft- 
ward. 

This morning, agreeably to his appointment, 
Kahotvmotoo came on board, for the purpofe of 
accompanying me to his habitation on fhore- 
His vifit was rendered ftlll more acceptable by 
his prefenting me with fixteen very fine hogs, a 
large affortment of vegetables, and a fupply of 
green food for the cattle. Arms and ammutiition 
now ceafcd to be fought after, and he feemed 
very highly pleafcd and fully recompenfed on re- 
ceiving about two yards of red cloth, and a fmall 
piece of printed linen, with a few beads and other 
trivial articles for his favourite ladies. Ofthefe 
he had no lefs than four, in tlie character of 
wivcaj who (he faid) were waiting on lliore with 

much 
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much anxiety to fee me; asthc tahaa, though at 
an end as it refpedcd ibme particulars, was Hill 
in force as to the women emkuking in canoes; 
iuch of our female vifitors, as had been induced 
to favour us -with their company, had therefore 
been obliged to have recourle to fwimming for 
that putpoA;. 

The name of the village Tocaigh was hy t» 
extended to the bay, (which is the fame thatfaad 
been called by captain King Toeayahha bay,) 
iince the natives g^ve no dilliindive name to any 
part of the ocean that waflies the fliorcs of their 
iilands. Such bays, coves, &c. as are ib diftin- 
- guiihed, having been named by their European 
viiitors from the contiguous villages or diilrids. 

Toeaigh is fituated in a grove of cocoa-nut 
trees, juft behind afandy beach. Arccf of coral 
rocks, extending thence about three quarters of a 
miie into the fea, rendered it inacceflible to our 
boats in a direA line, but we landed very com' 
modioufly in a narrow channel, between the reef 
and the fhore, near the morai, to the S. £, of the 
beach, from whence we had about two miles to 
walk to the habitation of Kahowmotoo. 

We could, I believe, have gone much further 
with the boats in that chafinot, but as the navi* 
^tion was intricate and tirefome, I preferred the 
walk, and attended by the corporal and fix ma- 
rines, we proceeded along tiie beach; leaving the 
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boats, pfoperly manned and armed, in readincfs 
to fupport us ia cafe of any .twacherous or hoftile. 
behaviour. Thcfe precautions however appeared 
to have been intirely unneceflary, as nothing but 
the mofl civily attentive, and friendly deport' 
mcnt was expcrierw:ed from, all claffes of the 
people. The village confifted only of ftraggling 
boufes, of two claffes; thofe appropriated to the 
refidence of the inhabitanta were fmall, raeany 
miferable hats; but the odiers, allotted to the 
purpofea of ihading, building, and repairing their 
canoes, were excellent in their kind; in thcfc oc- 
cupations feveral people were bufily employed, 
who feemed to execute their work with great 
neatncfs and ingenuity. In about the middle of 
the: village is a refcrvoir of fait water, nearly in 
the centre of a lajge inclofure, ihade by walls of 
mud and ftones. Between thefe walls and the 
refervoir the whole fpace is occupied by fliallow 
earthen pans, of no regular fize or fhape, nor 
placed in any order or degree of elevation. The 
refervoir is feparatcd by a bank or fmall portion 
of the fandy beach from the ocean, and had no 
vifible communication with it, but was appa- 
rently a ftagnated ftanding pool, covered with a 
muddy fcurb, of ayellowifh green colour.- This, 
the natives fay, it always bears, and without be-- 
ing repleniftied by them from the fea conftantly 
^ords a fufficicnt quantity . of cxccflively fait 

water, 
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Water, for Supplying the numerous pans; the ex-' 
pofiire of which to the influence of the fun, Iboi 
caufes evaporation and cryflallization. The 
cryftals are then carefully taken up ; and if found 
dirty from the cracking Or breaking of the pahs, 
which frequently want repair, o[ by the falling of 
rairi whilft making,- they are waflicd clean in fca- ' 
water and dried. This is their procefi in mak- 
ing fait, which Is always white in proportion to 
the care beftowed in gathering it. They have 
large quantities, equal in colour and in quality to 
any made in Europe, but the cryflals «re much 
larger. The quantity of fait obtained^ might be 
fuppofcd, from the appearance of ^is^'pond, 
to be produced rather froin the faline quality of 
the furrounding earth, in which it is containedy 
than purely from the fea-water^ Yet^ its being ' 
not more than thirty yards ftom the 'ica-'fide> 
makes it probable that the oceanic witer pene- 
trates into it, through the lobfe fahdy beach tha£ 
Separates it from the fea, and that the richucTs 
of the fluid may be produced from both thoie 
caufss. - ' .. 

Paying our refpcds to Kahowmotoo s wives,- 
and infpoc^ing this falt-pond, occupied moft of 
our tihie, and claimed moft of our attention. 
Having ■rendered our vifit pleafant to the former, 
by diftributing fiich articles as we knew they 
hdd in high ellimation, ' wc returned towards ^ 
02^ the 
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the bests, accompanied by the chief and his la- 
flUes, and attended \rf the nattveSi who conduced 
themielves in the moft orderly and refpeAful 
manner. They brought us cocoa-nuts as we paf^ 
led idong, and ieemed ftudious to afford us any 
little iervke or civili^, without being the leaft 
troublefome; uid ftri^y coafbrmed themiclves 
to the orders of their chief, who directed that &w 
cnly ibouid advance near us, »)d that the crowd 
ihould be ieated at a di&ance, in whatever direc- 
tion we flioold pafs. 

On reaching the boats, I reqaeflcd that Ka- 
ivwmotoo would accompany us on boaxd to din- 
ner, but in conicqucDce of the tahoo, I had- no 
idea of iblidting that favour from the ladies; 
they howov'Cr cntert^cd very dtfierent noticms, 
tarticularly Kahcfwmeioos £ivorrte, Na-ma-hatt' 
no, who contended, that although the taboo 
prohibited their embarking tn canoes belongmg 
to Owhyhce, it could not poffibly extend to the 
boats of dioie who totally dlfregarded their lawt 
and reifaiifUocu. TUs ingenious mode of reafon- 
jng feeming to meet Kahowmotoo s cwicuriencc, 
we foon embadced, leaving Mr. Menzies, who 
had been of ouc party, on ihore, in puriiiit of 
new vegetable pxtcfav^itins. He returned in the 
evening, after receivit^ much heritable crrility 
£x>m the natives. 

KakaxioatDtoQ went oa &oce with his lady in 
; . one 
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one of Dur boats. On its return a meflage was 
brought from Tianna, defirifig t» be informed, 
who we were? adding, that if we were his 
friends, he would make all poffiUe hafte to vifit 
us; but, as it would be late on account of hiE 
diftance before he fliould be able Co arrive, in or- 
der that he might be admitted on board in the 
dark, he would cany in the bow of his canoe % 
large fire, as a iignal by which he might be 
known. He accordingly arrived about four 
o'clock next morning, Saturday the lOth, juft 
as we were getting undu £iil. In bis canoe were 
half a dozen fine hogs, theie he deiired might be 
taken on board, and faid, he had many others oa 
the road, that would follow the (hip to the feuth- 
ward. Kahowmotoo, attended by his faroritA , 
wife, agreeably to a preconcerted fignal with him 
of firing a gun aa. our departure, came on board 
to fulfil his engagement of condu^ng us to Tyea^ 
ta-tooa. The wind proved very Tariablc, not (mly 
in diredion but force. The weather JcHnetimes 
was perfe^y calm, at others we had violent gufts 
from the land, ib that it was not until the even^, 
ing that we were abreaft of the ibuth point of 
this bay, forming the weft^n extremity of 
Owhyhee. The weather continued fqually, wrth 
lightning, thunder uid rain. A Uttle before tt 
was dark, a brig and a Hoop were feen in the- 
offing. From the natives we learnt that theiQ: 
O 5 were 
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.-were the Chatham, and the Jackall trader, un- 
der the orders of Mr. Brown of the Butterworth. 
Wc immediately made towards them, and as 
they feemed to be under little fail> foon expeded 
to join our confort. But, to our great aftonilh- 
rocnt, next morning; Sunday the ] 7tb, notwith- 
ftanding the night had been moftly calm, wc 
■found ourfelves at leaft nine or ten leagues from 
the land, and had loft fight of both veffels. A frefii 
breeze from the N. E. during the morning, car- 
ried us at the rate of three or four miles an hour^ 
direftly towards the land, yet wc did not appear 
to approach its fliores ; and at noon its neareft 
part, being about the fouth point of Toeaigh bay^ 
bore E. by N. ten leagues diftant. The obferved 
latitude was 19^ 42'. The north-eaft wind was 
foon afterwards iucceeded by a calm. 

ThemoniingbfMonday the'iSth brought the 
two veffels again in fight, and towards noon the 
Chatham was fufficiently near us to receive a 
vifit from Mr. Puget; from whom I learned, 
that he had traced the fhores on the S. E. fide 
of Owhyhee from its eaft to its fouth point, at 
the diftance from one to three miles of the Ihore, 
•without finding any place that prefented a pro- 
bability of anchorage; and if foundings were to 
be had, they muft exift upon an open coaft, ei- 
pofed to the prevailing winds, where ib violent 
a furf broke on the Ihores, that any communt- 
■ , ' cation 
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ication with the land, by fuch means as we pof- 
felTed, would have been impofTible. From thQ 
fbuth point ofthc ifland, thetr cxaniination was 
toot attended with that minutenefs"^ which was 
neceflary to determine the otye6l I had in view. 
This it fcems had been occafioned by baffling 
winds, and a current letting the Chatham fomQ 
diftance from the land to the northward. That 
part which required the moft minute furvey Ilea 
between the £iuth point and Karakakooa, where 
fome of the traders are fald to have difcovered a 
more eligible fituation for the reception of Ship- 
ping than Karakakooa afford^ ; on this report I 
placed little reliance, but as I expected to have 
a future opportunity of afccrtaining the fact, it 
was of little importance on the prelent occafion. 
Mr. Puget informed me alfo, that I ihould find 
Karakakooa a more formidable place, than \ ex- 
pected, as he had underftood from thofe in the 
Jackall who had vifited it, that it was by no 
means a defirable flopping place for fmall vcfieils; 
fince Tamaahmaah had procured from the ieveral 
traders a number of cannon, with a pn^cr af* 
fortment of ammunition. That thefe cannon 
were planted, and in fome meafure protfected by 
ilone walls, thrown up by the natives along the 
beach in the bay before his houfes ; lituated in 
the lame place where the habitations of the, 
4 pricfta 
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prieils were deftroyed, after the unfortutu^ death 
of Captain Cook. 

Calms and light baffling winds detained us in 
this ina^ve lituation, which was rendered ex- 
tremely unpleaiant by a heavy irregular fwell, 
and by oppreffivcly hot fnltty weather. A cir* 
cumitance now occurred that contributed to 
make me infinitely more di^atisfied with this 
irklbmc detention from the ihore. The only 
bull that remained, and a cow that bad brought 
forth a dead calf, weep no longer able to ftan4 
on tlieir legs, and it was evident, that if a fpeedy 
opportunity did not o^r itlelf for relieving 
them by lending them on ihore, their lives could 
not pdEbly be preierved. Th? lofs, p^rticu- 
' larly of the bull, would have been a cruel djfap*. 
pmntment tp my wilhes ; but as fitvour^c cirt 
cumlUnces often take place when 1^^ ezpededi 
Ho it was on this occafion. 

■ In the afternoon of Tuesday the Ifith wc were 
viilted by many canoes, tbough at the diftuicQ 
of dght or nine leagues from the land. In one 
of thcie was a chief named Oymtmahw, half 
brother to Tamaahmaah, and chief of the diftrid 
of Ahledo. To him and to his friends I m^d^ 
fiich prefentp as were confidercd by KahcvotHOtoo 
highly fuitable to his rank, and which were ac* 
cepted with marks of great appn^ation and con-^ 

tent; 
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tent : this induced me to' hope, that by his good 
offices I Ihould be enabled to get thefe poor ani* 
fnah conveyed to the ihore. As his c^noe was 
Sufficiently large and roomy, I requefted he 
would conlent to their being put into it, but to 
my greaffurprife a thoufand evafions and excufes 
were immediately ftarted. Anxious for the fix- 
ture advantages thefe people would derive by the 
propagation of thefe animals, I probably difco- 
vered much carneftnefs, whilft endeavouring to 
prevail with Crytnamakoo to lend me his affift- 
ance, in lecunng to hlmfelf and countrymen fo 
important a benefit. Thi§ he certainly perceived* 
but poflfiffing no defirc to oblige, nor any pa-i ' 
triotic zeal, he was only ftudious to turn my in- 
treaties to his own particidar advantage. After 
K^howmotoQ had anxioufly interfered, but with 
the fame fucccfs, I offered Crymamahoo (well 
Jcnowing that avarice is a predominant paffion 
with many of thefe iflanders) a moderate recom- 
pepce, only for allowing his canoe to perfornt 
this iervicg, He in^antly waved all his former 
objcftiona, ajid the bull and cow were foon com- 
fJMrtably placed in his canoe, in which there 
were fome vegetables that the bull ate, Seem- 
ingly with njuch appetite ; this gave me great ' 
pleasure, as I was now in hopes that he would 
ftwn recover by the help of proper nourifliing 
frpd,, whi<;h th« fhor?: abundantly fupplicd. 

The 
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The next morning, Wednefday the 20th, we 
had again increafed our diftance from Owhjhce; 
but towards noon, with a light breeze from the 
fouth- weft ward, we made all fail for the ifland. 
As we apjiroached we were met by feveral large 
and fmall canoes, laden with the feveral produc- 
tions of the country, which were exchanged by 
the natives in the moft honeft and civil manner, 
for our various articles of traffic ; amongft thefe, 
red-and blue woollen cloths, with printed linens^ 
feemed the commodities in the higheft eftima- 
tion. Beads and other trinkets were accepted as 
prcfcnts, but were confidered as unworthy any 
jreturti. 

■ Amongft our numerous vifitors was Tamaah- 
niaalt.^ eldeft.fon, and prefumptive heir to the 
fovereignty of Owhyhee. He was a boy about 
nine years of age [ poflefling a ihrewd and lively 
appearance. 

In return for the prefents I had made him, he 
prefented me on leaving the fliip with three or 
four hogs, and promifed me a further fupply in 
the morning. 

By this time wa had nearly reached Tyahta- 
tcoa. Mr. Whidbey was difpatched in the cut- 
ter to examine the arwhorgge, as in the event of 
its being found fuperior to that of Karakakooa, I 
purpofed giving Tyahtatooa the preference for 
the traniadling of all our material - bufmela be- 
fore 
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fore we proceeded to the other place, where in 
cafe of any difagreement with the inhabitants, 
we might be much inconvenienced by the can- 
non, of which they were faid to be poffciTcd. 

A calm fucceeded the rifing of the fun. This 
continuing until ten in the forenoon of Thutf- 
day the 21 ft, we were again driven a confiderable 
diftance from the land ; but a S. W. breeze then 
ipringlng up, enabled us to ftcer towards Tyah- 
tatooa. 

About noon I was honoured with the prefenco 
, p( Tamaahmaah, the king of Owhyhee, whofe 
approach had been announced fometimc before 
his arrival. 

Not only from Captain King's defcrlption, 
but alfo from my own memory, as far as it 
would ferve me, I expected to have recognized 
my former acquaintance by the moft favage 
countenance we bad hitherto feen amongft theft 
people ; but I was agreeably furprized in finding 
that his riper years had foftened that ftem fero- 
city which his younger days had exhibited, and 
had changed his general deportment to an ad- 
drefs charafteriftic of an open,checrfal, and fen- 
fible mind; combined with great generofity, and 
goodncfs of difpofition. An alteratipn not un- 
like that I have before had occafion to notice in 
the chara^Cr of Pomnrrey at Otaheite. 

Tamaakma^h 
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Tamaakmaah came on board in a very large 
caaoe, accompanied by John Young, an Englilh 
icaman, who appeared to be not only a great 
favourite, but to poiTefs no fmall degree of in- 
fluence with this great chief. Tirrehoa, who " 
had been fent to deliver the bull and cow to the 
Ling, was alfo of the party, and informed mc 
that the cow had died in her pafiage to the 
ifland, but that the bull arrived fafe, and wat 
lodged in a houfe where he ate and drank hear- 

After the ufual ceremonies and afTurances of 
fiicndfhip had pafled between Tamaahmaak uid 
myfelf, he faid that the queen, with feveral of 
his friends and relations were in the canoe along- 
6de, and requeued they might be admitted on 
board- This was inllantly granted, and I was 
introduced to her majefty, who we had prcvi- 
oufly underftood was the daughter of Kahcrw 
tuotoo, by hi» favorite wife now on board, Nama- 
hanna. The meeting of the daughter and her 
parents fuificiently indicated the relation, and 
the affeiSion that fwbfiftcd between them. She 
appeared to bf about fixteen, and undoubtedly 
did credit to the choice find tafte of Taptaah- 
fnoah, being one of the fineil women we had 
yet fccn on any of the iflands. It was plea£ng 
to obferve the kindnefs an4 fond attention, with 

which 
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which on all occafions they feemed to regard 
each other ; and though this mode of behaviour 
in public would be confidered as extravagant iit 
the poliflicd circles of focicty, yet to us, fb (kr 
removed from the civilized world, the proftifioit 
of tendemcfs was very adniiffible, and could not 
be regarded without a warnjth of fatisfaSion at 
thus vritneffing the happinefs of our fellow crea- 
tures ; though ft) far behind us in that ftate of 
civilization, from which alone we imagine the 
effentia! comforts and happinefs of life can be 
derived. 

The folc objcft of this viiit was to invite and 
intreat our proceeding to Karakakooa : to their 
Solicitations I replied, that our boat was exa- 
mining Tyahtatooa, and that on her return I 
ihould determine. .-With this anfwer they were 
perfedly fatisfied, but obfervcd, that I ihould not 
find it fo convenient as Karakakooa. 

I was much pleafed with the decorum and 
general conduft of -this royal party. Though it 
coniiiled of many, yet not one foUcited even the 
moft inconiiderable article ; nor did they appear 
to have any expectation of receiving prefents. 
They feemed to be particularly cautious to avoid 
giving the leaft caufe for offence ; but no one 
inbre fo than the king himfelf, who was fo fcru- ' 
pulous, as to enquire when and where it Wa* 
proper for hirn to be featcd. The inhabitants,, 

V'ho 
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•who had affembled round the ftilps, were by this 
time very numerous ; on being denied their re-f 
quefti to be admitted on board, which was ob- 
fcrvcd towards all but the principal chiefs, they 
remaijTfid perfe^ly quiet in their canoes, and in 
a moft orderly manner carried on an honcft and 
ftiendly mtcrcourfe. 

The demand, amounting to eiammir, for arras 
and ammunition, which on our firll arrival 
iecmed at that time to be fo formidable an ob- 
ftacle to our procuring refrefhments, appeared 
now to be entirely done away, whilft the cordial 
manner in which we had been received and 
treated, the profufion of good things we had 
purchafed at an eaiy rate, and the value attached 
to our articles of traffic, imprefled me with a 
more favorable idea of the charaifler of thefe 
people than that which had been recently given 
to the world. 

Being determined that nothing fliould be 
wanting on my part to preferve the harmony and 
good* underftanding that fcemed to have takeii 
place between us; and having learned from ^ 
Young, that our royal vifitors did not entertain 
the moft diftant idea of accepting any thln-g frorai 
me until they had firll fet the eaample ; I con- 
fidered this a good opportunity to mauifcA our 
friendly difpofition towards them, by prefenta 
fltitable to their refjjedlive ranks and fituations ; 

ia 
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in the hope that by fuchf an early compliment X 
fliould confirm, or perhaps heighten the favor* . 
able opinion of us, that they already feemed to 
have imbibed. Accordingly, fuch articles were 
diftributed- as I knew were likely, and (as they 
afterwards proved to be) highly acceptable to the 
whole-party. Permlflion was now requefted for 
the friends and relations, who were alongfide ia 
their canoes, to be fufFered to vifit the ftiip. I 
eafily comprehended what was the real ohjed'of 
the requcft, which foon became evident by the 
behaviour of the new vifitors, who, of both 
iexes, and different ages, inftantly found their 
way aft, and neaily filled the cabin ; until Ta- 
viaahmaah dcfired that no more ihould be ad- 
mitted into the llilp ; and then demanded of me, 
if it were my intention. to make thofe now on 
board any prefents?. On his being anfwered in 
the affirmative, he undertook the- diftribution 
himfelf, and was fo ceconomical ai to give me 
feveral opportunities to make fome addition to 
his difpenfations, which were more bountifully 
bcftowed on fome of the men, than on the , ge- 
nerality of the women. The ladies however 
were no lofers on this occafion. The defoiency 
of TamaahmaaU s attention being otherways am-* 
ply fupplied, produced no fmall degree of mirth, 
in \vhich Tamaahmaah bore a very confiderabie 
part. This diftribution being finillicd, and the 

whole 
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whole party made very happy, the king, in addi- 
tion to what he had before received, iVds prc- 
icnted with a fcarlet clcak, that reached from 
his neck to the ground, adorned vrith tinfet lace, 
trimmed with various coloured gartering tape, 
. -with bine ribbons to tie it down the front. The 
- looking glafles being placed oppofite to each 
other difplayed at once the whole iff his royal 
perfbn ; this filled him with rapture, and fo de- 
lighted him that the cabin could Scarcely cOni- 
tain him. His ecftafy produced capering, and 
he foon cleared the cabin of many of our visitors, 
ivhofe numbers bad rendered it very hot and un- 
plealant. He himfelf foon followed, and after 
ftrutting fbflie little time upon deck, he ex- 
poied himfcif in the moft confpicuous places, 
fcemingly with the greateft indifference, though 
in reality for the folc purpofc of attra<fting the 
admiration and applaafe of his fubje^s. The 
acclamations that his appearanci produced fron> 
the furrounding multitude were evidently grati- 
fying to his vanity ; yet his joy and fatisfadlion 
were incomplete until two in the afternoon, 
when Mr. Whidbey returned, and reported, that 
although the anchorage at Tyahtatooa feemed 
convenient, yet it was infinitely more expofed 
than any part of the anchorage at Karalcakooa. 

I had by this tinie underllood that the ac- - 
coimt of Tawaahmaah'i cannon and Ibrtificatioa 

was 
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■was entirely void of ttuth; and as"ther6 couI4 
be no hefit&tion which of the two fituations to 
prefer* froth Mr. Whidbey's reprcf^itation, we 
ileercd immediately for KaraUakooa. Tam^k- 
tnaah foon became acquainted with my determi* 
nation. . The high degrbe -of fatisfatSion he es- 
prslTed on this occafion was not ealily to be de- 
scribed, as I could rtpt fecioUGift in any former in^- 
ftance ever to .have niJiticed fenfations like hisj in 
the countenance or behaviour of any peribn. 

The breeze was too gentle, add the day was 
too far advanced to reach Karakakooa before 
night ; when the general happinefs of our parley 
received fome fmall degree of check. '. * 

Notwithftanding the : present Itafmony, ■an4 
the profpcft , of its continuance, I confidertd, \% 
highly hnportant. not to telax in any pf the pre»- 
caution^ I had taken on former occafuMs ; bvit 
to be rooft vigilantly on, pur gtiard,,andto watc^ 
with a jealous eye over the behaviqur of thefe 
Ambitious ehiel^. ■ Had I permitted.aoy.of them 
to have.lle^tQn board,' \vhich, they are ve^y fond 
of doing, our caution would naturally have lef^ 
ftncd, by acontinu^necof their then docile be- 
havtour>.and had one been admitted to this in-' 
dulgence, many others could not, without giv* 
ing great . offence, have been refufcd. "iTheir 
numbers, jnight ihus Jiaye: mcreafed 'J)eyon(il ex- 
pedatioii, a^d'by diftflbuting tljejTifelvcs onob*' 
Vol. IIL P ' ' fervcd 
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fefvcd in dt0crent parts of the ihip, a favorable 
opportunity might have been fcized, had they 
been fo inclined, when we leaft expcded danger, 
to carry any ambitious projeifts into execution. 
Having uniformly adhered to the maxim, that 
** prevention is better than punilhment," I de* 
termined in no indance whatever, fo far as it 
■was in our power, to fufier the Icaft temptation 
to be laid in their way, either in and about the 
fhip, or in any of our tranfa^ions with them on 
Ihore. On this occalion however a difficulty 
arofe, by Kakowmotoo having remained on board 
three nights fiicceffively. After explaining that 
this would not have happened, had not the ihip 
been unavoidably driven to a great diilance from 
the land, the whc^e party speared pretty wdl 
iktisfied, and about dark retired to the Jhore in 
high spirits, and in extremely good humour, 
ibme of them having taken their grog and wine 
very cheerfully. ' ' - , 

By ftvcn the n«tt morning, Friday the 32d, 
we were abreaft of Karakakooa bay, frqm whence^ 
and the adjacent Ihiwes, we were vifitcid by ^ 
vaft concourfc of people, who brought in their 
canoes the greatefl abundance of refKlhments, 
snd who feemed to be as eager to exchange. 
them for onr articles of trafiio, as on the £rft d'if' 
covcry of thefe iflanda. But ' as we were well 
Aqk^ with fttch good things, I diro&ed that no 

more 
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niore ^i^d be purchased unbl the diip was 
propcriy fccured. Tliis was efFe^d by noon j. 
the bcft bower anchor lying to tlw S. S. W. in 
22 fathoms^ and the fmall one £. N. £. in i3 
fiitboms water, foft landy bottom. The points 
of the Bay lying S. 6 W. and N. 87 W. diltant 
from Kakooa the ncareft fliore, about the length 
ii( a cable fhid half. 

This village as already ftated, wc found to be 
the refidence of Tamaahmaah ; from whence, 
before the ftrip was well feqjrcd, eleven large ca- 
noes put off from the ihore with great order> 
and formed two equal fides of an <A>tufe triangle. 
The krgeft canoe being in the angular point, 
was rowed by eighteen paddles on each fide ; in, 
this was his Owhyhean majefty, dre^d in- ft 
printed linen gown, that Captun Cook had given 
to Terrtoboo ; ' Mid the moft elegant feathered 
cloak I had yet feen, compofed principally of 
beautiftd bright ydlow feathen, and reaching 
from bis fhoulders to the ground on which it 
trailed. On his head he wore a very handfome 
helmet, and made altogether a very magnificent 
appearance. His canoe was advanced a little 
forirard in the pioccfGon, to the anions of which 
the otiier ten ftridly attended, keeping the moft 
exaft and regular time with thnr paddles, and 
inclining to the ri^t or left agreeably to the di- 
xeflions of the kmg, Svho conducted the' whole 
P2 bufineCi 
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bufinefs with a degree of adroitnifs and uni- 
formity, that manifefted a knowledge of fuch 
movements and manoeuvre far beyond ^what 
could reafonably have been expeded. In this 
manner he paraded ^:ound the veffels,with a flow 
and folemn motion. This not only added a great 
^ dignity to the proceffion,, but gave time to the 
crowd of canoes alongfide to get out of the way. 
He now ordered the ten canoes to draw up Ip a 
line under our ftern, whilit, with the ujanoft 
exertions of his paddlers, he^rowed Up alcMg: t,he 
ftarboard fide of the fliipiand though the canoe 
was going at a very great rate,_ (he was in an .in- 
IJant Hopped, with that part; of the : canoe where 
his niajcfty was ftanding .immediately oppofite 
the gangway. -( ..; . , / : 

. He inftantly jafcended thejfifje of the fliip, , iind 
taking hold of nxy harid, dcmanfiod, if we were- 
fincerelyhis friends? To tkisj anfwered in. the 
affirmative ; he then faid,.that Jicundqrftoqd we 
belonged to King George, and. aflted .if Jtus was 
likewife his friend? On receiving a fj^tisfactory- 
anfwer to this quefl:ipn,,he.declarcd that he was; 
our firm gopd friend ; and.ift'^cording to the cuf". 
torn of the country, in teftimony of the.finccrity; 
of our declarations we faluted by touchJqgiiiQfes;. 
He then prefented me rwith four very-ba^dlpme. 
feathered helmets, and ordered the tep.la/ge ca-r, 
noes th^t were under thf llern, ..fo. cpnp5 9P .%^. 

, ,. ■ 1 {larboard 
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ftarboard fide. - Each of thefe contained nine Very' 
large hogs, whllft a-fltet of fmaller canoes, con-' 
taining a profufion of vegetables, were ordered by 
him to deliver their cargoes oh theoppofite fide.' 
This fupply was more than we could poflTibly dif- 
pofe of? fome of the latter he was prcTailed upon 
to refcrve; butialthough our decks, as well as 
thofe of the Chatham, were already cticumbercd 
■with their good things, be would notfuffer one 
hog to be returned to the fhore. 

The remainitigliveftock I had on board; con- 
fifting of five cows, two 'ewes and a ram, were 
ient OH fhore in fome of hiscanoes-; theie were 
all iti a healthyHate though in low condition, 
atidas-I flattered myfelf the bull would recover, 
I had little doubt of their iucceeding to the utnioft 
of my wiihes'. ■ I cannot avoid mentioning the 
pleafnTC I received, in the particular attention paid 
hyTamaahmaak to the placing of thefc animals i^ 
thc-cahoes. ■ This bufmefs wa^ principally done 
■by himfclf ; after which he gave the ftrifteft in- 
juhdtiohs' to his people ■ who had the charge .of 
thdml'to pay implicit obedience to the^ireilions 
of/oui" butcher, who was feilt to attend theif landi- 
ingi At the departure of thefe canoes, I was un* 
acquainted with the pxbent o£ TamaahmaaJi s \ti- 
^endedoomplimcot . laadditlon to his magnifi- 
cent prefent of provifions, other canoes were now 
■eMwed'jioogfide/fromiw'hieh a large iquantiiy of 
P 3 cloth, 
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clodi, mats, and other articles of their own ma- 
nufaAurCr were delirering into the fhip ; but we 
were io mticb incommoded* that there was no 
poflibUity of taking care of thefe valuables, and 
on promtfmgto receive them on a future day, the 
king permitted them to be returned to the ihore, 
giving partict^r charge to one of his attendants, 
to whom they were intrulled, to be very careful 
of them^ as they belcmged to nie» and not to 
himfelf. 

This pre&nti though not accompanied by the 
elegant entertainments that followed thoie made 
by Fenovj and Pawlahow to Capt^ns CocJte and 
Gierke at the Friendly iflands, was however h'^hly 
worthy of a generoas and noble mind; efpeciaUy 
when the manner is adverted to, in which it was 
nsade, as a token of the fincerity of the king's 
wiflies and deiire to eftablifli, upon a firm and 
permanent bafis, our mutual good underftanding 
and harmony ; and poffibly, in fbme meafure, as 
a requital for the fervice I had rendered his cOun* 
try in the introdudlton of the fheep and cattle. 
On this fcore, however, I foon convinced him 
that I required no return ; as in fo doing I <mly 
complied with the directions of my fovcreign, in 
his humane and friendly difpoiition towards them, 
by adding as much as was in my power to their 
comfort and happinefs. 

Theib tranfa^ions did not pafs unoti^erTed by 
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Kahowmotoa, who, ftriftly attended to every oc- 
currence. He appeared to be much rejoiced at^ 
the introduAion of the fhccp and cattle on the 
iHand, yet he couM not refrain from obfcrvingk 
that he coniidered it a very unequal diftribution* 
to give all the large cattle to 7rt/»jaAnwaA,,and 
none to himfelf, TioNna, or other principal chieti. 
In reply to thefe obTervatlons, I pointed out that 
I had already done Tamaakmaak an injuftice, hy 
giving him, Kahowmaio^y. the flieep originally de- 
figncd for the kij^g. That, under thiscoafidera-^ 
tion, he ought to be perfc&ly contented ; and W 
there was a probability of my returning, that. % 
ihould endeavour to taing with nie a Supply of 
thole, and vety likely Tome other ufoful animaU^ 
by which I ihonid have it in my povrer to obligs 
him, and the refl of our friends in Owhyhetf. 
Kahowmoioo paid particular attention to this con* 
yerfation and feemed to be tolerably weil fatisfiedj 
which gave me hopes that I Ihould be able to 
ileer a middle courfe between thefe jealous chiefs; 
but whilil we were at dinner, another impedi* 
tnent occurred by the arrival of Tiatma, 

On his entering the cabin, I agun recognized 
the identical Tattiaahmaah I had known fomb 
years before, by the favuge aufterity and gloom 
d»at w'is now diffufed over the countenance of 
that chief. Thnna was neverthelefs received hy 
me tritb due civility and cordiality, which by the 
P 4 increaft^ 
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JncFcafed fullennefs of the ting's countenance, 
ieemed greatly to augmeht his diflike to the pre- 
fcncfi of our new vifitor. . Tianna prefcnted me 
with a helmet, and defired that I would order 
fame hogsj. which were in the canoes that had at- 
tended him, to be taken into- the Ihip. Thefe 
proved to be fifteen of the fincft animals of this 
description I had ever feen at atay of thefe tflands; 
but, in confequence of the numbers already on 
board, I was under the ncceffity of declining 
tbcm, which could onlybe done under a promifc 
of receiving them, as fo6n ps our flock on bpard 
Aiould be exbaufled. With this affurance Ti-^ 
Anna WH& perfe^ly contented ; but it awakened 
the envious difpofition oi Kah&wmotoo, who con-t 
tended, that he was not treated with the friend- 
Ihip I had profeffed towards him, fince twenty- 
very fine hogs of his had been returned uncon- 
ditionally. Whilft I was endeavouring to pacify 
him, by ftating that I had no other intenticMi 
than to accept his kind and friendly prefent, the 
iiiftant the animals could be received on board; 
the king, who fince Tiattms appearance had fat 
Sn.the moft fuUen filenge, 9;nd had not uttered a 
fingle wordj replied jvith fome warmth, that I had 
.no occafion for .hogs, or other produftions of 
Owhyhee, from Kah&wmotoo, Tsanna, or any oth^ 
chief, as he had tnany mQte to fupply our wants, 
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■when thofe which he had preferited were ex- 
haufted. Under thefe circumftances of rivalfliip, 
it became no eaiy matter to afcertain and purfue 
a line of conduft, which fliould be equally agree- 
able and accommodating to the bountiful difpo- 
Jitions of thefe contending chiefs. 

I -was however fully determined on the mea- 
fures to be purfued ; to pay my principal court to 
Tmnaahmaah, as the king of the whole ifland» 
and. to treat- thd other chiefs with a due degree 
of reipect atid attention. And though, at firft, 
this fort of conduit might occaiion fome diffatif- 
faftion, yet T entertained no doubt that it would 
loon wear away. . ■ . . 

After this difcuffion on the fubjeft of pigs and 
poultry was brought to a conclufion, theking had 
a fliOTt, though ferlous, converfation with Tianna; 
•the fubjefi matter we did not rightly compre- 
hend, buC we underftood it to refpeift his coming 
fromthe north-weft part of the ifland without 
the king's knowledge or permiffion. On this 
being fettled, fome jokes paffed between them» 
whenthe-lattcr gradually' refumcd his ufual chcer- 
fulnefs, and harmony feemed to be againrc-eftab- 
lifhed on all fides. 

. TofflfKiAntaaAiunderftanding that I intended to 
ereft the tents and .obfervatory oh fhore, gave me 
the ftrongeft aflurance that no injury nor offence 
Ihould take place, provided we would fubfcribc 

to 
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to iiich regulations as he ihould point out, tend- 
ing to the prcfervation of that harmony which fo 
happily exiiled at the prefent moment. 

In confequence of the ojnvenience with which 
we could lie near to that part of the fiiore where 
the tents and obfervatories of the Rcfolution and 
Difcovery were ere6led in the'year 1770, on their 
unfortunate vifit to this iiland, I preferred that 
ilation to any other part of the bay, for the fer- 
vices we had now to perform. Here thofe whofc 
bufmcfs required their refidence on fhore, would 
be fully protefled by the fliip agaii^ any iijrprize 
or attack from the natives of the country. But 
this iituatjon we could not immediately occupy, 
ss it was part of the coniecrated ground of the 
moral, which it was unlawiul for us. to enter 
during the continunace of the periodical taboo 
that was to commence this evening at fun-fet» 
and to end at fun-rife of the 24th ; during which 
interval there could be no communication be- 
tween the fliore and Ihtp : but as ibon as the in* 
terdiiftion ftiould ceafe, the king promised to re- 
turn on board, after iiTuing his orderaand injunc- 
tions that our party fliould be properly received, 
and fufficiently guarded. 

The whole of Saturday the 23d, we icmained 

in the moll perfect fdence ; not a canoe was ieen 

afloat, excepting a few that went out of the Bay 

to teke filh. ThiftT degree of quiet was a very 

agreeable 
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agreeable ^ai^. and a great relief to us, having 
the pftcedtng day been almoft ftunned by the 
cbunour and intdezable noife 'of near three thou* 
&nd pieopk) <tf bodi fexcsi in their canoes, or fwim- 
ming about the veffisls. Much to their credit* 
however, if was in tbi» ctrcumilance only th^ 
(heir company was unpleasant ; for they condu^-^ 
ed themfelres with gre^ honeflyi and in every 
other refpedt behaved with the greatcft civility and 
good himiour. 

0» our paflagfi frcwn the coaft of America, we 
had rcafoa to believe that the main mail wa s mar 
tcrialLy defe^ve; a fifli was here put on, th$t 
reached from the main deck to the upper part of 
the check, and iiich other rqiairs were undertakea 
as the ri^^g, iuls, &c. required. 

Agree&bly to his promife Tamaakmaahf at- 
tended by Young, repairedon board immediately 
after fun^infc on Sunday 3-ith. He informed mc 
that all tiie neceffaty dire^ions refpeding our 
tents* &c, were left vrith perfims properly author 
rtzed to take charge of (hem, and that they 
might bslent on fiiore whenever I pleafed. Thb 
wasiioftanitly done under the careof Mr. Whid- 
bey; And^foon after breakfa&, accompanied \ff 
the hing> Mr. Puget, and fome of the officers, I 
went on ihasc with a guard of fix marines to be 
left for the pfotc^Hon of our patty there. I was 
made wiy hapi^y by finding that the piefence of 

fuc-

fuch aguard had not been in the ieaft neceflary; 
as the perfon appointed-by Tamaahmaah, under 
the immediate direftioife of Young who had ac- 
companied Mr. Wbidbeyj had condu^bad htmfelf 
with the greateft- propriety, and had aifted in 
every refpeft fo very ccmformably to Mr. Whid- 
bey's inftruitions, that a guard on flioije fcemed 
' almell: an unnecelTary precaution. In point of 
dignity, hovpever, if notoffecurity, I'confidercd' 
fuch formalities as indifpenfible; but being well 
aware, of the avidity with which niuikcts and 
ammunition Were here fought after, ] did notlead 
them into any temptation by. fendiiigon flioro 
any fpare fmall arms, or t^e£eld pieces, left fuch 
a valuable booty mightftimulate:..thism to. a 
breach of that integrity; Mdiichat fffcfait feemed 
to regulate all their aditms..; Yet,' as Ijdidnot 
think it prudent to place- unlimited cohfidence 
in the fmcerity of their proftffions^ 4he.fic4d' pieces 
Tvere mounted on thc' quarter deck id' readinefit 
for a<ftion, either- nt thatifituation, or ta.bfe t/anf- 
ported to the ihcwre at a moment* notice , The 
■guns were all tbotted, j^nty'bfammunitlon was 
at hand, and a' fmall anchonand.hawibr'laidr.out 
for a fpri.ng' on; the cable.' Fbur^ cerituids ,were 
always at their pofts, .with a 'cettaih. number of 
fmall arms kept ccmftantiyioaded, and ercrymMi 
in the fliip was at all times ready, to fly to quar- 
ters. Thefe precimtions did hot pais umegardcd 
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by Tartiaahmaah; who, iiv tiie con6denGC of out 
friendOiip^ infbead .of being diipleaicd, >or appre-> 
handing Miy danger from the occafion,. highly 
applauded the meaiures that were taken; as they 
■would e^iftualiy prevent, the ill difpoicd part of 
his peopio fkom planning or attempting any en- 
terprize to our prejudice:. I learned from him 
that he had iflited the {Irii^eft injunctions to 
prevent any offence, or rcouffe of complaint, arif- 
ing from any Improper conduct, or behavitMir la 
his.fubjects, andthafheentirtained do doubt o£ 
their being punctually attended to. and obeyedi 
The king obfervedi there ware peribns in the 
neighbourhood, . .who -were fervadts and vaiTals 
belonging, not only .;tor the chicft of the other 
iflands vt-ho were his inveteratt-enemiesy but alfo; 
to -many belonging to Owhyhee, who Weri nob- 
better inclined;' and con?eiying it to be very like- 
ly that fome of thefe aright think proper to make 
4epreddtions on our property^ ca .to iafult our 
peribns, he had taken due preca\ition to prevent 
any fucti raifehievoii^sjlerign;,, fearing left I might 
be impelled to feek facl^ redfcfs as would jmovc 
. fatal to hi^ person or his gQv,frnment, or probably 
to both ; although .h9 and his people might be, 
perfectly unconcefoed in the offence committed.. 
This coitverfation was urged by Tamaahmaah,- 
i«. the coojeft manner, though. in the moft for-, 
ciblc language, %n.d concluded by hoping, that I 

would 
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would cauft Ai<^ meaiures to be puriued for the 
regulation of our conduct towards thcm> as would 
avoid all polHble chanfce of any miftinderiland- 
ing. To this end he made the foHowtng re- 
quefts; that 1 would pvc the moft pofitire or* 
den that none of our pcot^e, on any accxnitU: 
wfaatfocpcr, ifaould be tiificred to enter their 
moral's, or confecratcd places, or be permitted to 
infringe on their ri^ts or iacred privileges ; that 
no peribn fliould be allowed to ftray about the 
eountry } and that I would icrupuloufljr adhere 
to my practice of admitting none but_thc princi- 
pal chiefs into the vdTels ; and that in the day 
time he fliould be frequently on board. This, 
he fatd, would deter the lawlefi from any im- 
proper conduct, whilil in diar canoes about the 
veilels for the purpofe of trading ; that when any 
of our people wiflied to travel into the country, 
they fliould firft apply to him, and he would ap- 
point a proper perfon to be their guide ; and a 
number of others in whom he could confide, 
to protcft them, carry their baggage, and render 
them every fervice of which they might ftand in 
need; that, under thcie regulations, as many of 
Ae officers and people as were inclined to make 
excurfions, might extend their travels over the 
whole ifland, provided they committed no a<^ 
contrary to the advice of their guides, and he 
would himfelf be accountable (ot their ikfety, 

and 
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and alfo for their receiving every (^tcntion of 
friendly hofpitality; that if any of the natives 
were daring enough to commit any a^ of fraud, 
or were guilty of other irregularities, the offend' 
crs fhould be delivered over to him; by which 
means a more public example would be made; 
and they would receire & fcrexex punifliment 
than he conceived it was likely 1 ihwild cauie to 
beinfiiaed. 

Regulations fo well concerted, and dilated bj 
fo much good fenle and found policy, ccmld not 
lail to meet my hearty concurrcnce, and to in^ 
fure my utmoft exertion* to bane them dulj 
obeyed. 

Theie were all, Tamaahmaab faid, which on 
bis part be had to propofe ; but he begged that 
I would make ludi additions to them as cir-' 
cumftances might hereafter require. 

Convinced of the advantage, as well as the 
neceflity, of preferring peace with thefc people, 
not only on the fcore of humanity, but as it rc- 
fpefted our own prefent and future welfare ; it 
became indifpenfibly rcquifite that I fhould leave 
no objeifl unattended to, that was Hkely to co- 
operate with thejudidous meafures the king had 
concerted. 

, Notwithftanding that the fpot on which our 
tents and obfervatories were lituated, became con- 
fecrated from its vicinity to, or rather from form- 

ing 
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ing a part of, the morai, ytt it was very much 
confinedt and afforded but little room for our 
people to ift in their defence, Ihould any fudden 
change take place, and the natives be hoftilcly 
inclined. Ifl the event of any mifundcrilanding, 
I was by tio means certain, that the fandity of 
the pkce would render facred the perfons of our 
party refiding. within its precintfls; and Ihould 
tbey be unfortunately cut off, the lois of our in* 
ftruments and chronometets would certainly fol- 
low; many importar . objcfts of our voyage* 
w6uld neceffarily be defeated ; and confequcncc* 
of a more Prions nature might enfue* 

Thefe important confiderations led mc feri- 
oufiy to reflect, in what inftances the precautions 
of Tamaahmaah could be ftrengthehed. Little 
apprehenfion eaifted with me, except from the 
infatiable defire thefe people poifeffed for arms, 
particularly muikets and piftols. Thefe were 
apparently the only temptations to a breach of 
the fubfifting cordiality and friendihip. To pre- 
vent therefore any of thefe from being thrown 
in their way, by the carelcffnefs of thofc who 
might occafionally be permitted to amufe them- 
felves on fliorc, I gave directions that no one 
fliould take on thefe occafions any arms, except- 
ing a fmall pair of pocket piftols ; which were to 
be kept intirely out of fight, and from the know- 
ledge of the Indians, until the moment when 

felf- 
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felf-prcftrrafion, ox tnj. other abfplutc neceflky, 
flioiUd call them- into actic^. This reflrictioii: 
■was' iuggcfted by my own experience in fevcral 
hiiiances at different iffends in thefe &as ; where 
I have feen iSyea conrfiderate officers,, as well as 
midlhiptaen, when on Ihore . with a gun, chhei; 
fatigued by the heat of th$ qlitnace,' or difap- 
pointed by thfc want of ^m0, ijitrtift tl>cir fowl- 
ing pieces to an attendaBt nativfi* wh<pi would 
watch for a good , opportunity to make off with 
it; or, by holding fire arms c£»rclefsly in a crowd 
of the natives, have thpm m^ched ^ from theic 
hands, and inftantly convreyed out of iight^ 
Amongfta trluch more docile, race than thpfeof 
the Sandwich iilands, the moil: unpleafant con-- 
iequCTices have followed thefe mifadventuresj 
not only all fupplies of refrcfbmcfits, have bcea 
QxippcA, but the blood of innoqent natives ha3 
beefl filed on being fired upon £9r,th^ thief, by 
the companions of the perfon rohbecj; but ampngft; 
thefe dcver, dcfighing, relblute people, worfc re- 
fults were tOibe cxpcf^ed, efpecially^\f anyoftlje 
dijTaCisfied and turbulent chie^ fliould chauce to 
be- concerned. ■■■'■■ ''i,' ;.. • 

' Thi>..was by aoim^nsunlikeliy to take place; ' 
andjbpi^ld thsy:Oi|ce:fucceed-in any trifling at-, 
tempt,, they mighv when wrhpHyi.unqtpeAed by 
us, in order , to delay or prevent ;puni(hment, 
purfueitheir.QbjfeA.toa fatal and fe^ious end. 
YovAll Q For 
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For the prcfcrvatiph theKfore of our pieibtifc 
happy intercourie, I detmtd it expedient, anA 
donfequently dtre^id, that the whole of thde 
regulations Should be moft rigidly obferved) aad 
though they cauied fome dtflitistadion to ia- 
confider&te ihdivlduals, yet for the ^ithful dif- 
charge of his Majefty's fcrvice entrufted to my 
execution, and fol: the fecurlty and happinefs <^ 
his fubjeif^ tinder my c<!mnmand, I demanded 
and enforced a ftrift obedience to thefe orders, 
ds- well as thoft formerly iffucd refpetfmg our 
■firaffic With the Indians, which were carried into 
execution art dur firft arrival. 

'This morning on Ihorc I met with two fea- 
m'en, one an Irifhman, who had deforted from 
en American trader about three months fmce> 
Aamed John Smith; the other whbft n»iBe was 
Ifeac Davis, had been unfortunately captured by 
thefe iflanders in the fchooner Fair American, as 
Was Hoticefd on our former, vifit to Attowai. &it 
as the information I then received ^ow feemed 
to differ materially .from the truth, and as the 
tircumftances of this tranfa^ion, together with 
the treatment which this poor fello^ and Young 
have fihce received, reflet' not leis <*redit on 
tHemftlves for their good ftnfe and prt^ri^y of 
conduct, thaii on T^maakihtiaA for his Itumanrty 
and jullice.l Ihall proceed to ftate, in the ab- 
ftract, the report made to me both by Youi^ and 
Davis ; 
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Davis ; and as I have not any doubt of the vc^ 
htcity of either; their information will ferve in« 
great degree to illaftratc th« diifetent chilncters 
of ibrrie of the ruling people of thefe iflartdS, and 
pro^ how requiiitc it is, that every precalitioii 
fliould be taken, by vifitors to this countiy fnMVI 
the civilized wbrld. For although I had evary 
reafon to be fatisfitid of ' lUa^aahmdah's abhor'- 
rence of violence Mid injuf):ice, yet it did riot ap- 
' peiarthat hia authority was always equal to re* 
ftrainipg the ambitious d^ires» that govertled the 
iDondudt of niany Of th^ fubordinate chiefs: ' ^ 

JcAn, Young was bbatfwdih of an Ahiericaii 
fnoWj called the Elcariorj mounting ten guns; 
navigated by tea Anifericans dnd forty-five Chi- 
nefcj oi- other inhabi^nts of (hat cburttry, and 
conrtmahded hy Mr. Metcalf; oii a cbmmerciai 
voyage to the cOaft of Korth-Weft America in 
the fu* t*acie ; in which putfiiit MV; Kletcalf hacl 
likewife enibai'fced- his fon, a youth of about 
elght^fen yeaK of -age, in a ftiiall'fchooner; called 
the Jf^i!* Americidi'ctf about twenty-fix tons bur- 
thtri, and navigated with five rrien, one of whom 
ivfe, bavls the tiiattJ. ■ ' . 

Thfefetwo veffels had failedfrorh Chiria, and 
in thd year 1780 the Fair American Was detained 
by the Spaniards at Nootka, but the Eleanor 
came ori' in the autumn of that year tothe Sand- 
er 3 wich

vnch tflands, and remained principally about 
Owhyhee during the winter. 
: , ,Y<Ming ftated, that in February 1 790, they 
proceeded to Mowree, where a boat belonging to 
the fnow, with one rtian in her, wasftoleri by the 
natives from the ftem of the velTet ; and, on a 
reward being offered for the boat and the man, 
Mr. Metdalf was informed, that the former was 
broken to pieces, and that the latter had been 
killed. The hcma of the maa were then- de-. 
manded, which, with the^em and ftern-poft of 
the boat, were carried on board the fnow in about 
three days. The natives in the mean dme had 
continued to trade .withtJ^ecreuF; and after de-. 
livering up the reiQains of the naaa, and parts of 
the boat) they flippofed the atiger of thofc on 
board was intirely appeafed, and demanded o£ 
Mr. Metcalf the reward he bad offered. This, 
Mr. Mctca!f replied, they ftiould foon have, and 
infimediately ordered all the' guns to be loaded 
with mufket balls, and nails; and having tabooed 
one fide of the ihlp in ordqr.tpigct ali the canoes 
on the ffarboard fide, next ti^c, fhoie, the ports 
were hauled up, and the guns fired among^ ^e 
canoes. The guns between decks, being nearly 
upon a level with the canoes, did great execu- 
tion, as did the fmall arms from the quarter-deck 
and other parts of the ihip. On this occaiton, 
.7^ . - Young 
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Y'ouiig rqwefcnted that upwards of an hondnrd. 
were killed, and a great many were wounded. 

Having thus taken fuch revenge as he con- 
Jidfred equivalent to the injnry received, Mr. 
M^calf qiuttcd Mowree, and returned with. hi& 
veflcl to Owhyhee ; where, to all appearahce, 
they were, on very good terms, with the chiefs, 
and the inhabitant of that liland. 

On the 1 7th of March, Young had pcnnif-, 
ficm to be on fkore until the next day, when the- 
ihow ftood clo& in, and Ared a gun as a fignal 
for him to return on board; but, to his very 
great iafton^unent, he fouiul the: canoes all ta>-' 
6*eed, and. hauled upon the. fhorc, and was in- 
fbnaed by Tmtaahma«h,it^a.t if he attempted fia' 
.take a canoe by himself, he Would be put ta 
death, but that he Ihould have aoanoe thenext 
day. . Having no other re&uncc, ..Young was: 
cfbUged to fuboiit; and in the eveniiig hc- was 
informed, that* the fchooaer Fair American had 
been captured by Tamaahmoatoo, ^ the.fouch-- 
wardof Toeaigh bay; and that Mr. Metcidrs 
ion, and the (o*a men compoilng the crew, Imd 
been barbarouAy murdered. 

The fnow remained two days off Karakakooa, 
l^ng guDS, ^nd landing in Ihore, as a fignal for 
Voung; but after the news Was confirmed of 
the fchooner having been captured, the king 
^«uld not permit bim to leave the iiland, but. 
Q 3 behaved 
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hji!}: that' he ihonMnot be hartrSnid that he 
ihouM be at liberty to depart in the next fbip 
that atrived ; but that he would, on no aK:count, 
ftllow a canoe to go off to the fnow, IcA his peo- 
ple fhould be killed. 

TatMoahmaak^ who had been on the ^SteA' 
Jerms of frlendibip with Mr. Metealf and Ihs 
pec^, took Young immediatdyi to Ms hoUfe, 
where he. was treated with ereiy hindnefe' and 
dttent^<Hi. "... 

. The' king, being exccffirely coticertied, and 
very -angry at the late inhum^ bufine)&, collated 
a-Tery cohfidera:bIe:fc»cc ; and, asif he tntehded 
to. chailife thoie who ihould be found the pcrpe- 
petmtors of this barbaroos tranfa^ion, he fat odt, 
acoQfnpanied by Young, onthe 2ad of the &me.' 
mont^^ in order to inquire- into the circnmilaneeit 
that caul4 hare caufed fo greats a breach of boi^ 
pitality. .The fchooner wat found itv the fituti- 
tidn already defcribcd, deftitiite of aimoft cveiy 
thing that was moveable. .TanwaAwcaA' de- 
manded that theiveffel ibould inftantly bedeli- 
vered up to him, that be might reftore her to 
the proprietor Mr., Metcalf, fhould he ever again 
Tiflt Owhyhce. This' was complied with'^by 
TtitttaahtnootmjViho received from the kingstVery 
ifaaip rebuke for the great imprc^riety of his late 
f»ridud in the capture of the &hpqner, arid bit 
unpardonable 
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iunpardoaable barb<uity in murdering the cottar 
aMOtder and the people ; in exo^fc for which, i>e 
«l]^gcd be had been ftruck and othecways ill 
tnatdd t^ the father of the unfortunate you^ 
man. 

Here, they found Ifaac Davis>. the mate, Aitl 
nlire, btif ta a moft deplorable condition^. ; Xz- 
mttahm^ah ordered that he flwuld immediately j^ 
taken to bis r^idence, and gave p^icutar ^•■ 
jiuidions tbat he ibould receive «very ^flilb^nct 
in their power fio beftow. 

From D^vid I lewned, that he had been treated 
hf Tifmaahiftaah and his. attetidantfi ..witb a de^ 
gi<ee of humanity, kinddcfs, attd easeful at^en* 
tion, that he could not have believed thefc peof4« 
wetc Capable of flicwiAg. 

The following is his acccHint of the na^lancboljr 
fate of the younger Metcalf and his people, oa 
the. capture of the fchooner by Tamaahmwtcoi 
which I have every rcE^h to believe is a trite an^ 
fair ftatl;ment of tbat.unjuftifiatile tranfjction. - 

" The fchooncr, being cfofe. in with the land, 
atid nearly or intireiy becalmed, (he was vjfited 
by Tamaahmoete9nfi yc^ powerful chief> whp 
was attended by ^ great itijpaJKC of th^ inhabi- 
tantb. : .Mfrny of thcfc, as well as their, chief, 
mBdfi;lcoflt54crable :pref4»tS;feo..,the young com- 
m^iidac, j|i?d others >bld tbeir hpg^ and vegeta- 
Ue^ fo^'li^tlci er nothing^, Mnditif.prder. to ingra- 
Q 4 tiate 
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tiattf themfelvcs further in the' good c^nioH of 
Mr. Metcalf, and to gain his permiffion for their 
jentering his vcflel, thej^- toid him that the fnow 
Was but a Httle way to the weft ward, and that 
he would fee his father before night. 
' Davis, who was' at tfife helm, reprefented the 
impropriety of this meafure to Mr. Metcalf, and 
,^d that hethoiught the behaviour of the na- 
tives had a yepy fulpicious appearance; but all 
he could urge was to lio effect ; the j^img com-; 
mander, perfectly iatisficd oi^ their' frifndly in-. 
tentions, replied that they wouM _do them no 
harm, and'aHbwed as many as thought proper to 
come on board his \iffc\. In a few mitiutes he 
■was fcizedby Tamaahmootoo, thrown ovcrboardj 
and was no more fcen. Davis having a piftol'-at 
hand, fnapjjed it at the' chief on his feizinghis 
commander, hut 'it nnfortunatfcly mtflcd ' fircl 
He was then thrown overboard himfelf, and moft 
inhumanly treated i*hilft in' the water? the 
■women ftripped him there of his ctoaths, Snd 
the men endeavoured to. murder ^im with thei^^ 
paddles, being otherways all totally iinarmed. 
But Davis being a gpod* fwimmer, and a very 
ftrong athletic man, cfcaped from ohe canoe to 
another before his purfuers; iii order 'tt/preftrve 
his life, which be dppbared .to be ihc«^»able <>f 
prolonging but for a few moments. Atfcngth,- 
pxhaufted by fatigue, and the lofs of blood,3vhith 
. ' M 
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bad been very coitfiderable from the wounds he 
had received, he was hauled into a large double 
canoe ; wid as they had no weapon or inllrument 
with which they could put him to death, he was 
held with his throat acrois the rafter that unites 
the two canoes, whilfl the inhuman wretches 
jumped upon his neck and flioulders, with the 
intention of thus depriving him of life, but ftill 
without eficA ; till, being tired with their cruel- 
ties, th<y ceafed to perfecute him. 

After a^ihort refpite he recovered a little, and 
looking up to the moft aftive of. the party, laid 
" tHytie, myth," figmfying " good ;" the man, 
inftantly replied -' arrotokah," meaning, that hto 
pitied him, and inflantly fainted him, by touch- 
ing noies, ^ve him ^me cloth, and aflifled him 
to wipe and bind up his wounds. After this he 
had no other injury offered to him ; on his being 
taken oaihorc he was kindly treated by Harapy, 
brother to Kahowmofoe, who nurfed him, and 
exptcffed great concern for his deplorable con- 
dition ; but Tamaakmooioo, notwithftandlng the 
ftate be was in, took him in tnumph through 
the village, and made a jeft of him. 

Davis further ftatcd, that Tamaabmootoo took 
every thing out of the fchooner that he pbffibly 
could, before the arrival of the king and Young; 
that he was rejoiced to lee the latter, and thought 
he had come from thcftiow to fetch the fchooner ; 

but 
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but whet* they met>: aad h? hod htaxd the 
&0W was gooe> ami th«t Yow^ h^d, been in^ 
farmed of the particulars of .tJie iete. tiruel tninf- 
a^tion, they were both fitting in thie gronteft «l- 
fiictton, when the king came to themi caiight 
them in his arms and comforted them ; and faid, 
that ao one ihould hurt them vfhWik he couJd 
{irotect them. The king then gave ctirec^oiu 
that he fliould be properly taken care oC and told 
him he was very forry for what had hapiwned, 
but that he, Davis, jhould live wijth, and be pro- 
tected by him. i • 

After this, die king reprimanded T^ttntah- 
«Mo/M in fuch terms, that Davis iaw tear^ia the 
eyesof the latter. Tamat^unaah' then tw>k fftC-- 
leflion of the fchooner for the right owner^!' 

Although there can be naponible ezcu^ o^ 
fered in vindication of the unjuftlfiablt conduce 
of this turbulent and ambitious chief, yet it £^ 
pears to have been almoft as inexcufeablc ort the 
part of the elder Metcalf, that he ihoold have 
thrown fiich a temptation in his way. The vef- 
ffA in quellion had been a pleafure boat> and was 
lengthened at China; her gunwale vm^ not ft 
foot higher than that of the doubte canqes^ft^is 
Miuntry, and being navigated and proted^.b^- 
five perfons only, under the command ofa^i in- 
experienced young man, ibe became nt^ le6 fk 
delirable acquilitton to TamaahmootM than a 

prize 
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pri^ of esfy attainment. To riik therefore a 
veflel {q drcumftanced, amongft a fet of In- 
dians, wfaoie daring and ambitious charaAer was 
{o well kqown in every comer of the civilized 
world, muik ever be r^ardpd as highly impru- 
dent and inoonfidctate. 

r John Toung, who was about forty-four yea^ 
of age, bom at Liverpool, and liaac Davis, then 
thirty-£x years old, bom at Milford, have from 
this period refided intirely with Tamaahmaah ; 
are in his moft petfeiR confidence, attend him in 
all his cxcurfions of bufmefs or pleafure, or ex- 
petUtions of war or enterprize ; and are in the 
liabitof daily ocpericncing from him the greateil 
rtfpcft, and the higheft degree of eftccm and ' 
regard. Near the bay of Whycatea the king 
Jias given them three very fine eftates ; and Ka~ 
htnvmctoo, who is the firm friend of Tamaah- 
maah, not only from connedtion, but a fincere 
regard, and who, from his atchievements in war 
and advice in council, is confidered as the fecond' 
chief in the ifland, has likewile ihewn them, on 
all occafions, the grcatdl marks of friendlhip and 
fcfped, and has prefcnted each with a very fine 
•ftate near the caft point of the ifland. Kaua* 
.Jieero and Commonawa, who are confidered the 
next chiefs in power and authority to the two 
iotmet, have alio treated them both in the moft 
&i«ndly manner ; but neither of them could 

fpeak 
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ipcak of Ttanna m the fame favorable terms. 
This cliicf eyes them with great jealoufy, and 
has made Ibme ■ attempts on their lives ; parti- 
cularly on the return of Captain Colnett from 
St. Bias. On this occafion. Captain Colnet, im- 
derftanding that there were two white men on 
the ifland, very humanely defired, by letter, that 
they would repair on board his veffcl, and that 
he nould aiFord them all the protedicm and fer- 
vice in his powet. Young and Davis being ex- 
tremely averfc to their prefent way of life, con- 
certed a plan for cfcaping to Captain Colriett's 
vcflel ; a meafure very contrary-to the wiflies 
and inclinations of Tamaakmaah and thecbiefs 
of the ifland ; left revenge for the capture of the 
fchooner flwuld follow their departure, to pre- 
vent which they were always very narrowly 
watched, and ftrongly guarded, whenever any 
veiTel was in fight. 

In reply to Captain Colnett's letter Young 
wrote to him, and ftated how he and Davis 
came to be on the ifland, what had happened 
with- rcfped: to the fchooner, and the means that 
were ufcd to^ prevent their efcaping. This letter 
was fent off by one of their attendants, who»' 
meeting Twnnojflie wed him the letter. This, 
Tiattna immediately took to the, king, and, in- 
confcqucnce of his voyage to China, and having 
lived fo long in the fociety of Ef^liflimen, per.- 

fuaded 
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iuaded the king that he could read its contents. 
He Jjretended that Young and Davis had defired 
Captain Colnett to get the king into his pofler* 
fion, and to keep him until the fchooner aiul 
tbcy were delivered up to him; and that he 
then flipuld kill the king'and many more of the 
iflanders. To prevent this calamity, he earne^y 
advifcd the king to kill Young and Davis i vftct 
which, he faid, no one would know any thing 
aboBt them but themfelves. 

Captain Colnett concluding the two men 
were prevented" by the natives from getting off 
to him, very kindly wrote them another letter, 
and faid, that if they we fo circumilanced, he 
begged they would icnd for any thing they 
wanted, and if he had it, it fhould be fent on 
fhore to tlwm. ' To this vciy kind letter Young 
Mrrote an anfwer,.and toldthe man who under- 
took to carry -it on board that the Captain would 
make him a handfome prefeiit for fo doing. The 
next day. the man returned,- and faid he wa3 
^aid tadeliver the letter, as'the king had giv-cre 
orders, that.overyman ftttmld be |wnifhed with 
deati», who ihould canry any thing from either 
Young or Davis to Captain Codnett. This dif-- 
appointmait determined 'them if poffible to effect 
their efcapc. , ■ ! 

They had in their pofleflion two mufkets, 
with ^me. powder and: ftiot ; they loadedtheir 

pieces 
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{Hcces and fat out, but before they had got near 
to the water fide oppoiite . to the veiTel, they 
■were followed by a great number of the inha- 
bitants, who, being fearful of their guns, did not 
moleft them. Some of the natives however 
endeavoured to prevent their reaching a pointy 
that was nearly furrounded by water, from 
whence being near to the Ihip, they were in 
hopes of effeding .their purpofe. In accomplifli-' 
ing this, Young was. obliged to ftrike one man 
with the but of his piece, (for they did not like: 
to fire) and unfortunately broke its ftock. Thqr 
had mot Idng been, here before the king arrived 
in his- QUtoe, attended by many others. Ta* 
nutabm^f^ , very di^affionately advifed them to 
return freAi!*Jietice; they had. come ; and iaid, 
that he would di my- thing -they could with to 
render their lives more comfisrtablc, but that he 
could not confent they (hould leave thC' tfland ; 
afluring them that his people would rebel, and 
put hitii to death, the inftant they took their de- 
parture. . T/a««(j, who was prefent, feemCd to 
be of a different opinion i and offered to take , 
Young and Davis on board Captain Colnett's 
veflel, in hia own canoc.- But the king, well 
knowing that Tidnitaon\y wanted. to accomplifli 
their deftruftion, immediately interpofed; and 
in the kindeft and moft perluafive manner re- 
quefted they would on no account accept T*- 

anna'$ 
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anna's aSar, but that tbcy would ileturn in hit 
canoe With him. The confidence they rcpofed 
in Taptaahaaah, that they Ihould be fubjed to 
no inconvenience in confcquence of their at- 
tempt to cfcape, and the ^arneftnefs with which 
he foticited them to.go back with him, atlengbb 
had tht defiredic&i^, Mid they both embarked " 
on board his canoe. Davis was in the fore part* 
and Young in the after part of the canoe, whea 
they were boarded by. many others; and Ta- 
maahmaah, -eiderving ibme violence was likely 
to be offered to Davis, went forward to reicnc 
him, and to prevent any accident took Davis's 
mu&et away from him ; in the. mean time 
haany of the natives fell upon young, who rcc 
<ieived feveral wounds before the king oould, re- 
turn to his afflftanccy !who was obliged to ftrikc 
fevcraV of .*hem with his paddle before they 
would dcfift." ■ ■ 

After this .projeft, was defeated, Young and 
Davis were mever fuffercd to be both afloat at the 
■£u»etime iintii our arrival ; and they Were given 
to 'underfland; that the clbape of theonc would 
bcfatal to the other. This feemcd to be a very 
political mcafare, as the intereffcthey had in 
cach'Other's bappincfs and welfare, and the fin-> 
c«jc friendihip and regard that fubfifted between 
them, dQuld not efcape the obfervation o{ Ta- 
, ^aahmaah , yihxi would readlly.iuggeft the expe:- 

diency. 
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diencj of iuch an mfecrdidion. Thus have Youai^ 
and Davis iince remained, obferving that fideli^ 
towards each other, which the true principles of 
honor dilate under fuch circum&ances. 

Young and Davis had now been reiidcnt in 
Owhyhce nearly three years, which had afforded 
to each of them frequent opportunitira of notic- 
ing the charadcrs of the principal chiels, and 
leading people on the ifland. I derived from them 
ftich information refpc<Sing the condu6. of certain 
chiefs as may be confidered important ; atlcaft to 
thofe whofc purfuits may lead them into theie 
fcas. . ^ 

Tianna, they reprefented, as poflefling the mofl: 
turbulent and ambitious difpbfition, with great 
a^ivit^ of mind, and a thorough contempt of 
danger. Had his power been fufficieDt,< or had 
his plots and defigns been countenanced and 
adopted by Tamaahmaah, they muft have prov- 
ed fatal to many of the fmall trading veffels 
that have vilited thefe iflands. £ver.iince Tianna 
had been ftttled on Owhyhee with; the arms, and 
ammunition he had brought from China, hi» 
mind had conftantly been dire<fted to .the Seizing 
of every fmall veflel that had arrived amongft 
them; whilft the planshehad repeatedly concert- 
ed for fuch enterprizes had been feconded byiis 
brother Nomafahah and Tamaahmoottoo, and as 
uniformly oppofed, and over-rruled by Taniaah^ 

maah 
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i»aah, Kahowmotoo, Crymamafioo, and CavaheerQ, 
7he chief, Owatonow. was of the king's pacific 
party, had uniformly rejeifted the CQunieU of T/V 
anna, and was adverie to his apibitious prc^e^ls, 
cxeqrting in one it^Unoe ; that of the capture t4 
the Hoop Princess {U^al. In jutlification how- 
ever of his condu^on this occasion, he fays, the 
reaion that induced him to concur in that enter* 
prize, yfSA, that the Spai>iard8 had taken the Prin* 
^(s Bo^l from the Englifli, and therefore he 
thought there could be no harm in taking her 
from the Spaniards. 

Nomtffahah and Tamaahmootoo arc artful, de- 
rigntng, and reille^ characbers, and hu^e difpoTio 
tfons to act on all oct^fions of hazard, or unlaw- 
ful attempt. In conjimctlon with Tianna. Ona 
fiogle inflance may ierve to Ihew with what art 
their projects ace defigned, and with what fuccefs 
they are likely to be attended. 

About two months before the capture of the 
l^air Ami^ricaa, whil&Mr. Metcalf was lying with 
his fnow in likarakakooa bay, it was piopo&d to 
TamaakMaah by thcfe chiefs to fcisse the fnow, 
to put as many of her crew to death as they 
thought neceffary, but to referve a fufficicnt num- 
ber to navigate her, and to. inftruifl them in the 
management of fuch veflels. By this acquifition 
io great An advantnge would be gained orer the 
reft of the iflands, as would make the conqueil 

Vol. III. R _ of 
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of them all very ezfy; ftff under the power that 
Tamaahmaah would then have, they muft inevw 
tably be reduced to Subjection. 

The mode propofed by Tiatma for the accom- 
pliihment of this project was, that whilft the crew 
were engaged aloft in furling the fells after they 
had been loofed to dry, which, in confequence ot 
the then rainy fcafon, was a daily prad^ice on board 
the veflel, thefe chiefs, with others on whom 
they coold depend, being affembled on board for 
this cxpreis.purpofe, fhouJd murder all thofe who 
remained upon deck, and put as many of the 
others to death, as they confidered neceffary, on 
their coming down out of the rigging. Tiaima 
reduced the fuccefs of this exploit nearly to a cer- 
tainty, as he had been two or three times on board 
the veffel whilft her fails were furling, and iaw 
with what eafe his plan could be carried into 
efFect. 

Notwithftanding Tamaahmaah revolted at the 
idea of this barbaious fcheme, and with great 
abhorrence rejected the propofals Qf TtaTtna, he 
very fortunately ftill remained in the neighbour- 
hood. For when the projectors, inftead of fub- 
fcribing to the orders of their king, and abandon- 
ing their cruel defign, repaired on board the vef- 
fel, Tamaahmaah on becoming acquainted that 
they were fo affembled, went in perfon immedi- 
^ttjiy on board, and ordered them out of the vef- 
fel; 
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fel ; adding threats, that if they did not Inftantly 
comply, he would inform Mr. Metcalf of the 
danger that awditcd him. They denied having 
vifited the (hip with any .hoftile intention ; and 
Mr. Metcalf left the iiland without having the 
leaft knowledge of the confpiraCy that had beert 
formed for his deftriiction ; arid which hdd been 
the cafe alfo with the Princefs Rojral, and feveral 
other vdTels, againft which their plots had been 
equally well concerted ; but, by the timely inter- 
ference of Tamaahmaah, thfeir barbarous projects 
had been defeated, and the lives of many civilized 
people preferved. 

' On this fubje<fl I had queftioned both Tamaah- 
maah and Kahowtnotoo, who confirmed the in- 
formation given by Young and Davis ; and in ad- 
dition to it they Hated to me, that in council Tt- 
anna was always for war and coercive meafures, 
by which cond\S£l he had not only incurred their 
difapprobation, but that Tamaahmaah had obliged 
him to quit his former reiidcnce in the neighbour- 
hood of Karakakooa, and to retire to the north- 
weft part of the ifland. 



R2 CHAP. 
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CHAPTER yi. . 

Tratifa&ions at Karakakooa Bay — Vlfitfrom the 
Wtdov} ofTerreeohoo — An Indian Sham-Jight — 
Fropofah for a general Peace amongji the In- 
dians — Quit Owhyhee — AftrommicaJ Ohjerva- 
tions. 

HAVING now opened a friendly communi- 
cation -with the chiefs, and adopted mea- 
fures for eftabliftiing and preferving the good un- 
derftanding that had taken place between the in- 
habitants and ourfclves, one thing only appeared 
neceffafy to make our fituation perfe<91y com- 
fortable : this was, to difcover fome means of 
^cruitihg bur fupply of water, which Karakakooa 
does not naturally fumifli. On vifiting the wcU 
from which the Reiolution and Difcovery had 
obtained thei«, I found that it contained but a 
fmall quantity, and this fo exceffively brackifli, 
that I was fearful of its bad effc^Ls on the health 
of our people ; and as there was no better within 
our reach, I applied, on Monday the 25th, to 
Tamaahmaah for his aiTiftance to relieTC our 
wants. The vaft confumption of water by the 
cattle on our paflage hither, made the quantity 
■vyc now required very confidcrable, and he was 
' , ■ fof 
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for fome time at a lofs to devilQ the bed means for 
procuring a iufiicicncy. At length he propofed 
that a certun number of his canoes, each taking 
one, two, or three puncheons, according to their 
iize, fliould be Tent to different places on this llde 
of the ifland, and there be filled with water 
brought by the nattvei in calabafhes to the caiks 
at the fca fide, from the little wells in their plan- 
tations. 

This plan being determined upon, a dozen 
puncheons, by way of experiment, were put into 
the canoes, the deftination of feme of which was 
at that diftance, that they were not expefted txf 
return in three days. Sixof thecafts, however, 
were brought back full of mofi: excellent water 
the following morning, Tuefday the 20th, for 
which fervioe thofe employed feemed amply re- 
warded by receiving a piece of iron about 6 inches- 
long, and two inches in breadth, being the price 
£xed by the king for filling each caik, who alio 
direfted that the people of the neighbourhood 
ihould bring down water for fale ; this was fur* 
nilhed in tolerable abundance, and they a<2ed in 
this, as in other articles of traffic, with the great- 
eft honeliy and proprietyof condu<S. 

The king fpent the day in vifiting the two 

veflTels, though he palTed moft of his time on 

hoard'the Difcovery, where his obfervation was 

conftantly awake, and few of our moft common 

R 3 operations 
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operations efcaped- his notice ; all his eaquinei 
were pertinent, dire<fled to ufeful objects, and cal- 
culated to obtain information that would here-> 
after anfwer fome gciod purpofe. 

On miffing his early vifit the next morning, 
Wcdnefday the 27th, I received a meflage from 
him, that an axe and fome fmall articles belong' 
ing to the Chatham had been ftolen by the wo- 
men who had been permitted to fleep on board, 
and who had efcaped to the Ihore undete45ted. 
Our firil: knowledge of the theft was by this mcf" 
fage from Tamaakmaak, who informed me that 
the offender, a youftg woman, was in cuftody, 
and that the inftant the ftolen goods were rer 
covered, they ftiould be returned to the place from 
whence they had been taken. This was done 
about breakfaft time, after which he fpent the 
'remainder of the day with me, and gave mc the 
unwelcome intelligence, that the bull for whole 
recovery I was fo very folicitous, was dead. On 
this mortifying occafion 1 much regretted that I 
iiad not followed the advice o{ Kahoivoiotoo, from 
■whofe connexion with the king 1 moft: probably 
might have relied with perfe^ft fccurity on his 
offers, of taking charge of the cattle at Toeaigh. 
Two of the young cows, however, appeared to be 
in calf; this encouraged me to hope that hislofs 
■would be repaired by one of them bringihg forth 
9 male. The fineft of th? two ewes, I was now 
-informed 
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hifos-med imis kitted by a dog the day after the 
cattle were landed ; whofe life was inftantly for- 
feited for the tranrgrelfion. 

Our plan for procuring water anfwered very 
well ; the caiks were taken the greatcil care of, 
and were pun&ually and regularly returned ; lb 
that by this ercning we had acquired eight tuns 
©f excellent water. 

On Thurfday afternoon the 28th, Kerneecuber- 
rey, the unfortunate widow of the late Tereeoboo, 
fevorcd me with a vifit. After lamenting the 
death of her hufband, and witnefling nearly the 
extirpation of his whole race, ihc had furvived to 
this time in a ftate of captivity. Under thefe 
melancholy circumflances, fhe had met in Ta- 
tnaahmaah not only a humane and getierous con- 
queror, but a friend and a protedor. 

Durhig the conflidt at the revolution, he was. 
under the neccflity of ufing fome violence to 
flieltef her from the revenge of his neareft rela- 
tions, and the fury of the mob, who loudly de- 
moded her immediate execution, and the lives 
(jf all her hufband's adherents. Although on my 
vifit to theie iflands in the year I779 flie was 
theh advanced in life, yet I perfectly recoUefted 
the features of her countenance. The high de- 
gree of fenfibility and vivacity it then poffeffed, 
compared witKher preient appearance, too plainly 
befpoke ,the forrow and deje<Sion Ihe had fince 
experienced. 
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In a very feeble falCering voice Ibc fiad, that 
we had been formerly acquainted, that Ihe had 
come with Tamaakmaah to pay me a viiit and fee 
the fllip, prefcnted me at the fame time with a 
finall feathered cap, which was all fhe had now 
in her power to bcftow. My name was perfciUy 
femiliar to her, but my pcrfon was fo altered, 
that it was fomc time before Ihe was <juite recon- 
ciled to the change that fourteen years had pro- 
duced. Curiofity induced her to vifit moft parts 
of the fllip; and whilft flic was fo engaged, a 
flight degree of cheerfulnefs feemed to obtrude, 
and for a moment appeared to fufpend the 
weighty afflidions that her declining years were 
Scarcely able to fufl:ain. Satisfied with the fur- 
rounding obje<5ls, and gratified in her inquiries 
after many of the officers and fome of the people 
of the Refolution and Difcovery, I prefeilted her 
with an aflbrtment of valuables fuitable to her 
former diftinguifhed iituation, and obtained frc^n 
Tamaahmaah a mofl: folemn promife in her pre- 
fcnce, thit the articles I had given her fliould 
not be taken fronts her by himfeif or any other 
perfon. ( 

Kah&iii^otoOf who with a part of his family had 
been our conftant vifitors in the day time, and 
whofe good offices had been uniformly exerted to 
the utmoft of his ability in our fervice, took a 
very friendly leave on Friday mo(ning the ift of 
March, 
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March, for thepurpofe of collcfting fuch things 
as would be moft acceptable to us after quitting 
Karakakooa ; it being my intention to vifit Toe- 
aigh previoufly to my departure from this ifland. 
On this occafion 1 prefented him with fome ufeful 
articles that wepe highly acceptable to him, parti- 
cularly a fuit of fails made of old canvafs for his 
largeft canoe, and a cloak of fcarlet cloth made 
after the fafliion of that I had given to Tamaah- 
■inaah, but not quite fo gaudily decorated. 

Mr. Menzies, who had departed on Monday 
in purfuit of botanical refearches, accompanied 
by one of the midftiipmen of the Difcovery, on 
anexcurfion into the country, returned to the (hip 
this morning. He had been attended by a guide 
and eight people appointed for that purpofe by 
Tamaohmaah. From thefe people he had received 
the greateft attention and civility, and through 
all the inhabited parts of the country they had 
paffed, had been treated with the utmoft refpedl 
and hofpltality. 

On Saturday the 2d, moft of our material buli- 
liefs being by this time accompUfhed, our wood 
and'water completely repleniftied ; and finding 
that on application to the chiefs a fufficient 
, quantity of rcfreihments were inftantly fupplicd, 
1 annulled the order prohibiting a general barter, 
and gave permiffion for the purchafing of curio- 
iiti?s. 

Accom- 
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Accompanied by Tamaahmaah and ibme of the 
officers, on Sunday the 3d, I viiited the three vil- 
' Jages in this bay ; and firft of all the fatal fpot, 
where Captain Cook fo unespe<5ledly, and fo un- 
fortunately for the world.wasdeprivedof his va- 
luable life. This melancholy, and ever to be de- 
plored event, the natives are at much pains exa«illy 
to reprefent, to produce reafons for its taking 
place, and to fbew that it fulfilled the prophecies 
of the pricils, who had foretold this fad cataftro- 
phc. But as thefe are matters that require fur- 
ther- esami nation, I Ihall defer them to future 
confideration. 

At this place, as well as. at the other villages, 
the inhabitants, who were very numerous, be- 
haved with the utmoft civility and decorum. It 
may not however be unimportant to obferve, that 
we repaired on (bore with both boats well armed, 
our men dreflcd, as was the ufual pradltce on a 
Sunday, in their beft attire, and with a guard of 
marines. Poflibly our appearance had fomc in-- 
ilucnce on their general behaviour, though for 
my own part, I entertained not the le^ft fufpicion 
that fuch protection was at all neccffary. The 
vanity of Tamaahmaah was however highly gra^ 
tificd by the parade, and Jie much regretted that 
he had not an Englilh drefs to wear upon this oc- 
cafion. For this he had fubftituted a garment 
I had given him, that had not before been ex-. 

pofed 
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poled to public view, which much attiaded the 
notice and applaufe of the iurrounding multitude. 
Tianna, with ievcral other chiefs.werc alio pre- 
icnt ; the latter had every appearance of a cheer- 
ful and happydifpofition; but the countenance 
of the ambitious Tianna could riot conceal the 
piivy he felt in not being treated with the fame 
degree of refpetft that was {hewn to his fovereign. 
His jealoufy became conipicuoufly evident in our 
walk through the village, by his aiking in a furly 
tone of voice, why I gave that man fo many things 
find himfelf fo few ? This I endeavoured to ex- 
plain, though poffibly not intircly to his iatistac- 
tion. 

Nothing worthy of notice occurred during our 
perambulation on fliore ; which, being ended, we 
Returned on board to dinner. 

Notwithftandlng we had completely finiflied 
the principal bufmefs of refitting the vcffels, yet 
AS I considered the meridian of this place to have 
been accurately and unalterably fixed by Captain 
Cook and Captain King, for the better regulation 
of our chronometers, I much wlflied for the fur- 
ther obfervations of a day or two at the obfcrva- 
tory ; and having promiled to give the king an 
entertainment with fire-works, that exhibition 
was fixed for Monday evening; and that he might 
contribute to the pleafures of the day, he pro- 
pofcd to haye 9 Hiam-battle on ihor? in the after- 
noon 
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noon, between fuch of his beft warriors as could 
be aflemhled on fo fhort a notice. 

On \-onday the 4th, as foon as dinner was 
ov?r, we were fummoned to this review, and as 
"Tamaakmaah confidered all ceremonies and for- 
malities on my part as adding to his confequence, 
he requefted that I would be attended on Ihore 
by a guard. 

Wc found the warriors aflembled towards the 
north corner of the beach, without the limits of 
the hallowed ground. The party confiftcd of 
about an hundred and fifty men armed with 
fpears ; thefe were divided into three parties 
nearly in equal numbers, two were placed at a 
little diftance from each other ; that on our right 
■was to reprefent the armies of Tlteeree and 
Tato, that on the left the army of Tamaakmaah. 
Their fpears on this occafion were blunt pointed 
iliclcs, about the length of their barbed ones; 
whilft, on each wing, we were to fuppofe a body 
of troops placed to annoy the enemy with ftone* 
from their flings. The combatants now advanced 
towards each other, feemingly without any prin- 
cipal leader, making fpeeches as they approached, 
which appeared to end in vaunts and threat* 
from both parties, when the battle began by 
throwing their fliam fpears at each other, Thefc 
were parried in moft inftances with great dexte- 
rity, but fuch as were thrown with etFect pro- 
duced 
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duced contufions and*wounds, which, though 
fortunately of no dangerous tendency, were yet 
very confiderable, and it was admirable to ob- 
icrve the great good humour and evenncfs of 
temper that was preferred by thofc who were 
thus injured. This battle was a mere ikirmifli, 
neither party being fupported, nor advancing in 
any order but fuch as the fancy of the indivi- 
duals directed. Some would advance even from 
the rear to the front, where they would throw 
their fpears, and inftantly retreat into the midft 
of their affociates, or would remain picking up 
the fpears that had fallen without effeift. Thefc 
they would fometimes hurl again at the foe, or 
haftily retreat with two or three in their pof- 
fei&on. Thofc, however, who valued them- 
felves on military atchievements, marched up to- 
wards the front of the adverfe party, and in a 
vaunting manner bid defiance to the whole of 
their adverfaries. In their left hand they held 
their fpear, with which in a contemptuous man- 
ner they parried fome of thofe of their opponents, 
whihl with their right they caught others in the 
ad of flying immediately at them, and inftantly 
letumed them with great dexterity. In this ex- 
crcife no one fecmed to excel his Owhyhean ma- 
jefty, who entered the lifts for a Ihort time, and 
defended himfelf with the grcateft dexterity, 
much to our furprize and admiration; in one in- 

ftance 
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ftancc particularly, againft fix fpears that were; 
hurled at him nearly at the fame inftant; three 
he caught as they were flying, with one hand, 
two he broke by parrying them with his fpcai" 
in the other, and the fixth, by a trifling inclina- 
tion of his bodyj pafled harmlefs. . 

This part of the combat was intended to re-" 
pfefent the king as having been fuddenly dif- 
Covered by the enemy, in a fituation where he 
Was Icaft expe<3ed to be found ; and the Ihower 
of darts that were inftantly dire<Sed to that quar- 
ter, were intended to fliew that he was in the 
taoft Imminent danger; until advancing a few 
paces, with the whole body of his army 'more 
clofely connefted, and throwing their fpears with 
their utmoft exertion, he caufed the enemy to 
fall back in fome little confufion, and he himielf 
rejoined our party without having received the 
leaft injury. 

The confequences attendant on the firft mart 
being killed, or being fo wounded as to fall on 
the difputed ground between the contending ar- 
mies, Were next exhibited. 

This event caufes the lofs of many lives and 
much blood, in the confli<S that takes place in 
ordcF to refcue the unfortunate individual, who, 
if carried off by the adverfe party dead or alive, 
laecomes an immediate facrifice at the roorai. 
On this occafion the wounded man was fnppofed 

ta 
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to be one of Titeeree sfoldiers, and until this dap- 
pened, no advantage appeared on either fide ; but 
now the difpute became very ierious, was well 
fupported on all fides, and vltSory ftill feemed to 
hold a level fcale, until at length the fuppofed 
armies o£'Tah and T'tteeree fell back, whilfl: that 
of Tamaahmaah carried off in triumph feveral 
fuppofed dead bodies, dragging the poor fellows, 
(who already had been much trampled upon) by 
the heels, fome diftance through a light looft: 
fand; and who, notwithftanding that their eyes, 
ears, mouth, and noftrils were by this means fil- 
led, were no iboner permitted to ufe their legs, 
than they ran into the lea, walhed themielves, 
and appeared as happy and as cheerful as if no- 
thing had happened. 

In this riot-like engagement, for it could not 
poffibly be confidered any thing better, the prin- 
cipal chiefs were confidered to bear no part ; and 
on its being thus concluded, each party fat quiet- 
ly down on the ground, and a parly, or fome 
othcrfortofconverfation took place. .The chiefs 
■were' now fuppofed to have arrived at the theatre 
of war, which had hitherto been carried on by 
the common people only^ of both parties \ a very 
ufual mode of proceeding, I underftood, among 
thcfe iflanders. They now on both fides came 
forward, guarded by a number of men armed 
■with fpcars of great length. Called pallahoi. 

Thefc 
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Thefe weapons arc never relinquiihed but by 
death, or captivity ; the former is the moft com- 
mon. They are not barbed, but reduced to a 
fmall point, and though not very fliarp, yet are 
capable of giving deep and mortal wounds by 
the force and manner with which they are ufed. 
The miffive fpears are all barbed about fix inches 
from the point, and are generally from fevcn to 
eight feet long. 

The warriors who were armed with the pal- 
laloos, now advanced with a confiderable degree 
of order, . and a fcene of very different exploits 
commenced ; prefeijting, in comparifon to what 
before had been exhibited, a wonderful degree trf" 
improved knowledge in military evolutions. Tljis 
body of men, compofing feveral ranks, formed In 
clofe and regular order, conftituted a firm and 
compa(5t phalanx, which in adlual fervice, I was 
informed, was not eafily to be broken. Having 
reached the fpot in conteft, they fat down oa, 
the ground about thirty yards afunder, and point- 
ed their pallaloos at each other. After a Ihort 
interval of filence, a converfation commenced, 
and TaiQ was fuppofed to ftate his opinion re- 
fpeding peace and war. The arguments feemed 
to be urged and fupported with equal energy on 
both fides. When peace under certain ftipula- 
tions was propofed, thepallaloos were inclined to- 
wards the ground, and when war was announced, 

their 
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their points were railed to a certain degree of 
elevation. Both parties put on the appearance 
of being much upon their guardi and to watch 
each other with a jealous eye, whilft this nego- 
ciation was going forward ; which, however, not 
terminating amicably, their refpective claims re- 
mained to be decided by the fate of i battle. 
Nearly at the fame inftant of time they all arofe, 
and, in clofe columns,, niet each other by flow 
advances. This movement they conducted with 
much order and regularity, frequently Ibifting 
their ground, and guarding with great circum- 
Ipection againil: the various advantages of their 
opponents ; whilll the inferior bands were fup- 
pofed to be engaged on each wing with fpearS 
and flings. The fuccefs of the coriteft, however; 
feemed to depend intirely on thofe with thefaU 
laloos, who firmly difputcd every inch of the 
ground, by parrying each other's lunges with the 
grcdteft dexterity, until fome to the left of Tstie- 
fees centre fell. . This greatly encoutaged Ta 
maahmaaJis party^ who, rulhing forward with 
fliouts and great impctuofity, broke the ranks of 
their opponents, and victory was declared for the 
arms of Owhyhee, by the fuppofed death a({z- 
veral of the enemy ; thefe at length retreated ; 
and on being niore clofely prefled. the war was 
decided by the fuppofed death of Titeerce and 
Vol. Ill, & ^ Jaioi 
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Taio ; 'and thofe who had the honor of perfo- 
natlng thele chiefs, were, Hke thoie before, drag- 
ged in triumph by the heels over no fmall extent 
of loofe fandy beach, to be prefented to the vic- 
torious Tamaahmaah, and for the fuppofed pur- 
pofe of being facrificed at his moral. Thelc 
poor fellows, like thofe before mentioned, bore 
their treatment with the greateft good humour. 

The firft exhibition appeared to be .extremely 
rude, diforderly, and ineffeiftual, though much 
dexterity was certainly Ihewn; but from the 
manner in which the pallahos were managed, it 
would feem that they arc capable of fuftaining a 
very heavy affault. 

Thefe military exploits finifhed towards fun- 
fet, and as foon as it was dark we entertained the 
king and a large concourfe of his people with a 
difplay of fire works. Tamaahmaah and fome 
of the chiefs recolleifted to have feen a few in- 
different ones, that were fired by captain Cook 
on his being vifitcd by Terreeoboo; but ours, be- 
ing in higher prefervatioh, of greater variety, and 
in a larger quantity, were viewed by the feveral 
Chiefs, who were the only perfons admitted with- 
in our tabooed precin^Ss, with the greateft mix- 
ture of fear, furprize, and admiration; and by 
the repeated burfts of acclamation from the nu-^ 
merous body of the inhabitants affembled on the 
occafion, 
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ofcaiioh, it was hard to determine which of thefe 
paflions moft generally preponderated. 

The following morning, Tuefday the Sth, 
Cavakero, the chief of Kowrooa> who was of our 
party the pretcding evening, informed me, that 
on his return honrc, the inhabitants of that village 
at firft confidered what they beiieid as a diverfion 
only, but from the time it Jafted, and the con- 
tinual clamour tjiat they had heard, they had be- 
come very much alarmed, and fufpeAed that 
feme mifunderftanding had taken place between 
' us and Tamaahmaah ; and that we were deftroy- 
ing him, with all his people and houfes,- on thi^ 
fide of the country. The fame opinion had pre- 
vailed with rapft of the women who were ort 
board the vfcffcls, and who were not easily pcr- 
iiiaded to believe otherwife; 

Thefe intimations afforded me an opportunity 
which I did not fuffer to efcape, to imprefs! on 
their minds the very great fuperiority we polTef- 
fed, flioald we ever be obliged to adl towards 
them as enemies. The iky and water rockets, 
baUoons, hand grenadesj &c. &c. [ rcprefented to 
be like guns fired without ihot, when defigned 
for entertainment ; but like them capable of 
being tendered formidable and tleftru^ive wea- 
pons, when occafion might require. O? this 
they feemed to entertain no doiibt, and were 
anxious beyond mcafure to be provided with a 
S 2 a few,

few, for their proteftion againft Taio and Titeeree. 
On this fubjed the king was fo exceffively preP- 
^ingpiihat I was induced to indulge him bycom- 
plying with his requeli. I gave to the charge of 
Young, who with his comrade DaVis bad fo con- 
duced themfclves as to be intitled to our con- 
fidence, a dozin iky rockets, and half that number 
of effedive hand grenades, for the fde. jmrpofe of 
Tamaahmaatis protedion,.and with the Ihic^eft 
injundlons, that they fliould never be ufed but 
with this delign. I likewife exhorted them on 
no pretence to attend Tamaahmaah, or afiift him, 
in any ambitious fchemes for the conqueft of the 
neighbouring illands ; but to fupport him to the 
utmoft of their power, not only in the defence of 
his illand againft foreign invafton, but in main- 
tuning his authority againft domeftic infurrcc- 
tion. 

I bad embraced every opportunity, and had 
-met with no little difficulty to convince Tamaah- 
maah, and the chiefs who had been our conftant 
vifitors, that a peaceable mode of life was infi- 
. nitely to be preferred, and more conducive to 
their real happinefs, than the continued ftate of 
warfare that had fo long difgraced their.iflands ; 
without any other motive that could be urged 
as an excufe for defpoiling each other's lands, or 
deftroying their fellow creatures, than a wild and 
inordinate ambition to polfcfs themfelvesof each 
other's 
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other's territories, which' expa-ience had ftiewn 
tbem they were incapable of retaining after con- 
queft. 

Thcfe and iimilar arguments 1 had repeatedly 
made ufe of, for the dcfirable purpofe of bringing 
about a general pacification with the contending 
fovereigns of thefe illands ; and had at length fuC- 
ceeded fo far, as to induce the king, and moil 
of the chiefs, to give the matter their ferious ■ 
c»nlideration. One obflacle, however, feemed 
to be infurmountable. The want of confidence 
in all the ruling parties. Such a negociation 
could only take place by perfonal conference, and 
were a chief to be fcnt from hence to Mowee, 
with full powers to enter upon fo dcfirable a bu- 
finefs, it was alledgcd the people there would have 
no good opinion of his intentions ; and, eonfider- 
iiig him as a fpy, would infla.ntly put him to 
death. 

^I endeavoured to do away this objeftion^ by 
offering to take any chief lbemjX)wercdon board 
the fhip, and to tow his canoe to Mowee, where 
1 would proteft him, and remain until the nego- 
ciation was at an end, This was not confidered 
as a fufficient protection, as the ambafl'ador would 
be fafe no longer than I fliould remain on the 
fpot. The bufinefs hawever did not reft here ; 
for being on fiiore the day before Kafiowmotoo*t 
departure, I vyas folicited to attend a council of 
S3 the 
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the chiefs at Tamaakmaah's houfe. Here muclj 
was faid on the fubje»fl of the peace I had fo 
eamctlly recommended. The king and feveral 
of the chiefs feemed to be well convinced of the 
benefits with which a peace would be attended; 
on this part of the dircourfe httle was faid by 
Kahowmoioo or T'lanna, but that they were con- 
vinced that little confidence could be placed in 
Titeeree. -They were however of opinion, that the 
beft method of infuring fucccfs would be, that 
I Ihould take a chief of Owhyhee to Mowee, 
and having Oiewn to Tileeree and Taio the ad- 
.vantages of making peace, ami convinced their 
minds of the propriety of fo doing, and of the 
, inclination of Tamaahmaah to accomplifli this 
happy objeft, that I fliould return with Tato to 
Owhyhee, where they would immediately enter 
heartily into the bufmefs with him, and leave all 
difputed points to be adjufted by mc, as the 
pnutual friend of both parties. 

There was doubtlefs a great deal of folid ftnfe 
in this mode of arguing, and probably there was 
jio other iflode fo likely to have been attcrided 
with fuccefs ; but I was ib much preffed for 
time, thcit it was irppoflible for me to have made 
the experiment. On my ilating, that the want 
of time put it totally out of my power to com- 
ply with this arrangement, which I Ihould other- 
Wife have cheerfully acceded to, fome conver- ' 

iation, 
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verfation, that I did not underftand, pafled in a 
low voice between the king and Kahonrmotoo; 
after which the former requefted, as I fcemed fo 
deiiroixs of effeding a peace between the two 
iflands, that I would uTe my endeavours when I 
went to Mowec to bring this matter about, 
and that on my return next autumn to thefc 
iflands, I Ihould vifit Mowee firft, and if I then 
found the bufmefs unaccomplifhed, fliould bring 
Tdio under my protetftion to Owhyhee, where 
every thing fliould be adjufted and fettled in the 
, manner before propofcd. To this I gave no pofi- 
tiveanfwcr, wlfliingfirfl: to know on what terms 
Tamaahmaah would agree to peace ; to this it was 
replied, that Mowee, Morotoi, and the neigh- 
bouring iflands, fliould be ceded to, his fove- 
reignty of Owhyhee, in right of his laft cpn- 
qucfl ; and that Titeeree and Talo fliould re- 
main in the quiet pofleJTion of Woahoo, At- 
towai, and the rcfi of the fmall iflands to lee- 
ward. 

This exorbitant demand I was confident would 
never be liftened to, and I therefore declined 
having any thing more to do in the bufinefs, 
imtil terms fliould be offered that might incline 
the oppofitc party to be defirous of an accommo- 
dation- 
After much cohverfation refpei^ling the mag- 
pjtude, population, and fertility of Owhyhee, 
S 4 which 
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all the iilands colle^vely taken, the right which , 
Tileeree held in the fovereignty of Mowce and 
its neighbouring iflands was next difcuffpd. As 
the polTefiion of thefe territories appeared to 
have been in the family of Ttteeree for pxdny 
ages, 1 ftated that it was npt Ukcly he fhould 
eiUily rclinquifh his pretenfions ; and though he 
plight be tempted to do fo on certain conditions, 
at the moment, yet after he had re-eftaWiflied 
bis power, apd recruited his flrength in men and 
canoes, there could not be a doubt but he would 
endeavour to re-aflume the dominions of his 
^forefathers, and then the lame devailatipn and 
warfare would be again revived. 

Thefe, and other arguments to the fame effed, 
induced the king and his counfello^ to liften to 
the conditions 1 proppfcd- They were founded 
on the fpirit of their original laws, and the an- 
cient cuftom of governing Pwhyhee and Mowee, 
with the iflands in their immediate vicinity; at 
which time, according to their own account, 
they lived in great harmony and friendfliip with 
each other. My firft proportion was, that Owhy- 
bce fliould remain a feparate and diftinift govem- 
ment of itfelf, under the authority of Tamaah- 
tnaak and his heirs; that TUeeree and Ta'w ihould 
remain in the fovereignty of the other iflands, as 
diilind or foreign dominions; and that the king 
^"" " ' ■ " of 
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* of Owhyhee ftiould furrender all claim or prc- 
tcnfions to thofe territories; experience having 
already demonftrated his inability of retaining ' 
conquered countries, without endangering his 
authority, and diihirbing his peace at home. 
After due confideration, it was agreed that I 
fliould on my arrival at Mowee ufe my endea- 
vours to eftablifli a permanent peace on my own 
principles ; and, by a letter to Young from 
thence, inform Tamaahmaah with the progrefs 
pf my ncgoclation, which they promifed to con- 
plude and ratify, if a chief, properly authorized, 
lirought the letter from Mowee. 

I avoided noticing this bufinefs whilft it was 
bending, in the order of ray narrative, under the 
idea that new obje^ioiis would arife from after 
confiderations, and additional confultations on 
fhc fubje<S ; all matters however now ftemed 
finally adjufted, and it may not be uninterefting 
to ftate the circumftances that firft gave rile to 
this difpofition towards peace, as [ do not claim 
the merit of the thought having originated with 
myfelf. 

The king and fcveral of the chiefs folicited 
my afliftance in the conqueft they meditated of 
all the iflands to leeward. They entertained 
great hopes of my concurrence from the friend- 
ihip I had uniformlj" manifefted, and Ij-om the 
utter abhorrence I had as uniformly exprefled of 

the 
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the cruel and horrid murder of our countrymen 
at Woahoo, belonging to thie Daedalus. This 
veflel they confidered as belonging to me, and 
for the purpofc of exciting my revenge, and in- 
ducing my compliance with their willies, they 
alledged, that this lamentable outrage was com- 
mitted in the prefcnce, and by the pofitive or- 
dcfj of Titeerees brother. This aiTertlon however 
fcemcd to be intended for no other purpofe than 
to aggravate the crime of their neighbours, and 
to increafe our misfortune : and they were not 
Jefs difappointed than fiirprifed that, notwith- 
ftandlng the forcible reafons they had- urged, I 
peremptorily refufed them any affiftance. In- 
ilead of encouraging hollilities between them, I 
pointed out the many important advantages that 
would Tcfult from a friendly, intercourfe with 
each other ; and recommen^led, that a perma- 
nent peace fliould be eftabliihed with the inha- 
bitants of all the iflands. Still they endeavoured 
to prevail upon me to liften to their folicitations^ 
And difregarding the pacific meafures I had re- 
commended, thought to influence my conduct' 
by reprefenting, that Mr. Ingraham, command- 
ing the American brig Hope, on fome mifun- 
derftanding with T'tteeree and Ta'io, had fired fe- 
veral (hot at tliem as they went from his veflel 
to the iliore ; and that in confequence of this 
treatment, thofe chiefs had given dire*Sions t6 

the 
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the inhabitants of all the iilands under their au- 
thority, to kill every white man they fliouid 
meet with, whether EngHfti, American, or o£ 
any other nation. What impreffion this intelli- 
gence might have made at any other time I can- 
not fay, but on this occafion it did not in the 
leafi tend to affe&. my determination, founded 
on the caufe of humanity, and many weighty 
polirical confidergtions. 

A general periodical taboo was to take place 
this evening, Tuefday the 5th, and as moft of 
the chiefs our friends had difpofcd of fuch mat- 
ters as they had brought for oXu- fcrvice, they 
took their leave, knowing our departure was 
nigh, and returned to their refpedli^e places of 
abode ; well fatisfied with their vifit, and in- 
treating us to return again foon to Owhyhee. 

The taboo demanded the removal of our tents, 
ofafervatory, &c. thefe of courfe were duly re- 
ceived on board ; and I acquainted Tamaahmaah 
that it was hay Intention to fail on Wcdnefday 
night, or the following morning. The king 
■ carneftly requefted that we Ihouid not depart 
until Friday, as he Ihould then be able to accom- 
pany us fome diilance along the ifland to the 
northward ; but as the feafon was faft advanc- 
ing, I entered into no engagement, but left our 
ftay to the event of circumltances. 

Tamaahmaah conceiving this might be his 

laft 
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feft Tifit, prcfcntcd mc with a handibmc cloala 
fiwmed of red and yellow feathers, with a fmaU 
ccrflcftion of other native curiofities; and at the 
&inc time delivered into my charge the iuperl> 
cTo^ that he had worA on his formd vtfit at oar 
arrival. This cloak was very neatly roide of 
jeliow feathers; after he had difplayed its beauty, 
and had ihewn me the two holes made in differ' 
eirt parts ol" it by the enemy's fpears the firft day 
lie wore it, in bis laft battle for the fovercignty 
of this ifland, he very carefully folded it up, and 
defired, that on my arrival in England, I would 
pTcient it in his name to His Majefty, King 
George; and as it had never been worn by any 
periwi but hlmfelf, he ftridtty enjoined me not 
to permit any pcrfon whatever to throw it over 
their Ihouldcrs, faying, that it was the mofl va- 
luable thing in the ifland of Owhyhee, and for 
that reafm) he had fent it to ib great a monarch, 
and fo good a friend, as he confidered the King 
of England. 

This donation I am well perfuadcd was dic- 
tated by his own grateful heart, without having 
received the leaft hint or advice from any perfon* 
whatever, and was the effctft of principles, higl*iy 
honorable to more civilized fninds. The cloak 
I received, and gav<! iiim the moft pofitive affur- 
ance of ailing agreeably with his direiilions. 

Although Tamaahmaah confidered hJmfelf to 
' be 
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be amply rewarded by the different articles I hid 
from time to time prerented him with, yet, the 
very elTcntial fervices he had rendered' us, kis 
i^ady friendihip, and the attachment he hsii' 
ihewn to our welfare, demanded, I thou^t, 
' ioxnc additional teflimony of our general i^pro- 
bation. For this purpofc I feleiSed * number of 
ufeful as well as ornamefltal articles ; smongft 
the latter were two cloaks iimiiar to thoie I, had 
^fore presented him, and a quantity c^ pUui 
and coloured gartering tape ; this was held la 
great eftimation, cfpcciaily when two or three 
Jbrts were fewn together to form that part of 
their drefs called the maro, about three yards long, 
and fix inches broad. The ufeful matters con- 
iiiled of a variety of culinary utenfils and imple- 
ments of huibandry, with fome fmiths and car- 
penters tools. With this acquifition he was 
igreatly delighted, and exprefled much furprife at 
jhe liberality of the prefent. 

He then in the moft affetftionate manner took 
iiis leave, not only of myfelf and all the officers, 
-but of every perfon he faw on deck ; -and re- 
quefting that I would remain 'until Friday morn- 
ing, which however' I did not think advifeablc to 
promife, he left the Ihip with confiderable rc- 
luAancc. 

Amongft thofe'who had accompanied the king 
i>a this vifxt, were two chiefs, one named Crytna- 
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iff0, ^e other Quoti, but more commonly called 
Kookinney, which in their language means quick^ 
nefs. To the care of thefe chiefs Mr. Whidbey 
and the obfervatory had been entrufted, with an 
additional g^ard of fome natives of the order "of 
thepriefthood, each of whom ftrove to furpafsthe 
other in afts of fervice and civility. The fitiiation 
that the two chiefs filled, and the fiiperiority they 
poffeffed, afforded them more frequent opportu-' 
nities than the reft of manifefting their friendly 
intentions, in a uniform fteadinefs dcfcrving the 
higheft commendation. 

As an acknowledgment for their fervices and 
fidelity, I requefted that Tamaahtnaah wonld point 
out to me fuch articles as would be moft worthy 
of their acceptance ; thefe were prefented to them, 
and they were highly gratified by this compli- 
ment to their integrity. 

There were none of the chiefs who feemed ttf 
feel fo much regret on our departure as thefe two' 
young men. They had been conflantly with Mr. 
Whidbey in the marquee, and had acquired fuch 
a tafte for our mode of living, that their utmoft 
endeavours were exerted to imitate all our ways, 
and they feemed fo perfeiflly happy and pleafed 
■with our foci'ety, that they were fcarcely evef ab- 
sent unlcfs when fent for by the king. Thew 
attachment was by no meansof achildiflinaturey 
or arifing only from novelty; it was the e^ 

feet 
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'feft of'reflet^ion; and the confeioulhefs of their 
own comparative inferiority. This direifled their 
minds to the acquirement of ufeful inftrudtioa, 
from thofc whom they acknowledg;ed to be fo in- 
finitely their fuperiors. Ttieir converfation had 
always for its objeft important information, not 
frivolous inquiry ; and their queftions were of a 
nature that would not have difcredited mudh 
more enlightened observers. Their vivacity and 
fenfibility of countenance, their modeft behaviour, 
evennefs of temper, quick conception, and the 
pains they took to become acquainted with our 
language, and to be inftru<Sed in reading and writ- 
ing, befpoke them to have not only a genius to ac- 
quire, but abilities to profit by inftrudion. 

It appeared to us very fmgular that theie two 
young men, who were nearly allied to the moft 
inveterate enemies of Tamaahmaah, fliould have 
been felecled by him from the numerous train of 
favorites attending on his perfon, to be his moft 
intimate and confidential friends. Crymakoo, who 
was about twenty-four years of age, was fon to 
a chief of the firft confequencc in Mowce, and 
one of Titeerees principal warriors. In his early 
infancy he was taken under the care o^Tamaali- 
tnaah, brought up by him and had for fome years 
paft pofleffed the confidence, and been tlic con- 
ftant companion, of the king, for whofe intcrcft 
and prosperity he entertained the greateil regard; 

and 
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and in return, he was invefted by his prince with 
an authority almoil equal to his own. Qmt$, 
though not poflcfling at this time power and au- 
thority equal to that of Crymakoo, yet feemed to 
divide with him the affeftion and efteem of the 
king. He was about the age of eighteen ; and 
notwith (landing that he was inferior in point of 
figure and addrefs to Crymakoo, whofe perfon and 
deportment excelled in a great degree any of the 
jflanders we had feen, yet he had a very engaging 
manner, and a pleafing mode of condut^ing him- 
felf. In his intellectual endowments he feemed 
to poflefs a greSf fuperiority over Crymakoo. This 
youth was the reputed fon of Terreeoboo by Na- 
mahanna, the favorite wife of Kahowmotoo, but 
report whifpered that he was a much nearer re- 
lation than that of coufin to Tamaahmaah. 

AU our external bufinefs being completely 
finilhed, little e'fe remained to be done but to bend 
the fails, and get the veffels ready for fea ; this 
■ fervice was performed the next day, Wcdnefday 
the 0th, when all our friends who continued or 
refidcd in the neighbourhood were in facred re- 
tirement. This taboo was not obferved by the 
lower orders of the people with the fame degree 
of flrictnefs as that mentioned in the preceding 
chapter. Many of the men were buiily employed 
in their traffic alongfide, but no woman was per- 
mitted to be afloat,. 

On 
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pii'this 0CC!((i(Ai I thinli It important to iUte, . 
that ever fmce permiffion had been granted for a 
general traffic with the iflanders, I had attentively- 
watched its effect, and could not have had a bet- 
ter opportunity to be convinced, how abfolutely 
tcquifite it is that a prohibition on a general trade, 
between the crews and the natives, fliould take 
place on board all European or American veflels, 
until tbo more important bufmefs, of procuring 
the neccflary fuppUes of refrefhments, wood and 
Water, beaccompUflied. Whilft the prohibition 
■was in force on board the Difcovcry, all the effcn- 
tiai'articles were brought to market, and pur- 
chafed by us as faft as they could conveniently 
be received; and any number of hogs, or quantity 
of vegetables, might have been procured during 
that period. But no fooner were thefe reftric- 
tions difcontinued, and our people at liberty to 
indulge themfclves in the purehafe of what at 
the moment they cfteemed to be curiofrties, than 
almoft all our effential fupplies ceafed to be 
brought from the fhore, and the few articles of 
that dcfcription which did appear alongfide, were 
increased in pria; four or five hundred per cent, 
even at that rate t eaideavoured to purehafe our 
daily confi^mption of wateri butcould not fuccccd. 
The dejureciation in the value of our own com- 
modities was alfo th,e con,fequence of the permit- 
Cgn (or a general trade, from the extravagant 
[Vol.. in,' T prices 
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prices given by the crew in outbicidi'tig^Ach >dthcr 
fot ihfignificMit articles, which were no 'ktontit 
pdffcffed than they were negleded, a»d often in a 
few days were thrown overboard. 

The weather became cloudy with foxnt rainin 
the afternoon, and the wind was -unfteady, Mow- 
ing in fqualU very hard from the northern quar- 
ter. This continued all night, and in the morn- 
ing of Thurfday the 7th, brought a very heavy 
Ywell into the bay, that oHiged us, much to the 
fatisfadion of Tamaahmaah and our friends on 
■fliore, to remain 'ftationary. Soon after fun-rift 
Iflicy all flocked round us with their uiual afebility 
Ihid'frielidfliip ; 'the Iting however was not, ac- 
icordtng to his general prai5lice, amongft the «ar- 
licift. A dtlayhad been occafioned by his waiting 
*tD come off in great ftate in one of his largeft ca- 
noes, that we had rigged for him with a full iuit 
'df canvas fails, Hoop fafhion, to which I had added 
a union jack and a pendant; but thcfc not having 
been placed according to his diredions, required 
'alteiation ; and, that they mi^t be quite in pro- 
-pti ordei", he cruized for fome time about thebt^, 
'before he came alonglide. On his arrival Wc 
^found him highly delighted with his man of wu*, 
'butlieobferred that flic -wbiild make aitili6hbet^ 
"tO'appeai^ncewithafewfwivelspropei'lyftiourit- 
'ed; I agreed-witli him inthisopinidn.ljut the 
-words « Tahoo King George" wc« fufficieht* 
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prevent a Syllable more being urged on that fub-i 
jtA. 

Tamaahtxaah, Itpiowing my intention of vifiting 
Kakowttfotoo ill my way to Mowee, informed me» 
that he had fent diretflions to the perfons on his 
eftates at Toeaigh to fupply us with a full ftock of 
ht^s and vegetables, and any thing elfc the count 
try aiForded ; and that he might be certain that 
his orders would be duly executed, he requefted » 
that Young and" Davis might attend us thither f 
as it W3S impoffible for him to abfent himfelf 
from Karakakooa until certain ceremonies had 
taken place, in confequence of his having ce^-; 
bratcd the fpfti>al of the new year in this diftrifi.j 
&nd of his having tranfgreffed the l^w by liWag 
in fuch IbciaJ intercourfe with us, who had eaten 
and drank Jn the company of women. 

On the evening of our departure, T^maahmft^h 
was to i;efiga himfelf to the Orict obc4ience of 4 
tabofi that was then to commence. On this oct 
caiion, all his people who had been in commer-^ 
gial intercourfe with us, were to lay before him 
th^ whole of die treafure they had acquired, and 
to render to him the cuftomary tribute. Th^ 
pref^ts tbat the king himlelf had received would 
aUp bt; c;fpDfcd to public view, when cert^ij} 
^Kii:^ would pcr^m p^^ay^rs, exhortations, 9o4 
9t^v fimdiooii gf i^r office. Th?f* ?f rsjB9i 
nloft fi'equently contmue withou^^ ^St&fJfiBfr 9^i 
T 3 half 
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half a day, and are fometimes repeated ten days 
fucceffively. 

On the morning of Friday the 8th, the weather 
being pleafant, with a gentle breeze from the 
land, we failed from Karakakooa, and flood along 
ftiore to the northward ; about four miles from 
our laft ftation we pafled a fmall creek, where wc 
faw the captured fchooner laid up, and a houfe 
built over it to protect her from the fun. About 
this time Tamaahmaah with his queen and moft 
of hi» attendants had overtaken us. I took this 
opportunity of refuming this unfortunate fubject, 
and underftood from Tamaahmaah, that it was 
his intention to return the fchooner to Mr. Met- 
calf her owner. This, Tamaahmaah promifed to 
do; either to Mr, Metcalf himfelf, or to the com- 
mander of any vcflcl authorized by Mr. Mctcalf 
to receive her. Young bore witnefs to the king's 
fincerity, and faid that this had been his conftant 
language, from the moment he became acquaint- 
ed with the melancholy caufe of her detention. 
From Young we learned, that the fchooner was 
now of little value, having nearly fallen to pieces 
for want of the neceffary repairs. 
■ The royal party remained on board until about 
ten in the forenoon, when, after taking an affec- 
tionatfc leave of us all, and eipreffing the grcateft 
coticern at the ihortnefs of our vifit, th^ retum- 
td to-Kar»kakbdb. ' ■ .' ■ : '■ - 

With 
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With a favorable breeze from the fouth-wcft 
we continued our route to the northward, within 
about two miles of the land. Some rocks and 
breakers were feen lying, about half way from thr 
ihore, off the weft point of the ifland, and cxtcndr 
ing two or three miles from thence towards 
Toeaigh. To the north of thefe the bottom is 
free from rocks, where veffcis may anchor, but 
.the tituation does not afford any freOi water; and 
it is befidcs objectionable, on account of its being 
expolcd to the north winds, which, with thofc 
that blow from the north- wefl ward, are the moft 
violent and dangerous known in this copntry. 
Towards the evening we were pretty far ad- 
vanced in the bay, where, with a moderate l^reezc 
from the land, we plied, during the night. 

Oqr friend Kahowmotoo, agreeably to his pro- 
mife, vifited us the next niorning. Saturday ths 
©th, and prcfented me s^ith tweqfy fine hogs,^ 
and a large affortmentof vegetables ; to thefe he 
was pleafed to add 4 very Jiantjfome feathered 
cloak. 

The fetvaots of the king were very alert in 
obeying their mafter's orders, and brought eighty 
very fine hogs for the Diicovery, and h^lf that 
nnmbcr, equally good, for the Chatham;; with 
large fupplies of vegetables fbr both. They be- 
haved with this utmoft decorum, andiinquired if 
T, 3 . any 
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■any more, of thefc, or apy other articles, would 
■be wanting, adding, that if fo, they ibould be 
immediately provided. This abundant fupply 
■wAs however far beyond wttat we could poffibly^ 
f<equire, one third being fully fufficient for alt 
our purpofes; the remainder was th<;refork di-; 
rciSed to be returned to the fliore. 

During the forenoon we received a vifit from 
Tianna, who brought as a prefent to me about 
half a dozen fmall ill-fed h<^s, for which we ha<i 
neither room nor occafion. He was not how*^ 
ever difmiffed without a farewel prefent, an4 
iirch a one, 'as in my opinion he ought to have 
been extremely well contented with; fince, ot\ 
no one of his vifits, which had been very frequent, 
excepting on the firft, had he offered us any rc-^ 
freftimcnts; yet he had received from me pre- 
fcnts nearly equal to thofe I had made to other 
chiefs, who had been inftrumental in fupplying 
Our. wants, and anxious on all occafions to render 
us fervice. Although Tianna cculd afliimc no 
merit, either for his fupplies, or fervices bcftowe4 
upon us, yet, fuch was his envious pride, that in- 
ftead of being thankful for what he had not de-* 
ferved,- he could not refrain from exprefTions of 
diffatisfa6iion, that he had not bebn fliewn the 
fame attention and refpeA, and complimented 
with articles of limilar value to thofe, that had 
be«i offered to Tamaahmaah. In fhort, his con- 
versation 
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TciiatloQ was in ib haughty a ftile>, and lb unljke 
t^e general condud of all the other chiefs of 
Owhjhee, that I was induced to ret^uell that ho 
would return the fcarlet cloak, axes, and a Varietif 
of other ufefiil articles I hadjuft before, given 
him ; obferving, jhat as thcfe things were in hi^ 
opinion fo inadequate to his claims, they could 
not poffibly be worthy his acceptance. With 
this ^cqtfcft however Ttanna did not think, proper 
to comply, but departed, affcfSing to be pcrfectljf 
' fabsfied and contented, though his countenance 
proclaimed thofe defigning, ambitious, and (I be- 
lieve I may with jufticc add) treacherous prin- 
ciples, that apparently govern his turbulent apd. 
aspiring difppfitiqn. 

Kahowmotoo, wha was, prefent, exprejCTod the 
bigheft difapprobation of Ttanna s ponduct; i^yr 
^ng) that if any one pauld be di]Qatis£edi he hf d 
cau& to fnmplain, that £jch valuable prelents 
bad been beAowed on a man who. had appeared 
totally indifferent to our welfare, and who. H^ 
neve? even endeavpured to render u^ any (ervice. 
Tbis iJbfervation wa^ fxtrenjely w^ll, tinned, ^^ 
-was iqamcdiately follfpvfed b^ t^p xnfiA gratefiU 
acknowledgments for the v^u^bje articles, hHp,r 
felf aiul &fi3>))f bad received- Jbel^», be ftid, 
had iar exicceded the utmQil Jim^t^ Ojf bi» expec- 
tations. , . ,. . _ 

T4 I was 
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I was not lefs plealed with ' the gratitude <A 
Kahcnvmotoo, than with the aflurance of his be- 
ing fo well contented with the felection of things 
I had given him, as they were on our part tri- 
butes very juftly due to his fteady, uniform, and 
friendly attention. 

Amongft other points of informatibn that I 
collected at Owhyhee, I learned that Tatkaak- 
maah, having obtained fome intimation . of oun 
intended vifit, had been exceffivcly impatient fas 
our arrival, that he might obtain an opportunity 
of difplaying his real and' true charaifter ; which 
Be underftood had been moft unjuftly traduced, 
by fome of the traders who had vifitcd thisifland 
fincc he had acquired its government. Inftruc- 
tions Had been given to feveral of the mailers of 
the trading veffels by their owners, direfting them 
to be exceffively cautious of, and vigilantly oil 
their guar'd agalnft, the treacherous, villainous, 
and defighing arts of Tamanhmaak; thefe unnc- 
ceffary admonitions had beerr explained to him ; 
and being confcious of his own innocence, his 
concern was exceffive, and he impatiently Iboked 
forward to an opportunity of refcuing'his cha- 
'taB.cc from fuch imputatlions, by exhibiting his 
real difpofition to his more candid vifitors. 

If what I have here had occafion to ftate, re- 
ceding the condud and liberal fen^ments of 

this 
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this chief, be not fufficlent to wipe away the p.f^. 
perfions that have detraufted from his good namcf 
I doulrt not of having yet a further opporUinitjr 
«f producing fuch fafts, as will effcAaally acconii 
plifh that purpofc. 

Tianna was not ignorant of our propofletBoa 
for Tatfiaafimaah's virtues, andgoodnefsofheirtj 
this prompted his envy, to let no occafion e&apt 
for iaying fomething to his prejudice and dift 
honour, fo long as any one would iiften to this 
favourite topic of his converfation : and it is hy 
no means unHkcly, that when he had fuccefsfijlfy 
implicated the king by his artful contrivances, in 
his crimes and mifdemcanors, hcentertamcdihc 
ambitious hopes to undermine oinr good opinion 
by the Coiitihual repetition of his calumnies^and 
t.o engage us to afflft him in the deftruction of 
^amaahmaakf and the aiTumption of the govem* 
ment. But, on finding that his wiflies fofc toy'r 
alty and power weie not to be gratifie^i by our 
means, fee experienced a difappointmcnt that he 
had neither prudence to conceal, nor fortitude 
to fopport ■ 

■ As we had now no further bufincfs at Owhy- 
hee, we made the beft of our way out of the 
bay ; but caJms and light baffling winds rendered 
pur iituation nearly ftationary^ This affordei 
iomt of the natives an opportunity <>f fliewing 

their 
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their dexterity in catching a fmsll kind of bo- 
netto ; not only an amuAng but a profitable em- 
ployment. A fmall canoe is paddled as quick 
as poHible by three or four people, whilll anotheir 
is in the ftem with a filhing rod, a very fine line, 
and a neat fmali hook; this hook pafling fwiftly 
through the water, is taken by the bonetto for » 
imall fifli, and to increa^ the deception, the ang- 
ler is con{lantly throwing water about his hook 
with his hand, in order that it may be the le^ 
diftinctly fcen ; fo that almoft the inftant he 
throws it into the fea, it is taken by the bonetto. 
This mode of fifbing was conducted with fi> 
much dexterity, that we faw great numbers 
taken, but did not obiefve one that had been 
booked to efcape. We were not only entertain^ 
led with the Iport, but it fumifhed an explana-r 
don of the general and rigid tabo9 all orer the 
ifland at the time we arrived on. the coaft. It 
now appeared to have been in confequence of the 
i^fi>n iiaving comnicnced for the taking of the^ 
Sih, which .are exceedingly good to eat when 
frelh, and being caught in abundance, make 4 
very confidcrablc part of the food of the inhabi- 
taats when preferved and, felted. 
: Jo the evening K<thcfwm«teo wjth 9II the na*^ 
tJves took their leave, after afiTuring us of a ctmt- 
tiQuanoe of theif frieQdibip>4QdexpKl|lng,the 
higheft 
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iiighcft iatisfacticMi and happineis at our vliitt 
Our two countrymen, Tbung and Davis, bid oi 
alio farewel with a degree of reluctance that di4 
icredit to their feelings. 

It may not be improper to ftate in general 
terms, that I became perfe^ly convinced that 
the caufe of thc^ two men being left on fhore at 
Owhyhec' was not defertion, nor their owa 
choice ; nor did it artie from their having been 
idifmined by the commanders of veflcU under 
whom they had ferved, for improper conduiS: 
'snd unruly behaviour ; but Irom a icried of 
events impoiUbk to forefee or provide againfli 
Their behaviour on the ifland had been meritso- 
^ous in this higheft ieaCe of the word ; fupporting 
by their charader (for they poffcffed nothing elfe) 
fuch a degree of eonfeq«?acc, that whilft it iu- 
fured th^n the r^fpoA, it engaged the- sScAlaoB 
fuid regard, of the natives ; and of no one mora 
than of the I(ing himfelf, who did not fait to 
liften to their counfel and advice ; and I am 
well perfijaded wp had been much indebted foe 
our veiy friendly and hofpitable reception, ^ 
alfo for the orderly and civil behaviour we cxpc-- 
rienced frwn the generality of the inhabitants, 
1^ their attention to the inftru<3ions and cx-^ 
^mple of thcfe our countrymen. 

That they might be encouraged to continue 
(a the cxpxcif^ of tiiofe yirtuons priiiciples which 

they 
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they had taugfit, I gave them a written tefti- 
moriiftl of their good cohduift .; and in the moft 
fcrious manner enjoined them to pcrreverc in 
the fmth that their own good undcHlandiiig had 
pointed out ; and at all times to be ufeful and 
flffifting to the fubjeifts of every civilized power, 
who might refort to Owhyhe?. ■. Frcan the king 
and the principal chiefs I obtained a promifc of 
the c<mtinuancc of .their proteftion, not only to 
their pcrfonsj but to their property alfo ; parti* 
cuiarly, a large aflbrtroent of ufeful and neccf- 
iary articles that I had given them, as well for 
their own comfort, and for the fupport of the 
confequonce tbey had hitherto maintained, as for 
the p«rpofe i>f introdqcing fuch things into ufp 
^among^tithe inhabitants, 

I apppinted to njeet the king and his friends, 
.with Young: and Davis, on my return to tl^e 
jflanda fi:onj. the, cpaftof; 4*n.erica, in the bay 
betweet^ the '^aft ,3jji4 nqrth-eaft points pfOwhy- 
hee; Iwhere I had been given to undcrftand there 
was .a cornnjo^ious bay or port, that afforded fc- 
«uro and gopd aijchorage. , 
- The following aftrpnpipical obfervatipng made; 
at Karakakooa, will, conclude the parratiye of 
our tranfa<nuofis during our ftay at Owhyhee. 
This ifland we quitted about eight in the even- 
ing, and direded pur courfc., clpic hauled, to- 
ivjirds the,ea(l cx\i^ of N^wee..

BY ciay-iight in the morning of Sunda)^ the 
10th of March wc \*ere well in with the

I was not- 
certain whether the northernmoft land thus feeni 
formed the eaftern extremity Of Mowee or not,- 
Irom the diret^lion of thecoaft it foappeaered, but^

TtmolMtttol^o .produced- a certificate 
from Mr. Brown' of the.Butterworth, recom- 
mending him ap a very ufeful, friendly, and ho- 
nefl. m&n- Has c^nee W49 a very fine , one ; this

.. Ab the.wind and weather \ve?e more.fettkd* 
thejTe requefts were complied with ; and Ahas, 
U 3 provided 
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provided with a pilot, t^e. Chatham and odt- 
&lves Itood acFO& the bay imdex double reefed 
topfails, until we had fliut in the ifthmus ; when 
the high land intercepting the current of the 
trade wind, the pit was {nccteAtd by light baf- 
iiing airs. With thefe, acid the afliftance of the 
lights on the fhofeE> we airived at our deAina- 
tion about half paft eight in the evening, when 
we anchored in 2S fathonis water, on a: bottom 
of land, ftones, and cofal. 

The next morning, Tudiday the 12th, we dis- 
covered our Situation to be in the place pointed 
out in our former viilt to thefe iflands by Mr. 
Broughton, who then mentioned another an- 
choring plact in Mowec, a little to the fouth- 
ward of a remarkable round hilt, on a fandy 
beach, projei^ing its rocky baie into the fea. Its 
top, having the appearance of a crater, acquired 
the name of Volcano Hill. ItliesN,>a6W., 
about a league from the ibuth point of Mowee, 
diredly oppofite to the barren and unirthabitcd 
iflct of Morokinney, Whidi lies fomethlng m<»'e 
than two miles from the fliore of that bay. Here 
Mr. Broughton bad found regular foundings from 
fl5 to ] 5 and 7 fathoms, within half a mile of 
the beach, iandy bottom. The beach, about 
half a mile long, appeared very ccmvcotcnt for 
Umding upon ; but I was given to underdand, 
by our pil<jt and others of the natives, that good

- The VolciiHO' hiU bbrt 
bycompafsS. 54E.; Morokinney S:+0 E.; Ttt- 
ho^Jowa fiom S. 35 Ej to S. 7^; Banhai ftbm 
8. 54 W. to N. 78 W.; the weftentmoft part of 
MorMoi in fight N. 00 W.; and 'of two low 
jwojeAing points of land from the fliore of 
MbWee forming the points of the roadftead, the 
northernmoft bore N..2O W., diftant four mile* 
and a h^f; the fouthemmoft, S. 04 £. diftant 
five miles ; and the neareft fliore N. E^ by E., 
half a league dJftant. 

The village of Raheina is of fbmc extent to- 
wards the north-weft part of the' roadftead ; it 
feenied to be plealaritlyfituated on a Ipacc of 
low, or rather gently elevated land, in the midft 
of a grove of bread-fruit, cocoa-nut, and other 
trees j to the caftrward, the country fccmed 
neaifly Barren and uncultivated, and the flioreg 
were bounded by a reef, on which the fiirf 
ftemed to break with io much force as to pre- 
clude -arty landing with =oar boats. In the vil- 
lage, the houfes (ctmcA to be numerous, and to be

ThiS'tedmeffiS-iriqutre o( K9t}iohomoh(f,'\ft'httt 
people onfy had'' been implicated iit'lhatbatba- 
rous tranfadion ? To this he tepliedvtfcat tiiere '■ 
were three, or-four more confideredvai equattjr 
guilt)-; but that thefe had found meansto cfcapev . 
and had fled ■ to the mountains, where ihey bad 
eluded their purfuere fop iuch a length of tim«; 
that any further fearch had- been difcondiroc^ 
and theo&ncq Ixad blown over, and was.neari/ 
forgotten. ■ ' . ■ ' 

I-had imderftood at Owhyhee, that "-thfee ttf 
the princlpai' oflenders conGemed in the murder 
bad been p»tto death by the orders of (Fjr^n*; 
and if -we revert to the circumftances attending 
our vifit in laft March, feveral months fubfequem 
to the difpute with Mr. Ingrahain, It is more 
than probable, that had any iiich fanguinary di^ 
reborn, as have been already mentioned, been 
iflued by Titeeree, they muft have been equally 
in force at. -the time we were there, as on the 
arryval of the Diedalus not long after our depar- 
ture. AJad^ though I rouft confefs, that our re* 
ception at:;Woahoo did not imprefs me with the 
moft exalted' ; opinion of their friendly and ho^ 
pitablc intentions, yet, they dfd not appear to 
ufp jmy means for carrying fuch orders into cf- 

fed; 
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fcQ ! iltljOttgh they had frequent <^jpoetiHiiti<» 
in thecourfe of our walks through the plantft- 
tions, where they could cafily have interrupted 
^ur r^jtreat. But, admitting t^^ -this people of 
Woahoowere under fuch injiiiwSiorvs, as fomc 
have prdtcnded, and that we were irvdebtcd for 
our jMxfervation to the fmall force that attended 
us, or becaufc that day was " tcAw pooty" or a 
day <rf reft and prayer; yet thefc argument* 
iK^ould be infuiBcient on many accounts ; for 
ilicy could not be reconciled with the friendly, 
trufty, and honorable conduS purfilied by the 
chiefs and people on our vifit to Attowai, parti- 
"cul«ly on the evening of our departure. Such 
behaviour, towards us could not poflibly have 
Jiejm obferved by a people who.werc under orders 
£n>m- their king, to kill every white man who 
might come within their power.' . 

Thefc circumftances duly confidcred, render it 
more, than probable, that Ttteeree and Taio were 
innocent of the contrivance, and not concerned 
in the perpetration of the murders at Woahoo. 

The different mercantile people who had vi-t 
fited thefc ifiaads fmce that unfortunate period, 
had tau^t the natives to apprehend the horror 
and deteflation with which we regard unpro- 
voked. .aifaffination. They had apprized- them 
of the difference between our fliips, and the trad^ 
ing - vcflcls that had touched , here for refi-eih- 
ments ; 
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IBcnUi^ diat we a^^d, nipt frt^ tb© orders of 
any private individual, but under the i|]fcial au- 
thority of our fovercign, who had ^ivj^n me 
power^ to take cognizance of all fuch circMcn* 
ibtnces, and to requite the barbarity of the . na- 
tives with thefevereil.piunifliment. 

No hint whatever of this nature had ever 
efcaped my lips, fince the moment I had to deplore 
the melancholy tranfaclion. I was nevetthclefs 
fully determined in my own mind not to offut 
ihaking every icnquiry, nor to fuffer the crincie to 
pafs unnoticed I and, at the fame time, to pur- 
i'ue fuch meafures, as might appear moii: likely 
to prevent in future fuch unpardonatje and ia- 
,vage proceedings. 

To the.mihda of the natives it now appeared 
a matter of great national concwa; and in tbiit 
poii^ of view it waa confidered of fuch impor- 
tance, as to demand from me the moil particular 
inveftigation^ and tbemol) ferious attention. - 

Being thus fortunately poiTeiTed of ib much 
^dTential information from Tomohomshoj I con-j 
iideired 'rayfclf to be fully provided to meet Tt- 
• teereeon this diiircfsful fubjc<fl:, efpecially as -I 
•had heard, with great fatisfa<5Uon from Tomoho- 
mako, that the uofortunate commander of the 
Dsdalus and his [iavty had been guilty of no- 
-otfcnce. whatever, to provoke the untimely fate 
they bad ib unjuftly met. 

I now 
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I now came toya, (tetermiflatiort-- oi^ Uiiifting 
with Titeeree, that the«maining ofiferwiers (liould 
be'brought to jufticc ! not by any-meafures of 
force in our power, but by their Mvft" means; 
That, on their convi<^ion the caufe of'their pu^ 
niflimcnt flioiild be ■ cfearly arid latlsfaftorrly 
made known to the iflanders, with ' alTurahces 
■ that no diftance of time would In future fecurc 
any from detetftion, or prevent the puniflimcnt 
which fuch ctlmes demand. . 

A pufiUanimous condudi on aA occafi&n of this 
nature, could not fail to fink the character of 
-Europeans into the loweft contempt ;.;and atro- 
cities-would become more frequent, either to 
fatisfy the pafiionsofthe avaricious orlicentious, 
or the revenge of any individual, wiio might 
think proper to take urabra,^ if not indulged in 
every whim that his fancy might dilute; to the 
difgrace of-human nature, and the deftrutllon of 
the adventurers engaged in the commerce of the 
North Pacific Ocean. 

In undertaking to negociate a peace ona;firm 
and broad bafis, between Owhyhce and.aJl.the 
'contiguous iilands, my vicwi- were ^dirofled to 
-the advantage, as well as to the general- happi- 
nefs, of the inhabitants oft all the iflands. . The 
new impreffions my mind had. received, tended 
to convince rtie of the. important neeeffity for 
fuch a meafurc, were it only to recover the 
' - ■ people 
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f»«$plc of Moweeftom the deplorsblo cdndi(a«i to 
>vhicfr-th^:teld beta tedttced by an eleven, years 
w»f ; p ^d* ' notwitWlsnding that they had - not 
fo^ghtftfingle battle dtinng thelaft tworyeays, 
yet the detriment fuflaincd by the contcading 
parties, j^-^ ali»efl:£<jually, great.

Every hour produced fomc new itrteiligencc, 
to convince me of the neceflity of bringing, if it 
were poffible, to an immediate cohdafion, the 
ambitious pretenfiona of thefe fovereigns; being 
now decidedly of opinion, that a cohtinnation 
of 'fuch conimOtions would foon defoUtc theiq 
iian<^> and render them incapal:^ of a^rdiftg 
thofc abufidaRt and -excellent fupplics we had 
conftantly derived, and without which the Eng- 
lifh traders wcmld be ill qu^ified to raaintatn 1^ 
commefoe of north-weft America. Whereas, tf 
peace cOUtd' be happily eftabliihed, and the inha- 
bitants "be prevailed upon to ■ be fatisfied, and to 
live in liarmony and good fellowlhip with each . 
Other, they would readily return to their habita- 
tions,- and^o their former employments, of cul- 
tVJti*g"the land, and the other arts of pcade,* 
T^hcte octiup&tidns would "be immediately re- 
fomcd with great energy ; and t^e ability of 
procuring European commodities, for the pur-^ 
pofe hf imitating our manners andiafliions, by 
ihc 'produce of their own labour tiridingenuity^, 
■would ftimulate them to an induftry and exer- 
tion, that would be attended with fo abundant 

aa 
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an mcreaie of produ^ons, as would render th« 
&pplie8 of theie iflands almoft inexhauiHbk ; 
efpecially, as the breed of black cattle, (hcep, and 
gD&tB, already intr^uced, when eftabiifhed under 
fiich happy circumftances, would foon greatly in- 
crearfe.

iron hand of time had not yet entirely obliterated. ,

The royal par^ appearing to he peT%<9d7 fin 
tifiBed, of our fJriendJy intMittons^ I deassanded etf 
Tkeerte, what oScnce had been cammitted \lf 
the late Mr. Hergi^ft, and Mr. Gooch, ta oceaT* 
iion their hamg been- put to death ? Tp thit 
ijue^n they all replied, that neither of tho& 
gentlemen, nor any other per£m belonging to 
the Dzdalus, had, to their knowledge, bcca 
guilty of any offence whatever. I then requeftol 
to know, what was the reafon of their having 
been nusrdered without any provocation on tb«is 
part ; and who was the. chief that gave ordeal 
for that purpofe, or that was by ai^ other nwaot 
the caufc of their loljng their lives ? y^w que^ 
tion was alio anfwered by the folemn declaraCicMV 
of thft wbol« party, that there was no chi«C pre- 
X2 ient 
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frht on that- melancholy occafibn ; norwasany 
thief in the leaft "degree concerned ;' but that 
tlie murder was committed by a lawlei^ ftt of 
tit-minded men; and tKaf^thc ihftant Titeerre 
h8d-'b«come acquainted with the tfanfaftion, he 
had ordered all' thofe who had' been principally 
fconcetwed ^> be put to death ; andin btnaftf^uencc 
of fais diredion, three 6i the o^nders'had fuflered 
that ptminiment. I then defired to khow^if three 
people only iiad been concerned ? The king then 
refdi'ed,- that-many were [rfcient at the time, but 
that only three or tour more were concerned in 
the mui^er j who would likewife have fufFered 
death, had- they not found means to efcape to 
the mountains, where they had fecretcd them- 
lelvcs for fome time ; but that he underftood 
they had returned, and were noW living on or 
nearan eftate beldnging to .TowwAowoAo. Thcfc 
proteftations corrcfponding '.with the evidence 
beftwe related, induced rtic to give credit to the 
ailerted innocence of the chiefs, and the guilt of 
the perfons criminated by them. As puniftiment 
ought to fall on thofe alone, I demanded that 
th«e or four, who were known to have been 
frincipaJs in (the horrid aft, (hould be fought, 
and puniftied according to the heinoufnefs of 
thfiir crime ; not by us, but by themfelves, with- 
out the leaft interference on our part. And that 
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the punilhitient of the murderer? might be ma^ 
OS public and impreffiTc as poiGblc, I recom- 
tneadcd that tt Ihould take place abngitde of the 

ihip, in the prefence of the natives i and that 
the rpe(5bitors, as well as all the ^fent inhabi-* 
tants of the feveral iflands, under the jurifdidion 
pf Tik^ee,ot the inferior chiefs, fhould be made 
■^thoroughly acquainted, that the criminals had 
been puniihed for having been guijty of murder^' 
or for. aiding and a0i(ling therein, and for that 
(:rime only : and that in future, neither chiefe; 
.nor private indiviikials, who might commit fuch 
i£is of l>Mbarity,- flioi^d be «xculed, or efcape 
fimilAT puniihment.be the diftancc of time ever 
lb great, fo long as the offending par-ttcs:haxl life> 
or the Engljfit continued to vifit theie iilands.^ , 
-. Thefe propolitions met no. the fmEiUeft oppo^ 
fition, but on the contrary, much to the credit 
and honor of .the whole party, were readily and 
cheerfully agreed to in every particular. Thi» 
being the cale, I defircd that « chief might ba 
ai^ointed to attend us, fot the purpofe of carry- 
ing tiicfe refolutions intoeffcft, and caufingjuf- 
tice to be properly execlJted. Aftera fhort con-i 
fultation, Titeerfe nominated Toiti$Jitim9fid, and 
invc^ed fcim with due authority, not .only for 
this fundion, but for the fupplylng of bur want^ 
as far as the (Jountry miglit be able to afford.. 
Being defirous that a mote minute furvey of 
X 3 this 
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thia iide of Mowee flienild be made in die boats* 
I ftcqwiinted Ttieeree -with my -wi&cs ; anc} id 
oflder tliat tht£ts, or odter improper -belumeart 
might not be experienced £tom the ditfenent 
iflaikders thej mi^t raeet, I rcqiu&ed that a 
chief jhould he appointed to attend the cicpedi> 
^on. Titeeree replied, that the orders Ifc had 
Ulbed were fuificient to anfwer crery fiorpotc ; 
hut) that if I was particutady defirt>us of the at* 
tiradancc of a chief, Tomohomobo fliould under- 
take the charge. Matters being dius arranged. 
Mr. Whidbcy received my direftiooB to p>rocecd 
on this icrvicc in our cutter, accompamed by that 
of the Chatham ; which took place accordingly 
early the next morning. 

In the forenoon of Thurfday the 1 4th> wo 
were a^in favored with the company of TiUerce 
and his party. Whil^ our boats were engaged 
m the furvey, Mr. Menzies -wifhed to make an 
CKCurfion into the country; and on his defire 
being made known to the king, together with 
mine, that a chief might be appointed to accom- 
pany him who fhould be anfwerable for the be- 
haviour o( the natives, Tomowha, the chief of 
the diftriA, with a young chief called Tea-ow* 
ivhan-nee, were accordingly nominated for his 
guides and proteAors, ' 

This young chief was one of the king's fi>ns ; 
he appeared to be about fifteen years of age, was 

wcU 
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TkH mxiti and had a. plea&nc;. Cboriblc. «nd open 
coontenanoc }£ the Amencaa ^lor*s irafornui'' 
tion touU be dc^nded upon, this young pnnc« 
«rasSnvdled with wry -confidarable ^wcr and 
audtotity. Timi guna'ded, Nfr. Mettocs, with 
two or tltfee of the gcndismcn and the Ameiican 
failar, Iftt cMit, relying -with coa£dencc upon the 
dedamtiion ef ^ king, for eKperiencing every 
ctyiiity and -attention they could |)oi^bdy roquiie. 
Tttetree, confident himfelf under an obliga- 
tion to make ibnie ceturn iot the handfome pre- 
ient he had received, hroaght~me ioxa fmoll lean 
bogs, "vnth a few vegetables; accompanying them 
wi^ many apologies* ftating that his poverty 
prevented him from making fuch acknowledg- 
ments, as his inclination dire^ed, or his fituation 
demanded. The pre&nt reduced condition of 
the ifiand, and consequently of his weateh, had 
been wholly occasioned, he^aid, by the ravage of 
^amaahtnaafi & forces, who, not content with the^ 
vaft quantity of provifions coniumcd during theic 
flay in tbefe iflands, nor with loading their ca- 
noes with the jvodu^ions of the foil, had ^laid 
wafle the lands on all lides, brc^cn the fences of 
the plantations, thrown down the banks of tht 
little canals made for watering the crops, which 
were torn up by the roots ; and that all the hogs, 
dogs, and fowls, that could not be carried away, 
were killed, or difpcrfed over the country. 

X 4 Such 
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Such was the depjwablc accoartt he ti^aixd of 
the diibrdTed Htuation of Mowce, and the.neigh- 
bouring iilaoda. This had' hitherto .{6 humbled 
Mid broken the fpirit of the people, that little 
eicrjdoa had been m^de to rei^oze thefe iflands 
to their accuftomed fertility by cultt^tion; and 
they were at that time under the nccelli^ of 
coUcfting provifions from Woahoo and Attowai, 
for the maintenance of their numerous army oh 
the eaj^em parts of the ifland. I cxprefied my 
concern for the calamitous ilate of bis domi- 
nions, and .took that opportunity of again point- 
ing out the beneficial confequences that would 
refult from a peace with Tainaahm<iak\ and that 
nothing fhort of this could remove or repair thc^ 
ferious difafters of which he fo juftly complained. 
And as I coniJdered that the prefent he had 
brought me, though in itfelf fmall, might pof- 
fibly have put him to inconvenience, I defired it 
might be returned ; but at the fame time I al^ 
iured the king, that his inability to afford me a 
greater quantitj' of refrefliments, would not in 
the leait degree influence ray condu«it in pro- 
njoting the welfare of himlcif and his people, or 
induce me to withhold fuch articles as would be 
of rqal utility to him. 

, In the afternoon we were vifitcd by Taw, who 
prefentfd me with a feathered cloak ; and in re- 
turn, amoBgft other valuables, I prcfented him 

with 
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v^Ith one of fcarlet cloth, which in a teij ihort 
time he gave to his eldcft brother and fovereign» 
Tifeeree. On my a&ing the reaibn for fb ha&y. 
a difpofal of it, he replied, that the old king was 
only tjUcing care of it for Taia ; but I afterwards 
undcrftood, that it was a fort of care that would 
free Tah from any further trouble in the pof* 
ic(Gon. 

The day was too far advanced to enter at large 
on the intcrefting negociation I had fet on foot. 
I briefly pointed out to Teh the outline of the 
bufinefs, and was happy to find, that the idea of 
a peace with Owhyhee fecmed to afford him 
more pleafure and fatisfac^on, than had been 
-exprefled by any other chief to whom this pro- 
pofai had been communicated. After a Ihort 
converfation, he obferved, that we had formerly 
been very great friends when I was at Attowai 
with Captain Cook and Captain Gierke, that he 
ilill retained a very great regard for mc, and 
hoped we (hould both remain in the fame fcnti- 
rhents towards each other. That, as a proof of 
the fincerity of his friendlhip, he had ftill in his 
poiTeflion a lock of my hair, which I had given 
him at that period, when at the fame time I 
refufed a fimllar pledge to Eitemo, and fcveral 
other chiefs, who were prefent on that occafion* 
This ftory, corrcfponding cxadtly with what I 
bad heard from TJannn and Enemo the preceding 

year, 
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^ear, induced me to aik where the lock of hair 
was ? To this Tato replied, that it was cm&ore, 
with fomc other valuable teftimonies of fticnd- 
, fliip, that conftantljr attended him in his travel* 
or campaigns ; and that he would bring k with 
him in the morning. 

The circumftance of the hair having hcfisre 
been frequently mentioned to me, had made me 
endeavour to reCal the peribn of this fcrrmer 
friend to my remembrance; and on recollection, 
I fufpected that Tah muft have been a young 
chief, at that time about eighteen years of age, 
who had made me fcveral prefehts, and^who had 
given me many other inftanccs of his friendly at- 
tention. But, to my great furprize, on his en- 
tering the cabin, I beheld him far advanced in 
years, fcemingly about fifty; and though evi- 
dently a much younger man than Theeree, yet 
nearly reduced to the iame ftate of debility. If 
he were in reality the pcrfon I had confidcred 
him to haveheen, I muft have been much mif- 
taken veith refpect to his age on our former ac- 
quaintance; or the intenjpcrature of that perni- 
cious intoxicating plant the ava, which be took 
in gredt quantities, affifted by the toils of long 
and fatiguing wars, have combined to bring upon 
him a premature old age. Notwithftanding 
thcfc appearances of the decline of life, his coun- 
tenance was animated with great quickncfs and 
fcnfibility, 
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ifcnflbifity, and his behaviour vras affaHc and 
■cottrtemis. His inquiries "were of the moft la- 
gacioos nature, reinjecting matters of ufcfal in* 
fbrmatioii. The ftirewdnefs of his undcrftand- 
ing, his thirft to acquire and wifli to communi- 
cate» ufefo!, intcrcfting, or entertaining know- 
ledge, fufficicntly indicated a very active mind; 
and did not fail to imprefs us with a very favour- 
iible opinion of his general character. Taio and 
his party remained on board until near dark» 
-Vvhen they took their leave for the night, carry- 
ing vfith them fuch prcfents as were fuitablc to 
their feveral ranks and litnations. 

The bottom of the Chatham having been ex- 
amined by di-ring, it was difcovcred that Ibme of 
the copper had been torn off when ihc acciden- 
tally got on Ihore, failing out of Nootka. On 
tbis rcprefentation from Mr. Puget, I deemed it 
expedient that no time Ihould be loft in replac- 
ing the copper, and having the bottom thoroughly 
examined, left feme more important damage 
might have been fuftained. For this fpccific 
purpofe, I gave orders that the inftant her fup- 
plies of wood and water were completed, fhe 
fliould proceed to Nootka, and I directed Mr. 
Puget, on his departure from hence, to examine 
the north fide of Morotoi ; as it was my dcfign» 
in vifiting the other iflands belonging to this 
group, to pais along its fouthcrn fide. 

■ The 
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The next morning* Friday 15th, my .old friend 
TaJo was amongft tbcearlieft of our vifitors, and 
brought with him the lock of hair. It was tied 
carefully round at the bottom* where it was neat- 
ly decorated with fome red feathers, and appeared 
to have been well preferred, and held in fome 
degree of eftimation. The colpur correfponding 
with that of my own, tended to prove its iden- 
tity. 

The prefcrvation of this memorial exhibited .a 
{Inking inflance of Similarity in the human mind, 
by fliewing the fame pledge of fripndfliip that 
exiles in the civilized and polilhed ftates.of th9 
■world, to be held equally in eftimaUon by the. 
untaught inhabitants ■ of thcfe diftant regions, 
Thefe cuftoms muft certainly ^rife from princi-r 
pies innate and common to the fpccies; fmcci at 
the time that Taio foHcitcd and received that 
token of njy regard, it was not ppiBble that he 
ihould have acquired the idea from any European 
or other civilized perfpn. This was one amongft 
innumerable inftances, that occurred in our ac- 
quaintance with the uncultivated world, which 
fcrved to fiicwthe analogy of the fevcral paflions 
and aifections, that, under every colour, clime, 
or in every ftagc of civilization, govern the hu- 
man heart. 

On this occafion, I could not help feeling fom? 

internal humiliation at the fupcricrity which the 

fteadinefs 
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fteadinefs of Tata's ftlendlhip had gainqd oV« 
me ; by preserving the lock of my hair ; by re- 
taining, after" an abfence of fourteen or fiftcca ' 
years, a perfect, recollection of rriy name; arid by 
recounting the various incidents, and the icveral 
acts of reciprocal kindneis aiid friendlhip that 
had taken place in our former acquaintance. All 
thefc he feemed to remember with the greatdi 
pleafiire; but all thefe had been long oblitcrcd 
from my memory. ■ ' 

I truft, that my wifti to pay feme tribute to 
Taio's urifhaken friendfhip, wiU be my cxcufe 
for the infertion of this otherwife unimportant 
fubject. 

In the forenoon, the king, with Ta;o, Nama^ 
hanna, and fuch other chiefs as were necefliiry 
to the ocpafion, being alfembled in the cabin, 
the negociation for peace was again refumcd, 
and the fubject was difcufled with much warmth 
' aniongft thetiifelves. All their arguments tended 
to prove, that peace was an object of their moft 
cafnefb defire, but that they doubted the poffibi- 
lity of obtaining its bleffings, becaufe they could 
place no confidence in the fidelity of Tamaah* 
maah: This prejudice I endeavoured to do away 
by.all my forrner arguments; and, in atMitiwi, 
r pointed out that peace was an object as impor- 
tari'f, ' and as much defired in Owyhee as in 
Mdwee anU its dependencies : that this could not 
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W diluted, as the king, and cbiefs Qf Ourjihee 
would not have IbUicitcxl my ioteifcien^ aod 
good offices to accoB3pLi(h this happy undertak- 
ing* hadtKey not be«n infligaCed by tbefe-wclg^xt^ 
reftToDs. 

Tah however was de^dcdly of opimon, that 
peace- couid- not be obtakicd^ ualeis I wovld re- 
turn to- Owhyhee ; being couvincedj that Tantaah- 
wtaah would place no reliance on any me^ge>. 
that fliould be fent from them by ai^ of thcir 
ehie& I toldthcm^ it was impoffible for mc to 
accede to their wifhes in this rciped, but diat I 
wouid adopt other meafures which would is ef- 
fed anfwcr the fame purpofe, provided they were 
ia earned, and would feithfiUly alude hf the 
ftipulations. I had made with Tamaa?muiahf and 
the chiefe of Owhyhee. Thefe I had commu^ 
mcated to theni, imd in additioa had recomr- 
mendfd that they ftiould hy all means £orget^ if' 
pofEble,. but certmhly forgive, all paA enmities^ 
and tl^ occaiions. of them. ; all injuries aad ior* 
iults; and difccwarage, by every effort iw theii 
power^ all auimofittes^ difputes» and wisn^ing. 
betweeiL the fubjeAs of Titeeree and- tboie of 
TatMaaJiiJtaak. And' as great intemperance in the 
(opport of the queilion, which of theic kia^ waa 
the greateft and mofl: powerful mooarch^ wa& a 
grievance much comjiAained of on both Jldes, foX 
had given rife to much ill blood and c(ukteatioa 
ampnj^ 
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amongfi: the people of die diiferentgovemtdnrta; 
it bccaniK a. matter o£ infiniite conieqiience, that 
4uch conver^kfoons Atould be kruuediately pn»- 
faibittcd. When thde preparafcorj i.iea^urcs had 
undcrgoae due con&decaAioo,. aiod had been ad- 
jured hgr both: partica,. an intereourie of confi- 
dence and friendihipv I aUedged, would natur* 
aily take place between, the pse&nt contendjng 
powcn,; andfach mcaihrcs would be then agreed 
upon, aai woirid ieem to be beft calculated to 
^ure a- permanent goodiuuderftanding, and maft 
bcncficbd to their refpcdEve interefts. Aftti: re- 
peaUxig to them the happ}' conie^nences that 
would refult from fo wlfci. humane and political 
3 meafure, id the {krot mfinner as I had rcpre-t 
fented them to Tantaahinaak, both Taio and 
Niama/mnna, but particularly Tajo, with refpc^* 
f«l formality, queftioned me as to the finccrity 
of my views in thus ftrongly recommending 
thefe peaceful overtures. They defired to know 
thc,rca£>n,, why the advice I gave was fo diroSly: 
(^ppo£te to that of the Several commanders, acui 
people of the trading veffels» who for fome time 
pail had . been their constant vifiton ? who had 
iviiformly rccommei^ed a continuance of the, 
waE with Owhyhee ; had pointed out the nume- 
rom advantages they would obtain ; and had fup- 
pdied them with arnas and ammunition, far the 
eacprefa puxpofe of carrying that advice into ex- 
^ ^ . . ecution. 
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ecution. To thele interrogatories I had no mode- 
■ of replying, but by producing fafts that wfcrc 
tompletely within their own krrowledge and ob- 
servation. I ftated, that fuch advice did not 
come from friends, but from pcribns intcrefted, 
not in their happinefs and welfare, but in their 
own aggrandizernent ; who, having brought with 
them to thefe countries a large aiTortment of 
«rms and ammunition, as articles of trade, would 
be great lofers by fuch ventures, were the inha- 
bitants of the different iflands to remain in peace 
and imanimity with each other ; that under the 
happy circumftances propoftd, thefe engines of 
deftruftion would foou fall into low eftimation ; 
that therefore it was not furprizing, if animofity, 
revenge, and war were recommended, in orderto 
enhance the value of thefe commodities, and by 
that means fecure a larger fupply of refrefhmente; 
That my .purfuit was of a verj' different charadler 
they muft have been well convinced, by the na- 
ture of the articles they had received, cither a» 
prcfents from me, or in exchange for the feveral 
productions of their. country; which were fucH 
as were ornamental to their pcrfons, or really in- 
ftrumental to their welfare. That one of my 
moil favourite objects was, to render them fucb 
fervices, on all occafions, as my fituation could- 
afford. Of this they would be convinced, fliould^ 
they think proper to adopt the pacific- mcaftires 
' Ihad 
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' I had propoftd ; in which cafe, I wouH commu- 
lucate their confent, by writing to the Englilli- 
man rcfi'ding at Owhyhee with Tamaahmaak. 
On the receipt of this, I alledged, a council of the 
chiefs would be immediately aiTembled, and in 
the prefence of a chief to be appointed by Ttteeree, 
and entruftcd with the charge of this important 
commiffion, Tamaahmaak, and the chiefs ot • 
Owhyhee, would folemnly agree' to, and faith- 
fully abide by the peace, on the terms alrcadv 
mentioned. And that further, to fecure the 
performance of the promifes made to me at 
Owhyhee, I would threaten to withdraw the 
friendftiip and good will I entertained towards 
that Ifland, in cafe the king and the chiefs fliould 
refufe to ratify their engagement. 

Having thus explained to Ttteerie and his , 
friends, my wifhes, and motives for the advance- 
ment of their happinefs and welfare, I left them 
at full liberty either to embrace the bleflings and 
advantages of peace, or to continue in their prc- 
fcnt calami tousftate of warfare and hoftllity 

After a fhort confultatlon with each other, they 
unanimoufly declared for peace. 

. Without any folicitation on my part, Tato re- 
quefted that," on my return to thefe Iflands, I 
would take hirri to Owhyhee, where, under my 
proteflion, he would, in perfon, treat with Ta- 
maahmaah, in order that a laftlng-peace might 

Vol. ni. Y be 
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be concluded, and an amicable intercourfe eftab- 
liflied between Owhybee and all the ifiands ; 
and he defired that thefe his intentions might be 
made known to Ta/naahmaah. This was accord- * 
ingly done inmj' letter to Owhyhcc on this fub- 
jeiS, which was to be mtrufted to a lenfible and 
careful chief; who, impowered with fufficient 
authority, was immediately to proceed to Owhy- 
hee, in order to negociate this defirable bufinefs 
■with Tamaahmaah. 

The execution of this embafly was allotted to 
a chief named Martier; a man, whofe firft ap 
pearance and deportment were likely to make 
unfavourable impreffions; but whofe real cha- 
rafter, I underftood, was that of a fhrewd fen- 
fible fellow; and though his countenance was 
ferocious, yet he was remarkable for the mild- 
nefs^and evennefs of his difpofition. In all our 
conferences he was a principal fpeaker, and from 
the great attention paid by Titeeree and Taio to 
what he faid, it was evident that his abilities 
were in great eftimation. 

This favourite obje(S being lb far attained, I 
embraced the opportunity of a full affembly, to 
advert again to the inhuman murder at Woahoo. 
On this occafion I was flopped, rather haftily* 
by Titeeree, who obferved, that that bufinefs was 
already fettled; that they had full confidence in 
my aflertions, and that I ought not to doubt them ! 
o Having

Having confidcred i general reftoiatioh of tran- 
quillity to thefe illands,- and the puniihment of the 
criminals at Woahoo, to be matters of the firft 
importance to the fafety and interefts of the Com- 
mercial adveriturers in this ocean, they had for 
fome time paft occupied much of my attention. 
The profpeifl'Of the one being happily accom- 
pliflied, and of the other being executed with 
juftice, afforded my mind no fmall degree of fa- 
tisfatSipn ; and as, by the furvey on which our' 
boats were employed, I fliould obtain a perfect 
knowledge of the fhorcs of this ifland, the princi- 
pal objeds that had induced my vifit hither, 
feemed to promife a fuccefsful termination. 

As neither hogs nor other refrelhments could 
be procured, I was anxious to quit this ftation, 
Titeeree and his counsellors were made acquainted 
that I intended fo to do, on the return of the 
boats, which were expeiSed the next morning ; 
when, agreeably to their eameft requeft, I pur- 
43ofed to pay them a vifit on ihore, whilft the fhip 
was preparing for her departure. 

They expreffed much concern at the fliortnefi 
of our.ftay, and feme furprifc that we fliould ib 
fuddenly take our leave. This I explained was 
occafioncd by the ncceflity I was under to vjfit 
other diftant countries, and not from any difm- 
clination, or want c^ friendfliip for them, as they 
had fuppofed. With this reafon they became 
Y 2 perfcaiy 
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perfc<ftly fatisfied, but hopcdj as I could pay them 
only one vifit on fhore, that it might be deferred 
until Sunday morning, becaufe the next day was 
taboo poory, and it woiJd be impoffible for them 
to receive us as they could wifti. Thiy eagerly 
intreated me to remain until that time, when they 
would repair to the fliip and accompany me on 
iliore. "Hie fame of our fire- works had reached 
Mowee, and they added to this requeft an earneft 
defire, that their curiofity might be gratified in 
this refpedl. Taio in particular wasVery preffing 
in. his folicitations, and as it was our firft vifit to 
thefe chiefs, whofe fricndftilp and good opinion 
I much wifhed to cultivate, I was induced to . 
comply with their wilhes ; efpecially as I was 
now fatisfied that I had fufficient time for the - 
bufinefs I had to traniaft this feafon at the other 
iflands, and to join the Chatham at Nootka, long 
before fhe would be ready to proceed with us to 
the northward. 

The chiefs having fucceeded in their wifhes. 
the whole party feemed exccffively happy, and 
resumed to the fliore for the purpofe of attending 
their religious ceremonies. ' 

In l;he evening, Mr. Menzies with his party 
returned from the mountains, having received 
the greateft civility and attention from fuch of 
the natives as they had met with during their 
excurfion ; and the next morning, Saturday the 
', ,l6th, 
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J 0th, Mr. Whidbey arrived on board, after com- 
pleting the examination of the fliores on this iiite 
of Mowce. 

The Chatham's cutter was fent on board, and 
Mr. Puget, agreeably to my direftions, failed for 
Nootka, paflBng between the weft end of Mowec 
and the eaft part of Morotoi. 

Mr. Whidbey rcfumed his lurvey round the 
■weft point of Mowce; which lervice he perform- 
ed, and returned in the evening. 

Before 1 clofe the narrative of our proceedings 
on this ftation, I ftiall ftate the refult of the 
information obtained in Mr. Whidbey's cxcur- 
iion. 

During the firft day the boats did not advance 
more than feven miles along the fliore, in a direc- 
tion N. 6o E. to a place called by the natives 
Patoa, and reached even that with much labour 
and difficulty ; not only in confequence of the 
violence of the wind, which had nearly driven 
them from the land, but becaufe, in their endea- 
vours to approach the ihores, the Chatham's cut- 
ter fhipped fome heavy feas, and was in imminent 
danger of being loft. Patoa is reprefented by Mr. 
Whidbey as a roadftead affording good anchorage ; 
its depth of water from ] o to 20 fathoms, faridy 
bottom ; the former within half a mile, the latter 
about a mile from the fhore, where there is an 
excellent run of frefli water, though the place is 
y 3 inconve- 
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kiconvcnient for filling cailjs expedkioufly, as 
the water takes it courfe amongft fomc rugged 
rocksjiivcr which large caiks could not be rolled. 
This difficulty, however, might eafily be fur- 
mounted by allowing t|ie cailcs to remain on the 
beach, where the natives, for a very fmall reward, 
would foon fill them. The foundings /rom the 
fliip were regular all the way to Patoa ; a ftation 
eafily found, by attending to- the following de- 
fcription. 

The large bay already noticed, lying before the 
ifthmus, has its weftern fide formed by high 
rocky precipices, that rife perpendicularly from 
the fca. To the weftward of thefe precipices 
the coaft is chiefly compofed of fandy beaches, 
and the mountains, at feme diftance from the 
fliore, forni two remarkable vallies, feparated 
from each other by a high rugged mountain, 
feemingly detached frorp the reft, and approach- 
ing nearer to the beach than thofe to the right 
and left of it. The anchorage at Patoa is abreaft 
of the eafternmoftof thefe vallies, which ap- 
peared to be fruitful and well cultivated. 

The boats remained at this ftation until the 
next morning, when they proceeded along ftiore 
to the eaftward, and found the iame foundings 
until they were abreaft of the rocky precipices ; 
here they gained no ground; but, clofe to ^he 
ftiore the bottom, which was rocky, was reached 

with 
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with twenty fathoms of ilnc. Thefe precipices 
extend about a league from Patoa, in the line of 
the fliore, then trend more northerly, and at the 
diftance of about four miles join the low land of 
the ifthmus ; _before this lies a reef, or rather dc- ' 
tached patches of rocks, at the diftance of near a 
quarter of a mile from the fliore ; without which 
the foundings are regular and good. The weft- 
crn fide of the large bay is formed by thefe preci- 
pices or cliffs ; its oppofitc fliore about four miles 
dtftant, takes a north direftion from the Volcano 
hill ; the dtpth of the bay is there fomewhat 
increafed ; the foundings on the eaftern fide are 
regular, but very rocky. 

Nearly in the middle of its weftern fide is a 
village, called by the natives Mackerrey ; off this 
there is anchorage in feven fathoms water, a little 
more than a quarter of a mile from the fliore, the 
bottom fand and broken coral. This fituation 
is land-locked in every diredllon, excepting be- 
tween Tahowrowa and Rannai, whft-e to the 
fouth-weftward it is expofed about two points of 
the compafs, but not liable I belieTe to much 
wind from that quarter. The neighbouring 
fliores afford good landing, and, in moderate wear 
ther, the communication is cafily cffedled ; but, 
the negleded and impovcrlfiied ftate of the fur- 
rounding country offers no inducement to ftran- - 
gers^ under- its prefent circumffance^, to make 
Y 4 choice 
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choice of it as a ftopping, or refting place ; though 
it is probably one of th? beft fli^ltered and moft 
convenient anchorages which thefeiflan^Jspoflefs. 
In all likelihood, good water might with-little 
labour be procured at a fmall dlftance to the 
Southward of the village, from the upper part of 
a ftream that was found' rufliing through the 
loofe fand compofing the beach ; though jpft 
below high water mark it was fomewhat brackift. 
The inhabitants, who are generally nice in this 
particular, procure their water from this run at 
low tide. The examination of this bay being the 
limits of Mr. Whidbcy's excurfion to the eaft- 
ward, he returned to the iliip ; from whence 
he continued hi^ refearches round the weftem 
point of Raheina roadftead, and found the ihores. 
bounded by a reef, which adrtiits of only one 
landing place for boats, and that a very indiife- 
rent one, at the eaftern part of the village. 
From ths fliip to the ihore the foundings were 
regular, decreasing to five fathoms dole to the 
reef, extending in general about a fourth of a 
mile from the beech and not exceeding that dif- 
tance from the weft point of the roadftead; where 
on the north fide of that point the reef termi- 
nates. This point, with the weft extremity of 
Mowee, which is bold and free from rocks or 
other impediments, forms an excellent little bay; 
its outer points lie from each other N. 14 W. 

and 
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and S. 14 E. about a league afunder. The 
northern point is formed by a, round hill clofc to 
the water fiiie, much refembling Volcano hill, 
but not quite fo large. This bay Mr. Whidbey 
eHeemed the mod eligible anchoring place he had 
feen in Mowee ; the ibundings, in the line of th« 
two points, from ten to fourteen fathoms, foft, 
iandy bottom, regularly decreafed to five fathoms 
dole to the beach ; which is protedtd from the 
ocean, and the prevailing winds, by its north 
point locking in with the eaftera part of the 
illand of Morotoi. It is free from rocks, ihoals, 
or other obftacles ; and affords pleafant landing 
and good anchorage, where vcflels may He nearly 
land-locked in every dire<^ion, excepting that be- 
tween Rannai and Monotoi, in the weftem quar- 
ter. This fpace, however, embraces but a fmall 
extent, from whence little danger can be appre- 
hended. 

The day being too far fpent prevented. Mr. 
Whidbey from landing ; but we were informed 
by Tomokomoho, that the fliores of that bay afford- 
ed abundance of very excellent water. This ad- 
vantage gives the bay a great preference to any 
other flation In Mowee, efpecially as its ingrefs , 
and cgrefs may be effefted with much eafe by 
approaching it from the northward ; as the regu- \ 
lar trade wind may be depended upon, which 
without interruption or fuddcn gufts, blows paft 

the 
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the bay, and enables veffcls to chufe in it what 
ftation they pleafc. 

By thefe means a very accurate knowledge of 
the ftiorcs on this fide of Mowee was acquired. 
Thefe appeared to be more likely to afford an- 
chorage and Ihelter, than thofe of the other 
iilands ; but, as I have already had occafion to 
obferve, under the prefent impoveriflied ftate of 
this and the neighbouring Iflands, Mowee is cer- 
tainly not the moil defirable rendezvous for vef- 
fels employed in the commercial purfuits of this 
hemifphere; it is likewife neceilary to add, that 
notwithftandirig the advantages of Patoa and 
Mackerrey, there is great reafon to fufpeil that 
the bottom at thofe places, as well as on all 
this iidc of Mowee, is no where good holding 
ground. That of the roadftcad of Raheina, I am 
convinced, is nothing more than a very flight 
covering of fand, over a bed of hard coral ; and ' 
the fame remark feems to extend to the edge of 
the bank, where, in forty fathoms water, the bot- 
tom is much fofter, but the declivity of the bank 
is fuch, shat with a ilrong wind from the fliore, 
veflels would not be able to retain theW anchor- 
age. By Mr. Whidbcy's examination of the 
fouth-weft part of Mowee, the foundings gene- 
rally indicated the fame deceitful bottom ; this 
can only be dlfcovered by anchoring upon it, as 
the lead only brings up the fand and fmall ftoncs, 

which 
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which cover a bed of folid rocktx:neatli, that the 
anchor cannot penetrate. Of this we had pr<K>f 
on two different days ir» the fqualls of wind that 
came acrofs the ifthmus, which drove the veflels 
in whatever diretSion the wind chanced to blow, 
though they were riding with a very fufficicnt 
fcope of cable. As- we were not moored, I at 
firft attributed this circumftance to the anchor 
being foul, but on heaving it up, this was not 
found to be the cafe ; whilft the peak of the an- 
chor, with the under part of the ftock, were found 
much chafed, by their having been dragged along 
the hard ground. 

Another inconvenience attending theft two ■• 
places, is the violent gufts, or rather gales of 
wind, that I believe cosftantly pre^'ail whcr^thc 
trade wind blows frefh at fea; and particularly, 
when it is from the northern quarter. At thefe 
times it is moft violent, and ruflies with fuch fury 
over the ifthmus, as to prevent all communica- 
tion with the ihore ; and if my conjedure reiped- 
ing the bottom be right, veflels would have great 
difficulty to fnaintain their ftations. 

The king, Taio, and the reft of the chiefs re- 
turned according to theij- promife to the ftiip, oil 
Sunday morning the 1 7th ; and in the forenoon, 
accompanied by Ttteeree, and fbme of our officers 
in two armed boats, with a guard of marines, I

fmd my compliments on fliorc, where the land- 
iilg was but mdifferent. 

Wc were received by the natives with the 
grcateft civility and friendfliip. At the firft view 
tl>ey appeared very numerous, being collefled on 
B fmail Ipace of ground ; but when they were a 
IkOc diftributed, their number, including the 
, children, did not exceed fix or feven hundred. 
The king conduced us through the crowd, who 
made wsy for us, and behaved in a very orderly 
manner. We ibon arriVed at his refidence. This 
ctHififted of two itnalt fliabby huts, lituate^ in a 
pleafant grove of fpreading trees, where we were 
fcrved with cocoa nuts, and other refreflimcnts. 
] requefted that Titeeree and Taio would accom- 
pa?¥, us in a walk through the plantations ; this 
they begged leave to decline, and pleaded their 
age and infirmities as an excufe. They however 
dire^ed that Namahanna, Tomohomoho, and Mar- 
lier ihould attend us, who would equally present 
the obtrufion of the curious, and render us every 
fcrvice. 

Attended by our guard and thcfe chiefs, we 
vifited the cultivated parts of the plain of Raheina; 
thefe occupied no very great extent ; the part 
bordering on the fca ihore was pleafantly laid out 
in plantations of taro, potatoes, fugar cane, the 
cloth plant, &c. tolerably well Ihaded by fpread- 

ing 
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ing trees, chiefly of the bread fruit ; but in poirtt 
of fize, or in thft luxuriance of its produdiofns, if 
bore no proportion to the plains of Otaheite anrf 
of the Society iflands. Throu^ thelc grounds' 
little canals were cut in various direiSions, that 
fuppUed the feveral plantations, with water; the 
whole originating from a continual fpring of ex- 
cellent water, fufficlently above the level to inun- 
date every part. The taro was growing among 
the water, but in a very bad ftate of culture, and 
in very fmall quantities. To the ravage and de- 
ilrudlion of Tamaahmaah's wars, the wretched- 
appearance of their crops was to be afcribed ; of 
this they grievoufly complained, and were conti- 
nually pointing out the damages they had fuftain- 
ed. The defpoiled afpeft of the -country was 
an incontrovertible evidence of this melancholy 
truth. Moft of the different tenements in the 
lands formerly cultivated, where now lying wafte, 
their fences partly or intirely broken down, and 
their little canals utterly deftroycd ; nor was a hog 
or a fowl any where to be fcen; By far the 
larger portion of the plain was in this rulnoiK 
ftate ; and the fmall part that was in a flourifhing 
condition, borci the evident marks of very recent 
labour. 

Having extended our walk as far as our inclina- 
tions led us, and having fatisfied our curiofity, 
we returned- to the royal habitation, where wc 

found 
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ibund Titeeree and Taio at dinner on raw pickled ■ 
£fli, and poe tare; that is, a tntfs made of the 
taro root, not unhkc a haHy pudding. Senfihle 
that we were not likely to rclifli fuch food, they 
had provided two very fine baked hogs, which 
were immediately fet before us, but the cook 
having neglected to provide any vegetables, w hich 
was a more important article to us, we declined, 
the repaft, and the chiefs having finiflied their 
meal, returned with us on board. 

As this was likely to be the laft vifit of Tjteeree 
and Taio, I prefentcd them with a large affort- 
men of ufcful tools, implements, and houfehold 
utenfils, with clbth, linen, feme beads, and other 
articles of ornament. To Tttecree I gave alio 
ibme goats ; .and thcfe being the firft foreign 

. animals imported into Mowee, were regarded as 
a moft valuable prefent. The inferior chiefs and 
attendants were not negle<5ted on this occafion, 
and I had the fatisfadlon to find, that my libera- 
lity bad exceeded their moft fanguine expcifla- - 
tions. By this time they had become well ac- 

, quainted with the noble and generous conduiS of 
Tatnaahmaah, and our reception and treatment 
at Owhyhec. This they would have been happy 

to have imitated, had they not been prevented 

by the general diftrefs of their country; but 
they prornifed to affift us on our return to th? 

very utmofl of their, power and ability. 

1 
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In the evening, we had a difplay of fire- works 
from the after part of the Ihip, to the great terror 
and admiration of oUr vifitors, and their attend- 
ants on board, and of the natives of all defcrip- 
tions aflcmbled in their canoes about the fhip, 
comprehending moft probably all the inhabi- 
tants. 

The exhibition being concluded,' I expetfled 
to have taken leave of my Mowee friends, but 
the night being very dark, and a heavy furf break- 
ing on the fliore, the king and Taio were not 
much inclined to leave us, faying they ftiould be 
liable to great danger in paffing the reef in the 
dark. This circumftance induced me, though 
contrary to my eftabliihed rule, to indulge.them 
and the major part of their retinue with my 
cabin. The night was more appropriated to 
converfation, than to fleep. I retirted to reft, 
but was frequently awakened, and found that 
their difcourfe was principally on the occurrences 
that had taken place fmce our arrival, and on the 
deftruiflive powers of our fire-works when ufed 
in, war. 

The next morning, Monday the 18th, Tiieeret 
departed in a very fndden manner, and without 
my knowledge. I became apprehehenfivc that 
Ibme accidental offence had been given him ; 
but Taio affured me of the contrary, and that 
iiich was his common pradice of retiring. 'I 

had 
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had indeed, before, noticed an abruptnefs in his 
leaving the fliip ; but on the prefent occafion ,1 
thought he would have Ihewn more refpeft. 

Tahf Martier, and fome of the other chiefs, 
rcrtiained with us till we failed. This wc 
were prevented doing until near noon ; when, 
with a light breeze from the weftward, we put to 
fca, and they took an afFeftionate leave of us. 

Thus we quitted Mowee, little benefited by 
the refreihments it had afforded ; for although I 
did not choofe to accept the inadequate returns 
of the chiefs, yet every article of this fort that 
was brought alongfide for fale was purchafcd, 
and the whole did not amount to two days fub- 
fiftence. 

The mean refutt of our obfervations made be- 
tween the 12th and 17th, Ihewed the latitude 
of the Ihip's ftation at Raheina roadftead, to be 
20« 50', the longitude 203" 19'. All further 
nautical information, relative to this anchorage 
and its Immediate neighbourhood, will moll pro- 
bably be better obtained from the charts of ^the 
iflands, than from any written defcription.

T IGHT baffling winds attended^<^„afterleav- 
•^^ ing Rabcina roadftead, until the evening of 
Monday the 1 8th, when we reached thje channel 
between Mowee and Morotoi, whcg-e we njet the 
regular trade windblowlng a pleafantgale.' With 
this we ftood to windward, and anchored for the 
night off the N. W. part of Mowee^ in ig fa- 
thorns water, foft iandy bottpm.. Its Ihoces ex- 
tended by compafs' from N. 51 E. to S. 4 E., its 
neareli part bote E. by S. two • n>iles from us, 
and the eaft point of Morotoi; ■. N. 1 6 W. diftant 
eight miles. ..,■■. 

Eariy the next morning,^ with a plba^ant breeze 
from the N. E., we ftood qtct towards the eaft 
point of Morotoi, until we were within .a , league 
of the fliore; which was bounded^byi^ rfef, ex- 
tending about half a leagiie from :iL .; Thu« we 

Vol. Iir. Z failed 
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iailed along to the wcftward, and faw feveral 
ftiallow breaks forming paffages for boats, but 
not affording any flielter for ftiipping againft the 
prevailing winds. About Half a league fouth of 
the eaft point of Morotoi, which is fituated in 
Tfeiitude 2r°0'» longitude 203" J6', lies a fraall 
barren rocky iftet, c^led by the natives Modboe- 
nette ; And frbili that point the fliores of the 
ifland lie S. 58 W. In this, direction the land 
rife rather ibrtiptly from the lea, towards the 
lofty mountains in the centre of the eaft part of 
Morotoi ; and though the acclivity was great, yet 
the face ©f ^fe couritry, diVerfified by eminences 
and Tallica, bore a verdant and fertile appearance. 
h feettied to be well inhabited, in a high ftate of 
cultivation^ and prefented not only a rich; but a 
romintic profped. To the weftward of thefe 
cliffs; the feores tcrriiinated in the former direc- 
tion by a Ifew point of land, called by the na- 
tives Cryhoa, and from thence they ftretch N. 
95 W. eight leagues, to the weft point of the 
iJland. From Crynoa the country aflumes a 
dreary afpe^. The mountains, forming the 
eaftern part of the ifland, gradually, dcjfcerwi to 
the weftvi'ard, and like thofe of Mowee, termi- 
nate on a low ifthmus, which appears to divide 
the ifland into two peninftiks; Thcfe however 
bear HO proportion to eacl* otho"; tfw eafttfn- 
moft, which, is far the largcift, is cornpofed of 

"very 
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very high land, but the weftemmoft does not 
rife to any elevation, beyond that of a mode- 
rate height. The country from Crynoa rifes 
from the fea by an afcent, uruntcrrupted with 
chafms, hills, or vallies. This uniform furface, 
on advancing to the wcftward, exhibited a gra- 
dual decreafe in the population ; it difcovered an 
uncultivated barren foil, and a trad: of land that 
gave refidence only to a few of the lowrr orders 
of the iflanders, who reibrt to the ihores for the 
purpofe of taking fifli, with which they abound. 
Thofe fo employed are obliged to fetch 'their 
frcth watet from a great diftancc ; none but 
what is iM^ckiih being attainable, on the weftem 
parts of Morotoi. This information I had he- 
fore gained from feveral chiefs at Mowee, and 
was now confirmed in it by Tomohomoho, who 
was accompanying us to Woahoo ; and who 
alfo acquainted mc, that along the Ihores of this 
fouth fide, which are chiefly compofcd of afandy 
beach, anchorage would be found on a clear 
fandy bottom. But as there were no projeding 
points for fhelter, I did not think a further exa- 
mination worth the time it would employ, and 
therefore proceeded to the bay at the weft end 
of the ifland, for the purp<rfe of feeing if, con- 
trary to my former obfcrvations, it was com- . 
modious for the refitting of velTcls, as it had 
been reported. 

22 . We 
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Wc pafled within about half a league of the 
weft point of the iflarid, fituated in latitude 
21" 0' 30", longitude 202" 43', with regular 
foundings from 1? to 23 fathoms, fan^ bottom. 
The N. W. point of the ifland lies from the 
weft point N. 25 E., -at the diftance of three 
kagues ; between thcfe two points a commo- 
dious bay had been ftated to exift ; whereas we 
-found the whole intermediate fpace "nearly a 
ftraight ihoce, compofed alternately of rugged 
rocks and fandy beaches. 

The day being too far advanced for ftanding 
over to Woahoo, we ftood to windward, and 
anchored for' the night in jg fathoms water, 
fandy and bad holding ground ; as the ftiip w^ould 
not ride with lefs than a whole cable, although 
the trade wind blew but a moderate breeze. In 
working up, the foundings were pretty regular 
from 17 to So fathoms, fine fandy bottom ; 
" and where we anchored, within about a mile 
of the breakers, the weft point of the ifland 
bore by compafs fouth, diftant four miles ; and 
the north-weft' point N. 20 E. about the fame 
diftance. Our fituation here was as clofe into 
ihore as veffels can He with fafety ; this fide of 
tbe ifland being entirdy open, and expofed to 
the, north and north-weft winds, which Mow 
frequently with great violenco ; and to a heavy 
fca, that is almoft conftantly rolling from that 
quarter 
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quarter on the fliores ; and which at that time 
•broke with (6 much fury, that it would have ■ 
been dangerous to land even in canoes. 
■ The country had the fame dreary and barren 
appearance as that noticed on the fouth fide, 
and I was informed it was equally deftitute of 
■ water. 

With a light caftcrly breeze, about fix o'clock 
on Wednefday morning the 20th, we direfted 
our courfe {o as to fail along the north fide of 
Woahoo. Tomohomoho objei5led to this mode of 
approach, faying, that the murderers refided near 
Whytecte bay, which would be the beft ftation 
for us to take ; for if we went to the other fide^ 
he fhould have a great dift^ncc to go in fearch 
of them, by which means the offenders might 
get intelligence of our errand, efcape into the 
mountains, and Titecree would be accufed of 
breaking his promifc. There appeared fo much 
good fenfe in this precaution, and fo much ear- 
neftnefs in Tomchonioho to execute the bufineis 
cntruiled.to h'un, tiiat I did not hcfitate to yield 
to his wifbcs, and poftponed the examination of 
the north fide of the iHand till our next vifit ; 
and wc proceeded to Whytecte, where we an- 
chored about three o'clock, in ■ ten fathoms 
water, occupying nearly our :former'ftation. • 

We v.-ere vifitcd by a few of the riativcg in' 

feiall fingle canoes, who brought little or nothing 

2 3 to 
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to difpoft of. One double canoe only made its 
eppcarance. In this came James Coleman, on» 
of tjie three men we found laft year left by Mr. 
Kcndrick at Attowai. This man had quitted Mr. 
Kendrick's employ, and had entered into the 
■fcrvice of Titeeree, who had ftationcd him at 
this ifland in order to regulate the trade, and to 
afiGit fuch veflels as might touch at Woahoo for 
refreihments. This correfponded with what I 
had heard in fupport of T'tteeree% character, in 
contradidion to the report that had been circu- 
lated, of his having iffued orders for putting to 
death all the white men who refided in, or who 
might vifit, his dominions. 

Coleman was accompanied by a chief named 
Tennavee, and a lad called To-hoo-hoo-ar-io. The 
latter had made a voyage to China in fome of 
the trading veffels, and had picked up a (cvf 
Englifli words that rendered his converfation 
very intelligible. Thefe informed me, that they 
were fent by Try-too-hoo-ry, Titeeree % eldeft fon, 
and governor of Woahoo in his abfence, to in- 
quire who we were, and to offer fuch fupplies as ' 
the ifland afforded ; though at prefent they could 
not b^aft of any abundance. They apologized • 
for "Xrytoobooryi not coming himfeif, as he was 
ill, and not able, without much pain, to walk or 
fit upright. 

Coleman 
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Coleman introduced th« melanchtdy ibbjc<St 
of our countrymen's unhappy fate, and ftated the 
circunnftances attending it much in the fanw 
way as we had heard them at Mowee ; but, for 
our more particular information, he referred vs 
to Tohoobooarto, who, he faid, was prefent, and 
would relate the whole of that tranfadion. 

Tohoobooarto ft lied, that he had received much 
civility from Mr. Hcrgcft and the reft of the gen- 
tlemen, on his viliting the Dadalus at Whymc& 
bay, on the oppofite fideof this ifland ; that when 
Mr. Hergeft and Mr. Gooch were going on 
■ihorc, he accompanied them in the boat, to affift 
as an interpreter ; that when they arrived at the 
beach, he advifed Mr. Hergeft by no means to 
land ; telling him, that there was no chief pre- 
ofent, and that it was a part of the iiland where a 
great many very bad people rcfided ; that no at- 
.ixntion was paid to his advice ; that they went 
on (hore, and after taking fome meafures, with- 
.out any oppofition, for procuring a fupply of wa- 
ter> Mr. Hergeft left fome diredions with his 
people; and then, ftill contrary to the advice of 
this young man, went with Mr. Gooch from the 
fea-ftde up to the habitations of the natives, who 
behaved to them in a friendly manner. At this 
time Tohoobooarto had left them, in order to wa(h 
bimfelf in the frefti water, (a prevailing cuftom 
on landing after being, fome time at fea) and 
2 4 whilft 
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whilft the gentlemen were abfent, a difpute arofe 
at the watering place, between the natives and 
the people of the Dsedalus, from which an affray 
enfued, and the Portugucre feaman was killed. 
That no harm or moleflatton had been offered, 
, or was intended, towards thofe gentlemen, who 
were treated civilly by the people of the village, 
until the news of this unfortunate tranfadtion 
arrived ; when, to prevent revenge taking place, 
it was thought neceflary to put to death the 
chiefs whom they had in their power ; and that, 
in purfuance of this horrid refolution, Mr. Gooch 
was inftantly killed by being flabbed through the 
heart with ^pahooa; that the firft blow only 
wounded Mr. Hergeft, who, in endeavouring to 
make his way towards the boat, was knocked 
down by a large ilone hitting him on the fide of 
his head, and was then murdered in a raofl bar- 
barous manner. The man who ftabbed Mr. 
Gooch, the one who firft wounded. Mr. Hergefl, 
and another who had been principally concerned 
at the watering place, had been, he faid, appre- 
hended by Titeerees orders, and been put to 
death. To affure us of his having been prefent; 
and having interfered to fave Mr. Hergeft, he 
pointed out the fear of a wound in his left arm, 
which he fald he had received on that occafion; 
and further added, that the man who knocked 
down and murdced Mr. Hergeft, with two or 

three 
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three others materially concerned, were ftill Hy- 
ing, and refided not far from our then anflioragc. 
The former of thefe he had, .pointed out a few 
days before to Coleman. I inquired of Coleman, 
if he had ever heard this young man tell this 
melancholy ftory before ? who inftandy replied, 
. that he had, and precifely as it was then related.; 
■which correfponded with the account he had re- - 
ceived from other natives, and that he believed 
it to be a very true ftatcment. 

After Tohoobooarto had finifhed his account, he. 
was qucftioned by Tomohovwho, about the refi- 
dence.of the offenders, who defired that he would 
accompany him and Tennavee for the purpofe of 
apprehending the delinquents, and bringing them 
to juftice. At firft, Tohoobooarto declined cut 
gaging, fearing the friends and relations of the 
offenders would murder him ; but on being af- 
fured of proteftion by Tomohomoho, he confented, 
and the whole party made the beft of their way 
to the fhore. I intrufted to Coleman a prefent 
of red cloth, and fome other things, as a pledge 
of my good will and friendly dlfpofition towards 
Trytooboorj ; as alfo an axe, and other articldfe, to 
"Tomohomoho, which he requeflcd to be the bearer 
of for the fame purpole. 

The next forenoon, Thurfday the 21 ft, Cole- 
man with Tomohomoho and Tennavee came on 
board. As no one appeared liLe a prifoner in 

the 
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Ithc eanoc, I inquired of Coleman if the mur- 
■dcrers were in cirftody ? He faid, he believed 
they were, but did not pofitively know, as the 
bufinefs after landing the preceding evening, had 
been condui5led by the chiefs with the mofl pro- 
found Tccrecy ; that he had fcen nothing of the 
party during'the whole of the night, nor till they 
were about to put off from the beach, when he 
jumped into the flern of the canoe. The two 
chiefs defired I would attend them into the ca- 
bin ; where, after fliutting all the doors, they 
informed me, that the man who had murdered 
Mr. Hergeft, with two others who had been 
equally adtive and guilty, were in the forepart of 
the canoe, and that no time fhould be loft in ie- 
curing them, left any thing Ihould tranfpire, and 
they fliould again make their efcape. Orders 
were immediately given for their being admitted 
into the fliip, and they foon were brought into 
the cabin. 

The chiefs now pointed out the principal of- 
fender, whofe appearance correfponded with the 
defcription given by Tohoobooarto. One half of 
his body, from his forehead to his feet, was made 
jet black by pumfluating ; the other two men 
■were marked after the fame manner, but not 
■with the fame regularity. Thefe appearances 
alone would not have been fufficient to have 
identified their perfons, as we had feen many 

of 
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of Tit£eree% fubjedls disfigured after the Jame 
barbarbus fafhton ; which I underftood had be«i 
adopted in the late wars, for the purpofe of in- 
creafmg the ferocity of their appearance, and 
ftriking their enemies with terror, 

Tohoobooarto was not prefent a3 a witnefe 
againft the accufed peribns ; this I very much 
regretted, but as there was great probabihty that 
Coleman's evidence would confirm what the 
chiefs had aflcrtcd, he was called in. After fted- 
faftly furveying their perfbns, he pointed out the 
fame man whom the chiefs had accufed as the 
murderer of Mr. Hergcft, but faid, that he had 
no knowledge of the other two. 

Notwithftanding Coleman's corroborative evi- 
dence, Imuch wilhed for further proof before 
I fandtioned their puniOiraent ; and having heard 
that Mr. Dobfon, one of the mtdihipmen who 
came out in the Daedalus, had fpoken of one of 
the natives, who, when alongfide on that occa- 
fion, had been remarked for his infolence and 
improper behaviour ; and who, the inftant the 
boat with Mr. Hergeft put oiFfrom the Ihipi'had 
paddled haftily to the Ihore, where he landed, 
became very adive in the affray, Knd was, in the 
unanimous opinion of the crew, fufpeiled to 
have been the principal, if not the fole caufe, of 
the calamity that followed ; I having therefore 
called upon Mr. Dobibn, and alked him if he 

had 
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had any recolleftion of the prifoners ; he, with- 
out the leaft hefitation,"pointed out the fame man 
who flood accufed as the perfon who had aded 
the part above defcribed, and was ready to make 
oath to his identity. 

Thefe proofs, though not pofitlve, were yet fo 
clrcumftantial as to leave Httle doubt of this 
man's guilt ; but as the evidence of Tohooboo- 
arto would be ftill an additional confirmation, I 
defired Tennavee would repair to the Jhorc ahd 
bring him on board, that the criminals might 
be fairly tried, and that we might have the 
fulleft fatisfaiftion of their guilt which the nature 
of the cale would afford. During this interval, 
I ordered the prifoners into confinement, until 
further teftimonies fliould be produced to crimi- 
nate or acquit them. 

Tomohomoho difliked much the delay of pu- 
niftimcnt, and requcfted that the prifojicrs might 
be immediately executed ; but I perfifted in the 
exercife of my own feelings and judgment. On 
queftioning him concerning a fourth man, who 
had been impUcated In the murder, he acknow- 
ledged, that there was a fourth who had been 
very materially.concernctl ; but faid, that all he 
could learn about him was, that he had been 
feen in the neighbourhood forae mgnths before; 
and as he had not hitcly made his appearance, It 
was by no nicans certain wlicther he was then 

on 
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on this iflahd, or had gone' to feme of the others. 
Under all circumftances there appeared little 
probability of this man being taken, efpecially 
when the news of the thrtfc others being in cuf- 
tody fliould be fpread abroad.. This determined 
me not to infift upon any further feaich,"on the 
conviftion that it would be neither prudent nor- 
proper to adopt any meafnres of force to cfFc^ 
an objeft, tbat-Want of time might oblige mc to 
abandon and have unaccompliftied. 

In tlie dStcvxiaon Thtnovee returned without 
Tokoobooarto. ■' At this I: was not kfs concerned 
than furpti^fed, and dould not but confider his 
abfenting hinalelf Its' an^indication of fomc mif- 
(Jondud. The. two chitft^affured me I need,be^ 
under n(* fuch appr^dnfions, as they were.cer'- 
tain it was only the fear of revenge from- the re- 
lations and "friends of the delinquents that pre- 
vented his attendance." -Deipairing of his evi- 
dence we had only one further appeal. This 
was to know from Tiytooboory, the chief of the 
ifland, if he believed thefe w6re the i identical 
people guilty of the offence i and as his indif- 
pofition prevented him from coming on board, 
I defned Terrehsoa, who' could not be at aiUn-. 
tcrefted in any event that might take place, and 
who had conduced himfelf with great fidelity 
during twelve months he bad been on board, to 
accompany Coleman, and make this inquiry of 
Trylooboory. 
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Ttyfaoh»0ty. This they accordingly fct&xmcdf 
■nd returned in the eveiui^. 

TwrcAwa declared, that Tiyioakoiry hsd pofl- 
tiveSy pronoaneed tb»6 ftll thftc of the priitm- 
ers were guilty of the murdier with which they 
were acaricd. This Coteman conivnocd, and 
added, that th« chief defircd they might be inl- 
mcdtately punifhed with deatti. To thi» decla- 
ntioa Colemaji. made oatb> m the oftoft Solemn 
manner in the piefcnce of myfdf and all the offi- 
cers of the jfalp, who had attended the i^vefii- 
gation in the morning ; and who, .having, ma- ■ 
turely coniidered the btifinefs, werd..wiaiunio]Ully 
of opinion with me, that juftlcc demanded exem- 
plary pitnifhment, in order .to ilop» erf at kail to 
dieck, fuch barbarous and unprovdliied outrages 
in future. 

It was clearly eftablifhpd in fhe oourfe of* the. 
examination, by the teftimonie* of allthc natives 
who were queftioned, that neither thofe two un- 
fortunate gentlemen, nor the people in theboats, 
had given the leaft caufe for umbrage. This 
c-crtainly aggravated the crime. After much 
enquiry it did not appear that any other wit- 
Hcffes could be procured. And though we cotUd 
have wiihed to have had more {kt\^(a£tory proof 
of the criminality of the perlbns in cuftody, yet 
as they had been apprehended by th^ir own 
jwople, accufcil and ;convi<flcd by their own 
neighbours, 
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nelghboura, and condemned by their own chief, 
it was, after the moft icrions deliberation and 
refledlion, deemed foffiffiieirt to authorize the 
execution of the thrre prifoflcrs^; but as the day 
was too far fpent it was deferred until the next 
morning, contrary to the* wiflies of the chiefs 
who were very defirous of its immediately taking 
place. When they returned to the ftiore, I de- 
fired they would ufe their endeavours to find out 
and bring on board every perfon, that might bs 
able to prove the innocence of the perfons in cnf-' 
tody. This injuniSlion was treated with indiffer- 
ence, bscaufe they were ^ife&iy oonvinced no 
fuch perfons could be found. And as I wiftied 
that as many of the natives as could becollcdled, 
ihould witnefs the awfiil punilhment that the 
prifoners had brought upon themfel^^es by their 
barbarity, I defired alfo that they wfiuld make it 
publicly known that the execution would pro- 
bably take place the next forenoon. 
♦ On Friday morning the 22d a few of the natives 
were about tl>e ihip, but not fo many as. on the 
former days. After breakfaft, Coleman, with To- 
mohomsho and TennaX'ee, came on board. The 
two latter demanded the immediate execution of 
the prifoners. This however was not complied 
•with, as it was deemed right that they ihould 
again be accufed bv their own chiefs, in the pre- 
icnce of all the wltncflts, of the crime with 

which' 
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which they ftood charged, in order, if polTible, 
to draw from them a confeffion of their guilt, and 
to renew the opportunity which before had been 
given them, of producing feme evidence in proof 
, of their innocence. Nothing however could be 
extorted from any of them, hut that they were 
totally ignorant of any fuch circumftances hav- 
ing ever happened on the ifland. This very 
affertion amounted almoft to felf-convidlion, as 
it is not eafy to beUeve, that the execution of 
their comrades, by Titeeree^ orders, for tfac fame 
offence with which they had been charged, had 
not come to their knowledge, or that it could 
have efcaped their recollection. 

Neither myfelf nor my officers difcovered any 
reafon, from the refult of this further examina- 
tion, to retrad: or alter our former opinion- of 
their guilt, orof delivering them over to their 
own people, to be dealt with according to the di- 
re<flions of their chief. 

Before they went from the fliip, they were 
placed in irons on the quarter-deck ; .where, in 
the prefence of all the fliip's company, I recapi- 
■ tulated the crime which they had committed, 
the evidence that had been adduced againft them,, 
and the condemnation of their chiefs, and ftatcd 
the punifliment that was now to be inflidted. 
All this was likewife made known to the Indian 
fpCtSators wha were prefent. 

That 
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That the cercmdny ixH^t be, made as iblemn. 
and as awful as poffible, a guard of. featncn and 
marines were drawn. iq>ba that fide of the ihip 
oppoiite to the ffaore. where, alongfide of the 
ihip, a canoe was iJationed for the execution. 
The reft of the crew were id readinefs at the 
great guns, left aay^ diftuxbance .or commotion 
fliould arife. One cetcmDny however remained 
yet to be paiaraieA.: One of thcfc unfortmate 
men had long hair; this it was neceftary (hould 
be cut from his head before he was ^ecuted^ &}r 
the purpofe of being pre&nted, as a cufcomary 
tribute oa Uith occafions, to the king of the 
ifland. I ms Ihockcd at the want of feeling 
exhibited by the two chiefs at; this awfiil mo- 
ment, who. in the rndeftmanner.not only cutoff 
the hair, but, in the prefence of the poorJufter- 
ing wretch, without thc.Ie^ft con^flion for his 
iituation, difputed And /ftrove far the Iwnot.of 
prefenting the prize to the king. .The oZltDiai 
conteft. being at: length icttled^ tfae~ criminab 
were takeatxicby one into ankmble caooe, where 
they were laihcdirhand .and.;Jbot, and put.to 
dbath ^by Tefinaoeei- iheit. own.

The two chie& foUctted my viiiting TrytoO' 
hoory, laying, if he had not been fo ill, he wtMiId 
have been with us during the late mipleafant 
bufinefs ; and that he was vety defirous of ieeing 
me, that he might be better osnviiiccd of my 
friendihip and good inclinations towards him. 
I fhould certainly have complied with this re- 
quoft, had there been any objc<3 whatever to at- 
tain. Although I did not entertain any appr^,- 
henfion for the fafety of myfelf, or any perfon 
belonging to the £hip, , whilftunder the pnofcet^n 
-of the chief, yet I <Ud not conAder it prudent, 
whilft the execution of the. criminals waf > fo frcfti 
in the minds of the people, to throw ^n:^tati<»& 
of revenge in the way of the darii^ and iU-dij^o&d 
part of the ibciety, by placing mylelf4nd:pth^ 
in their power on fliore. Should my con$de9^> 
on making the trial, prove iH-gniimded, \ iboukt 
{tand felf-accuTed, in having fo uimeceflarilyopenr 
ed the channel for a frelh effudou of b^ood. 
Their civil iij^^rions wece, for tfiefe reaJCbns^der 
cUnedj ieemingly mwdh to their xxxk^^^^.

This, it feems, was left on the caft end of At- 
to^ai, in a perfeAIy found ftate, without a fluke 
or a bruifc. It remained there unwrou^ for 
ibme time, in the hope of a companion aniving 
in the iame manner. In this cafe, the natives 
Would have been enabled to have formed the 
grandeft double canoe thefe iflands couM boaft 
of; but their patience having been exhaufted, 
4hey converted the tree into this canoe ; which, 
1^ the lightnefs of its timber, and tiie large, out- 
Tigger it is capable of fupporting, is rendoed 
fiEry lively in the fta, and well adapted to .th© 
iorrice it generally performs, — that of ctnumu* 
■Micating intelligence to Tato, whilft he is ablent 
:from the government of his own dominions. 
;■ .The circumftance of fir timber being drifted 
rni the n<Hthem iides of theie' iflands is by no 
cleans unctMMinon, efpecially at Attowai, fvbcFe 
■riierC' then was' a double canoe, of a middlii^ 
^zc', made from two fmall pine-ttees, that were 
i^Vtn on fliore nearly at the lamb fpot. Some 
logs of timber, with three or four trees of the 
^ne tribe, tvere then lying on the ifland, that 
'&MH^' different times been lodged by the fta, 
■ifcitit'Were too much decayed and wotm- eaten to 
^W^ttfeAlly' tif>pKrpriated. ' ' 
^^ M 
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As this kind of timber -is the known produce 
of all the northern part of the weft fide of Ame- 
rica, Httle doubt cah remain of thefe trees having 
come from that continent, or its contiguous 
iflands ; ■ fince it is more than probable, that if 
'any intervening land did exift between the Sand- 
wich iflands, and the countries on every fide of 
them-, and particularly in the : direftion of the 
prevailing winds, fuch would have been difco- 
■vered before now. And hence we may conclude, 
that trees do perforin very diftant ^wyages, and 
fbmetimes arrive in a found ftate at the end of 
their journey. This inftance alone will be fuffi- 
cient to devclope the myftery attending ' the 
means by which the inhabitants of Eafter ifland 
procure their canoes, fmce the diftance of that 
ifland from South America, is not fo far by 80 
leagues as Attowai is from the fliores of North 
America, 

The objed of this canoe expedition, we learned* 
was to inform Tah of" fome commotions that 
had arifen againft the government of Enemo th< 
regent. But thefe having been timely oppofed, 
they had fubfided, without any lofs on the part 
of E«rt»o,. or his adherents ; whilft on the fide 
of the confpirators, two chiefs and five -men had 
hcen killed, and fome others wounded, who had 
made their efcape to the woods. 
- Vol. ai. B b * The 
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. ThfC leg bodes of the two wnfott;tiBjitf <iiief» 
were in the cjmoe, and had ftmc >of U>e fiaew9 
aod flefii.ilill ftdhcring to them; in tht^ ilatc 
; they were to be preieated to Tata, stp tcophies of 
. yjfiory over the rebels. This large fingle canpc 
ivas charged with tlie official difpatch an^l im- 
'. port ant part of Uie buiinefs, wbilft the others 
-.were einplo}'ed in conducing a certain nambcr 
-of the ringlest4ers as prifoners to Taio, for his 
ezafnination, 9nd ^nteiice on their cpndud> 
Amongft t^efe w? re feyeral of his ncareft rela- 
,tions; one in particular was his balf-iiilcr, who 
had alfo been his wife or miilrefs, apd had borne 
-him fome children. 

The charge of this embaJIy 'was tntrofled to a, 
young chief, about twenty-two years of age, 
named Oeajhew^ Our meeting him muft be 
considered as rather ^ fmgular circumllancc, as 
the bufmefs that had carried Poorty to Mowee, (s 
chief wc had taken on board at Woahop, and 
was on his return home to Attowai) had been 
ibme matters of importance relative to the go- 
vernment of that ifland ; in confequejicc of 
which T'Ueeree and Tata had appoiritfd thi? 
young man chief of the diftri^af Wbymea, one 
of the moft important trufb o(i the ifl^nd; where 
his prcfence at this time was confidcred as highly 
neccffary. Pwrsj. requcfle<3 X would permit Oea-; 
., . Jhew 
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Jhe^ to return in the fliip to Attowai, which 
being granted, the latter inftradled another chief 
with the purport of his commiffioii. This occu- 
pied them in very fecrct converfation for about' 
half an hour; when, the charge being properly 
and completely transferred, the canoes puflied 
off, and rriade the beft: of their way towards 
Woahoo, where they expe<5led to arrive early 
the next morning, having quitted Attowai a' 
fuh-fet the preceding evening. 

During the night the wind was light from the 
northward, but in the morning of Wednefday 
the 27th, it frefhened to a pleafant, though un- 
favorable breeze, that prevented our weathering 
the north-eaft point of Attowdi, as I had in- 
tended, for the purpofe of examining its northern 
fbores. The water being fmooth, and the wind 
fteady in force and direction, T was in hopes we 
fliould have been able to beat round it, until we 
had approached the (hdres ; when it became 
evident we were in a ftrong current letting to 
leeward. 

I however did not wifli to abandon haftily the 
projeift r had in view, and therefore, about nine 
o'clock, we tacked about two miles from thel 
fhore, then extending, by compdfs, from N. 8 W. 
toS. 2oW.; thefe extreniitles, which lie froni' 
each other N. 14 E. and, S. 14 W., are' e*5h 
formed by low -land, are about "nine miles ' afuri-' 
Bb 3 -dcr, 
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der, and conftitute what may be deemed the eafl 
fide of the ifland. The former in a rounding point 
projeAs into the ocean, from a very remarkable 
forked hill, that is, in a great meafurc, detached 
from the reft of the conne6led mountains of the 
ifland. The latter extends from a range of low 
hills that Wretch along the coafl, at a fmall dif- 
tance within the beach. Beyond thefe hilU, Co- 
wards the foot of the mountains that are at ibme 
diftance from the fliore, the country prefented a 
moft delightful, and even enchanting, appear- 
ance ; not only from the richncfs of its verdure, 
and the high ftate of cultivation in the low re- 
gions, but from the romantic air that the moun- 
tains a^umed, in various fliapes and proportions^ 
clothed with a forcft of luxuriant foliage, whofe 
different fliades added great richnefs and beauty 
to the landfcape. 

About a league to the fouth of the fouthern 
extremity, lies the fouth-eafl: point of the ifland, 
formed by a bold, bluff, barren, high, Tocky 
headland, falling perpendicularly into the fea. 
Betvveen this and the low pmnt is a fmall cove, 
acceflible for boats only, where, . near a rivulet 
that flows into it, is a village of the natives, 
"this part feenied to be very well . watered, as 
three other rapid fmall ftreams were obfcrved to, 
fio^into the fea within the limits above-men- 
tioned. This portion of.Attovvai, the moft fcr- 
. ' tii= 
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tile and pleafant diftritSl of the ifland, is the 
principal refidence of the king, "or, in his ab- 
fence, of the fupcrior chief, who generally take^ 
up'his abode in an extenfive village, about a 
league to the fouthward of the north-eaft point 
of the ifland. Here Ene}m the regent, with the 
young prince Tamooerr'te, were now living ; who 
ftnt Williams (the WclOiman mentioned in our 
former vifit) to acquaint me, that, in the courfe 
of the forenoon, they would vifit the (hip, if wc 
were near enough the (bore for them to embark. 
r underflood from Williams, that we had gained 
fo much on the efteem and regard of Enemo, the 
young prince, the principal chiefs, and others, on 
our laft vifit, that, for a great length of time, the 
hogs, and every other produ<5llori of the major 
part of the ifland, had been tabooed, in order that 
on our arrival our wants might be amply fup- 
plied. Of thefe kind Intentions wc were made 
acquainted before our departure- from Owhyhee; 
but 1 knew too well the little regard that the 
•whole of the great South-Sea nation of iflanders 
bear to truth, to rely implicitly on fuch tales ; 
and it was very fortunate that I did not, arid 
that I had availed myfclf of the bounty of Ta- 
tnaahmaak, and the rell of our Owhyheah friends: 
for I was given to underftand, that, In conle- 
queiice of our having exceeded the period of our 
B b 3 promifed * 
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promii«d return, the prelEng demands of the 
trading vciTels. and the extravagant prices paid 
by their commanders, in fire-arms, ammunition, 
and other commodities, for fuch things as their 
peceffitics or fancies prompted them to purchafc, 
the regent had been prevailed upon to fufpend 
the intcrdidion, under the perfuafion that we 
fliould not return, and that moft of the fupplic^ 
had been difpofed of Some few hogs, I found, 
might probably be procured from the north fide, 
and I was happy to difcover, that the few fup- 
plies we were likely to obtain, were in the route 
I wilhed to purfue ; but I was again mortified, 
on hearing that the current fat, almoft without 
intermiffion, from the N. W. along the north 
fide of the ifland ; and following the dircftion of 
the (hores, on the fouthern and weftem fides of 
the iiland ; caufed a ftream almoft always round 
it ; fo that the eafieft mode of arriving at the 
iiorth-eafl point, now fcarcely more than two 
leagues diftant, was to fail to leeward round its 
weft extremity, and then to turn up along its 
northern fide, which Williams informed me af- 
forded no ftielter, nor convenient anchoragCi for 
ftiipping. Several veflcls, he faid, fince he had 
been at Attowai, had fallen, as we had done, to 
leeward of the north-eaft point, and all their at- . 
tempts to beat round it proved ineffcdual ; one 

veflel' 
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vtffcl ortly Having Succeeded after a week's tiial; 
and which theft pafled the point merely by an 
accidental fpirt o£ wind from the fouthward. 

Williams confirmed alfc? the account of the 
infurreflion that we had heard of the preceding 
4ay. He QiiEd, that the difafiedlion had been 
produced by tbe conduct of the regent Knemo, 
(or, as fae is frequently caUcd, Ataia) ; that no 
harm was meditated againft • Xfl/'fl, or his fori 
TatHoeerrie ; but, on the contrary* it was the ge- 
neral wifh of thc-peoi^e, that the young prince 
would either dircd the government himfelf, or 
that Taio would appoint fome other pcrfon to: 
officiate in his afcience, until his fon fliould be 
confidercd equal to the ta&l Tlie principal dif-^ 
like to the reg!chtj.ar6& from his having put fe- 
deral people to death, and osnfiicated the pro- 
perty of others,, for haying been fufpcfted ot 
witchcraft; a notioji that univerfally prevails, 
afa4 is confided ill' by the generality of the people: 
bdonging to tlie Sandwich iflands. It icemcd, 
by his account, to have been a fortunate circum- 
flancfe.that the infurreflion was discovered in its 
infancy, and that he and Ilowbottom, with five 
other Englifl] •^r American failofs (who fmce our 
laft vifit had defwtcd from different trading vef- 
iHs) had fidtrd with the governor, as, on their ' 
inftantly Etracking the leadersof the rebellion it^ 
was cafily quelled. This jcircumftance was after- 
B b 4 wards 
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wards mentioned by the natives, who fpoke in 
the higheft .terms of their courage, and propriety 
of condud. 

; We again ftood in fhore, and about noon were 
honoured with the prefencc of Enemoi 

On this occafion, I expcded much fatigfaftion 
in the renewal of our former acquaintance ; but 
inftcad o( deriving any pleafure in our meeting, 
I experienced fenfations of a very oppoiite nature 
the inftant he entered the ihip. His limbs no 
longer able to fupport his aged and venerable 
perfon, feemed not only defertcd by their former 
mufcular ftrength, but their fubftancc was alfo 
entirely wafted away, and the ft.in, now inclofing 
the bones only, hung loofe and uncontraAed from 
the joints, whilft a dry white fcurf, or rather. 
fcalcs which overfpread the whole furface of his 
body from head to foot, tended greatly to;in- 
creafe the miferable and deplorable appearance of" 
his condition ; and I was not a little Ihockcd and , 
f\irprifcd that one fo wretchedly infirm, fhould 
have taken the painful trouble of this vifit. The 
compliment was a very flattering one, and I did- 
not fail to receive it as it was intended, by ac- '. 
knowjcdging myfelf confiderably obliged. 

. Notwithftanding his corporeal infirmities, and . 
the decline of his life, he ftiil fupported a degree 
of. cheerful fpirits iaid he was very happy to fee 
us, and much.concerned that we had not arrived 
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on an earlier day, according to our promife, when 
he fhould have had an abundant quantity of re- 
frefhnients for our ufe, and lamented that thole 
llipplics were now greatly exhaufted. I acknow- 
ledged that it was our misfortune, not his fault, 
that we had not arrived at the time appointed ; 
thanked him for the intereft he had preferved, 
and the attention he had ihewn to our welfare 
during our abfence ; and rewarded his friendlhip 
by prefents fimilar to thofe I had made the prin- 
cipal chiefs of the other ifiands. With thefe he 
was highly gratified, efpecially with the fcarlet 
cloak, and a complete fet of armourer's -tools. 
Thefe are in high eftipiation, as thefe people 
are fond of forming the iron fortheir leveral pur-: 
pofes after their own faihion. 

Enemo remained on board moft of the after- 
noon, made many fcnfible and judicious inquiries,- 
and foon took an occafion to exprefs, in the 
warmeft manner, his fatisfadion at the mea- 
fures I had taken for the purpofe of eftablilhing 
a general peace. This he had learned from 
-Poorey, who had vifited 'Enemo on ibore early in 
the morning. The oM regent, with great un- 
derilanding, adverted to its neceiiity for the 
mutual good, happinefs, and profperity of all 
parties ; and obfcrved, that to him it would be 
particularly grateful, as it would relieve him from 
much care and anxiety, by the return of his re- 
lations, 
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lations, /ricnds, and countrymen. He then de- 
fired to know, whether on my return to Eng- ' 
land I would take him thither, as his principal 
wilh in this life was to fee that country, and to 
have the gratification of fpeaking to His Majefty 
King George ; after this, he faid, he IhouM die 
in peace, without having another wiih to in- 
dulge. On this fubjedl he fecmed fo carneft, 
that I thought proper, by a promife in the af- 
firmative, to favor his fond hopes. 

The ihip being near the fliore, about four in 
the afternoon the good old regent took his leave, 
after acquainting mc, that as the next day was 
taboo-poory, neither himfelf nor the prince could 
leave the fiiorc ; but that he would dire^ a chief 
to bring oW fuch hogs and vegetables as could be 
colleded by the morning ; and that if we would 
remain off this part of the ifland until the day 
following, he would either bring himfelf, or fend 
off, fuch further fuppiies as could be procured in 
the neighbourhood. Thus we parted from this 
friendly old chief, with little expetftation of ever 
feeing him again. 

Soon after the departure of Etimo, Tdmooerrie, 
attended by Poorey, came on board. The young 
prince appeared to be in high fpirfts, andwas 
totally divefted of thofe fears which he had en- ' 
tertained on his former vifit. He itemed to 
be made very happy by our return ;■ but, as hi*- 
guardian 
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guardian had done, upbraided us far not having 
' come before, when the ieveral produdions o£ 
his country were in the greateft abundance, and 
had been refcrved for our ufe and fcrvice. The- 
approach of night, and the diftance we were ta. 
leeward of his habitation, confpired to (horteni 
his vifit. I made him fome prefents fuitSble to. 
his rank and condition, after which, with the 
chiefs who were on board, he reluctantly took 
leave, defiring we would remain in the neigh- 
bourhood two or three days, that we might rc- 
ce'ive fuch articles of refrefliment as could be ob- 
tained. This, I faid, would depend upon cir- 
cgumftfinces ; and on the departure of the canoes 
we made all fail to windward, with a pleafant. 
fteady breeze at N. N, E. ; notwithftanding which, 
the' next morning, Thurfday the 14th, we had 
not advanced more than a mile to windward of 
our fituation the preceding evening. 

Being near the Ihore in the forenoon, and fee--' 
ing fome canoes making towards the ihip, wc 
tacked and brought to, to give them an opporr 
tunity of coming alongfide. Thcfe prefently- 
were proved to cojitaln our friends /"offrey, ToOf. 
and fome other chiefs, who had brought us eight. 
middling fized hogs, and fome vegetables. This, 
was but a fcanty fupply ; and as the apologies . 
we received, proved we had little probability of 
procuring more, and as little chance of beating . 

round 
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round this part of the ifland in any tolerable time, 
I declined perfifting, and bore up for WHymea 
bay. There I intended to complete our water ; 
and then, without further delay, to direct our. 
courfc to the northward ; having ftill remaining 
of our Owhyhean ftock, a number of hogs, ex- 
clufive'of fix hogflieads and ten barrels that had 
been falted and headed down, and every man in 
the fhip having been dally fervcd with aymuch 
pork as he liked. 

- Thefe refrefhments, with thofe we had before 
obtained from our Spanifh friends in New Al- 
bion, had fo perfeSly re-eftabliihcd the health 
and ftrcngth of every individual on board, that I 
hoped wc fliould be able to encounter the diiH- 
culties I had reafon to apprehend in our next 
campaign, with all the firmnefs and alacrity that 
fuch fervices demand. 

Poorey and the reft of the chiefs accompanied- 
us, iri order that they might afford us their good 
offices at Whymea; where, owing to light baf- 
fling winds in its neighbourhood, we were pre- 
vented anchoring until eleven at night ; when we 
took our fbrmcr fiation, conceiving it to be the 
beft in the bay, in 33 fathoms water, dark 
fandy bottom, about half a league from the 
flaore. 

The next morning, Friday 2gth, as the few 
natives who had vifited us brought little for fale,. 

Poorey 
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Pooreyand the reft of his friends bet&ok fhemfelves 
to the ftiore, for the purpofc of colIciSing in the 
neighbourhood fuch hogs and vegetables as could 
be procured. The launch was hoifted out, and 
fent with a guard of marines under the orders of 
Lieutenant Swaine, for a fupply of water. 
. I was engaged on (hore moft of the day, in re- 
gulating a comfortable eftablifhment that I had 
procured from the chiefs, for our two fcniale 
paffengers, the one named Rahehia, the other 
Tymarow, whom we had met with, as already 
ftated, at Nootka, in Odober, 1 792, and had 
brought from thence, to reftore them to this 
their native country ; from whence they had 
been forcibly taken, and had endured an uncom- 
fortable abfence of upwards of a year. This 
office of humanity, to which their behaviour and. 
amiable difpofitions fo juftly intitled them, I was 
fortunate enough to accomplilb to their fatis- 
feftion ; and I had the plcafure of finding that 
they both acknowledged this, and the civil and 
attentive treatment they had each received from- 
every perfon on board the Difcovery and Chat- 
ham, with exprcflions of gratitude, and the moft 
afFciflionate regard. 

Amongft the various reports induflriouHy cir- 
culated at Nootka by the citizens of the United- 
States of America, to the prejudice and difho- 
nor of the.Britifli rubje£ls trading on the coaft of. 

North 
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North Weil America, it had been pofitrvdy af- 
icrtcd, that fbrae of the latter had brought the 
natives of the Sandwich iflands from thence to 
the coaft of America, and had there fold them 
to the natives of thofc fliores for furs. Tbefe 
two young women were particularly inftanced, 
as having been fo brought and difpofed of by Mr. 
Baker, commanding the Jenny, of Briftol ; and 
the ftory was told with fuch plaufibility, that I 
believe it had acquired fomc degree of credit with 
Sen' Quadra, and moft of the SpBniOi officera 
who heard it. The arrival of the Jenny, how- 
ever, in the port of Nootka, gave a flat contradic- 
tion to theic fcandalous reports, and proved them 
to be equally malicious and imtrue ; as the two 
girls were found ftill remaining on board the 
Jenny, without having entertained any idea that 
they were intended to have been fold ; nor did 
they mention having received any ill ufage from 
Mr. Baker, but on the contrary, that they had 
been treated with every kindnefs and attention 
■whilft under his proteftion. 

Although I had not any perfonal knowledge of 
Mr. Baker previous to his entering Nootka, yet 
I Ihould conceive him totally incapable of fuch 
an adl of barbarity and injuftice; and if there 
-were the leaft finccrity in the folicitude he ex- 
preffed to mc for the future bappinefs and welfaf*' 
of thefe young women, it is impoilible. he couUt 

ever 
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ever have meditated fuch a dcfign. I do not, 
however, mean to vindicate the propriety of Mr. 
-Baker's conduct, in bringing thefe girls from 
their native country ; for I am decidedly of opi- 
nion it was highly impr(^er; and if the young 
women are to He credited, their feduflion and dc- 
'tention on board Mr. Baker's veflel vwere inea- 
cufable. They report, that they went on board 
with feveral others of their countrywomen, wfao 
were permitted to return again to the fhore ; but 
that they were confined down in the cabin until 
the veiTel had failed, and was at fome diilance 
from Onehow. On the other hand, Mr. Baker 
ftates, that he put to fea without any knowledge 
of their being on board his veffel. But be that 
as it may, we found them thus fituated at Noot- 
ka ; and the future objeds of Mr. Baker's voyage 
leading Jiim wide of the Sandwich ifiands, he 
requefted, as I then noticed, that I would allow 
them to take their paffage thither on board the 
Difcovery. To this I affented, and on our failing 
from Nootka, they were fcnt on board and taken 
under my protedion. 

The names of thefe unfortunate females we firft' 
imderftood were Taheeopiah and Tymarow, both 
of the ifland of Onehow. The former, about 
fiftcftn years of age, vras there of fome confe- 
quence ; the latter, about four or five yearsolder,- 

was 
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. was related- to the forhaet', but was not of equal 
rank in the ifland. 

Ta/ieeopiah, for fomc reafon I nfever could un- 
dcrftand, altered her name to that oi Hahe'ma, a 
flwrt time after Ihe came on board, and conti- 
nued to be fo called; 

After leaving Nootka, our vifit to the Spanlffi 
Settlements, efpecially during the flrft part of our 
reltdence there, afforded them ibme recompenee 
for the long and tedious voyage they bad been 
compelled to undertake from their native country. 
The fight of horfes, cattle, and other animals, 
■with a variety of objeds to vrhich they were in- 
tire ftrangers, produced in them the hlgheft en- 
tertainment ; and without the leaft hefitation or 
alarm, they were placed on horfeback on their 
firft landing, and, with a man to lead the animal, 
they rode without fear, and were by that means 
enabled to partake of all the civilities and diver- 
lions which our Spanifli friends fo obligingly 
offered and provided. On all thefe occafions 
they were treated with the greateft kindnefe and 
attention by the ladies and gentlemen ; at which 
they were not lels delighted, than they were fiir- 
prized at the focial manner in which both fexes 
live, according to the cuftomofmoft civilized 
nations; differing fo very, materially from- that 
of their own. 
.;,.- Thcfe 
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Thefe pleafures; however, thej enjoyed but a 
fliort time ; for foon after our arrival at Monter- 
rey, they were both taken extremely ill ; and 
notwlthftanding that every means ^n our power 
was reforted to for the re-eftabli(hment of their 
health, They did not pcrfciSly recover until after 
our arrival at Owhyhee. 

They fcemed much pleafed with the European 
faihions, and in conforming to this new iyliem 
of manners, they conduced themfelves in com- 
pany with a degree of propriety beyond all ex- 
pcftation. Their European drefs contributed 
moft probably to this effect, and produced, par- 
ticularly in Rahehia, a degree ofperfonal delicacy 
that was confpicuous on many occafiona. Thia 
drefs was a riding habit, as being beft calculated 
for their fituation, and indeed the befl in our 
'power to procure. Its fitirtj or lower part, was 
foon found to be intended as much for conceal- 
ment, as for warmth ; and in the courfe of a very 
ihort time, (he became fo perfeftly familiar to its 
uie in this rcfpe<ft, that in going up and down 
the ladders that communicate with the different 
parts of the fliip, fhe would take as much care 
not to cxpofe her ancles, as if Ihe had been edu- 
cated by the moft rigid governefs ; and as this 
was particularly obfervabic in the condu<5t of 
Ralie'itm, it is probable her youth rendered her 
more fufceptible of frefli notions, and of receiv-

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ihg new ideas and impreiEBons from the furroubd- 
ihg objeds, than the more matured age of hbt 
friend Tyttiarovt). 

The elegance oiRaheinas figure, the regularity 
dhd foftneft of her features, and the delicacy 
which Ihe naturally poflHFed, gave her a fuj)e- 
riority in point of perlbnal accomplithments oVer 
fhe generality of her fex amongll the Sandwich 
fiianders ; iri addition to which, her fcnfiblHty 
and txnn of mind, her fwectnefs of tcmpci* and 
fcomplacency of tnanners, Vpere beyohd any thih^ 
that could have been expe&ed froni her birth, ot 
native education ; fo that if it Werfc ftir to judge 
of the difpofitiotts of a whole nation from the 
qualities of thefe two yoiing women, it wt)uld 
feem that they are endiied ^ith much affeftion 
and tendemefs. At leaft, fuch was their dkpott- 
ment towards us ; by whicii they gained the re- 
gard and good wiihes of, t believe, every one dh 
board, whilft 1 becanife in ho frhall degree foli- 
citous for their future happinefs and profperity. 

Onehow being the place of their birth Siid 
former refidence, I had promifed to fet them oh 
Ihore on that ifland ; but on bur arrival at OWhy- 
hee, I had underftood that the inhabitants of 
Onehow had almoft intirely abandoned it, -in 
confequence of the exccflive drought that had 
prevailed during the laft fummer ; which had 
nearly caufed the total deftrudtion of all its vege- 
table 
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tabic produftions. Finding on ftiy alrital at 
Attovai this information to have been wdl 
grounded, I came to a -deter mination to leave owr 
female friends at this ifland. 

Being well aware that the mode of living they 
had latdy been conftrained to adopt, and that 
.their having eaten at mine and other tables in 
the company of men, wafe an offence of fo heinous 
a nature againft -their laws as to fubject them ' 
both to the punifliment of death, I took much 
pains tx> point out to Tiieeree and Ta'to their in- 
nocence in this refpect ; and obtained from them • 
both the ftrongcft afiurances, that they (hould 
not be liable t-o the -leaft injuryon that account, 
but that on their landing they fliould be immc- 
diiateiy taken care of and protected. ' ■ 
■ Thefc intreailes I enforced with ^nrnio, in the 
prefrnice oi Ralie'ma -awA Tyniarow, when he- was 
onboard; and had ibe iktisfactioii of receiving 
from him fimilaF-aiTuranccsof his protection, not 
only of their perfons, butthelf property ; and that 
*fhalever articles we might think proper to give 
them, ftiould be -fecured to themi, and no one 
fliould be permitted to wreft or extort any thing 
from them. Thefe alTurances being given not 
enly by EHenio, but by the reft of the chiefs then 
prefent, I thought by the purchafe of a houfe 
&nd a fmall portion of land, toadd to their fiiture 
refpcctability and comfort. This Efiemo would 
C c 3 not 
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rot permit me to do, but iofiantly directed 
Oeajhew to allot to each of them an cftate in his 
newly acquired diftrict of Whyraca ; to which 
Oeajheruo with much apparent pleafure confentcd* 

The better to make fure of this donation, and 
to fecure the permanent poffeffion of it to thefc 
young women, I defired that the houfes and land 
might be given to me, that the property ihould 
be confidered as veiled in me, and that no pcr- 
Ibn whatever fliould have any right in it, but by 
my permiffion ; and that I would allow Rahettta 
and Tymarow to live upon the eftates. 

Matters having been in this manner arranged, 
Oeajhew had gone on fliore in the morning to fix 
upon the lands that were to be thus difpofed of; 
and about three in the afternoon he returned, 
faying that he had fixed upon two very eligible 
fituations adjoining to each other, which if I ap- 
proved (hould be mine ; if not, I was at liberty 
to make choice of any other part of the diftrict 
I might thipk more proper. In confequence of 
this offer, I attended him on Ihore, accompanied 
by Tome of the officers and our two females, who 
had received fuch an alTprtment of articles from 
us, as were deemed fufficient to make them re-r 
fpectable> without exciting the envy of the chiefs 
or their neighbours. 

We found the fituation propofed by Oeajhew 

to be a very large portion of the fertile valley, 

noticed 
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noticed on our former vifit on the weftern fide 
of the river, commencing at the fea beach, and 
extending along the banks of the river to a cer- 
tain eftabliOied landmark, including a very con- 
fiderable extent of the inland mountainous coun- 
try. The contiguity of thefe eftates to the com- 
merce of all the Europeans who viCit this ifland, 
and the territory which it comprehended, was in 
value. fo far above our moft fanguine expecta- 
tions, that I was led to fufpeft the fmcerity of 
the intended donation. But to this we became 
reconciled, from the proteftations of the chief 
himfelf, as alfo from the univerfal declaration of 
many of the natives who had accompanied us, 
and who aflerted that Oea/kero really intended 
thus to difpofe of the land in queftion ; to which 
he added the moft folemn affurances that he 
would protedl them in the poffeflion of it ; to- 
gether with their canoes, and all the articles 
they had brought with them from the fhip ; 
which declarations feemed perfedly to fatisfy the 
young women, that they would be put into pof- 
Icffion of thefe eftates; and that their perfons 
and property woujd be proteded according to 
the affurances we had now received. 

A lonr eftabliflied line of divifion, formed by 

-trees and a common road, feparated the two 

eftates. The lower one neareft the fea, which 

was the moft cxtenfive, was allotted to Raheina, 

C c 3 the 
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the other to Tymarovo ; each of vifhich they re- 
fpe<Sively took pofleffion of, »nij in thewarmeft 
and mod grateful terras aclinowledged the obii-- 
gations they were under, for this laft mark of 
our attention to their future happinefe ; and for . 
the fricndfhip and kindnefi they had experienced 
during their refidence amongft U8. They at* 
tended us to the beach, where they took an af- 
fedionate leave, and we embarked for the Ihipi 
leaving them to meditate on their new iituation* 
and the various turns of fortune that had con* 
fpired to place them in fuch comfortable cir- 
cumftances. 

On my arrival on board, I found our friends 
who had been employed in procunijg us fupphes 
had. returned with little fucccfs. Seventeen 
middling fized hogs, a few potatoes, and fame 
taro, without any yams, was the whole amount 
of their colleiftion. Ourftock of water was com- 
pletely repleniiKcd ; and being fatisfied from the 
report of the chie(s that no additional quantity 
of provlfions was to be had at this ifland, I in- 
formed theiii that we fhould depart the firft fa- 
vorablc opportunity. They enquired if I in- 
tended to vifit the north fide, as Poorey and T«J 
would in that cafe continue on boa;d for the 
purpofe of affiftlng us in procuring ibme yams, 
■which they fald were more plentiful there than 
on the fuuth fide of the ifland ; ' but as nothing 

lefs 
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left thati a very .tenripting opportunity woultj 
have induped me to go thither, Ldeclined giving 
them further trouble, and having prefented therq 
with fuch articles as their ferviccs and the occar 
lion depiandetj, they fpok their leave, with cjt 
preffions of the higljefl: fatisfaAion, promifmg \q 
pay every attention, and afford all poffible afll^- 
ai^ce and protedion, to their couqtrywomeij 
whorn we had juft landed, and in whofe futyr? 
hflippinefs and welfare they knew we had gpeaf 
intereft. 

A light breeze of wind fpringing up frpm thij 
l^d, abouf ten at night we put to fe^ and ftooi| 
to the weftward, to take the advantage of the 
fouth" westerly winds, which we were led to be- 
lieve prevailed generally fit tjiis feafon of fhjs 
ye^r. 

On S^tprday morning the 20th, Attowai bore 
by compafs from N. 20 E. to S. 77 E.; OneHow^ 
g. Oi W- to S; 85 W. ; and Oreehooa, weft. 
Bw'j ifl^ead of fhc promifed fouth-weft wipd^ 
we were met byafrclh trade wind from the 
nofth-eaft. As tlils circuipftance precluded ouf 
making ja fpeedy furvey of the north fide of the 
ifl^nd, I gave up that objeft for the prefent. 

A report leaving prevailed that Captain Cook 

had errpneou^ fcparated Oreehooa from Onc- 

^ow, it being afferted that the inhabitants walked 

from ope place to the other ; and that Captain 

Cc4 King 
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King had been mifinformed as to the number of 
^inhabitants being four thoufand. As thcfe fa(Ss 
could be eafily afcertained, we fteered over for 
Oreehooa, and pafled within a quarter or half a 
mile ot* its ihores. It was foon proved that 
Oreehooa is poiitively ieparated from Onehow by 
a channel about a mile in breadth ; and though 
the depth of the fea appeared by its colour to ba 
irregular, it was manifeftly far too deep for people 
to walk acrofs from one Ifland to the other. As 
this channel lies immediately open, and is ex- 
pofed to the whole force and influence of the 
trade wind, and the fwell of the fea cofiiequent 
upon it, (neither of which were very moderate 
at the time of our examination,) it is natural to 
infer, that if the channel did admit of foot paf- 
iengers croffing it, the caufeway would have 
been vifibtc above the furface of the water; or, 
from the violence with which the fea broke on 
the contiguous ihores, that it certainly would 
have broken over a fpace fo ftiallow, as to allow 
people to pafs and repafs on foot ; but the fea 
did not break in any part of the channel, which, 
on the contrary, feemed to be nearly of a fuffi- 
cient depth to admit of a paflage for the Dif- 
covcry. With refpe<ft to the population. Cap- 
tain King muft doubtleJs have been led into an 
error. The iiland of Oreehooa is of very fmall 
extent, and' wholly compofed of one rugged, 

naked, 
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naked, bcuren rock, to all appearance deftitute 
of ibil, and prefenting no indication of its being, 
or having ever been the refidencc of human 
creatures. 

Having completeljr fatisfied our minds in'theie 
refpcds, we hauled our wind to the north-weft, 
and with all fails fet, we bade adieu to the Sand- 
Tpvich ifiands for the prcfent, and made the beft 
pf our way towards Nootka.

CHAPTER I. 

Fajp^e towards the Coaji of America — Anchor in 
Trinidad Bay — Dejiription of the Bay, its In- 
habitants, &c. &c. — Arrival at Nooiia — Quit 
. Nootia, and proceed to the Norikzcard — Join the 
Chatham in Fitzhugh^s Sound. 

WE took our departure from the Sandwich 
iflands on Satvrday the 30th of March, 
with the trade wind blowing principally from 
the N. N. E. and N. E. accompanied by very 
pleafant weather ; and in one week afterwards, 
Saturday the 0th of April, we reached the variable 
winds, having a light breeze from the fbuthward, 
with which we fteercd N. by E. ; our obferved 
latitude at this time was 30° 35', longitude by 
Kendall's chronometer, 197° 20', Arnold's No. 
14, igO^SjI'.No. i;0, 197''42', andEamfhaw's, 
190° 371'. The variation of the compafs was 
13" 46', eaftwardly. 

Since 
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Since oar leaving the iflands, I obferved a very 
extraordinary rife and fall of the mercury in the 
barometer. Early in the morning It would 
be three or four tenths of an inch higher than 
at noon ; its mean height at that time of the 
day being 30. 38, varying only from 30. 43, to 
30. 34 ; whcreae in the morning it would ftand at 
30. 70 ; it did not regularly defcend, but flu£tuT 
eted until it fettled as above ftated. This day, 
however, it gradually fell from 30. 40, its point 
at the preceding noon, to 30. 27, without any 
iiuftuation whatever. As there was-no fenfible 
alteration in the ftate of the atmofphere, nor any 
vifible indication of a change in the weather, I 
was at a lofs to account for this deviation ; fince 
the inftrument did not ajJpear to have received 
any injury. 

Some few fmall albatrofles and petrels had 
lately been feen about the ftiip ; and in the 
morning of Sunday the /th, the wind fhifted 
fuddenly to the north-weft, attended with fqualls 
and rain, which produced a confiderable altera- 
tion in our climate. The'thcrmometer now fell 
from 73 at noon in the former day, to 59 this 
day at twelve o'clock. 

Our pork and other refrefhments, procured at 
the Sandwich iflands, being al! expended, the re- 
j;:]lar provifions were now ferved, with portable, 
foup five times a week in the peas for dinner, apd 

three 
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three times a week in the wheat for breakfaft, 
with a due proportion of four krout. On our 
former palFage to the northward, I had been lefs 
prodigal of thefc healthy articles, under the fear 
that fome accident had befallen the expe«fted 
ftore fliip ; but, as our ftock was now replenilhed, 
I ordered a double quantity to be regularly fervcd, 
that we might preferve the excellent ftate of 
health we had all acquired by the refrcfliments 
we had procured in New Albion, and at the 
Sandwich iflands. The general ftate of health 
on board both veffels, on our return to the ibuth- 
ward laft autumn, clearly convinced me, that too 
much nouriihing and wholefome food cannot be 
given to people employed on fuch arduous fer- 
viccs, as thofe in which we were engaged. 

A fmall flock of curlews, or fome fuch coafting 
birds, with fevcral others of the petrel tribe, were 
about the fliip : on Monday the 8th we alfo faw 
Several whales, and paffed through a large quan- 
tity of the medpfa villilia. Our obferved latitude 
was 33° 4', longitude by Kendall's chronometer, 
201° 4i'; by. ArnoldV No. 14, 200° 3 /i'; Ar- 
nold's No. 17O, 201" 20'; and Earnlhaw's, 200° 
is'. The wind, though generally moderate, was 
very variable, as well in force as in direction. 
The weather gloomy, with fome rain ; the air 
fharp and unpleafant. We however made a tp- 
krably good progrefs, and on Saturday the I3tb, 

at - 
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at noon, had reached the latitude of 35° 2?', lon- 
gitude by Kendall's chronometer, 2og° 22^' ; 
Arnold's No. 14, 208° 5?'; Arnold's No, 176, 
210° 1"; andEamlhaw's, 208°45r; in this fitu- 
ation we were vifited by fome flocks of coafting 
birds, with albatroSes, and fome variety of the 
petrel tribe. The fea was covered with abun- 
dance of the medufa villilia, but we had not 
lately feen many whales. In the pourfe of the 
night we pafled over a part of that fpace, where 
Mr. Meares ftates that Mr. Douglas, of the Iphi- 
gcnia, in two different paflages, found the com- 
pafs fo affe(Scd, by flying about four or five points 
in a moment, as to make it impbffible to ftcer 
the fliip by it. We however met with no phe- 
nomenon of that nature, either now, or at any 
former period of our voyage, unlefs when the 
violence of the wind and fea produced fuch an 
agitation, as to render it utterly impoflible that 
any machine of that fort could remain ftcady. 

The wind remaining in the north-weft quar- 
ter, and the Ity Qhfcuredin one continual denfe 
haze, or dark heavy gloom, occefioned the weather 
to be damp, chilly, and unpleaiant. The ther- 
mometer flu^uated between 52 and 55; the baro- 
meter, though not altogether regular, was more 
uniform than it had lately been, being on an ave^ 
rage about 30. 30. fucfday ] 0th, on winding up 
Earnfljaw's watch, it flopped ; but on applying a 
' . little 
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little gentle horizontal motion, it went again, aftw 
ftupping about two minutes and a half; I was 
ftiuch concertted at this unexpeifted circumftance, 
having hitherto found this excellent piece of 
workmanfliip to be highly intitled to our praift. 

Though we were now in a much moit weftem 
Btuation, we were advanced as far to the north 
as we were on the i6th of April, 17Q2; and 
having no c^je^ to lead us to the coafl: between 
this parallel and our appointed tendeivous at 
Nootka, then lying from us N. -i? E. at the dif- 
tance of 3 1 2 leagues, we had reaibn to espeft Wft 
thould be at that port as foon as coidd be necef- 
faryfor refuming the esatnihation of the conti- 
nent to the ftorth ward from Fitzh-ogh's found, 
tvheticc we had takem our depatture in the month 
Of laft Auguft. The obfen^d latitude vrtis 38* 
SS', longitude according to Kendall's chronome- 
ter, 21 7" 4oi', Arnold's No. 14, ai?" igl', Ar-, 
nold's No. i;6, 218*' 3ii'. Many of the me- 
dufa villilla were ftill about the ftiip ; a heavy 
fvvcll rolled from the north --w-eft ward-, fottie few 
oceanic birds were feen, but not any whales. 

After the weather had been calm, or nearly fo, 
during the greater part of Wcdneday the 1 Tth, 
and Thurfday the 18th, the wind -fixed in rfie 
northern board, and varied little between N.N.E. 
and N. by W. This obliged us -to ftand to the 
caftward, and I was not without hope, that iij 

cafe 
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calfe it IhoUld continue fo until we tnade the cbaA 
dfNeWAlbidfli we fhould there hivt mote fe- 
vorable opportunities of advanein^ ts the borth«- 
■ward. This opinion was fo'lnded on the expet. 
tience we derived the iaft fpringt when clofe ia 
"with its (hores. 

A continualibrt of the fame gloetoij unpleafaal 
weather ftjll attended U3, with -an inci'dafe of wiird 
that fometiiTies obliged us to take in the thi^ 
reefs in our topfails. The crofs-jack yard having 
■been carried away, it was replaced on Monday tibe 
j22d by a l^ar^ maintop-^il yard. At this time 
we- were rendered very uncomfortable by the in- 
'creafing fkini two of three inches to upwards of 
a foot per hour of a leak that had been difcbvered 
a few days after we had left the Sandwich iflandt, 
and had been fufpe^d to have ari fen frofti fome 
defetft in the bows ; the water in this quantity 
had not only found its way into the weli; but 
had aifo filled the coal hole up to the deck, which 
could fcarcely be kefit undfer by conftant baling, 
and from thence had reached the^magazine, where 
I was apprehenfive fome of the powder ftiight 
receive material damage. At noon our obferved 
latitude was 38" 54' ; longitude by Kendall's 
chronometer, 228'' 21'; Arnold's No. l-l, 228** 
8' ; and No. I 76, 220" 25'. 

The jib-boom and foretop-gallant-maft wen:, 
the next morning, Tuefday the 23d, carrid away, 

and 
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and at day-light the forctop-maft crofs-tree was 
alfo found broken ; thefc Were immediately re- 
placed ; and the iame unfavorable winds and un- 
pleafant weather fttll continued ; which, how- 
ever, brought us, on the evening of Friday the 
26th, within fight of cape Mendocino, bearing 
by cotnpafs N. E. by N. feven or eight leagues 
diftant. The leak in the fbip's bows, though 
daily incrcafing when the wind blew ftrong, we 
had every reafon to believe was above water, as 
in light winds no ill dFeds were produced from 
it, and therefore no material confequences were 
apprehended. 

It may not be improper to notice, that we 
found the medufa vilUlia, thoiigh not without 
fome intervals of dear fpaces, exifting on the fur- 
face of the ocean from the place where they were 
firft obfcrved on the 8th of this month, to within 
about 40 leagues of our then fituation. At eight 
in the evening we tacked and flood off the land. 
The wind at N. W. by N. increafed very much ; 
but as the fea was fmooth, I was flattered with 
the hope of making fome progrefs by turning to 
windward along the fliore, and tacking occafion- 
ally as advantages were prefented. The obferved 
latitude at noon the next day, Saturday the 27th, 
was' 39*^54', fo that we had gained only four 
leagues to the north- ward in 24 hours. 

The land was not In fight, nor could we ob- 
tain 
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tain any oWervations for the chTonometers. On 
winding them up> it appeared that Earnlhaw's 
had intirely fliop^d about eight hours after It 
was wound up the preceding day. I repeated 
ttiy efforts to put it again in motion, but did not 
fucceed ; and as its cafes were fecured by a fcrew, 
to which there was no correfponding lever in the 
bojt that contained it> I concluded that in the 
event of any accident, it Was Mr. Earnfhaw's 
wifli that no attempt ihould be made to remedy 
it; it was therefore left for the examinatiojv and 
repair of its ingenious maker. I had for fomc 
;time fufpeded fomething was wrong in this ex- 
cellent little watch. On its firft coming on 
board it beat much louder than any of the others, 
fend fo continued until we quitted the Sandwich 
illands> when it gradually decreaied in its t»nc 
until it became weaker than any of them; from 
whence I was led to conje^ure, that probably 
too much oil had been originally applied, which 
was now congealed, and clogged the works. 

We continued to ply with adverfe winds to 
little effed. Ou Monday the 2Qth, we had only 
reached the latitude o(AO° lO'. The weather was 
,fcrene and pleafant, and although the thermo- 
meter ftood at '55% the, air was iharp. The pro- 
montories of cape . Mendocino bore by com pais, 
«t four in the afternoon, from E. to N. 25 E. ; 
this, agreeably to the fituation affigned to thofe

points on our former vifits, placed the fliip in 
latitude 40' 22', and in longitude 236° 42'. Ouf 
observations placed the fhip at this time in lati- 
tude 40° 2\Yf longitude by Kendall's chrono- 
meter, 234" 20' 45", Arnold's No. 14, 234M4' 
45", and by his No. 176, 330" 4'; hence, ac- 
cording to their rates as fettled at Karakakooa, 
Kendall's appeared to be 1° 2 1' 15^ and Arnold's 
No. 14, to be 1*^ 27' 16", to the weftward of the 
truth ; and No. 17O, 22' to the eaftward of the 
truth. The variation of the corapafs was iO° 
20', caftwardly. Such had been the very gloomy 
and unpleafant weather during the whole of this 
paifage as to preclude our making any lunar ob- 
fervations that might have tended cither to cor- 
rc6t, or fubftantiate the errors of the chronome- 
ters. In the evening the iky was again overcaft, 
the weather unpleafant, and the wind moHly at 
N. N. W. attended by fome fogs, continued the 
two following days. 

On Thurfday the 2d of May, in the morning, 
the weather was for Ibme time calm, and there 
-were other indications of an alteratioiw in the 
wind ; though the heavy fwell that continued 
from the northward, and the iharpneis of the air, 
were unfavorable to fuch wiflics. At noon we 
had reached the latitude only of 41° 2'. The 
land was in fight, but was fo covered with 
haze, that its parts could not be diftindly dif- 
ccrned.

cerned. The northerly wind foon returned; 
with this we ftood for the land, and fetched it a 
few miles to the fouthward of Hocky point ; juft 
at the fpot difcovered by the Spaniards in Sctf 
Quadra's expedition to this ccraft'in the year 
1775, which they named Porto de^a Trinidad; 
According to the defcription of this place in the 
Annual Kegifter for the year J 781, tranflated 
from the journal of Don Francifco Maurelli, who 
was one of the pilots on that expedition, and 
given to the public by the Hon. Daines Barring- 
ton, it appeared to be an eligibfe place for ihip- 
ping ; but as we had pafled it before unnoticed 
as a port, I was defirous of being better acquaint- 
ed with it on the prefent occafion. . Our tardy 
pafiage had greatly exhaufted our wood and 
water, which was a further inducement for flop- 
ping, efpecially as there was not the moft diftant 
profpeft of any favorable alteration in the wind.' 
About dx in the evening we anchored in eight 
fathoms water, dark fandy bottom, in Porto dc 
la Trinidad. Our ftation here was in a fmall 
open bay or cove ; very much expofed, and 
bounded by detached rocks lying at a little diftance 
from the ihore. When moored, the bearings 
from the Ihip were a high, fteep, rounding, rocky 
head land, proje'ding a fmall diftance from the 
general line of the fhore into the ocean, forming 
by that means the bay. This was the northern- 
D d 3 , mofl 
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jAoft land iBifightj'imd h<tfctiyt«>mpaft N. jfiW. 
i^Hlant about <hr(fc qbarters of a mile ; a iiigb 
round bairen rofk, <&ade white by t^ <d«fig of 
fea fowl, between vv^htdi atul the above head 
land wc bad ien*ored Che ibay ; S. 59 W. at the 
likt diftahcfe ; -the high <iiftant laid of cape Mcn- 
dociiBOi the ibtithcrnmaH land in £gbt, ibuth ; a 
tugged rocky -point fornBiiig the fouth-caft poiiM: 
<^ the bay, S. 02 E. diftant one mile and a half; 
bnd the neaTeft; iljose north-eaft, about half a mile 
from us. 

We feed not' been iang anchored before wc 
?weic vJCted .by two of the natives m a canoe; 
tbty ^>proached -us with con^ence. and kerned 
t6 be friendly diipo&d. In exchange for a few 
ftrrovts, and othar trivial article*, they received 
ibnieiron; with this they returned highly pleafed 
to the fhore ; uid after dark, another party fol- 
lowed tfaieir cjamplc. Thcfe came, with a large 
fire in -thdr canoe; two of thcoj ventured on 
tioard, bat could not be tempted to defcend be- 
ibw the deck, by any prcfenta which were o&red 
)to theiri for that purpofe ; thefc, however, con- 
fifted of articles for the poffeffioo of T^ich they 
appeared to .minifeft fo caineft a defire, that they 
<afily obtained them without Tiolence to their 
inclinations, and departed, feciningly much ia- 
■tisfied with their vlfit. 

The ocKt morning, Friday the 3d, , I went on 
fbore 
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Ihott with a guard of marines, and a. working 
party, in fearch of wood and water ; thefe were 
found conveniently ikuatcd a little to the ibuth- 
watd of a fmall {ndtan village. The landing was 
toferably good, being within feveral rocks, which- 
He a little way ftotn the (here, and greatly pro- 
teift the beach from the violence of the furf, caufed 
by the north-weft iwell, that breaks with great 
force on all parts of this coaft. 

Moft of the inhabitants of the village were ab- 
fent in their canoes, trading alongfide the ihip, 
kraving a few old women only to attend us ; 
thcfe, after fetting our people to work, I accom- 
panied to their habitations, which confifted of 
five houfes built of plank, rudely wrought like 
thole ot Nootka, neither wind nor water tight ; 
,but not csatftly in that fafliion ; every one of- 
thefe houfes being detached at a fmall diftance 
from each other, and in no regular order ; nor 
are their roofs horizontal like thofe at Nootka, 
but rife with a fmall degree of elevation to a ridge 
in the middle, and of Gourfe are better calculated 
for carrying off the rain. The upright boards 
forming the fides and ends of the houie are not 
joined clofe cnouirh to exclude the weather, the 
vacancies are filled up with fern leaves and fmall 
branches of pine trees. The entrance is a round 
hole in one corner of the houfe dole to the 
ground, where with difficulty a gro\yn perfon. 
D d 3 can 
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can Bnd admittance ; I found this fo unpleafant 
in two inftanccs, that I declined (atisfying my 
curiofity any further than could be done by re- 
moving the materials that filled up the interlaces. 
Four of thefe houfes fccmed to have been recently 
built, and were on a level with the ground. Thefc 
appeared to be calculated for two families of fix 
or fcven perfons each ; the other, which -was 
fmallcr and nearly half under ground, I fuppofed 
to be the refidence of one family, making the 
village according to this eftimate to contain about 
fixty perfons. To the matrons of thefe rude ha- 
bitations, I diftributed Ibme nails, beads, and 
other trivial matters, . who in return, infilled on 
my accepting fome mufcles of a very large fize, 
which they candidly acknowledged were the only 
things they had to offer. After rc-vifiting oUr 
party at work, who were proceeding with much 
difpatch, I left them under the care of Mr. Swaine 
and returned on board, where I found our few 
Indian vifitors trading in a very honcft and civil 
manner. Their merchandize confifted of bows, 
arrows, fome very inferior fea otter Ikins, with a 
fcanty fupply of fardinias, fmall herrings, and 
fome flat fifh. Their numbers during the fore- 
noon feemed to multiply from all quarters, par- 
ticularly from the fouthward, from whence they 
arrived both by land and in their canoes. Thefe 
people fcemcd to have alTembled in coniequence 

of 
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of fignaU that had been made the preceding even- 
ing, foon after the laft party, returned to the 
ihore. A fire had been then made, and was an- 
fwcred by another to the Southward on a high 
lock in the bay ; the fame iignal was repeated in 
the morning, and again anfwered to the fouth- 
ward. 

Whilft we were thus engaged in fupplying our 
wants, Mr. Whidbcy was employed in founding 
and taking a iketch of the bay. 

' The weather was cloudy and rainy during a 
few hours in the middle of the day, and contrary 
to cxpe^ation the night brought with it no land 
wind ; but as the reft of the twenty-four hours 
was perfedly calm, we had hopes that a favor- 
able change was at hand." We were however - 
again difappointed, as towards noon on Saturday 
the 4th, the wind returned to us from its former 
quarter. 

Few of the natives vilited the (hip, though the 
party on fliore had the company of more than a 
hundred. The number of the inhabitants be- 
longing to the village fecmed to be about fiity ; 
the others, who came from the fouthward, were 
all armed with bows and arrows. Thefe they 
at firft kept in conftant readinefs for adion, and 
.would not difpofe of them, nor even allow of 
their being examined by our people. They feated ■ 
the{nfe.lv:ps together, at a diftance from our nearer 
D d -1 neigh- 
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neighbours, which indicated them to be under » 
different authority ; at length however they be- 
came more docile and familiar, and offered for 
falc fome of their bows, arrows, and fea otter 
flcins. The bow and arrow were the only wea- 
pon thefc people appeared to poffefe. Their ar- 
rows were made very neatly, pointed with bone, 
agate, or common flint ; we faw neither copper 
nor iron appropriated to that purpofe; and ther 
had knives alfo made of the fame materials. 

In the afternoon we had taken on board about 
twenty-two tons of water, and as much wood as 
wc thought requilite. With a light northerly 
breeze we unmoored, but in weighing our itnall 
bower, the cable, that was afterwards found to 
be exceffively rotten, broke near the clench of 
the anchor ; this obliged us to let go the beft 
bower, until we Ihould recover the other ; and 
by the time this fervice was performed it was 
again calm, and we were under the neccflity of 
remaining in this uncomfortable expofed fituation 
another night, and until eight o'clock in the 
morning of Sunday the 5th ; when, although 
the fame adverfe winds ftill prevailed from the 
N. W. by N., we ftood to fea, without the leaft 
regret at quitting a ftation that I confidered as a 
very unprote(Sed and unfafe roadflead for fliip-' 
■ping. ' - 

How far the jJacc we had quitted is deferving 
' the 
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the, denomination of a port, I fliall not take upon 
me exa^ly to determine ; but in the language of 
mariners it can in no refpe<% be considered as a 
fefe retreat for fliips; not even the ftation occu- 
pied by the Spaniards, which I conceived to be 
cloie up in the N. N. W. part of the bay, be- 
tween the main and a detached rock lying from 
the head land, that forms the north-welt point ■ 
of the bay, N; 73 E. about half a mile diftant. 
There, two or three veflels moored head and 
ftern may He in fix and ievcn fathoms water, 
fandy bottom. The point above-mentioned will' 
then bear by compafs S. W. ; and the rocks ly- 
ing off the fouth-eaft point of the bay, S. 50 E. 
Between thefe points of the compafs, it is fllll- 
expofed to the whole fury and violence of thofe 
winds, which, on our return to the fouthward' 
the preceding autumn, bleVr inceffantly inftorms;* 
iind when we approached the Ihores, were al- 
ways observed to take the direflion of the parti-' 
cular part of the coaft we were near. Under 
thefe circumftances, even that anchorage, though 
the moft flickered one the place affords, will be 
found to be greatly expofed to the violence of 
thefe fouthern blafts, which not only prevail' 
during the moft part of the winter feaifbns, but 
continued to blow very hard in the courfe of th& 
preceding fummer. Should a veffel part cables, 
or be driven from this anchorage, (he muff in-' 

ftantly 
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fiantly be thrown on the rocks that He clofe ua- 
der her ftcm, where httlc elfc than inevitable de- 
ftrudion is to be expcAed. The points of Tri- 
nidad bay lie from each other S. 52 £. and N. 
52 W. about two miles afunder. From this lino 
of direiftion, the rocks that line the Hiore are no 
where more than half a mile diftant. The round 
barren rocky iflet lies, from the north-weft point 
of the bay, S. by W., diftant three quarters of a 
mile ; this is fteep to, and has eight or nine fa- 
thoms water all round it, and admits of a clear 
channel from nine to fix fathoms deep, clofe to 
the above point ; from thence to Rocky point, 
the fliores of the coaft are bounded by innume- 
rable rocky illets, and fevcral funken rocks lying, 
a little without thofe that appear above water ; 
but I know of no danger but what is fufficiently 
confpicuous. The foundings of the bay are re^ 
gular from nine to five fathoms, the bottom clear 
and fandy ; but as our anchors were weighed with 
great eafe, and came up quite clean, we had 
rcafon to coniider it to be not very good holding 
ground. 

The latitude of the ihip's ftation when at an- 
chor, obferved on two days by ditferent pcrfons 
and different fextants, was, by the mean refult of 
five meridional altitudes of the fun, 4 1 ° 3' ; this 
is 4' to the fouth of the latitude affigned by Mau- 
relli to the . port of Trinidad, and the fame dif- 

tance 
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tance fuuth of the fituation I had in my former 
vifits given to this nook ; not regarding it as de- 
ferving either the name of a bay, or a cove. The 
Utter pofition was however calculated, after eight 
hours run, by the log, fubfequent to the obferva- 
tion for the latitude at noon. But as I confidcr 
the obfervations made upon the fpot, to be infi- 
nitely lefs liable to error, I have adopted thole fo 
obtained ; and as Rocky point lies only five miles 
to the north of our anchorage, I have been in- 
duced to corrc^ its latitude in my chart from 41° 
1 3', to 4 1*^ 8', but not having obtained any au- 
thority for altering, or correiSing the longitude 
of the coaft, it will remain the fame as deter-, 
mined on our laft vifit ; which places Trinidad 
bay in longitude 230° 0', from whence it will 
appear that our chronometers had acquired an 
error, fimilai; to that in our former run from the 
Sandwich iflands to this coaft. By five fets of 
altitudes of the fun, taken on different days for 
this purpofe, though not agreeing remarkaWy 
well, the mean refult was fully fufficient to fljew, 
that according to the rate as fettled at Owhyhee, 
the longitude by Kendall's chronometer was 234* 
43'; by Arnold's No. 14, 234° 3g' ; and by his 
No. 17O. 236° 57'. The cloudy weather having 
precluded any obfervations being made for afccr- 
taining the variation, I have confidered it to re- 
main as we found it in this neighbourhood the 
preceding 
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preceding year; that is lO" eaftwardly. The 
tides appeared to rife and fall about five feet, but 
.they were fo very irregular, that no pofitive in- 
formation could be gained of their motion. The 
firft morning that I went on fliore it was nearly 
Tow water, about fix o'clock ; and when the 
■working party landed the next morning about 
five o'clock, the tide was higher than it had been 
the whole of the preceding day. This was ow- 
ing probably to the very heavy north-weft fwcll 
that rolled into the bay ; and as no ftream nor 
current was obferved, it would appear that the 
tides had but little influence on this part.oi^ the 
coaft. Further nautical information ma-ybe de-^ 
rived on reference to the fketcb of the place. 

In an excurfion made by Mr. Menzies to the 
hiU compofmg the projc(Sing head land, that 
forms the north-weft fide of the bay, he found, 
agreeably with Sen' Maurelli's defcription, the 
crofs which the Spaniards had erc<Sed on their 
taking poffcffion of the port; and though it was 
in a certain ftate of decay, it admitted of his co- 
pying the following inscription; 

CAROLUS HI. DEt. G. HYSPANiARUM. REX. 

The identity of porto de la Trinidada therefore 
cannot" be doubted; and this affords me an op- 
portunity of remarking, that as our attention ■ 
whilft employed in exploring thcfe fhores, had 
been conftantly dirciftcd to the diftttrcry of open- 
ings 
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ings in tbe coafl, and i«:ure retreats &)T fhippii^ 
it is by no meuis improbable that very many- 
Other Juch p(^ts as that of Trinidada may be 
found toexift, and iBtirely to have eluded the vi- 
gilance ofour examination. 

We had little opportunity of becoming ac- 
quainted with the country, as our travels were 
confined to the vicinity of the water fide. About 
.theout-lkirtsofthe woods the foil, though fomc- 
what ikady, a^eared to be a tolerably good mould 
lying on a ftratum of clay, frequently interrupted 
by protruding rocks. The grounds bordering on 
the fea-ihore were interfperfed with feveral rocky 
jjatches of different extent ; thefe did not pro- 
duce any trees, but were covered with fern, grais, 
and other herbage. Beyond this margin the 
woods formed one uninterrupted wildernefs to 
the fummit of the mountains, producing a variety 
of ftately pine trees ; amongft thefe was obierved, 
for the firlt time in the courfe of the voyage, the 
black fpruce, which with the maple, alder, yew, 
and a variety of flirubs and plants, common to 
the fouthern parts of New Georgia, feemed prin* 
cipally to compofe the foreft. Of the land ani- 
mals we could form no opinion but from their 
Ikins, worn as garments by the Inhabitants ; thefe 
feemed to be like thofe found in the more north- 
ern part of the continent. And as to the pro- 
dutflions of the fea, wc knew no more of them 

than 
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tiian what have already been enumerated. Out 
ftay was too fhort to enable us to obtain any other 
knowledge of the inhabitants than their external 
charaffter. Their perlbns were in general but 
indifferently, though ftoutly made, of a lower 
ftature than any tribe of Indians we had before 
fcen. They wore their hair chiefly long, kept 
very clean, neatly combed and tied ; but the 
paint they ufe for ornament, disfigures their per- 
sons, and renders their {kins infinitely lefs clean 
than thofe of the Indians who vifited us the for- 
mer year, to the fouthward of cape Orford ; to 
whom in moft rerpc<Ss thefe bear a very ftrong 
refemblance, as well in their perfons, as in thdr 
friendiy and courteous behaviour. Their canoes 
alfo were of the fame fmgular conftruftion, ob- 
ferved only among thefe people, and a few of 
tbofc who vifjted us off cape Orford, and at Re- 
iloration point. Like the other tribes on this 
fide of America, they fang fongs on approaching 
the Ihip, by no means uhplcafimt to the ear. 
Their cloathing was chiefly rnade of the fkins of 
land animals, with a few indifferent fmall ikins 
of the fea otter. AU thefe they readily difpofed 
of for iron, which was in their eftimation the 
moft valuable commodity we had to offer. The 
men fecmed very carelefs and indifferent in their 
drefs ; their garment was thrown loofely over 
them, and was little calculated either for Warmth 
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or decency ; for the former, they provided whilft 
afloat, by burning a large fire in their canoes ; of 
the latter they were completely regardleis. iThc 
women attended more particularly to thefe 
points; fome were covered from head to foot 
withagarment of thin tanned hides; others with 
a fimilar though Icfs robe of the Hke materials ; 
under this they wore an apron, or rather petti- 
coat,, made of warmer ikins not tanned of the 
fmaller aftimals, reaching from the waifl below 
tbc knees. 

Amongft thefe people, as with the generality 
of Indians i had, met with, fome mutijation, or 
disfiguring of their perfons, is pradlifed, either as 
being ornamental, or of religious inftitution, or 
poiEbly to anfwer fome purpofe of which we re- 
main ignorant. At Trinidad the cuftom was 
particularly fingular, and muft be attended with 
much pain in the firft inftance, and great Incon- 
venience ever after. All the teeth of both fexes 
- were, by fome procefs, ground uniformly down, 
horizontally, to the gums ; the women efpeclally, 
carrying the faihlon to an extreme, had their teeth 
reduced even below this level ; and ornamented 
their lower lip with three perpendicular columns 
of pun<Suatlon, one froiii eac)i comer of the 
mouth, and one in the middle, occupying three 
fifths of the .Up and chin. Had it hot been for 
thefe frightful cuftoms, I was informed that 
amongft 
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smiMigft ikaCc who vifitad our pnrty 9a Atore the 
Jaft day, there were, amongil tht younger fe- 
loales, Ibme who might have been conlider^d as 
having pretenfions to beauty. The men had alio 
£ime puniftuttions about thcro, and fears on thcif 
arms and bodies, from accident, or by defign, 
like the people who had vifitcd us to the fouth-- 
ward of cape Orford ; but as their language, was 
wholly unintelligible to us, without the leait affi- 
nity to the more, northern diaIc<Ss, our curiofity 
could only be indulged in thofc few relppds that 
infpedtion gratified. 

At noOn the co^ was in fight, extending from 
S. 10 E. to N. 20 E. ; Rocky point bore by com- 
pafs N. 40 E , and the bay of Trinidad N. fi3 
E. ; our obfervcd latitude 41" l'. The adverfc 
wind, having continued Cnce we had made the 
land, gave us hopes that, by keeping near thtf 
fliore, we might now and then acquirj^ favorable 
breeze ; in thefe conjei!:tures however we were 
totally miftaken, having anchored three fucceffivc 
nights within half a mile of the coaft, and found 
not the leaii advantage from land winds during 
the night. This determined me to ftand out into 
the ocean, hoping the winds there would be more 
fuitable to our northera deftination. 

In the afternoon, a range of very high inland 

mountains were obferved, in a parallel diredlion 

to the coaft, behind Rocky point; rearing their 

fummits 
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iiimmits above, thfe rnountains thatxoinpofe that 
fliore, and which Cohceded them oh our ibrroer 
paflage, when w?- were nearer in with the land. 
As we proceeded. to the wefl-ward the w:ind gra- 
■dnally came to about N. N. E., the weather 
gloomy and upkafaht, .'attended with fleet and 
Tain; the thermometer varying-iforh 51° 10.55". 
The leak in the bo'-vs ihcreafedlb much, as to 
Jteep us conftantly pumping and baihng. 

On Friday the 10th we had reached the latl- , 
tudc of 45^ longitude 220='. The wind at N. 
N. E. was moderate; the fea fmooth ; and having 
at length discovered the leak to have been occa- 
lioned by the caulking being waflied out of the 
Tabbitting of the ftem that>aiEfl:ed in fecuring the 
wooden ends of the ftarboard fide, we brought 
trt, to apply fome temporary remedy; "vvhich being 
accomplilhed, and- finding the winds no lefs ad- 
.Tcrfe to our proceeding, although we were up*- 
wards of 140 leagues from the landj we again di- 
re<ftod our courft to the eaft ward, with a continua- 
tion of nearly the fame unple^fant winds and 
weather, imtil Tuefdaythc J4thi in latitude 45o 
.6' ; and, what t confidered to be the true longir 
tude-, 231°. After a; calm during' the, lail twcnty- 
JburJiours, we- had^ a lightair ftwn the fputh- 
ward, attended by A cloudy.fty,--and.a mUch 
imildcr fatmdfphea-e. The thermpmetei; rofc to 
6o*, the -Wometfir that had;-fetc(y aicquired, i^ 
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ufiial Tcgulan^ liood at 30° 95', and the V3ii»- 
tion of the cbmpafi was 16° 42', eaftwardly. 

The wind continued in the Toutbem quarter, 
blowing light airs, or gentle breezes ; this day, 
Wediwfday the I5th, the atmofphere affumed a 
degree of ferenity^ and with the mildncfs of the 
air indicated the approach of a femmcr feafon ; 
but in the cvening'the flcy was again overcaft ; and 
in the night we had much rain, with a heavy fwell 
firom the fouth-eaft, which was alfo attended by 
very variable weather until Friday the 17th, ifi 
latitude 47° 53', longitude 2*3" I?'.- At this 
time the wind became fixed in the north-wreft, 
and blowing a moderate breeze wcfkicTd with it 
to the N. N. E., and at day-light on the follow^ 
ing -morning, Saturday the I8th,fawthe coaftof 
the ifland of Quadra and Vancouver, bearing by 
compafs from N. W. to E. N. E, ; the neareft 
fhore N. N. E. about four or five leagues diftant. 
■ We flood for the land until fcven o'clock, when 
being within a league of porita de Ferron, we 
tacked. The eaft point of the entrance of Niti- 
nat bore by compafs N. 80 E. and the eaft point 
of Clayoquot, N. 5 1 W. ; the air was very iharp, 
and the atmofphere being' clear And ftrehe, af- 
forded a tolerable view of -the country that com- 
pofes this part of the ifland. ■ ..- " ■-• 

On the fea ihore the land maybe" Coirftufcred 
rat&er as lowi-foriAiiig'd'fcmateiy- rofcfcy: difiS, 
- _i ,. : . ''and 
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and ^amty brabhes, with mbny detacbed rocks 
lying at a Jittle dUbiBCfe Irom the flibre, that 
fcemt*! to bi Well wooded with jwnc txccs. The 
iurface of" this Icm cotintry is very uneven, and 
at a Cnall diftance ■from the fca meets ia compadt 
body of nagged dreaiy momitwns ; whofc fum- 
mits were cohered with foow, wliidi extended 
on many, diougb hat on v\\ of them, a con- 
{iderabte way down, and iffl|)Tefled us with no 
^reat opiaioD of thdr ftatility. 

About noon we againilood in ihorc ; thccoaft 
then bore by conipafi from N. W. to E. by N., 
Jwnta de Ferroa boreN. tt2£., and the caft point 
,of Ciayoquot N. Id W. Tl« latitude of thefe 
points, as iaid down from Spanift authority, 
agreed very widl with -dot obferraticma of 48" 48'; 
but differed about 5'. to the caftward of the Ion* 
gitude Ihewn by the ncareft of our chronomctersu 

This was Mr. Arnold's No. 1 7S, allowing the 
affigned corredion when off cape Mendocino" 
and in Trinidad bay. 

In tht evening we fctoTicd wcH up along fliore 
of tJtc ifle de Ferron ; xiff which, befide many 
ihiall iilaads, there are fevexal funken socks ly- 
ing about a mile within them, where the furf 
broke with great violence. The wind ccmtinu* 
ing in the weftern quarcer,- wt it*od off fliors 
during the night, and at noon t^ next day, 
Sunday the igth, the otolerved latitude wat 
Ee2 40' 
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40" I'-'t lon^tude by Kendall's .cfaroriometer, al- 
lowing the above rate, 233" 8' ; Arnold's No. )4, 
233" 23' ; and by No. 176, 2^3" 41'. At this 
time point Breakers juft fliewlng itfdf above the 
horizon, bore by compais N.- 32 W., and ac- 
cording to its polition afcertained on our former 
vifit, it placed the ftup in longitude 233" 39*. 
The neareft fhore," which:!. took to bcpoint St. 
' Rafael of the Spaniards, N.- by E; four or five 
leagues diftant. Xhe eaficmmoft land in fight, 
point de Ferftin, E, I N. and the wefternmoft 
extreme N. W. With "a inodecate breeze frorii 
-the wefl^we ftood &f the land^.aJid'fetched about 
Jive miles to the fouth-eaftwafti of point Breakers, 
into the entrance of ■an bpening tliat had the ap- 
pearance of admitting us a confiderable way up, 
though in thcSpanifli chart Jhis-ifilct is not no- 
-ticed ; the firft opening tothe eaftward of point 
Breakers being at ^int de Rafel, four leagues 
-from this point. 

About fix in the evening we fuddenly reached 
IbundingsV at the dq)th. of. nine fathoms, hard 
bottom ; .the further examination being no obje<ft 
of my prefcnt purfuit, after, heaving afew cafts 
with the lead without-finding any alteration, we 
tacked. In. this fituation, a point which lies 
about S. 35 E., two miles and half, from point 
Breakers, being the wefl:crnmofi: land- /then in 
fight,, bcaie.liy compafs- N. 75 W.j about-two 
-J.- . J ' .. miles 
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miles'anij-a half from us ; a point, off which lie 
fomc rocks, forming die neareftflioro on the 
weftem fide, N. N. W^ one mile and a half ; a 
point on the eaftern fide formed by. a fandy 
beach, N.:N; E., diftant about a league ; the 
upper part 'of the inlet to the northward, wherb 
it fecmed to take a winding, dire^on towards the 
north-eait, about four, or five miles from Us, and 
point de ■:Ferron,--S;.75 E. , In this neighbour- 
hood there is a much greater bctcnt of low 
country than about Nootka or Clayoquot. It 
produced ftireft treesof many forts and of con- 
fiderabl^ fize ; and qh examination there might 
probably be found, a more eligible fituatioa for an 
cllabhfliment, than at either of thofe places.' 
The wind being ftill adverfc to our proceeding 
northward* we ilood. to the fouth-weil during 
the night. The next day at noon,' Monday the 
20th, our obferved latitude was 48" 19'; the 
wefteramoft land in fight bore by compafs 
N. 50 W. ; Woody point, N. 42 W. ; point. 
Breakers,. N.'27 E. being the neareft ■ fliorc^ at 
the diftance of about " three, legues ; the- weft 
point of thq.opening wC' were in the preceding 
night, N. 41 E. ; and point. de Ferron, S. 84 E. ' 
At this time a. fchoon? r vas ,feen to ^Vindward. 
ThcL air wfts very kee^,. the th?rmomctcr being " 
at 52° , aft(itl\e clcarp? fs of the atmoiphere gave 
»£ »n opportunity of beholding the ru^ed craggy 
E e 3 mountains 
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mountains that compofe this countiy^ whofe 
iiimmjts wcie enoimbend with infinitely more 
ihow than had btcjn Haejx on any of- my iormcr 
riiits to thofc ihorcs. 

The wind juft permitted w to fttcb Nootika. 
About four In the afbemooa wc iaw another &il 
to windward, appuently a brig ; and as there 
was a chance of its hdng the Chatham> the pxi' 
vatc iignal was made, but was not acknowledged. 
At five o'clock we reached Friendly cove, and 
anchored in eight fathoms water. An officer was 
immediately difpatcherd on ifaore, to acquaint 
Sea' Fidalgo of our arrival, and that I would 
&luCe the fort, if he would make an equal return ; 
this was accordingly dcme with eleven guns. 

A Spanlfli officer, who vifited us prior to our 
anchoring, dclivCTed me a letter, journal, and 
other papers, l^t by Mr. Ehiget. By thefe docu- 
ments 1 became informcK), that the Chatham 
bad arrived in this port o« the I5th of April, and 
bad departed thence on the 1 8th of May,' agree- 
aWy to the inftra^ions I had given Mr, Paget, in 
the event of my not arriving here by about the 
middle of May ; in order that no time might be 
loft in profecucing the innsy of this coaA. 

His exartiinatitm of the north fide of Morotoi» 
had determined that it did not afbrd any &k or 
convenient anchorage far fliipping^ and that it 
prclcnte* a fimilar dreary, and barroi afpefi, to 

that 
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that on the fomb fi4e of the ifiand. Few oc- 
currences had t^ken place oa board the Chatharn> 
betwQcn the Sandvvich iflands. and Noofka, 
worthy particulM notice, exe<;pting that the 
wiod&hsd been very ferorable, contrary to thole 
which wc had contended with ; that Ihe arrived 
within, .fight of the coaftof this iiland on the 7th 
of April, when the high land over Woody point 
was feen bearing by conspafs N. E, by N. ; and 
that Mr. Puget had direfted his courfe from 
thence towards Nootka. But meeting a ftrong 
S. £. gale dn the Qth, attended by all the circum- 
ftances that indicate an approaching ftorm, he 
put into Porto Bueno Efperanza, to wait more 
favorable weather ; and although fevcral attempts 
were made to gain Nootka from tiiat port, none 
ivicceeded until the Mth, when it was accom- 
plished with the expence of a bower anchor, owing 
to the breaking 'of the cable on the fea coaft. 

Mr. Puget had on his arrival at Nootka light- 
ened the Chatham> and laid her on ihore on the 
beach; and found that moft part of her falie 
keel had been knocked oiF, the lower part of the 
gripe confiderably damaged, and moil of the 
copper rubbed of from the (larboard bilge. The 
higheft of the fpring tides being infufiicient oa its 
falling to snfwer all purpofes, the Chatham was 
obliged to be hove down, both fides had confc- 
c^uently been examined, and ihe had underg|,ne 
» E e 4 as 
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as thorough a repair as circumftances would ad- 
mit, and whieh bad become cllentially necef- 
lary. In the execution of this builnefa Mf . Puget 
ftated, that His Majefty's fcrvice had been greatly 
forwarded by the polite attention of Sen""- Rdai- 
go, who afforded Mr. Puget every affiftanee in 
his power. This was of material importance at 
thisjundurc, as fc vera! of the Chatham's people 
were indifpofed with large tumours, that pre- 
vented their attending to any duty. Thefe com- 
plaints however, though afFe^ing moft of the 
crew, were not of long duration. By the I5th 
of May the Chatham waS in rcadinefs'to proceed 
to fea, but'adverfe winds prevented her fo doing 
until the 1 8th, when Ihe quitted Nootka. 

The veflel we had feen in theofiing anchored 
here foon after us, and proved to be His Catho- 
lic Majefty's fnow St. Carlos, from St. Bias, com- 
manded by Sen' Don Ramon Saayedra, cni^ in 
the Spanifli navy. 

The next day, Tuefday the 21 ft, we were 
employed in various neceffary fcrviccs ; and 
about noop I was favoured with the company of 
Sen' Fidalgo, who received from us the ufual 
marksof ceremony and refpefl. This gentleman 
informed me, that the officer commaiiding the St.; 
Carlos was to fuperfede him in the government of 
this po;t, and that he fliould immediatelyreturn to 
St. Bias ; and offered to take charge of, and for- 
. • war4 
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ward anydiipatdies, I tnight with to fendlhpoi^ 
timt channel to Europe. This opportunity-I gfedl/ 
embraced; and intrufted, to his care a ■- letter for 
the Lords of the, Admiralty, .'containing :a !bricf 
abftradl of our tranfaflions rmoe the conlmeinte-. 
mentof.thc.year 1793 ; as alfo a reply to fomc 
Tiery friendly and polite letters I had received: 
by the St. Carlos, from his excellence^ thci 
count de Revilla Gigedo, the vice-roy of New 
Spain, rcfiding at Mexico ; and " from Sen' 
Quadra, at St. Bias ; informing me of the wel- 
fere of Mr. Broughton, and the means that each 
of thefe geatlemen had ufed itO' rcwder hisarriifal- 
in Europe, as fpeedy as poffible. 

In one of his excellency's letters, I received the 
nioft flattering aflurances of every fupport and- 
affiftancc that the kingdoms of New Spain were- 
capable of beftowing. Thefe were extremely ac- 
ceptable, as we had ftill a confiderable extent of 
the coaft of New Albion to examine ; and we 
were made very happy by learning, that the 
fi-iendly and hofpitable treatment wje had- already 
received from the Spaniards, was likely to be 
thus continued. 

The very unpleafatit weather that attended us 
foon after our laft departure hence, led me to 
inquire of Sen"" Fidalgo, how the winter had 
pafled at Nootka. From whom 1 underl?ood, 
that their fituatiop here had been very Irkfome, 

having

having been almoft conAantly confined to the 
houfc by inceflant rain ; that on the 1 7th of 
Fcbmaiy a very feverc ihock of. an earthquake 
had been felt, and on the lO. of April a moft 
vioicnt ftorm from the fouth-eaft. 

Notwithftanding the badneft of thcfcafon, he 
had found means to ered a fmall-fort on Hog 
ifland, that mounted eleven nine pounders, and 
added greatly to the refpe^lability of the eftab- 
liihment. He very juftly confidcrcd employ- 
ment as eflentially neccflary to the prefervation 
of his people's health, which began to decline 
towards the fpring, and a man and a boy of puny 
conilitutions had fallen vi^ims to fcorbutic dii^ 
orders; the reft had for fome time paft been 
perfciftly recovered, owing principally to the wild 
vegetables procured from the woods. 

In the confidence that our arrival here mufl: 
have been before the end of April, I had intended 
to have made the neccffary obfervations for af- 
certaining the rate and error of our chronome- 
ters at this place, whilft the Chatham fhould 
undergo the repair fhe fo evidently required. But 
in conlequence of our long and tedious paflage 
from the Sandwich iflands, I was now dcter- 
- mined to proceed immediately to the northward, 
in order to join the Chatham, and whilft our 
boats fliould be employed in examining thofe re- 
gions we had left unexplored the former year, to 

make 
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make the neceffaiy obfervations for afcertainmg 
the rate of the chronometers, and for carrying 
'into eHecutictti our future inveftigations. 

On our arrivri here we had been v'lfitcd by 
Maqumna, Clewpenaloo, Annapee, and other chiefs. 
When we were laft bfure I had underftood, that 
Maquinnds eldeft child, being a daughter name^ 
Ahpienis, had in the courit of the laft fummef 
been proclaimed as the fucceflbr to the domi- 
niorts and authority oiMaqmnna after his death; 
and had about that time been betrothed to the 
eldeft fan of Wtcandnifli, the chief of a very con- 
iiderable diftrift in the neighbourhood of Ciayo- 
quotand Nitttnat. 

This chief with his fon, attended by a con- 
siderable retinue, came in form to Maqulnnds 
residence, noW fituated without the found' on 
the fea fhcffc, about a league to the weftward of 
this cove ; where, after prcfenting an affortment 
of certain valuable articles, he had demanded 
Maquhtnds daughter ; the confidergtions on this 
dower caufed great confultation and many de- 
bates. At fome of thefe a few of tha officers of 
the Difcovery were prefent, who underftood, 
that the compliment was deemed inadequate to 
the occaCon ; but on the forenoon of Thurfday ■ 
the 33d, I was informed, that matters between 
the two fathers were finally adjufted to the fatis- 
fa<Sion of both parties, and that Wiconamptt with 

hi:i 
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his fuitc, had returned to Clayoquot ; but that 
AJ^ients v/is ^\\i to refide fome time. longer at 
Nootka. Her youth, moft likely, as ftie did not 
then exceed ten or twelve years of age, was the 
reafon for poftponing the nuptials. 
■ Wscananifh did not favour us with his coni- 
pany, but fcnt his brother Tahtaoch/eea/ikus, to 
congratulate us on our arrival. This chief came 
with feme little apprehenfion about the manner 
in which he would be received, in confequence 
of the difpute with Mr. Brown of the Butter- 
worth ; his fears were however foon difpelled, 
on receiving. fome copper and blue cloth, which 
were efteemed prefents fuitable to his rank and- 
Gondition. By him I alfo feat fimilar prefents 
to Wicanan'ipi ; which he promised faithfully to 
deliver, and added, that his brother would no 
longer entertain any doubts of our fmcerity, and 
would be made citremely happy by the proofs I 
bad tranfmitted of my friendfliip and good wiflies. 
Having a light breeze at S. S. W. though it 
was ftill attended with hazy, rainy, unpleafant 
weather, we weighed, worked out of the Sound, 
and faluted thb fort as on our arrival. 

During our ihort ftay in Friendly cove, we 
were not fo fortunate as to procure any obfer- 
vations for afcertaining the rate of our chrono- ' 
meters ; we had however taken four fets of the 
fun's altitude on the 20th, as we faded into the 

port. 
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port. Thefe fliewed the longitude of Nootka, 
agreeably to their rates of gaining as afcertained 
at Karakakooa bay to be, by Kendall's chrono- 
■ter, 231° 42' ; by Arnold's No. 14, 231" 5^' 22'^, 
and by his No. 17O, 234° lo' 4*"; hence Ken- 
dall's erred, according to our fcttlcment of this 
place the preceding year, 1" 4ff 30" to the weftf 
ward ; Arnold's No. 14, 1° 36'. 8" to the weft- 
ward alfo; and Arnold's No. 176, 39' 14", caft- 
wardly. Confidering this error in Kendall's 
chronometer to have taken place fince our, de^^ 
parture from Whymea bay, in Attowai, where 
it had agreed within two miles of all our former 
calculations, it will be found to have been gain- 
ing fidce thattime, inftead of 8" 52'", as.eilabr 
liihed at Karakakooa bay, ]0"55"' per day, and 
to be faft of mean time at Greenwich on the 
20th of May, at noon, 2*" 1' 2". The other two 
inftruments erred very materially between Ka- 
rakakooa and Whymea, the iame way that their 
errors were now found to be ; therefore I have 
fuppofed thofe errors to have commenced on our 
departure from Karakakooa bay, and by fo doing-, 
Arnold's No. 14 will be found to be gaining at 
the rate' of 20" 32"' per day, and faft of mean . 
time at Greenwich on the 20.th of May, at noon, 
J'' 56' 26''; and No. 176, to be gaining 41" 36"'^ 
per -day, and, faft pf mean, time at Greenwich on 
the 20th of May, at nocm, 4'' 3.0' 55";, inftead of 
, ' the 
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the rates icttled on fliore at the obierratory on 
Owhyhec. As this cftitnatcd correded rfttc was 
found to agree much nearer with the longitude 
of Trinitjad b»y, accordii^ to its poiition as de- 
. tcrmined by us the preceding year, I ihail con- 
tinue to allow the above rate and error, until I 
fijall ha\t: authority fufficient to alter my opinion 
' of its correctncis. 

As we proceeded towards the ocean Ibe vfini 
gradually veered to the fouth-eaft, with which 
we ftecred along the coaft to the north-weft- 
ward, paffing the entrance of Buena Efpcranza, 
■which had a very different appearance to us, 
&oni that exhibited In the Spanifh chatt. The' 
fame was noticed by Mr. Puget; but we had 
tio opportiirmty of fixiag more than its extcriof 
points, nor was any corretSion njade in confe- 
quence of the Chatham's vifit. At eight in the 
evening We were witliin about three leagues of 
Woody point, bearing by compals N. 06 W. A» 
the general appearance indicated very unpleafant 
weather, and as i was deiirous of obtaining, if 
poflible, a more competent knowledge of the 
fpace between cape Scott and the entrance into 
Fit2hugh's found, than we were able to obtain by 
our inconclufive obfervations on our former vlfrt; 
the third t&ih were taken in the topfails, and we 
hauled ' to the w^ind off fliore, until the wea- 
ther ftiould be more farorable to this inqnwy. 
During 
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During the night the gale incrcafed with hard 
iqualls and a heavy rain. The topfails were dole 
reefed, and the top-gallant yards got down. At 
eight the nest morning, Friday the 24th, wc 
again ftood in for the land, and at eleven it was 
feen at no great diftance ; but we were not able 
to dire(5l our conrfc along Ihore until the after-- 
nocm. About eight the following morning we 
were abreaft of cape Scott, which terminates in 
a low hummock, joined to the main land by a 
narrow iUhmus, and forms, with the iHands that 
lie froHi it N. 80 W. a clear navigable channel 
about three miles wide. There arc a few break- 
ers at a fmall diftance from the cape, in a-direc* 
lion from itS. 2? E. about feven miles. About 
feven miles to the fouth-eafcward of this cape on 
the exterior coaft, we paflcd an opening with 
two fmall iflets lying oiF its north point of en* 
trance. This appeared clear, and promifed to 
afford Kxry good Iheltcr. From cape Scott, form- 
ing the weft point of the illand of Quadra and 
Vancouver ; the coaft on the interior fide takes 
a diredlion N.62 E. about eleven miles to the 
weft point of entrance between that ifland, and 
thc^C of OatjaiU) and Valdes.

lity it had no exiftcnce, and vice ver/a, owing to 
.the deceptions of tlie foggy weather that pre- 
Tailed whilft we were in tfiis neighbonrhood in 
.Auguft i/y2. It is therefore re<|uifite to repeat, 
that fihe coaft, ifiand3> illets, rocks, &c. &c. be- 
jtwccn Deep-water bluff and Smith's inlet, both 
<)n the continental, and oppofite fide of Qxi^en 
Charlotte's found ; excepting the weflem extrer 
mities, that on this occafioiL were, in fome de- 
gree corrcdled ; and are to be confidcred as likely 
to have been errohcDufly defcrlt^d,: as.well' in 
relpe<ft to their pofitivc, us. relative, pofitions.; the 
former occafioned by our not bcing.able to-pror 
cure any celeftial obfervations ; . the latter.-by the 
thick foggy weather, that conttnually produced 
deceptions, and left us no rule on :our former 
vlfit, for eftimatijig the diftancc betwecji one in- 
diftjndt objcdl and another. - ■ , - ::■ • 

As I would by all.means wiftirto guardiggainft 
tcJo- great reliance being placed On tthis.-particplar 
part; of our furvey, I.muft beg leave, feo,ftftt^tha([ 
1 c<H>fider myfelf anfw^rablfr^^nly. for- tbe-.i^er- 
taiRty of the connetHion of tb^ g^ft^t^Rt^I.^^Of;^ 
between 
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between the ftations before mentioned, th<^ 
having been traced in iuch a manner, as to afcer-. 
tain that fe<5 beyond all poflible dilpute. ; w . 

At noon the oblerved l^itudc was 5 1° ^Vthe 
true longitude 231° 56-'. In. this iituation th^ 
iilands of Galiano and Yald^ bote by coinpSii^ 
S. 6a E.; the fouth point of Calvert's iflai^^, 
N. W.; a low point on the fame ifland, N.-aq 
W.; and cape Scott, S. 8 .W.> diftant 23 miles. 
This placed cape Scott in latitude -50° 48': twq 
miles further north than the latitudq J had bq^ 
fore afligned to it, owing to our impcrfc^ ob* 
Jerratb^s .$X th^t time ; but I foiind no lea^ 
to make any alteration, in its loitgitude. Xhe 
ncar^ft ftiore to us ,bore by compaia N. 48 5»f 
dift^nt two or three leagues. This was the moffc 
weft?rly projefting part. of the continent in this 
neighboi^rhood ; from whence the fhores of thg 
main land take a N. N. E. and fouth -ea,ftwardly 
dircftion, and mateit a confpicuous cape, tery 
minating in rugged, ^ocky, low humtuQcks^ that 
produce fome dwarf pine, ■ and other fmall trees 
and fhrubs. This cape, from the dangerous na* 
vigation in its vicinity, 1 diftinguifhed by, the 
name of Cape Caution ; it is in latitude 5H 
12', longitude 232° p', ,Cape CattUon. though 
not nailed, was noticed on our formed vt^t, and 
erroneoufly placed, from the caufes before ilated, 
in latitude 5}° 18', longitude 232.° S'. An error 
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alio at that time took place, in the iituation of 
the foilth point of entrance into Smith'^ inlet, 
now fouriij to be in latitude 31° IS', longitude 
232° 1 1 i'. Tlie fouth point of Calvert's Iftand^ 
bmng inlatitudc 51^27'i lon^itiide 233" 5', was 
fofeh'd t6 be cori-edly placed.' The variation of 
the compais allowed in this fitxiation was 18° 
ialbvardly. ■ 

■ Soon after hoon, fome very dangerous break4 
trs were difcoveired, over which the fea, at long 
intervals bf'tinfie,' broke with great violence. 
Thefe had efcaped oar attention the iafJ year, al- 
though we muft have" paffed very near them; 
thVy confift of three diftinS patches, and feemed 
to occupy nearly the fpace of'a league." Their 
eaftern part lies from cape Caution, N.'^Z W., 
didaht about five miles ; ' but the rocks that lie 
off the ihore to the northward of the cape, re-r 
duce the width of the channel between thenx 
and the breakers to about a league, through 
which we paffed without noticing any other ob- 
Arudllon that was not liilHciently confpicuous to 
be avoided. 

With a gentle breeze from the E. N. E. we 
flood up Fitzhugh's found in the evening with 
all the fell we could ipread. This by four the 
next morning, Sunday the 26th, brought us op- 
pofite to the arm leading to point Mcnzies, 
whofe extent was left undetermined, and where 

in 
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in a eove on the ibuth Ihore, about eight mile? 
within its entrance, I expeded to join the Chat- 
ham ; but the wind being unfavorable, and the 
tcbb t^de fetting out, we made little prqgrefs unti^ 
fix o'clock, when wc wgrkcd up th? arm with 
tht flood tide, aftd a light eafterly breeze, at- 
tende4 with much raiti, and thick mi&y wea- 
ther. 

The Chatham was feen at eleven, and about 
ijoon we anchored within about half a mile of 
^er in Oo fathoms water, gravelly bottom. 

Mr. Pugct informed .me, that he had arrived 
here pn the 34th. and that nothing niaterial had 
occurred fince he had left I^ootka ; and I had 
the happiiiefs to underftand that himfelf, offi- 
f prsj and crew, were m a perfect i^ate of health.
